Third: Child and Family Services 


Fourth: Crime and Delinquency Preven- 
tion 


Fifth: Housing Maintenance and Pres- 
ervation (Except for the C.D. 
Program) 


Sixth: Recreation 

Further, the Committee clarified the 
Council’s intent in adopting the Fiscal Pol- 
icy that Administrative Costs and Indirect 
Costs are applicable to all departments in 


spreading their staffing and operational 
costs over all funding sources.

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Re: Claim of Mildred Cromwell in the 
amount of $90.15 


Dear Mayor and Council: 


On September 10, 1978, Mrs. Mildred 
Cromwell submitted claim in the amount 
of $90.15 for injuries suffered in front of 
her house on June 13, 1978. 


The Public Service Department has ad- 
vised this office that the sidewalk in front 
of Mrs. Cromwell’s house was temporarily 
repaired in the spring of 1977. The side- 
walk was permanently repaired subsequent 
to the date of Mrs. Cromwell’s injury, but 
prior to receipt of her claim by the city. 
Consequently, the Public Service Depart- 
ment has not been able to offer any guid- 
ance in terms of the sidewalk’s alleged 
state of disrepair at the time of claimant’s 
accident. 


Michigan law obligates municipalities to 
maintain their sidewalks so that they are 
reasonably safe and convenient for public 
travel. MCLA 691.1402; MSA 8.996(102). 
However, at the time of this incident, Lan- 
sing Code of Ordinances, ch 28, §28-27 
placed the responsibility for maintaining 
sidewalks on abutting property owners such 
as the claimant. . 


Since the alleged defect in the sidewalk 
wes located in front of Mrs. Cromwell’s 
residence, she was responsible for repairing 
it and it is likely that she was aware of 
the defect. In light of that, it is likely that 
the claimant’s own negligence in failing to 
repair or avoid the alleged defect would de- 
feat her claim in a court of law. 


Therefore, in light of the imposition of 
a duty to repair the sidewalk on the claim- 
ant by city ordinance and the likelihood 
that contributory negligence by Mrs. Crom- 
well might preclude her claim in a court 
of law, it is the recommendation of this 
office that Mrs. Cromwell’s claim in the 
amount of $90.15 be denied.

This claim was forwarded to this office 
on October 28, 1978 for a review and rec- 
ommendation. 


On October 4, 1978, Mr. Raul M. Gon- 
zales, MASAS Director, sent a letter to the 
Mayor’s Office requesting. compensation for 
a picture window that was allegedly broken 
as a result of construction by the City of 
Lansing on Turner Street. Specifically, the 
claimant alleges a moving truck caused a 
stone from the pavement to ricochet into 
their window causing breakage. 


Under Michigan law, municipalities are 
obligated to maintain their roadways in 
reasonable repair so that it is reasonably 
safe and convenience for public travel. 
MCLA 691.1402; MSA 3.996(102). In order 
to hold a municipality liable for damages 
caused by defective roadways, the claimant 
must show that the municipality knew or 
should have known of the defect in the 
roadway and had reasonable time to repair 
it. Peters v State, 400 Mich 50 (1977). 
City of Lansing records indicate that notice 
was received regarding the presence of ex- 
cessive gravel or stones on the street in 
question. Additionally, there is no indica- 
tion that such a condition did exist. There- 
fore, the City is protected from liability by 
governmental immunity. Additionally, a 
review of Michigan law reveals no authority 
holding a municipality liable for damages 
under the circumstances presented by this 
claimant. 


Therefore, in view of the foregoing, it is 
the. recommendation of this office that the 
above entitled claim be denied.

On June 22, 1978, Mr. Maxwell J. Grost, 
1720 Shubel Avenue, Lansing, Michigan, 
submitted a claim for $105.47 to reimburse 
the cost of cleaning up damage caused by 
a sewer back-up in front of his home on 
June 19, 1978. Mr. Grost attempted to un- 
clog the drain earlier in the day by calling 
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J & A Drain Cleaners. After J & A Drain 
Cleaners were unsuccessful in their’ at- 
tempt, he contacted the Public Service De- 
partment of the City of Lansing. Mr. Rob- 
ert Backus has informed this office that 
his department responded to a call at 1720 
Shubel Avenue and unclogged the main 
sewer line servicing that area. Mr. Backus 
further reports that it is the second time 
in four years that his department has had 
to respond to a complaint in that area. 
However, only one of those calls was for 
a clogged sewer line. 


MCLA 691.1407; MSA 8.996(107) provides 
that all governmental agencies shall be im- 
mune from tort liability in all cases where 
the agency is engaged in the exercise or 
discharge of a governmental function. In 
the instant case, it is clear that the city 
in operating the sewage system of the City 
of Lansing is engaging in a governmental 
function. In addition, the records of the 
Public Service Department do not disclose 
any evidence of notice that this is a recur- 
ring problem at 1720 Shubel Avenue. 


Thus, it is the opinion of this office that 
the above entitled claim be denied.

Ac- 
cording to the claimant, she was forced to 
walk in the street because of sidewalk re- 
pair and during the course of her detour 
she allegedly tripped on a stone, stepped in 
a hole and broke her hip as a result of the 
fall. Claimant has submitted several bills 
totaling $1,052.50 and requests the City of 
Lansing assist her in meeting these obli- 
gations. 


In Michigan, municipalities are legally 
liable for failure to keep their: streets in 
reasonable repair. MCLA 691.1402; MSA 
8.996(102). Information received from the 
Public Service Department indicates the lo- 
cation of claimant’s accident was under 
reasonable repair at that time and no notice 
of any defect had been received. 
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In view of the information received from 
the Public Service Department indicating 
that Center Street was in reasonable repair 
at the time of the claimant’s accident, it 
is the recommendation of this office that 
Mrs. Jacob’s claim for financial assistance 
be denied.

The Advisory Council on Historic Preser- 
vation has held firmly to its requirement 
that a structural engineering survey be per- 
formed on the eight designated buildings 
in order to see if those buildings can be 
used when the property is redeveloped. It 
is my belief that such a survey will tell us 
what we already know—the buildings are 
obsolete, crumbling structures and are not 
suitable for inclusion in a new development. 


After weeks of delay to my inquiries, the 
Advisory Council finally said in a long- 
distance telephone call that Michigan His- 
tory Division could approve the engineering 
firm for this work and could approve the 
scope of work to be performed. The Advi- 
sory Council also said flatly that it would 
not pay for the survey, that was between 
the City of Lansing and the Economic De- 
velopment Administration (EDA). In my 
conversations with EDA officials, I have 
been informed that the City would be re- 
quired to go through a formal application 
process for these funds, which could take 
weeks for approval. I believe this situation 
must get off dead center, considering the 
safety hazards at the plant and considering 
the need to secure demolition funds for 
eventual redevelopment of that property. 


I also recognize the need to resolve this 
problem that has been expressed by so many 
citizens, particularly those in the South 
Central Neighborhood Organization who 
live so close to this eyesore. 


To this end, I wish to announce that 
Smith, Hinchman, Grylls Associates of De- 
troit has been contracted for the structural 
survey of the Diamond Reo property. This 
survey will cost $7,000 and be funded from 
the architectural and engineering account 
in the capital improvements budget. Smith, 
Hinchman, Grylls was selected jointly by 
my staff and the Michigan History Division 
after discussion of several engineering 
firms, including several from Lansing. 
Smith, Hinchman, Grylls has an outstand- 
ing reputation for its capabilities in this 
field particularly for treatment of historic 
structures. This was believed to be critical 
in order that the report would not be chal- 
lenged by the Advisory Council on Historic 
Preservation. 


I am assured that all parties concerned 
will be able to live with the recommenda- 
tions of this report. If the report recom- 
mends that certain buildings should be in- 
cluded in a redevelopment proposal, then we 
will work within that constraint. This is 
a classic case of the Federal government 
dictating to a local government on how 
the local government should run its busi- 
ness. 


JANUARY 2, 1979 


This survey should be completed in four 
to six weeks, dependent on the condition 
the engineers find in the Reo buildings. I 
think this must be viewed in the light that 
the City of Lansing is trying to be fair 
with the Federal government, even though 
the City has not been treated fairly in this 
situation. 


I forward this to you as a matter of 
information.

Dear Council President and 
Council Members: 


I am happy to report to you on the steps 
that have been taken to achieve the City’s 
Economic Development goals and to re- 
quest your immediate action on one of 
these projects, namely, the Diamond Reo 
property. Let me briefly review for you 
the efforts of the past several years, which 
will give you the background for my re- 
quest. 


In 1975, my office sought assistance from 
the Economic Development Administration 
of the U. S. Department of Commerce, for 
a loan guarantee to keep the Diamond Reo 
plant from going into bankruptcy. This 
request was turned down for a variety of 
reasons. 


The Diamond Reo bankruptcy was a 
severe blow to the livelihood of many Lan- 
sing families as well as a financial loss to 
all local governmental units. Reo’s closing 
represented a continuing loss of manufac- 
turing jobs in the City, with Diamond Reo, 
John Bean and Warner Swasey accounting 
for more than 8,000 of the total loss of 
5,000 manufacturing jobs in Lansing be- 
tween 1978 and 1975. The pattern was 
similar to what had already been transpir- 
ing in other parts of Michigan. 


Because of this, I requested Title IX 
funds from the Economic Development Ad- 
ministration of the U. S. Department of 
Commerce, to develop an Economic Adjust- 
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ment Strategy for Lansing in order to 
prevent similar problems in the future. 
Negotiations between my office and Eco- 
nomic Development Administration con- 
tinued for almost one year before that 
agency informed me that they would honor 
my request for a planning grant and you 
finally adopted a resolution, on August 16, 
1976, authorizing the submission of the 
application for funds in the amount of 
$70,000, with $20,000 being provided by 
the City from Community Development 
funds. In May, 1977, the grant was award- 
ed. Through competitive proposals ahe 
firm of Zuchelli, Hunter and Associates, 
Ine., was selected as the consultant. In 
addition, technical and policy committees 
were formed through my office to guide the 
consultant’s work. You were represented 
on the policy committee. 


In Novemer, 1977, the Economic Adjust- 
ment Strategy was completed and I sub- 
mitted same to you. On January 16, 1978, 
you endorsed, by resolution, the strategy 
recommended by the Mayor’s technical and 
policy committees and authorized the sub- 
mission of an application to the Economic 
Development Administration of the U. S. 
Department of Commerce, for funds to 
implement the strategy. 


On February 10, 1978, I submitted to you 
a copy of our pre-application for Title IX 
funds. On February 23, 1978, Mr. Edward 
Jeep, Director of the Chicago Regional 
Office, personally visited Lansing for an 
on-site review of the projects contained in 
our strategy. Mr. Jeep was followed by 
Mr. Robert Hull, Deputy Director of the 
Economic Development Administration, 
Washington, who visited Lansing to review 
our program at the invitation of Congress- 
man Robert Carr. 


Negotiations with the Economic Develop- 
ment Administration, based on our pre- 
application, had proceeded to the point 
that redevelopment of the total Reo site, 
sewer and street improvements to support 
the Motor Wheel Complex, establishment 
of a Labor Management Board and staffing 
funds for the Lansing Economic Develop- 
ment Corporation, were the projects which 
the Economic Development Administration 
of the U. S. Commerce Department would 
support for funding. It was at this point 
that the City received notice on June 2, 
1978, via a national news wire service, that 
the Diamond Reo property, the largest 
project in the funding request, was de- 
clared a National Historic Landmark. 
Strange, but true. 


Since June of 1978, the efforts of my 
office, as well as the Economic Develop- 
ment Administration, have been directed 
toward resolving the problems created by 
the designation of the Reo site as an His- 
toric Landmark. Through the efforts of 
U. S. Congressman Robert Carr and Spe- 
cial Assistant for Intergovernmental Rela- 
tions in the White House, Miss Jane Han- 
sen, and my office, an agreement was 
reached which was later transferred into 
a memorandum of agreement which has 
enabled us to resolve the stalemate on the 
Diamond Reo properties. This agreement 
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said, in effect, that if one of the eight 
buildings designated as an Historic Land- 
mark were unsuitable for the reuse of 
heavy manufacturing, then all eight build- 
ings could be demolished. The City of 
Lansing received notice of this agreement 
on November 2, 1978, but the actual memo- 
randum of agreement itself was not re- 
ceived from the U. S. Advisory Council 
on Historic Preservation until January 2, 
1979. 


The agreement required the City to con- 
duct a structural survey of the eight build- 
ings designated as Historic Landmarks 
to determine the feasibility of rehabilitat- 
ing those buildings for heavy industrial 
use. Based on this condition, I entered 
into an agreement with the firm of Smith, 
Hinchman and Grylls Associates on Decem- 
ber 4, 1978. A draft copy of their report 
was received the week prior to Christmas 
and the final copy is expected to be received 
within the next several days. The Smith, 
Hinchman and Grylls study concluded that 
none of the eight buildings are suitable for 
reuse for heavy manufacturing activity and 
of the buildings only five (5) were pos- 
sibly suitable for light industrial activity, 
but the economics of rehabilitation of those 
structures is highly questionable. The 
study concluded, too, that it would be far 
more expensive to rehabilitate the build- 
ings than to build new ones. 


I am happy to report that the obstacle 
to the granting of our request for Title IX 
funds has been basically resolved. The 
Economic Development Administration has 
given me verbal assurances that the City 
of Lansing will receive in excess of 
$1,300,000 in Title IX funds and $600,000 
in Title I funds to implement our Economic 
Development Strategy. 


Mr. Alan Tubbs, Planning Director, and 
myself will be meeting with Economic De- 
velopment Administration officials in Chi- 
cago on January 17 and 18, 1979, to give 
them the final figures to draw up the grant 
agreements, this being upon their request 
of yesterday. 


Of the total, one million dollars of Title 
IX funds will be requested to be allocated 
for total demolition of the Diamond Reo 
buildings, the acqquisition of what is 
known as the old motor plant at the east 
end and the parking lot to the south of 
Baker Street, and pay off more than 
$57,000 in delinquent taxes. The remaining 
Title IX funds will be used to fund a Labor 
Management Board through Lansing Com- 
munity College to improve communication 
between labor and management in indus- 
tries throughout our community and we 
will receive funding to provide adequate 
staff support to the Lansing Economic De- 
velopment Corporation. 


Title I funds, in the amount of $474,000 
are reserved to complete funding for the 
8,500,000 Motor Wheel Comprehensive De- 
velopment Program, which you were in- 
formed of at an earlier date, and which 
will not only go a long way toward assur- 
ing the retention of that industry, but see 
major improvements at the site. The re- 
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maining Title I funds will be used for 
utility improvements on the Diamond Reo 
site to make it suitable for reuse. 


All lof these events lead up to my request 
for your assistance regarding specific ac- 
tion that you must take to allow us to 
proceed. 


On December 14, 1978, the largest por- 
tion of the Diamond Reo properties lying 
west of the Conrail siding and north of 
Baker Street reverted to the Department 
of Natural Resources of the State of 
Michigan, because of delinquent back taxes 
in excess of $500,000. The Department of 
Natural Resources has offered the property 
to the City for $1.00, provided the attached 
resolution and check for $1.00 is approved 
by you, on Monday, January 1. I am re- 
questing your immediate authorization to 
receive this land, especially since the Na- 
tural Resources Commission will meet on 
January 10, 1979, to vote on the land 
transfer, provided the resolution is passed. 


I, also, wish to call to your attention 
that the remaining Reo property lying east 
of the Conrail siding known as the old 
motor plant and the parking area south of 
Baker Street, as well as several smaller 
parcels south of Baker Street, have not 
reverted to the Department of Natural Re- 
sources and that my office has reached an 
agreement with the owners of this property 
to pay $150,000 for land valued at approxi- 
mately $205,000, plus the payment of back 
taxes in the amount of $57,579.38. Funds 
to purchase this land and pay back taxes 
are included in the Title IX funds. I ex- 
pect a formal reply from the property 
owners in question this next week. In 
your review of this resolution, you should 
be aware that the City will be liable for 
fiscal 1979-80 property taxes in the amount 
of $6,000. This $6,000 cost to the City is 
the result of delays by historic preserva- 
tionists, which prevented our acquisition 
of the land prior to tax day, legally estab- 
lished as January 31, of any given year. 
The failure of the property owners to sell 
should result in demolition by your order 
in the interest of safety. 


Further, I wish to inform you that I 
have entered into a $16,500 contract with 
the Snell Engineering firm to prepare spe- 
cifications for bids to demolish the Dia- 
mond Reo buildings. This contract will be 
paid for from funds previously appropri- 
ated, and may be recaptured from the 
Federal government. I would also point 
out that the Snell Environmental Group 
has waived more than one-half of their fee 
in the interest of seeing this facility de- 
molished for the community welfare. The 
purpose of this contract is to assure that 
the in-depth specifications for demolition 
contract will coincide with the receipt of 
the Federal dollars and permit demolition 
of the Diamond Reo building, commencing 
in April or May of 1979. 


In summary, a program begun over four 
years ago is finally nearing an end. There 
were many times during these past four 
years when it would have been so easy just 
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to forget the whole thing because of the 
red tape and frustrations, particularly dur- 
ing the past six months. Nevertheless, 
there were many people who gave their 
support and efforts to make this grant a 
reality. I wish to recognize them at this 
time: Mr. James Collison, local Economic 
Development Administration Representa- 
tive, who assisted and encouraged us in 
getting our planning grant and assisted us 
in packaging our Title IX implementation 
grant and request for Title I funds; Mr. 
Edward Jeep, the Director of the Chicago 
Regional Office of the Economic Develop- 
ment Administration, who has been very 
supportive of our community in advocating 
implementation funds from the Federal 
government; U. S. Congressman Robert 
Carr and Miss Jane Hansen of the White 
House staff, both of whom assisted us in 
formulating the memorandum of historic 
agreement, which led to basic resolution of 
the Historic Landmark dilemma on the 
Reo properties, plus their repeated other 
efforts in our behalf; Mr. Alan Tubbs, and 
several members of his Planning Depart- 
ment staff, who devoted long hour, some- 
times half the night, on several occasions, 
to prepare the appropriate information 
required by the Economic Development Ad- 
ministration; Mr. Steve Dougan of my 
staff, who researched the Historic Designa- 
tion on the Reo properties; and, the Fire 
Marshal, Building Commissioner, the Prop- 
erty Manager; and members of the South 
Lansing Neighborhood Association, who 
support our efforts to have these build- 
ings removed. Too, I express my ‘“‘thanks’”’ 
to Governor William G. Milliken for his 
timely announcement regarding Motor 
Wheel Corporation, which took place three 
months ago, and for his allocation of 
$200,000 toward the public improvements 
in that area. 


The next step is up to you, the members 
of the Lansing City Council. I request 
your adoption of the resolution to be pre- 
sented to the Natural Resources Commis- 
sion on January 10, 1979, so that we can 
proceed in a normal] fashion.

Dear Council President and 
Council Members: 


The City of Lansing has received an allo- 
cation of $2,995,000 for the 5th Year of 
the Community Development Block Grant 
(C.D.B.G.), a reduction of $1,414,000 from 
the current year’s funding. This reduction 
by the Federal government poses serious 
problems to the City if we are to accomp- 
lish our intended goals. I have reviewed 
the needs, priorities and available resources 
for the 5th Year C.D.B.G program. After 
careful consideration, I recommend that 
the 65th Year application reflect a com- 
pletely housing-oriented physical program. 
I believe that the needs in this area are 
clear, that this program is unquestionably 
designed to be a housing program, that 
diluting resources over numerous areas 
will be counterproductive in that it will 
increase the difficulties in accomplishing 
our intended housing goals, and that it is 
not responsible management to have heavy 
administrative costs in the program which 
do not clearly facilitate housing/physical 
program. 


The 5th Year program will involve a 
continuation of the existing physical pro- 
grams and the initiation of work in NDA 
No. 4 on the City’s southwest side. In 
addition, funds will be directed toward the 
completion of the Capitol Commons re- 
development. 


Specifically, housing efforts will be 
focused on rehabilitation of 96 units in 
NDA No. 4; $200,000 to support the Neigh- 
orhood Strategy Area; and $170,000 for 
peripheral area and City-wide code com- 
pliance program. 


Five hundred seventy-two thousand dol- 
lars will be designated for public improve- 
ments—sewers, sidewalks, curbs and gut- 
ter, etc.—in the Capitol Commons area. 
Other public improvements will be targeted 
in NDA and NIP areas at a cost of 
$234,233. 


The projected budget for these programs 
reflects a reduction in administrative costs 
from $963,249 currently to $448,617, or 
15.18% of the 5th Year allocation. Com- 
munity Development staffing levels are 
being reduced in CD Management, Finance/ 
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Accounting, Evaluation and Planning. I 
believe that it is imperative that we maxi- 
mize the program impact by utilizing these 
staff dollars to support both CD programs 
and other eligible housing programs such 
as NIP and 312. You will be receiving 
complete budgetary support material for 
the CD program within two weeks to as- 
sist you in your review of the proposed 
application. 


While we have not yet had all the mate- 
rial necessary to review the residual funds 
avaliale from years 1, 2 and 3, we will be 
completing this review within two weeks 
and forwarding to you our proposals for 
use of available residuals. We have several 
areas within the housing and physical im- 
provement plans which will require addi- 
tional funds and we will be proposing use 
of residuals in these areas. 


After careful review, it is clear that 
the funding of human services programs 
through CD funds requires excessive ad- 
ministrative costs and creates substantial 
problems because the Federal regulations 
do not lend themselves to such projects. 
Mrs. Warr has indicated this on several 
occasions. I feel that such projects should 
be done in the most effective and efficient 
manner available to the City. I am, there- 
fore, stating now that I intend to propose 
a Human Services Department staffed 
through the General Fund. In reviewing 
the functioning and history of Human Re- 
sources programs under CD funding, it is 
clear that they are tangential to the intent 
of the program and require an insupport- 
able level of administrative costs and regu- 
latory e/orts for the level of funding actu- 
ally provided to the agencies. Based on 
your policy directives relative to funding 
human service programs from the General 
Fund, it seems clear that this change will 
be beneficial to the City, the C.D.B.G. pro- 
gram and to the human services programs. 
We will be ale to improve the ratio of 
direct service dollars to administrative 
costs with this change. These recommen- 
dations will, of course, be coming to you 
with my budget in March. 


If the City continues to fund human 
services from CD funds, we would be un- 
able to provide housing supportive pro- 
grams as you have directed. I do not be- 
lieve that instituting new programs while 
cutting back existing ones is in conform- 
ance with your policy direction of last 
year. We are in the untenable position of 
having resources which are too scarce and 
too restricted to retain any level of exist- 
ing programs and fund new ones. Your 
policy mandates human services and re- 
stricts CD programs through Human Re- 
sources to direct housing support if we are 
to allocate CD funds for such purposes. 
I believe that my recommendations conform 
as best we realistically can to your policies. 


I would like to note, however, that policy 


action two days before the 5th Year appli- 
cation must be on file is of questionable 
value in development of.our recommenda- 
tions. 


I believe that these changes are necessary 
if the City is to be able to best utilize 
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available resources. It is always difficult 
to make the hard decisions that changing 
circumstances warrant. While I realive 
the temptation to avoid weighing of alter- 
natives by simply endorsing across the 
board reductions, it is apparent that we 
have a better option available—one which 
conforms to the interest if the C.D.B.G. 
program, While I have never agreed with 
the use of General Funds for human ser- 
vice programs, your policy direction is 
clear. Therefore, within this context, I 
feel that a realistic and reasonable re- 
alignment is essential. 


I have instructed Mrs. Lazar, Mr. Stone- 
house, Mr. Foulds, Mr. Harris and Mr. 
Goodin to be available to answer questions 
on these proposals and I am attaching for 
your information the 5th Year application 
budget summary and a status report on 
NDA No. 1, 2, and 8 funds.

Dear Council President and Members: 


This is to advise you that, based on the 
attached opinion from the City Attorney, 
eviction proceedings have begun against 
the Community Design Center at the North 
Lansing Comfort Station. The Attorney’s 
opinion indicates that the Community De- 
sign Center has been in default of its lease 
with the City of Lansing since July 1, 
1975. It is unfortunate that the Council 
Buildings and Properties Committee took 
no action to rectify this situation pre- 
viously. 


The City of Lansing has $45,000 in its 
Local Public Works grant for North Lan- 
sing improvements which was targeted for 
renovation of the Comfort Station. How- 
ever, my staff has informed me that the 
Economic Development Administration will 
allow this $45,000 to be spent on remain- 
ing work in the project other than the 
Comfort Station. The Public Service De- 
partment has already spent a portion of 
its annual street maintenance budget on 
this project, and this reallocation would 
enable Public Service to complete street 
maintenance in other areas of the City 
with that $45,000. Mr. Stonehouse advised 
the Buildings and Properties Committee on 
March 7, 1978 about this possible realloca- 
tion, but again unfortunately no recom- 
mendation was given to him. 
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This reallocation would mean that no 
work would be done on the Comfort Sta- 
tion. City departments were asked earlier 
this year if there was a city use for that 
property, and none was found at that time. 
The departments are again being surveyed 
on that question. 


If no City department wishes to use that 
property, it is my recommendation that 
the City sell the Comfort Station, which 
is on both Federal and State historic regis- 
ters. At least one offer to purchase the 
building has been received by City staff. 
It would be my recommendation that an 
appraisal be done and the property be sold 
to the highest bidder over appraisal. 


The default on the lease with Community 
Design Center was brought to the atten- 
tion of Mr. Pat Smith, the Director of 
CDC, some time ago. He indicated to 
property management staff that he was 
aware of the terms and responsibilities of 
the lease and the CDC was simply finan- 
cially unable to meet its commitments. 


I await your concurrence on the realloca- 
tion of $45,000 in the Local Public Works 
budget and also a recommendation on 
whether to sell the Comfort Station.

The Committee on Public Properties and 
Safety has requested information pertain- 
ing to Councilman Baker’s request to con- 
vey the Centennial Farm on Wood Street to 
the Lansing School District for use as a 
farm for visits by school district children. 
I would wish to point out to the members 
of City Council that such discussion is 
premature for a number of reasons: 


—The City does not yet own this property. 
Rather, the City has an option to pur- 
chase this property for $1 which may be 
exercised as late as August 1981. I have 

. been advised that the City may be wise 
to not immediately exercise its option, to 
avoid any question on property taxes on 
property that may not, at that time, be 
for public use. 


—Even at such time as the City may ac- 
quire this property, it is subject to a 
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lifetime lease to Mr. William G. Gladden. 
While Mr. Gladden is an older gentle- 
man, it obviously cannot be predicted 
exactly when this property may be avail- 
able for public use. 


—Changing technology and demands for 
resource recovery may influence the 
City’s interest in this property. This 
land is not included as part of the sani- 
tary landfill, but may be an ideal loca- 
tion for a recycling operation because 
of its proximity to the landfill. At this 
time, the needs for the recycling station 
and economics of this operation cannot 
be determined. 


—The Parks and Recreation Department is 
already operating outdoors nature work- 
shops for school children at Fenner Arbo- 
retum and a petting zoo as part of the 
Potter Park Zoo. Use of these facilities 
is constantly increasing. Whether a 
third facility should be developed by the 
City of Lansing or by the Lansing School 
District should be thoroughly analyzed in 
terms of existing operations, develop- 
ment and operating costs, and alterna- 
tive demands for the land. 


I would encourage the Council to not 
make any hasty decisions about this prop- 
erty at this time. Rather, I would suggest 
that judgement be deferred until, at a 
minimum, 1) the City acquires the prop- 
erty, and 2) the life lease with Mr. Glad- 
den is satisfied. At that time, the alterna- 
tive uses should be studied by staff for a 
recommendation to City Council.

By letter dated December 8, 1978, re- 
ceived by my office on December 15, 1978, 
the City has een advised by HUD that the 
City may submit, on behalf of property 
owners wishing to rehabilitate their prop- 
erties, loan proposals totaling $250,000 be- 
tween now and September 30, 1979, under 
the Section 312 Loan Program. 


Properties must be located in areas desig- 
nated as a part of the City’s Community 
Development program. Rehabilitation work 
must include the correction of housing 
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code deficiencies, with up to 40% of the 
code work cost being additionally available 
for work on items not code related. All 
loans are currently being awarded at 3% 
interest. 


These loans are direct loans to the prop- 
erty owner from the U.S. government. The 
City takes the loan application, verifies em- 
ployment, income, and creditworthiness, 
writes work specifications, obtains bids to 
establish exact costs, and submits this in- 
formation to the U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Development’s Detroit 
Area Office for approval. The City inspects 
the rehabilitation work, after loan ap- 
proval, and together with the property 
owner, authorizes payments to construc- 
tion contractors. Upon completion of the 
work the property owner is responsible 
for monthly repayment of the loan to the 
U.S. government. It must be emphasized 
that HUD is very particular about the 
repayment ability of the proposed bor- 
rowers. 


It should be noted that this is the first 
time in the long history of the Section 312 
program that HUD has advised participat- 
ing cities of an annual guaranteed dollar 
allocation. This program has been plagued 
with on-again off-again funding, leading 
to many frustrations for borrowers and 
City officials. By its December 8, 1978, 
letter, HUD is telling the City of Lansing 
that it may submit good loan packages on 
the following schedule and the funds will 
be available: 


October 1- December 31 $ 25,000 


January 1- March 31 100,000 
April 1- June 30 100,000 
July 1- September 30 25,000 


I am pleased to be able to report that, 
during this first quarter, HUD has ap- 
proved $17,400 in loans to Lansing prop- 
erty owners, and that $25,400 in loans are 
currently in the Detroit HUD Office for 
review and approval.

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A recent situation in the 1400 block of 
Oak Street has been brought to my atten- 
tion. This situation results from the neces- 
sity of gaining access to the north/south 
alley. In order to provide for off-street 
parking of motor vehicles in inclement 
weather it becomes impossible to negotiate 
the alley due to a heavy build-up of ice. 
This forces residents to* park on the street 
overnight and, therefore, receive parking 
tickets. 


In recent discussions between residents in 
the 1400 block of Oak Street and the City 
Attorney’s Office, the citizens affected were 
advised that they must pay parking tickets 
they received for parking overnight on the 
street. As a result of an inquiry I am ad- 
vised by the Public Service Director that 
the City does not salt alleys thus resulting 
in the situation in which some citizens are 
without a place to park their vehicles. 


It seems to me that if it was the policy 
of the City of Lansing to develop a public 
alley system, the least we could do is main- 
tain the system in a useable fashion and 
not expect residents to assume our respon- 
sibilities or to pay for the fact that we do 
not keep the alleys in an accessible manner 
during heavy weather. 


I therefore request that the appropriate 
committee and/or committees review this 
matter and provide a policy direction which 
will resolve the above stated difficulty.

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With the concurrence of the White 
House, Advisory Council on Historic Pres- 
ervation and the Michigan History Division, 
I ordered a study of the Diamond Reo prop- 
erty, the criteria agreed to be a) the struc- 
tural condition of the eight historically 
designated buildings, b) per square foot 
cost to rehabilitate, if possible, those eight 
buildings, and c) whether or not the build- 
ings could be resused for modern heavy 
manufacturing industry. 


Please find attached a copy of the struc- 
tural survey of the Diamond Reo property 
as prepared by Smith, Hinchman, Grylls 
Associates of Detroit for your information. 
This report satisfies the requirements of 
the Advisory Council on Historic Preserva- 
tion and the Michigan History Division. 
It should be remembered that the report 
addresses three questions, and comments 
about any individual building should be 
considered in the framework of all three 
questions. Therefore, remarks about the 
general condition of buildings should also 
be considered in light of the economics of 
rehabilitation and the suitability of the 
building for modern heavy manufacturing. 


Based on this report, the Michigan His- 
tory Division, in its charge as State His- 
toric Preservation Officer, concludes that 
since the property is to be used for heavy 
manufacturing development, that all eight 
ni itl designated buildings may be 
razed. 


The report concludes that seven of the 
eight buildings in question could be re- 
habilitated BUT such rehabilitation would 
cost $46.90 and $55.10 per square foot, AS 
COMPARED TO $32.00 TO $34.00 PER 
SQUARE FOOT FOR NEW CONSTRUC- 
TION. The cost of rehabilitation does not 
include any consideration FOR COMPLETE 
RESTORATION OF THE BUILDINGS 
NOR DO THEY INCLUDE ANY CON- 
SIDERATION FOR ANY CONSERVA- 
TION MEASURES. 


The report concludes that NONE OF 
THE BUILDINGS CAN BE USED FOR 
MODERN HEAVY MANUFACTURING 
INDUSTRY, one of the major criteria for 
the study in question.

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Some years ago, the then First Ward 
Councilman “assisted”? a business at 1408 
East Michigan Avenue to secure a minor 
right-of-way, which permitted egress and 
ingress from the business facility directly 
south to HBureka Street. Over the years, 
the property changed hands, the business 
operations going from light vehicles to 
extremely large cabs and trailers, some 
60 ft. in length. This change has resulted 
in damage to one of the adjacent homes, 
in numerous complaints being leveled by 
home owners in close proximity to the 
right-of-way and by others along Eureka 
Street, a major case before the Circuit 
Court of Ingham County, the latter turn- 
ing out to be a “losing proposition” to the 
complainants. Unfortunately, City Coun- 
cil action of years ago to aid a friend 
in need, today leaves a lot of innocent 
home owners in the area concerned in a 
quandry. 


On Tuesday, January 2, at regular ses- 
sion of City Council, Councilman Robert 
Hull questioned me as to why nothing had 
been done with the Council order of Sep- 
tember 18, 1978, which dealt with the 
Thomas Brothers Garage, at 1408 E. Michi- 
gan Avenue. In researching your resolu- 
tion of that date, I noted that the resolu- 
tion, contrary to the City Charter, and the 
basic recommendations of the Charter Com- 
mission, bypassed the Mayor and dealt 
directly with the Property Manager, Direc- 
tor of Planning and the City Attorney. The 
resolution authorized the aforementioned 
to initiate proceedings for the vacation of 
the right-o-way, behind the Thomas 


Brothers Garage, extending south to Eureka 
Street, AND to “commence negotiations for 
the purchase of that vacated section and 
the two strips of land adjoining the vacated 
land and owned by Thomas Brothers.”? The 
resolution stipulated that this ‘“‘transaction 
will net Thomas Brothers an amount of 
money equal to the Fair Market Value, 
which may be used to relocate the over- 
head door on the warehouse and allow for 
access from Michigan Avenue.’® The reso- 
lution further directed that if a com- 
promise could not be reached that the 
Traffic Engineer CLOSE THE ALLEY to 
eliminate through traffic. 


Further research by my office shows 
that: 


—Contrary to the change of Councilman 

—Contrary to the charge of Councilman 
Hull, the departments noted in the regso- 
lution actually commenced working on 
the matter shortly after the City Council 
approved the resolution; 


—That the Property Manager, Sam Clay, 
secured the services of McNeilly Con- 
struction Company for an inspection of 
the property for the purpose of arriving 
at a cost to transfer two 14 ft. overhead 
doors to the east side of the Thomas 
Brothers structure and block up the 
openings of two existing doors. 


-~—-Mr. Creevy has advised that he is at- 
tempting to determine ‘‘the loss of busi- 
ness” for which the city would be liable, 
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in addition to the cost of structural 
changes of price of land. 


On December 28, the Property Manager 
received a proposal, in the amount of 
$14,490, from McNeilly Construction Com- 
pany to complete the work, a copy of the 
quote being attached. On January 2, 1979, 
a copy of the McNeilly proposal was sub- 
mitted to Paul Creevy, City Assessor, such 
proposal to be used by the City Assessor 
in arriving at a true value of the property. 


On January 10, 1979, James T. Heos, 
Assistant City Attorney, has advised that 
he will submit alternate proposals regard- 
ing the matter and the legal ramifications 
of the inverse condemnation suit resulting 
from taking of the property. 


On this date, the legal representative of 
Thomas Brothers has advised: a) that the 
proposal of the City Council regarding the 
structure would in fact put the Thomas 
Brothers out of business, because the turn- 
ing area would: be sufficient to permit the 
vehicles being serviced to enter the facility, 
and b) he is willing to discuss with his 
client what damages would be necessary 
from the City Council, to have hios client 
vacate the location, with the right to retain 
the general property, other than the right- 
of-way, said location than to be used, by 
purchase or lease by another business. He 
will respond. © 


Be advised, further, that I discussed the 
past law suit, which the City lost, with the 
Circuit Court Judge in question. He is of 
the opinion that the City Council, as a 
whole, is overstepping its bounds directing 
the Traffic Engineer to close the alley to 
through traffic, until the legalities are 
settled. 


Like City Council, I too, would like to 
resolve the problem faced by the home 
owners on Eureka Street. Unlike City 
Council, however, I am accepting the ad- 
vice of the City Attorney and Department 
heads to assure that our matters are in 
order, and in a legal fashion, before they 
are submitted to you for decision. I will, 
therefore, advise at a later date, in hopes 
that you may then act.

The purpose of this letter is to request 
Council aupthorization for retaining out- 
side legal counsel to represent the City of 
Lansing in the matter entitled In Re Smith. 


As you may recall, some time ago Mr. 
Smith applied for a change in zoning from 
“A” One-Family to ‘‘F’’ Commercial on 
the premises located at 5312 South Waverly 
Road. The request was ultimately denied 
by action of City Council. Mr. Smith has 
since filed a lawsuit against the City of 
Lansing alleging that the City Council’s 


refusal to zone the parcel in question was 
improper and illegal. In connection there- 
with, he is alleging certain Council mem- 
bers have acted based upon improper rea- 
sons. He has now subpoenaed several mem- 
bers of the City Attorney’s Office to pre- 
sent testimony at the trial of this matter. 


Disciplinary Rule #5-101(b) of the Code 
of Professional Responsibility prohibits a 
lawyer from representing a client when an- 
other lawyer in his office is likely to be 
called as a witness. Because of this, it is 
my opinion that continued representation 
of the City’s interests by the City Attor- 
ney’s Office would result in a violation of 
the ethics of the legal profession. 


In light of the above ethical considera- 
tions and in light of the need of the City 
to be well represented in this matter, it is 
my opinion that the City Council should 
approve retention of outside legal counsel 
in this matter. 


Having contacted several local attorneys 
regarding the possibility of representing 
the City in this case, it is my recom- 
mendation that Mr. Donald Hines of 
Fraser, Trebilcock, Davis & Foster be re- 
tained. He has indicated a willingness to 
represent the City of Lansing and the Lan- 
sing City Council in this matter at a rate 
of $50 per hour. That rate represents a 
substantial reduction from his usual fee 
and should be considered reasonable in 
light of Mr. Hines’ experience and the 
rates being charged by other local attor- 
neys. I therefore respectfully request per- 
mission of City Council to retain Mr. Hines 
to act as attorney in this matter.

In response to your request for a report 
on the status of C.E.T.A. positions and 
incumbents, I wish to provide the following 
information and factors of which you need 
to be aware in any review of this matter. 


1) The City of Lansing currently has 
over 250 C.E.T.A. funded positions in all 
titles and categories. Of these positions, 
approximately 60 positions must be elim- 
inated during the upcoming fiscal year 
because they clearly will not be within 
guidelines. 


2) 128 currently employed incumbents 
must be terminated by September 39, 
1979 because of C.E.T.A. regulations dic- 
tating maximum time for participation in 
the C.E.T.A. Program. These incum- 
bents have been aware of this since the 
reenactment of the C.E.T.A. legislation 
in the fall of 1978. 


8) The establishment of General Funds 
to replace the 60 ineligible positions 
would require a General Fund appropria- 
tion of $616,000 to $700,000 excluding 
twelve firefighting positions for which 
funding currently is reserved. 


4) To attempt to provide General Funds 
to support all 123 incumbent participants 
who federal legislation requires to be 
terminated September $0, 1979 would cost 
the City’s General Fund an amount in 
excess of $1,600,000.00. None of these 
incumbents, regardiess of current salary 
level or position, can be retained under 
C.E.T.A. because of action of the Con- 
gress and Department of Labor. This is 
in a matter within the control of the 
ity. 


The City faces an impending fiscal crisis 
if you do not realistically recognize both 
the short-term and long-term ramifications 
of any potential action by you. An attempt 
to retain all positions and all incumbents 
could necessitate a substantial tax increase 
of between 2.2 and 3 mills or a 23-30% in- 
crease in the City’s property tax operating 
levy. Creation of positions without regard 
to availability of long-term funding and 
financial impact, and without regard to 
necessity of functions to City operations, 
as has been advocated by some Councilmen 
is clearly imprudent. 


The City of Lansing is, as has been pre- 
viously reported to you by the Finance Di- 
rector and reflected in the financial state- 
ments, to a point where expenditures ex- 
ceed revenues. We have utilized accumu- 
lated fund balance to balance the budget 
and must insure that permanent costs are 
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not authorized without making sure we 
have the funds to pay them. Staff and 
fringe benefit costs are the single largest 
permanent cost of government and rise 
steadily over time. We cannot assimilate 
major increases in such permanent staffing 
costs without increasing the tax rate. 
Using fund balance is a very short-term 
resource; these costs could consume all 
available funds within a two year period 
and would still pose a major problem to 
the City. Also, it is clearly undesirable to 
eliminate our fund balance. Your own 
policy calls for stabilization fund of an 
amount equal to 10-20% of the General 
Fund to serve in case economic conditions 
deteriorate. The time lapse between tax 
rate adjustment and actual revenues would 
not allow even a major tax increase to off- 
set the disruption and service impact if we 
do not maintain an adequate reserve. 


The City is undergoing reorganization 
and difficult transitions in response to in- 
creasing fiscal pressures and clear voter 
opposition to the high cost of government. 
Where such costs are essential, they must 
be publicly explained and defended. But 
when anyone, for whatever motive, advo- 
cates major costs of government which are 
not essential and which place undue finan- 
cial burdens on our taxpayers, J] cannot 
allow it to go unchallenged. 


My staff and I will be available to dis- 
cuss C.E.T.A. with you to assist in the de- 
velopment of rational and afordable altern- 
atives.

Article 4 of the City Charter mandates 
that the Mayor shall report to the City 
Council and the public regarding the State 
of the City. Specifically, the Charter re- 
quires that the report outline the activities, 
programs and services of each department, 
and agency and assess their adequacy. Fur- 
ther, the Charter requires that the Mayor 
make observations as to the effectiveness 
of the existing administrative organization 
of the government and make recommenda- 
tions for change. Finally, the report must 
contain a summary of the financial condi- 
tions of the City. 


Departmental Activities, 
Programs and Services: 


The average City resident paid $114.90 in 
City Income Taxes and the average home- 
owner in the City of Lansing paid $117.70 
in property taxes for all City services re- 
ceived in 1978. Below, I will outline for 
the City Council and the citizens of Lan- 
sing the activities, services and programs 
which were provided in return. It is my 
general assessment that we can all be proud 
of the job being done by our City em- 
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ployees. Obviously, we cannot stop work- 
ing for an improved, more effective and 
more efficient government, and I will point 
out several areas of concern where special 
efforts are being made. I do believe, how- 
ever, that a more than adequate job is 
being done in behalf of the people of Lan- 
sing, and I feel sure that Lansing’s average 
citizen is receiving far more than average 
services for each tax dollar. ; 


Board of Water and Light: 


During 1978, the Board of Water and 
Light completed two major projects to im- 
prove air quality and recycling efforts and 
began two other projects in these areas 
which should be completed during 1979. - 


On the environmental front, in June a 
five year, $16 million electrostatic precipi- 
tator retrofitting effort was completed at 
the Eckert Station. This was a State- 
mandated air uality effort which increased 
precipitator efficiency from 96% to 99%. 
Also in the environmental area, an inno 
vative flue-gas conditioning program has 
been successfully tested at Erickson Station. 
This effort will help the Board’s newest 
electric generating facility meet environ- 
mental standards while burning low-sulfur 
coal. The conditioning equipment and in- 
stallation will cost approximately $1 mil- 
lion. This program will save ratepayers 
from $16 million to $25 million over other 
types of environmental protection equip- 
ment to meet the same laws. 


In the recycling field, start-up work has 
begun for the Board’s new $6.5 million cal- 
ciner which recycles lime from the water 
treatment process. Construction has also 
begun for a $450,000 flyash storage and 
recycling terminal at the Erickson Station. 
This is a jointly funded project between 
the Board and two private ash sales firms. 
This facility will save Board ratepayers 
hundreds of thousands of dollars over the 
next twenty years through reduced flyash 
disposal cost. 


Coal consts continued to spiral upward in 
1978. In March of 1970, a ton of coal de- 
livered to one of our Lansing generating 
plants cost $8.80. By the end of last year 
coal prices were at $39.07 per ton. Despite 
these dramatic increases in coal prices, and 
the major coal strike in 1978, Board cus- 
tomers continued to receive reliable and 
reasonably priced utility services through- 
out the strike and a particularly bitter 
stretch of Michigan winter weather which 
immobilzed much of the State. Even though 
the nationwide coal strike lasted more than 
100 days, Board boilers were kept in oper- 
ation from larger than normal coal stock- 
piles. Throughout several severe 1978 cold 
spells and snow storms, Board operating 
and maintenance crews kept vital utility 
services flowing to customers. 


After discussion at numerous Board meet~ 
ings and a public hearing on the matter, 
the Board reluctantly raised its water rates 
for the first time since mid-1974. Last year 
marks the third consecutive year that elec- 
tric rates have remained the same, although 
an increase in electric rates is ee 
in early 1979. 
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Substantial study and countless hours of 
public’ meeting time have been’ devoted to 
studying future power supply requirements 
of the Board. Projections show that by the 
mid-1980’s, there will be a need for an addi- 
tional power supply. Preparation and en- 
gineering work will need to begin soon if 
the 1980’s deadline is to be met and study 
by the Board on this matter. will manbione 
into 1979. 


Work in energy conservation continued 
throughout 1978. Customers from residen- 
tial, commercial and industrial sectors 
worked with the Board’s energy advisory 
section on a variety of programs supporting 
the wise use of energy, and more than 
25,000. pieces of energy conservation liter- 
ature were distributed by the Board of 
Water and Light in 1978. 


The Board of Water and Light is one of 
the only two utilities in the State to main- 
tain a lamp exchange program. More than 
500,000 bulbs were distributed to Board cus- 
tomers in 1978. 


Building Department: 


During 1978, the Building Department 
issued 1,279 building permits valued at $39 
million. Permit fees and tax assessments 
generated $287,978. Compared to 1977, this 
represents a $47,768 increase in revenues 
and a $3.5 million increase in permit value. 


Several thousand inspections were com- 
pleted by the divisions of the Building De- 
partment. These included 20,256 inspec- 
tions of residential and commercial con- 
struction, 998 residential safety inspections 

and 630 multiple dwellings representing 

4,783 living units checked. The department 
processsed 2,069 junk and debris complaints 
and 2,320 weed and tall grass complaints, 
and handled 173 demolitions of substandard 
residential dwellings. 


Permit value for residential construction 
was $12.2 million, an 11% decrease over 
the 1977 total of $18.2 million. This de- 
crease is primarily due to a significant drop 
in multi-family starts, as indicated below: 


1977-24 structures, 


412 living units ____...$6.7 million 
1978—5 structures, 
156 living units _.........$2.0 million 


There was a small increase in one and 
two family construction despite a substan- 
tial increase in the cost of a new home. in 
1978. National statistics indicate that the 
median cost was $56,600 in 1978, and. will 
continue to rise in 1979... -- : 

. Confidence in the City of Lansing ‘s as. a 
major market is reflected by a healthy in- 
crease in commercial and industrial activ- 
ity. Permits for new office buildings to- 
taled over $5 million during 1978. Major 
renovations of office buildings primarily in 
the downtown area totaled $2.8 million. 


A diversification of commercial permits 
accounted for $1.5 million in proposed con- 
struction. Another $3.6 million was record- 
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ed for retail outlets permits including a 
new motel: and an automobile dealership. 
Industrial permits, additions ad comple- 
tions totaled over $7 million this past year. 


The Building Department continues to be 
actively involved in the Community Devel- 
opment Program. Specifications were writ- 
ten for the rehabilitation of 270 structures, 
including 1,485 separate plumbing, elec- 
trical, mechanical, roofing and siding con- 
tracts. There were 123 structures completed 
during 1978, representing 677 separate con- 
tracts for the various trades. 


An expansion of the rehabilitation pro- 
grams in the areas of emergency roofing, 
electrical and heating repairs took place 
last year. The Community Development 
Program has provided a necessary tool for 
handling special situations encountered by 
housing inspectors and rehabilitation spe- 
cialists. 


The seechiGiu of whttinlous general con- 
tractors available to complete the work 
that has been prepared for bidding, has not 
been solved entirely and has impeded the 
completion of some of these efforts. Many 
contractors have been separated and a sub- 
stantial amount of mechanical work, not 
directly related to structural alterations, 
has been completed. The net effect is that 
as much work as possible was completed 
based on contractor availability. 


The department continued to stress pro- 
fessionalism and credibility among its em- 
ployees through education and training. 
Currently there are 13 inspectors certified 
by the International Conference of Build- 
ing Officials, and 8 inspectors are awaiting 
test results for the examination they took 
last November. I am pleased to report that 
the Building Department continues to lead 
all Michigan cities in the number of certi- 
fied inspectors on its staff. 


The City’s inspection program has con- 
tinued to insure that structures built or 
remodeled are safe for their intended use. 
This fact is reflected directly in the low 
fire and casualty insurance rates within the 
City. Additionally, the department has con- 
tinued to produce tangible results in pre- 
serving older neighborhoods through the 
GD rehabilitation program and has also 
been effective in its enforcement of proper- 
ty maintenance ordinances. 


CETA Program: : 


--The City of Lansing’s CETA programs 
served 1,011 individuals in 1978, with a 
budget of $6.1 million. Two hundred and 
ninety five persons received short term 
work experience and counseling services. 
One hundred and eighty four others went 
on ‘to: permanent employment, returned to 
school, or entered military service. Seven 
hundred and sixteen persons were employed 
in the Public Service Employment Program. 
Sixty percent of the $5. 76 million PSE allo- 
cation funded positions in 30 City depart- 
ments and paid the administrative costs of 
the Manpower Office. 


_ Over, 40% of the PSE budget was utilized 
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to fund positions in 387 government-related 
and non-profit agencies, representing pub- 
lic education, public utilities, public trans- 
portation, State government, the arts, com- 
munity services and social services. CETA 
also funded many special projects, most of 
which were operated by outside agencies. 


These . projects included a home-bound 
meal program and a nursing program for 
the elderly, repair and weatherization of 
homes for the elderly and the poor, clean-up 
and neighborhood improvement programs, 
youth programs, ex-offender rehabilitation 
programs and performing arts programs. 


Lansing experienced a problem in 1978, 
when one of its subcontracting agencies was 
discovered to be in violation of CETA reg- 
ulations. To prohibit the re-occurrence of 
such problems in the future, the City has 
built tighter controls into the CETA sub- 
contracts and the Manpower Office is mon- 
itoring more closely the subagencies work 
progress reports. 


. The future of CETA, as outlined by the 
President, does not look bright. The Fed- 
eral legislation passed last October, which 
re-authorizes CETA for four years, contains 
such constraints on wages and eligibility 
that. the City will be able to continue to use 
only.a small percentage of the total num- 
ber of current CETA positions. Addition- 
ally, the Federal Office of Management and 
Budget is. recommending a cut in CETA 
appropriations of more than 50% for Fiscal 
Year 1980. Cuts in the enrollment levels 
will inevitably result in cutbacks in pro- 
grams offered the public by the City and 
many non-profit agencies. These funding 
reductions could adversely affect some of 
the City’s Parks and Recreation programs, 
CATA and the arts groups. 


The City’s Manpower Office has projected 
a loss of 181 CETA participants, who have 
attained the maximum period of participa- 
tion, including eight in the Housing Com- 
mission, by September 80, 1979, due to 
guidelines federally mandating termina- 
tions. An additional 60 CETA positions 
bit in all likelihood, be lost by March 81, 
1980. 


Some members of the City Council have 
recommended that the entire CETA work- 
force be retained when Federal funding is 
no longer available. Such an action would 
result in a tax increase of at least $2.00 
per thounsand in the first year and addi- 
tional increases in the years thereafter. For 
that reason, I propose that if any CETA 
employees are to be retained we should 
carefully consider each proposed position 
and retain only those jobs which are neces- 
sary to assure that essential City services 
are not disrupted. The details of this pro- 
posal will be forwarded to you in my forth- 
coming budget message. 


City Clerk: 


As Chief Elections Officer of the City, 
the City Clerk is responsible for the orderly 
conduct of elections. This responsibility in- 
cludes voter registration, advertising, prep- 
aration of voting devices, computer pro- 
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gram testing, appointment of election in- 
spectors and the distribution of supplies 
that go out to 87 precincts on election day. 
In 1978, the requirements placed on the 
Clerk’s Office were extraordinary because 
the November 7, 1978, General Election re- 
corded a 54% (40,500) voter turn. out of 
75,803 registered voters. This, the largest 
ballot ever recorded, was attributed to the 


wide range of candidates for all: State and 


Federal representatives, M.S.U. Board of 
Trustees, and eleven proposals three of 
which dealt with highly controversial tax 
issues. Absentee ballots also reached an all 
time high with 5,084 having been issued. 


During 1978, the City Clerk issued 2,000 
licenses in 20 different categories. This ac- 
tivity became considerably more complex 
in 1978 due to the revision of the Peddler’s 
and Solicitation Ordinance which now. re- 
quires bonding, finger printing and medical 
certification prior to issuance of a license. 


Last year the Clerk reproduced ‘over 
6,500 certified copies of birth or death cer- 
tificates from the City’s archives. which 
date back to 1880 and advertised over 200 
ae for rezonings and special ussess- 
ments. 


The City Clerk ably demonstrated in 1978 
that despite unanticipated demands her cf- 
fice functions smoothly to serve the citizens 
of Lansing. om. 


City Market: be 


The Lansing City Market is patronized 
by an estimated 300,000 to 500,000 individ- 
uals annually. Shoppers and sellers come 
from a radius of 35 miles while 70% of the 
visitors reside between three and seven 
miles from the facility. 


Markets in other cities have declined or 
deteriorated, but Lansing’s City Market 
continues to prosper and operate within 
budget. This situation reflects customer 
satisfaction coupled with sound manage- 
ment and fiscal integrity. e * 


The Market operates with a Director, As- 
sistant Custodian, part-time help on Sat- 
urdays and two CETA people in training 
as maintenance workers. In general, the 
Market, remodeled in 1975, is ss 
smoothly with 75 sellers year-round, 


Each spring, a public auction of un- 
leased vendor tables is held. A total of 
$17,800 resulted from the last auction and 
at present, all spaces are rented with a 
waiting list of six applicants. Total in- 
come from auction and rentals during 
1978-79 (one Market year) will be $76,812 
against a budget for operations of $62,621 
for a net of $14,191 returned to the nace a 
General Fund. 


Emergency Operations: 


The blizzard of 1978 blanketed the City 
with 23 inches of snow. Blistering winds 
created huge snow drifts which curtailed 
all movement throughout the City. Recov- 
ery forces coordinated by Lansing’s Emer- 
gency Operations Office worked around.the 
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elock to rescue stranded people and restore 
the City to normal operations. The storm 
drained the City’s Emergency Funds of 
$450,999. A Presidential Disaster Declara- 
tion and assistance from the Corps of En- 
gineers, enabled the City to recover nearly 
$200,000 of this amount. 


Other emergencies responded to included 
twenty tornado watches, barricaded gun- 
man and multiple alarm fires. Review and 
updating of emergency plans, training of 
personnel in new emergency procedures, 
and preparation of City-wide evacution 
measures, in the event of a nuclear situa- 
tion, dominated administrative operations. 


Through the efforts of Emergency Ser- 
vices, the City acquired nearly $50,000 in 
Federal surplus property equipment in 
1978, at a cost of only $3,000. 


The efficiency and effectiveness of Lan- 
sing’s Emergency Services was judged by 
the Michigan State Police and Office of 
the President at 92%, one of the highest 
ratings in the Nation, which it has main. 
tained for the past six years. 


Finance Department: 


The Finance Department, including divi. 
sions of Accounting, Assessors, Budget 
Management, Data Processing, Income Tax, 
Purchasing and Treasury, is currently mak- 
ing modifications relative to the executive 
reorganization effective February 5, 1979. 
Transition of Data Processing and those 
central service operations such as Printing, 
Microfilm, Central Stores and Central Gar- 
age, which were previously supervised by 
the Purchasing Director, has involved ex- 
tensive efforts to facilitate uninterrupted 
services. These efforts have been proceed- 
ing on schedule and no significant prob- 
lems have arisen. 


As you are aware, the functioning of 
Data Processing has not met expectations. 
I will be reporting to you on the findings 
of the consultant’s study of these services 
and will make recommendations which I 
believe will substantially imporve the effec- 
tiveness of this operation. 


A primary objective of the Assessor’s Of- 
fice this year has been to eliminate the 
equalization factor applied to 1978 City 
property assessment values and to provide 
as uniform and equitable assessments in 
1979 as possible. By using clerical person- 
nel to update computer files and to transfer 
data to field maps, the City’s appraisal 
staff has been able to make maximum use 
of their time in doing re-appraisal work. 
This project is compatible with recommen- 
dations made by the special blue ribbon 
committee on property assessment in Sep- 
tember, 1978. 


The Finance Department has continued 
its program to improve the Budgeting and 
Accounting systems to enhance fiscal con- 
trols and to increase the utility of these 
systems in administrative decision making 
and policy formulation. I believe that the 
enhancements in these areas greatly in- 
creases our ability to provide efficient ser- 
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vices and maintain the City’s financial po- 
sition. I believe that the greater coordina- 
tion of all elements of the department will 
benefit operations. 


The efforts of Purchasing, Accounting, 
Assessors, Budget, Income Tax and Treas- 
urer’s Divisions have been successful in 
accomplishment of their required tasks and, 
in several cases, have resulted in increased 
capabilities for the City. 


Fire Department: 


During 1978, the Lansing Fire Depart- 
ment responded to 4,319 alarms and made 
5,659 ambulance runs. The City’s emer- 
gency medical service, manned by a total 
of 17 State Certified Paramedics and 101 
Emergency Medical Technicians, who sup- 
port the ambulance service, has been widely 
acclaimed and is considered by many to be 
the finest such service in the State. 


The Fire Prevention Division made 4,179 
inspections during 1978 and departmental 
records show a 9% reduction in building 
fires. There was, however, a dramatic in- 
crease in fire loss due to arson. To combat 
this problem, the innovative arson investi- 
gation “Team Approach’”’ was used and has 
resulted in 89% apprehension and a 51% 
conviction rate of juvenile and adult ar- 
sonists. 


Acclerated programming by the Train- 
ing Division has resulted in all Lansing 
Fire Department personnel receiving Class 
“A” fire-fighting certification by the State 
of Michigan’s Firefighters Training Coun- 
cil. Lansing is the only city of its size in 
the State to be 100% certified. 


Improvements in manpower techniques 
and equipment upgrading has been contin- 
ually provided. Our ambulances carry elab- 
orate and expensive equipment capable of 
transmitting patient conditions directly to 
hospitals and physicians; first aid kits and 
backboards have been added for EMT use 
which permits a faster response and stabi- 
lization of a patient before the arrival of 
Paramedics. 


Because of the excellent overall services 
provided by the Lansing Fire Department, 
I authorized the Insurance Services Offices 
to conduct a survey of the department and 
the Board of Water and Light for the pur- 
pose of obtaining a lower insurance rating 
than our present three rating, a rating 
which is already substantially below most 
other units of government in the Nation. 
The results will be available this April and 
I am confident our request will be ap- 
proved. 


Housing Commission: 


The Housing Development Act of 1974 al- 
lows new units of publicly assisted housing 
be constructed under what is known as 
Section 8. Under these guidelines the Hous- 
ing Commission currently has an approved 
application for 100 additional units of Sen- 
ior Citizen housing under construction on 
Holmes Road across from the Logan Shop- 
ping Center. These units are expected to 
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be: available for occupancy in the fall of 
1979. 


A program of repair and upgrading of 
all public housing units will be undertaken 
during 1979 by virtue of an application ne- 
gotiated this year by the Housing Commis- 
sion for $234,800 of “Modernization Funds” 
as a part of the City’s Annual Contribution 
Contract. 


During 1978, the Housing Commission 
provided safe, decent and sanitary housing 
for 569 families and 329 Senior Citizens. 
Family rentals, at an average monthly rate 
of $174.00, contributed $1,188,072 and Sen- 
ior Citizens at $64.00 contributed $260,568. 
The repair and preventive maintenance pro- 
gram for all units, an ongoing and ever in- 
creasing cost factor, is the assigned re- 
sponsibility of a traveling workcrew of 22 
individuals. Emergency repairs are per- 
formed twenty-four hours per day. 


While the Lansing Housing Commission, 
like numeous other agencies, is experiencing 
difficulties with inflated expenditures, defi- 
nite corrective steps were taken during the 
past year to maintain a positive balance 
between income and expenditures. Among 
these were programs and policies to mini- 
mize vacancies, closer scrutiny and screen- 
ing of applicants and the reduction in num- 
ber of ‘‘move outs’? which in turn makes 
the rehabilitation process less costly. 


Housing and Redevelopment: 


During 1978, Housing and Redevelopment 
activities centered around completion of 
Community Development projects, market- 
ing of Urban Renewal properties and man- 
agement of grants from the Local Public 
Works grant program. 


In Neighborhood Development Area No. 
1, 52 properties were completely rehabili- 
tated while all acquisition, relocation and 
demolition activities were completed, except 
for two properties recently designated for 
acquisition. In NDA No. 2, 81 rehabilita- 
tion projects were completed while all but 
four acquisition, relocation and demolition 
projects were completed. In addition, bid 
documents were prepared for the Woodman 
Pathway, which will be constructed this 
spring. In NDA No. 38, nine of the 12 
parcels indicated for acquisition have been 
purchased, with relocation benefits pro- 
vided to the families involved. Four of the 
nine structures have been demolished, while 
another 27 homes have been rehabilitated. 
In the peripheral area rehabilitation pro- 
gram, 68 houses have been repaired, while 
other applications are being processed. Ap- 
plications are also being processed for the 
Section 312 rehabilitation program of 3% 
direct federal loans. 


- A $1.8 million grant from U. S. Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban Development 
has enabled the department to purchase 63 
properties in the Capitol Commons area, 


which will make this property ready for, 


development. Funding provided in mid- 
1977 allowed the department to acquire 21 
parcels in this area during 1978. 
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In other Community Development funded 
activities, the Housing and Redevelopment 
Department has completed roughly 95% of 
the facade restoration program in_ the 
North Lansing Historic Commercial Dis- 
trict. Problems which have resulted from 
this work are being resolved with individual 
property owners. 


The department acquired five of the six 
homes necessary for the parking lot expan- 
sion in the 2000 block of East Michigan 
Avenue. Architectural work is now under- 
way for 1979 construction. As a part of 
the same program, properties are now 
being purchased for the parking lot im- 
provements in the 900 block of West Sag- 
inaw. 


The department’s urban renewal activities 
included sale of property to R & R Develop- 
ment Company in the 200 block of the 
North Washington Mall for a $2.5 million 
office building. R & R Development has also 
submitted a proposal to purchase Parcel 12 
to construct a second $2.5 million office 
building of 60,000 square feet. Since the 
100 block has been assigned to an Ad Hoc 
Committee for marketing, only three par- 
cels remain to be sold in the Urban Re 
newal Project No. 1. On Project No. 2, 
negotiations are being completed with E. 
J. §. Housing Partners for a 278 unit resi- 
dential complex to be financed by the Mich- 
igan State Housing Development Authority 
for Parcel No. 7 at Cedar and Shiawassee. 
Parcel 5 is currently under contract to be 
sold to FSB Development for a $750,000 
commercial complex of 18,000 square feet. 
The last remaining parcel, Parcel 11, is not 
being marketed, pending developments on 
the proposed arena/exhibition center. 


The department has handled construction 
contracts for $1.3 million of the $1.7 mil- 
lion Local Public Works grant for River- 
front Development, with all work scheduled 
for completion by June of this year. Also, 
approximately $800,000 of the $966,300 
Public Works grant for North Lansnig is 
under contract, with this work due for com- 
pletion by June. One contract remains for 
Burchard Park improvements. 


Human Relatiins: 


I am happy to report that in 1978, the 
Human Relations Department received 
fewer ‘formal’? complaints of discrimina- 
tion than in any year since the 1960's. 


There have been isolated community con- 
troversies, but these controversies did not 
reveal discrimination in housing, so much 
as they revealed individuals who did not 
respect the rights of others, irrespective of 
race. Many of these areas of tension were 
resolved through the intervention of the 
Human Relations office. 


The Human Relations Field Representa- 
tive program has proven to be consistently 
successful in its cooperation with the 
schools and other City agencies to provide 
security and peer group supervision in 
crowd control situations. Their ‘“‘prevent’”’ 
tactics cannot be statistically assessed, but 
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the ‘small number of social disturbances at- 
tests to the success of the program. 


’ The Contract Compliance Unit can be 
regarded as being very successful in assist- 
ing and monitoring contractors, vendors 
and agencies in fulfilling legislative man- 
dates of equal employment opportunity pro- 
grams. 


‘The Affirmative Action component of 
the Human Relations Department in the 
first year of implementation has received 
good cooperation from the City depart- 
ments. The results are definitely improving 
with the awareness of the delegated respon- 
sibilities, as mandated in the Affirmative 
Action Plan. 


Human Reanemices g 


' During 1978 the department continued to 
assist Lansing’s residents through the di- 
rect and contractural provision of human 
services. 


‘ The five day care centers which receive 
City support through the department served 
a total of 452 parents, inculding 289 single 
‘heads of households. The services enabled 
276 parents to hold jobs out of their homes 
and 98 others to undergo job training. In 
addition, the centers cared for 73 children 
who were referred by the Ingham County 
Protective Services Division through the 
Child Abuse and Neglect Prevention Pro- 
gram. 


“The Northside Cleanup Program resulted 
in the removal of conditions which had led 
to a high rat infestation rate in certain 
areas. Over 800 cubic yards of rubbish, 
trash, appliances and furniture were re- 
moved ‘through the program. 


‘The Women’s Bureau, in its seven months 
of existence during 1978, provided direct 
services to 190 women and established link- 
ages and programs with fifty other commu- 
nity agencies. 


* In 1978, the Human Resource program 
was a complex effort utilizing Community 
Development, General Fund, Revenue Shar- 
ing and Anti-Recessionary Funds totaling 
over $1 million. I have forwarded my gen- 
eral recommendation for the continuation 
ef human services in 1979 and I will be 
providing more details in my forthcoming 
budget. submission. 


Parks and Recreation: 


In 1978, the Recreation Division sponsored 
a variety of activities to meet community 
needs. Gier Community Center, now in its 
third year _of operation, has experienced 
a. 130% participant increase since its first 
year of operation. Programs offered in- 
clude weaving, ballroom dancing, ceramics, 
arts and crafts, as well as, a variety of in- 
structional services. 


~ Kingsley Center has been in operation for 
almost two years and has established its 
identity in thé community through the de- 
velopment of quality leisure and social ser- 
vices. Thirty social agencies were housed 
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in Kingsley where 98 events took place last 
year with 24,520 individuals receiving so- 
cial services. In the area of leisure service, 
61 programs and classes were offered with 
41,607 participants. 


Competitive and instructional sports— 
baseball, softball, basketball, flag football, 
saf-t-hockey, tennis, golf, volleyball, plat- 
form tennis, and soccer—attracted 11,574 
individuals. The three new programs im- 
plemented this year were platform tennis, 
youth tennis league and youth soccer. 


The Senior Citizens and Handicapped 
Special Recreation Services programming 
was enjoyed by 2,700 senior and 460 handi- 
capped citizens. While Senior Ciitzen par- 
ticipation increased by 14% over the prior 
year, the need for weekly programming for 
the mentally retarded decreased. 


The overall trend in programming needs 
appears to be moving in tow directions: 
year-around day programming and one-time 
special events such as a theatre night, 
games and trips. 


Special events, including Lansing’s first 
“Winterfest,” the Youth Talent Exhibit, 
Riverfront Festival, day and summer con- 
certs attracted an estimated 150,000 per- 
sons. Regional leisure centers’ at Kendon 
Elementary, Dwight Rich Junior High, 
Kingsley and Gier Centers enabled 25,000 
people to enjoy handicrafts, dramatics, 
music, dance, stories, nature studies, stunts 
and yoga. 


Hunter Pool was open 73 days with an 
average daily attendance of 376 while the 
Moores Pool, opened for 71 days, averaged 
803 daily. These figures reflect a decrease 
of seven days operation and a 19% reduc- 
tion in total attendance from 1977. 


Ice skating at Sycamore, Comstock, Quen- 
tin, Everett, Pleasant View, Bancroft and 
Gier served 10,540 skaters. Washington 
Park artificial ice rink had total attendance 
of 10,627 last year, and has already had 
7,427 in attendance through the first half 
of this skating season. 


Forestry Division personnel planted 8,103 
street trees during 1978. These were dis- 
tributed evenly across residential areas of 
the City.. This year’s plantings, added. to 
approximately 10,000 planted in the two 
prior years, has greatly reduced the back- 
log of vacant planting locations. Primarily 
due to the addition of six CETA tree trim- 
mers, 12,516. street trees were trimmed this 
year. ; 


Parks improvements projects scheduled 
this year include ballfield lighting at Davis 
Park and Gier Park and. regrading, resod- 
ding, new storm drainage, and new fencing 
and irrigation at Ranney ballfield. Speci- 
fications have also been prepared for reno- 
vation to the Ranney Park score shed, dug- 
outs, lavatory facilities and a new - score- 
ae oo = : at 

Also scheduled is renovation of the-Miller 


Road_ senior citizen center; brick repairs 
on the North Washington Mall; ‘double 
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tennis courts at Wilson, Woodcreek,’ River 
and Marscot parks plus four courts at For- 
est View Park; completion of electrical 
‘renovation of the Dodge Mansion and the 
Dodge Park site improvements; unveiling 
of the Windlord; Kingsley Center site de- 
velopment; and, completion of the Walsh 
Park play area. 


The citizens of Lansing have pitched in 
again this year and a donation drive 
through the Chamber of Commerce and 
Friends of the Zoo has raised $40,000 to- 
ward the cost of a new flight cage for 
Potter Park Zoo. Through the efforts of 
retired Parks Director, Carl Fenner, three 
new bison were provided to the City’s dis- 
play at the Arboretum by the Department 
of Interior. With this kind of public sup- 
port it is clear why Lansing continued to 
have an outstanding parks and recreation 
program in 1978. 


talaseseecs Department: 


" During the first ten months of the calen- 
dar year 1978, the City Personnel Depart- 
ment accepted 9.396 applications for em- 
ployment, examined qualifications of appli- 
cants through the administration of 492 
tests and examinations and placed 335 peo- 
ple on either regular or-seasonal jobs with 
the City. Promotions for 148 of the City’s 
employees were also approved. 


The continuing Comprehensive Employ- 
ment and Training Act (CETA) added 136 
additional jobs and remains in good opera- 
tional order effecting further productivity 
in several departments. Sixty-four CETA 
employees, during these ten months, have 
been transitioned into regular City jobs. 


During 1978, tins City also adopted a re- 
vised classification plan for all personnel 
not represented by a bargarining unit: The 
new plan, with its accompanying merit 
system, constitutes a positive step toward 
objective evaluation of staff productivity 
and will assist the administration in pro- 
viding more effective and: efficient govern- 
mental services to the citizens of Lansing. 


' The City’s participation in community 
eollections through the auspices of’ the 
United Way Organization, supervised and 
administred by the Personnel Department, 
reached an all-time high in dollar con- 
tributions, thanks to each department’s 
overall! efforts and those people who worked 
diligently in other departments. Under the 
supervision of the Personnel Department, 
and in conjunction with the American Red 
Cross, another highly successful: blood drive 
-was: held in August in the City Hall. 


“Nineteen hundred and: seventy-eight has 
been a year of solid progress. for the al 
personnel system. . . 


Planning Department: 


The City of Lansing’s Planning Denne 
ment has continued to perform its diverse 
planning functions during 1978. It has 
provided planning services in the areas.of 
Zoning.and. Code. Enforcement; Transporta- 
tion, Housing and Community. Developnient, 
and Comprehensive Planning. . 


> SS SSS 
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Specifically, the Zoning Division has been 
carrying out a thorough survey of the City, 
identifying code violations and. bringing 
them to the attention of the appropriate 
enforcement agency. The Division has con- 
tinued to provide public service regarding 
requests to rezone and subsidize property 
in the City, and several modernizing amend- 
oes to the Zoning Code have been -pre- 
pare 


The Transportation Division oxsaittelihl 
the massive Draft Environmental Impact 
Statement for the Logan Corridor project, 
prepared an application for funds to con- 
struct a multi-modal transportation term- 
inal in downtown Lansing and prepared an 
inter-departmental work program for pri- 
ority transportation planning activities in 
the City. In addition, the Division con- 
ducted an extensive research and citizen 
participation effort in preparation of a 
draft Truck Route Ordinance for the City 
and supported the South Washington Com- 
mercial Area planning effort. . 


The Housing and Community ‘Develop 
ment Division supported CD implementation 
in NDA’s 1, 2 and 8, conducted environ- 
mental reviews of all projects, prepared a 
Capital Commons Development Plan in co- 
operation with the Department of Housing 
and Redevelopment, monitored the Lansing 
housing market through a newly developed 
Housing Market Analysis and newly dis- 
closed information from lending instiutions, 
and prepared a plan for expansion of NDA 
No. 8. The Division also prepared success- 
ful applications for funding under the State 
of Michigan’s Neighborhood Improvement 
Program and the Federal NSA program. 


‘The Comprehensive Planning Division 
completed the preparation of the River Is- 
land Plan, the first of a four phase re 
vision of the City’s Comprehensive Plan, 
and began work on the second phase, the 
Southwest Comprehensive Plan. 


Special staff prepared the City’s Six 
Year Capital Development Program as well 
as program recommendations for considera- 
tion of the Mayor and Council in prepara- 
tion for the Fiscal Year 1980 Budget delib- 
erations. Significant amounts of time were 
also spent advising and assisting the Lan- 
sing Police Department and its consultant 
with the development of a proposal for a 
new Criminal Justice Facility. 


Planning staff members played a major 
role during the past year in the develop- 
ment area. Planning staff has provided 
primary assistance in the preparation an 
negotiation of EDA Title I and Title 
applications and have continued to partici- 
pate in the negotiations regarding Soe 
ment of the 100 block. 


If the Planning Department’s program 
is inadequate, that inadequacy is repre- 
sented by a lack of .capability to meet 'the 
heavy ‘demiands being. made in both ¢ ‘the 
transportation planning and économic’ de- 
velopment planning. areas. The Depart- 
ment’s performance in these areas has been 
excellent, but given current staff resources, 
it-has not been possible to respond to ‘all 
of the.needs which are apparent. 
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Police Department: 


The programs and personnel of the Lan- 
sing Police Department continued to dem- 
onstrate their effectiveness during 1978. 
Criminal activity remained 30% below that 
recorded for 1970, the base year for the 
decade, while there was a 4% increase in 
ealls for service over 1977. 


Although public demand for police ser- 
vices increased in 1978, the department has 
eontinued to explore new and innovative 
ways to make Lansing a safer and more 
desirable community for our residents and 
guests. The Youth Driver Education/ 
Enforcement Grant has set out to reduce 
the high incidence of traffic accidents in- 
volving persons 14-24 years of age by 15%; 
a major “Sting’’ operation resulted in the 
recovery of over $135,000 in stolen property 
and the arrest of seventeen adults and 
twenty-five juveniles; recognition of the 
emergence of the bicycle as a mode of 
transportation rather than a recreational 
vehicle brought the Bicycle Safety Patrol 
Program into operation last summer; the 
Crime Alert Card Program allows entire 
neighborhoods to become involved in pro- 
tecting residences and businesses from 
burglaries; the 911 Emergency Telephone/ 
Computer Aided Dispatch program develop- 
mental phase was completed in 1978, and 
in 1979, will provide our residents a faster 
and easier method of obtaining emergency 
police, fire and medical services. 


Crime prevention remained a major de- 
partmental objective during 1978. The 
Crime Prevention Unit presented approxi- 
mately 175 programs last year as a public 
service to slightly over 4,361 persons. These 
programs consisted of burglary precau- 
tions, home security, sexual assualt, rape 
laws, self-protection, drug awareness, shop- 
lifting, bike safety, gun safety, safe driv- 
ing, juvenile laws and many other related 
topics. 


Additionally, business card files were 
updated on 804 commercial accounts; 255 
residential and non-residential burglary 
follow-ups were made; 331 security surveys 
were completed; and between 60-70 thou- 
sand persons visited CPU crime displays at 
such locations as the Lansing and Meridian 
Malls, Ingham County Fair and the Chief 
Okemos Council Boy Scout Fair. 


The City joined the Lansing Police De- 
partment in June to dedicate the Mac J. 
Donnely, Jr., Complex. This complex con- 
solidated the firearms range, helicopter 
hangar, and classroom facilities in one effi- 
clent package. Another major facility im- 
provement involved the remodeling of the 

ergency Operations Center to accom- 
modate the 911 Computer Aided Dispatch 
program. 


In 1978, the department undertook a 
major study to determine its space needs 
through the turn of the century. This 
study, which was recently completed by the 
consultant, has convinced me that the de- 
partment’s needs for additional space is 
real and in some aspects of the police op- 
eration the need is already critical. The 
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Police Department and its consultant, as 
well as, other City staff members, will be 
presenting these findings to the City Coun- 
cil in the very near future. Hopefully, we 
will all work together to provide an ade- 
quate facility for a department which is 
msking a significant contribution to the 
quality of life in our City. 


Program Coordinator: 


The competition for available funding in- 
creased in 1978, as the Federal government 
began to cut back its grant-in-aid pro- 
grams. Despite this trend and the fact that 
the Program Coordinator’s staff has been 
reduced from five to two people, $376,000 
in grants was obtained from State and 
Federal sources last year. 


Among these were $98,500 for Davis and 
Gier Parks ball diamond lighting; $67,000 
for tennis court construction at Woodcreek, 
Wilson, River Street, Marscot and Forest 
View parks; $3,940 for Fire Officer’s ad- 
ministrative training; $100,000 for North 
Lansing facade restoration and $107,000 to 
help complete the renovation of the Miller 
Road Senior Citizen’s Community Building. 


In addition, the Program Coordinator’s 
Office has prepared grant applications 
which are currently pending in the total 
amount of $138,860. Of this, $66,800 will 
be used for the development of the 26.8 acre 
Sheffield Park in the southwest section of 
the City and $72,060 for a Youth Conserva- 
tion summer time employment program for 
60 youths between the ages of 15 and 18. 


Ongoing efforts are continuing to coor- 
dinate plans for the Red Cedar Hiking/ 
Biking path. Liaison with the State High- 
way Department resulted in the financing 
of four-tenths of a mile along the Red 
Cedar River adjacent to I-496 through the 
recently approved State Transportation 
Package. During 1979, it is hoped that ne- 
gotiations with the railroads will result in 
bikeway land acquisitions from the East 
Michigan Avenue Bridge south to the june- 
tion of the Grand Trunk Railroad. ~ 


In the fall of 1978, a $292,000 appropria- 
tions bill was approved by the Legislature 
and signed by the Governor for construc- 
tion of the North Lansing fish ladder, to 
be completed in 1980. In recognition of his 
vital role in bringing this exciting project 
into being, I sincerely recommend that the 
City Council officially designate the proj- 
ie as the “William A. Brenke Fish Lad- 

er.”’ , 


Since the Program Coordinator has been 
transferred to the Office of the Mayor we 
have been exploring ways to better coor- 
dinate the grant development process with 
the general development priorities of the 
City. I feel we have begun to make gen- 
uine progress in this regard and that dur- 
ing the next year we will see a grants 
development program specifically tailored 
to meet our adopted goals and objectives. 
Major program recommendations -which I 
will make to the City Council from time to 
time in the future will emphasize the crea- 
tive dovetailing of local and grant re 
sources. f eee 
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Public Service Department: 


After several years of financial con- 
straints, in 1978, the Public Service Depart- 
ment implemented the biggest public im- 
provements program in the history of 
Lansing (excepting construction of the 
wastewater treatment plant), completing 
approximately $9 million in public improve- 
ments most crucial to our citizens. This 
major effort included street resurfacing 
and repairs, sewer construction and new 
curb and gutter. Implementation of the 
capital improvements recommendations I 
made as part of last year’s budget brought 
to our neighborhoods these items which 
were so badly needed. In addition, the 
Public Service Department experienced an 
especially busy year with ongoing adminis- 
tration of major construction projects per- 
formed by outside contractors and regular 
programs of trash removal, street mainten- 
ance and snow removal. 


Snow removal was a special problem in 
1978, and the Public Service Department 
responded in fine fashion to a critical situ- 
ation during last year’s blizzard. Within 
the first 72 hours, nearly every block of 
Lansing’s 433 miles of Public streets were 
cleared and open for traffic. Lansing was 
the first major city in Michigan to return 
to near normal operations, a tremendous 
credit to the individuals and excellent equip- 
ment in our Public Service Department. 


The Public Service Department was in- 
strumental in Lansing’s neighborhood re- 
habilitation programs through the Commu- 
nity Development Block Grant, the Act 61 
program for a street maintenance and re- 
pairs, and through locally collected tax 
dollars. Substantial efforts were made to 
concentrate these improvements in the 
neighborhood areas, particularly in the 
older sections of the community most in 
néed of revitalization. 


For instance, $264,000 was invested in 
the construction of 4.24 miles of new street, 
and another $1,480,000 was spent in install- 
ing or replacing 14.51 miles of curb and 
gutter. Local streets, major streets and 
alley resurfacing, covering 16.7 miles at a 
cost of $570,000 was completed last year 
and 64 miles of storm and sanitary sewers 
totaling $870,000 were installed. 


Major rinvestment in neighborhood de- 
velopment areas continued, particularly in 
NDA No. 2 on the east side and NDA No. 
8 on the north side, including sewers, side- 
walks, streets and curb and gutter. Major 
sidewalk replacement was carried out on 
the near west side. In general, the work 
was done in a timely fashion, despite prob- 
lems as the construction season progressed, 
due to the nationwide cement strike and 
resulting supply shortages. 


Major construction projects supervised 
by the Public Service Department included 
the $2.9 million Civic Center renovation 
and construction of the Senior Center wing, 
which is virtually complete; reconstruction 
of the Kalamazoo Street Bridge at a cost 
of $2 million, due for opening in November 
1979; and rebuilding railroad crossings at 
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West Michigan Avenue, Olds Avenue and 
St. Joseph Street at a cost of $410,000, 
giving Lansing more improved railroad 
crossings than any city in the State. It also 
included the $400,000 resurfacing of the 
Grand River Avenue and Mt. Hope bridges, 
the $277,000 Aurelius Road Bridge recon- 
struction, which was open for traffic last 
November; and the new sign shop for the 
Traffic Department at the South Street 
complex. Public Service was also involved 
in the first improvements of the South 
Washington Mall in the 400 block of South 
Washington, a $278,000 construction project. 


The City’s $33 million expansion to the 
wastewater treatment plant is also prac- 
tically complete and the plant is processing 
approximately 25 million gallons per day 
of sewage. The newly-constructed indus- 
trial laboratory is monitoring and sampling 
the effluent from 50 major industries with- 
in our service area. These expenditures 
have been dictated by the need to meet 
Federal water pollution guidelines, and 
will require considerable City resources in 
upcoming years. 


Weekly curbside refuse collection, which 
was started on a Citywide basis on August 
4, 1975, has now grown to useage by 65% 
of Lansing’s residences, making for a more 
efficient and economical refuse program. 
During 1978, 2,883,000 ‘“‘orange bags’? were 
purchased and collected in 984,000 pickups. 
The City’s subsidy has been reduced to little 
more than two cents per bag collected, 
compared with nearly 10 cents per bag 
when this program began. 


During 1978, the Property Management 
division began to develop preventive main- 
tenance schedules for City properties. Prop- 
erty Management personnel inspected over 
70 City-owned and occupied buildings and 
negotiated 18 contracts for renovation and 
maintenance. The division also closed out 
the State-owned Leased Housing project, 
leaving only 13 tenants to be assisted in 
their search for other housing. 


Within the past year, Property Manage- 
ment was also successful in the sale of 23 
parcels of land no longer needed for City 
purposes to private owners, bringing in 
$53,000 for the sales and returning these 
properties to the tax rolls. Another 15 
parcels have been submitted to the City 
Council for filing in the Clerk’s Office for 
80 days and 20 more properties are with 
the Planning Department for Act 285 
review before possible sale. 


Safety Department: 


During the first ten months of 1978, we 
experienced a one-half percent decrease in 
employee work-related accidents and a 1% 
decrease in disabling injuries. When com- 
pared to the national average of a 4% in- 
crease in such accidents and injuries, 
Lansing’s record is excellent and stands 
as a tribute to the many safety committees 
which have devised innovative ways to pro- 
vide a safe and healthy work environment. 


In 1978, the City was again granted the 
privilege of being self-insured in the area 
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of Workers’ Disability Compensation. This 
is due primarily to the City’s excellent 
financial condition and the fact that the 
Safety Department processes 98.5% of the 
claims for compensation within the pre- 
gcribed time limits. While the City’s Work- 
ers Compensation costs continue to in- 
crease, as they have State and nationwide, 
the City is still realizing a savings in ex- 
ress of $250,000 annually through self- 
insurance. 


Traffic Division: 


The Traffic Division moved into its new 
sign shop on South Street the week of No- 
vember 20, 1978, and that move should 
greately increase efficiency of operations 
with more space and improved working 
conditions. 


The new traffic signals engineer, who 
has recently completed his first year’s work 
with the City, is revising signal timing 
plans through the City to minimize stops 
and delays, and also systematically replac- 
ing old, outdated traffic signal equipment. 
Already intersections have been improved 
at Pennsylvania and: Jolly, at Pleasant 
Grove and Holmes, and along reconstructed 
South Logan Street. Studies are underway 
at Mt. Hope and Washington and also Mt. 
Hope and Pennsylvania. 


.. The division is working with the Lansing 
School District and Police Department to 
provide safe pedestrian route maps to: all 
City schools. On traffic routing, studies 
are being conducted of residential areas to 
prevent truck traffic and through traffic 
from disrupting Lansing neighborhoods. 


In field operations, the Traffic Division 
has contracted for thermoplastic white lines 
on major streets, which has a longer life 
and better visibility than painted lines. 
The division has also begun a six-year pro- 
gram of replacing existing no parking 
signs with new international language long- 
life no parking signs. 


The Parking Division is completing speci- 
fications for an engineering contract to 
indicate necessary improvements in the 
City’s four parking ramps. This will. result 
in a major reconstruction of the ramps. be- 
ihe late this year to lengthen their 
ives. 


The Parking Division is operating the 
improved lot at Grand and Washtenaw 
which was beautified with funds from the 
Local Public Works program, a total of 
89 spaces, plus three handicapped spaces. 
An additional 24 spaces were acquired due 
to the reconstruction of the 400 block South 
Washington Mall. Fifteen additional me- 
tered spaces were added on Allegan next to 
the -Civic Center. The Parking Division 
also improved lighting in the South Grand 
Avenue ramp and continued its meter re- 
placement program, replacing 240 meters 
last year. 


Civic Center: 


Interior renovations and air conditioning 
were completed at the Civic Center during 
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1978. The main auditorium was completely 
refurbished and the Terrace Room was 
furnished with new carpeting, chandeliers 
and a portable dance floor. These improve- 
ments, as well as the complete resurfacing 
of the parking area, have obviously en- 
hanced the facility as a focal point for 
civic gatherings and made Lansing more 
attractive as a convention center. 


_I am pleased to report that the facility 
rental increased by 36% over rentals in 
1977, and that total attendance at all events 
nearly doubled between 1977 and 1978. In- 
creases in the number and musical diversity 
of concerts as well as trade shows and con- 
ventions accounts for this increased use, 


The management at the Civic Center con- 
tinues to improve the financial status of 
the facility. Receipts were up 45% from 
1977 while, despite spiraling inflation, ex- 
penditures increased by 26%. 


Certainly, we are moving in the right 
direction as we provide a more adequate 
and more efficient Civic Center facility to 
our citizens.: 


Department of Law: 


‘During 1978, the department issued 112 
formal opinions in response to inquiries 
from City officers and department heads. 
A reduction in the number of forma] opin- 
ions was made possible through an increased 
issuance of informal opinions which ade- 
quately responded to the legal questions 
asked, while freeing staff members to han- 
die the department’s other pressing duties. 
In the first eleven months of 1978, the de- 
partment disposed of over 1,500 ordinance 
violations which were set for trial. A sub- 
stantial increase in traffic offenses, as a 
result of the Lansing Police Department’s 
selective traffic enforcement program cre- 
ated a vastly increased work load for the 
department. 


In an effort to deal with the increased 
caseload as well as to save expenses due 
to witness fees and clerical expenses caused 
by cases settled at the last minute, the 
department instituted automatic pre-trial 
meetings with offenders requesting non- 
jury trials. Preliminary evaluation indi- 
cates that this program settles almost 100 
cases per month which would otherwise be 
set for trial at public expense. In a further 
effort to reduce taxpayer costs, the depart+ 
ment is initiating a call-in system for 
witnesses which will inform them if their 
cases have been settled. As well as pre- 
venting the inconvenience and frustration 
caused by arriving at court to find that a 
case has been cancelled, the system should 
result .in significant cost savings in witness 
fees and police overtime. 


Also of importance is this department’s 
duty of reviewing and drafting ordinances 
for the City of Lansing. During the past 
year, this office has prepared and reviewed 
numerous ordinances including licensing of 
firework sales, further regulation of mas- 
sage parlors and adult bookstores, institut- 
ing flood plain control, regulating and al- 
lowing for street musicians, providing for 
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the licensing of bicycles, regulating and al- 
lowing the closing of City parks, transfer- 
ring the duty of sidewalk repair to the City 
of Lansing, and establishing a residential 
tax exemption to enable the construction of 
more housing for the elderly. 


-'The department provided representation 
for the City before various administrative 
tribunals of the State of Michigan. The 
department has made numerous appearances 
in connection with workers compensation 
hearings and appeals and has had increased 
success in insuring that the benefits award- 
ed are in line with the injury and circum- 
stances involved. 


Additionally, during 1978, the department 
has been active in representing the City in 
civil matters in District and Circuit Court, 
the Michigan Court of Appeals, the Michi- 
gan Supreme Court and in the Federal Dis- 
trict Court. An extraordinary increase in 
civil suits were filed in 1978, against the 
City of Lansing, its City Council, its de- 
partment heads and personnel. The pri- 
mary reason for the increase is that the 
City is now considered a person for the 
purpose of being liable for damages under 
the Federal Civil Rights Act. 


During the past year the Law Depart- 
ment has tried approximately five full Tax 
Tribunal cases and participated in the set- 
tlement of at least an equal number. In my 
opinion the decisions and settlements ob- 
tained have been favorable to the City and 
it can be anticipated that for the most part 
em decisions will continue to be favor- 
able. 


Central Garage: 


The Centra] Garage currently services a 
fleet of 300 vehicles. The fleet, including 
40 Police Department patrol cars which 
average 850 miles each week, accumulated 
over 8,200,000 miles last year. The addi- 
tion of seven vehicles during the past year 
brought the garage’s vehicle to mechanic 
ratio up to 50:1. 


Garage employees pumped over 345,000 
gallons of fuel last year, only a slight in- 
crease over previous year’s consumption de- 
spite many additions to the vehicle fleet. 
Fuel conservation is attributed to better 
maintenance procedures and purchase of 
more fuel economic vehicles. 


During 1978, the Central Garage salvaged 
a reserve pumping engine and a reserve 
ambulance for the Fire Department. Staff 
also installed replacement diesel engines in 
two fire pumping trucks, extending the life 
of our equipment and avoiding the pur- 
chase of new, more expensive equipment. 


As in the past, Central Garage staff pre- 
pared City vehicles for sale at auction. 
Improved preparation procedures in 1978, 
resulted in the sale of 170 vehicles and a 
return of $279,210 to the City. 


Sammary of Financial Conditions: 


In a period when many cities and mu- 
nicipalities are on the brink of financial 
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disaster the City of Lansing remains: fi- 


nancially sound. The current financial stat-’ 


us of the City is based on the strict and 
careful management of our resources in 
the past and only if we exercise restraint 
and continue to be financially rseponsible 
can we expect to retain or improve our 
financial condition in the future. Below, 
I have reviewed the financial condition of 
all City funds at December 81, 1978, based 
on financial reports and forecasts prepared 
by the office of the Finance Director. The 
City’s General Fund is expected to receive, 
overall, the total level of revenues estimated 
for this fiscal year. The estimate for City 
income tax receipts has been revised down- 
ward from $12,250,000 to $11,800,000. This 
reduction, however, will be made up from 
than anticipated receipts from State Shared 
Revenues, $150,000, Investment Return, 
$300,000 and Building Permits, $100,000. - 


A review of expenditures after six months 
indicates that, with the exception of some 
overtime accounts related to recent snow 
storm emergencies, departments are operat- 
ing within their authorized budgets. With 
improved financial management controls, 
the cooperation of all City departments, and 
barring unforeseen emergency situations, 
I except that all City operations will be 
able to effectively function within their 
departmental budget allocations for the re- 
mainder of the fiscal year. 


All City Non-General Funds are oui 
to reach the estimated revenue levels for 
this fiscal year with the exception of our 


Act 61 Funds. Based on the lack of ‘sig- 


nificant growth in weight and gas tax 
funds over the past several years, it now 
appears that this year’s receipts will be 
about 5% ($150,000) under original esti- 
mates. If the 2 cent increase in the gaso- 
line and diesel fuel is successfully imple- 
mented this year, additional revenues aver- 
aging $500,000 to $600,000 per year will ‘be 
received beginning with the January-March 
1979 period. Again, barring unforeseen 
emergency situations, I expect all: City 
Non-General fund work programs such as 
Major-Local Streets, Cemeteries, Municipal 
Parking, Sewage Disposal, Civic Center and 
Garbage and Rubbish Collection services 
will be able to perform within their current 
budgets. 


There are major areas of concern for re- 
sources and service levels which must be 
addressed during the coming fiscal year; 
1979-80. My budget recommendations to 
you will include appropriate recommenda- 
tions for maintaining fiscal stability ‘for 
the City and within all funds. At this time, 
however, I want to re-emphasize that lack 
of sufficient resources for major and local 
street maintenance, cemetery services, the 
municipal parking systems and the garbage 
and rubbish collection service can have 
severe and detrimental impact on the City’s 
financial position. These services must be, 
as nearly as_ possible, self-supporting 
through user fees rather than a Bascaty on 
the general tax rate. 


Also to be fased in budget development 
for 1979-80 is a reduction in Federal funds 
ing of more than $3,000,000 in the areas of 
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Community Development, CETA and Anti- 
Recessionary funds. City resources and City 
activities are strongly interrelated and any 
major shift in available funds and/or pro- 
grams impacts the whole City. It is essen- 
tial that all decisions on programs and 
funding be reviewed in a broad context to 
avoid the pitfalls of short term actions 
which create potential financial instability 
for the City. 


The cities of our nation are faced with 
growing financial pressure, reduced and re- 
stricted Federal support, and, most signifi- 
cantly, taxpayer opposition to higher local 
taxes. We must be cognizant of all these 
facts when making both policy and admin- 
istrative decisions. I believe that the City 
of Lansing enjoys the ability to control our 
own destiny by careful and thoughtful com- 
prehensive planning. Our financial posi- 
tion is curently sound but is clearly vulner- 
able to the hazards of the failure on our 
part to make hard decisions when necessary 
to ensure the provision of basic services and 
continued financial stability. 


Administrative Organization: 


On November 6, 1978, I submitted a plan 
for executive reorganization to the City 
Council. Following a public hearing and 
meetings with the Council, a modified plan 
was adopted by resolution on December 18, 
1978, and that plan will go into effect on 
February 5, 1979. As I said at the time I 
submitted the reorganization plan, I believe 
that it constitutes a careful first step to- 
ward providing the citizens of Lansing with 
the most effective and efficient government 
possible. It is my intent to allow the new 
organization to function for some time and 
during that period to carefully assess its 
operation. Following this evaluation period, 
I will make a report to the Council and 
the citizens of Lansing, suggesting any fur- 
ther modifications to the administrative 
organization which are necessary. 


The State of the City Report, as defined 
in the new Charter, cannot accommodate 
program recommendations in sufficient de- 
tail without making the report excessively 
long. I will, therefore, be bringing you 
supplemental reports of a programmatic 
nature. It is my intent to provide you and 
the citizens, for example, with recommen- 
dations concerning the City’s economic de- 
velopment strategy, affirmative action pro- 
gram as well as the use and management 
of City-owned real property. This year’s 
budget message will also incorporate several 
programmatic recommendations including a 
position on the redefined CETA program 
and the future of the City’s data processing 
service. On January 4, 1979, I provided you 
with my recommendations concerning the 
Community Development Block Grant Pro- 
gram. I anticipate that I will be making 
recommendations concerning the City’s con- 
tinued support of Capital City Airport, 
which last year totaled approximately 
$600,000, following the May 15, 1979, hear- 
ing before the State Boundary Commission. 


In my opinion, the City of Lansing is at 
a critical point in its history. We are on 
the brink of new developments which will 
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solidify the City’s existing economic base 
and provide additional diversity to that 
economy. At the same time, we face an 
apparent reduction in the Federal commit- 
ment to our cities which will severely im- 
pact Lansing’s capability to provide jobs 
and services as in the past. We face the 
probability of significantly reduced, or non- 
existant, fund balances and concurrent de- 
mands to maintain or expand services. 
Clearly, the state of the City is good today, 
but the challenge of providing all the ser- 
vices, which contribute to our citizen’s qual- 
ity of life, will grow measurably in the 
near future. 


To help in meeting that challenge, I call 
on the members of our City Council to 
seriously develop methods of establishing 
and articulating policy for our City to 
clearly state the direction in which Lansing 
should move, and to provide sound legisla- 
tive guidance to the administration of the 
City. My staff and I will make recommen- 
dations to the Council and we will develop 
alternative means of carrying out Council 
policy, but first the Council must provide 
us with clear and timely guidance so that 
these efforts are not in vain. 


Surely, if all branches of government 
function as they were intended to under the 
new City Charter, the legislative and exe- 
cutive branches will complement rather 
than contend with one another. During 
1979, let us shoulder our new responsibili- 
ties and provide the citizens of Lansing 
with the quality leadership and govern- 
mental services they have every right to 
expect.

Re: Claim of Phillip J. Douglas in the 
amount of $10.00 


Dear Mayor and Council: 


On September 21, 1978 at approximately 
8:00 a.m. claimant sustained injury to his 
left elbow as a result of Officer Buschamp 
pushing claimant aside while engaged in 
the course of his employment. Officer Bus- 
champ was engaged in the function of di- 
recting traffic into the parking ramp from 
North Grand Avenue during the Lansing 
Community College strike. Claimant Doug- 
las was picketing in the immediate vicinity. 
Because the picketers were interfering with 
the lawful flow of traffic, Officer Bus- 
champ, in his attempt to restrain pickets 
from walking in front of the vehicle traf- 
fic, pushed Douglas aside. Claimant fell 
off the curb on the northwest corner of 
the driveway onto Grand Avenue landing 
on his elbow. 


MCLA 691.1407; MSA 38.996(107) pro- 
vides: 


“Except as in the act otherwise pro- 
vided, all governmental agencies shall 
be immune from tort liability in all 
cases wherein said government agency 
is engaged in the exercise and discharge 
of a governmental function. Except as 
otherwise provided herein, this act shall 
not be construed as modifying or re- 
stricting the immunity of the state from 
tort liability as it existed heretofore, 
which immunity is hereby affirmed.” 


The case of Walkowski v Macomb Sheriff, 
64 Mich App 460; 286 NW 516 (1975) in- 
terpreting Michigan’s immunity statute 
states: 


“The statute provides immunity when 
the agency is engaged in governmental 
function. The operations of police de- 
partments are governmental functions. 
The operations of the state police are 
covered by the doctrine of governmental 
immunity.’’ 


To the extent to which public officials 
are to be given the benefits of govern- 
mental immunity one must draw the dis- 
tinction between ‘“‘discretionary’”® and ‘‘min- 
isterial’? acts. Government officials are 
liable for the negligent performance of 
their ministerial duties, but are not liable 
for discretionary acts within the scope of 
their authority even if it is alleged they 
acted maliciously. Walkowski v Macomb 
Sheriff, supra. 


In the case of Bush v Oscoda Area 
Schools, 72 Mich App 670; 250 NW 759 
(1976) discretionary powers are described 
as those encompassing the “class of cases 
in which the officer is given a clearly de- 
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fined power to exercise alternate choices 
in his discretion in a particular situation.” 


‘. Based upon the Michigan immunity stat- 
ute and the two supporting cases cited, 
this office concludes that Officer Buschamp 
was engaged in a discretionary function 
subject to governmental immunity at the 
time the injury was sustained, therefore, 
no liability was incurred. Additionally, it 
should be noted that based on the facts 
provided, there is ample indication that 
the injury sustained by Mr. Douglas was 
due to his interference with Officer Bus- 
champ’s legal duties and not due to the 
negligence of the officer involved. It is 
therefore the recommendation of this office 
that this claim be denied.

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Regarding the attached communication of 
January 81, dealing with CETA, and my 
presentation of last week, I wish to advise 
that I am in accord with your stated points, 
especially since what you are recommend- 
ing has been underway for some time, 
through my office. 


For example, Point 4, in part states: 


“Every effort should then be made to 
assist these people in their search for 
other employment. As a minimum, the 
Manpower Office should continue assist- 
ing in resume and interview preparation 
plus coordination with employees’ super- 
visors to provide time off for outside in- 
terviews. Through coordination with 
MESC and other appropriate agencies as 
well as private industries, the Manpower 
Office should provide a placement ser- 
vice.” 


Be advised that the Manpower Adminis- 
tration Office has a well-qualified voca- 
tional counseling and job staff that has 
been, and continues to be, engaged in this 
effort. Mrs. Sylvia Bennet, who is in 
charge of the program, has the following 
qualifications: 


1. G.P.A. 3.6 Cum Laude; Member, Na- 
tional Honorary Scholastic Fraternities 
in three study areas. Two academic schol- 
arships—1966.

Mrs. Bennet has notified al] CETA par- 
ticipants, including those employed in the 
City’s sub-contracting agencies, in a letter 
mailed January 2, 1979 (see attached) that 
vocational counseling and job development 
services were being extended to Title II and 
VI participants. To date, 33 Title II and 
VI participants have been interviewed, in 
addition to numerous Title I participants, 
who have received such assistance for 2 
years. Thus far, 191 private employees have 
been contacted and 48 job orders have been 
received. MESC is providing job informa- 
tion on a regular basis. Workshops for 
resume writing, job seeking and interview- 
ing techniques for participants are fre- 
quently held. In addition, the Manpower 
Administration Office is in the process of 
converting a room in the Genesee Center, 
said room to be used for a “job club” (an 
informal organization of participants who 
will share job skills and other information). 


The Title II and VI participants are diffi- 
cult to place—they are, for the most part, 
receiving incomes presently which are much 
higher than those being offered in the pri- 
vate sector. This results from the fact that 
most private employers prefer to hire their 
employees at entry level and work them up 
in the organization. 


It is very safe to say that the Counseling 
Division of the Manpower Administration 
Office ‘thas been on top of the matter, and 
will continue its fine service.”” The Coun- 
seling Division, truly, is sensitive to the 
needs of the CETA personnel in question. 


In summary, I have, as you may not be 
aware, been making substantive efforts for 
several months to insure transitioning of 
qualified CETA personnel into General 
Fund positions, particularly where their 
CETA position cannot be retained. I have 
undertaken this effort both to insure em- 
ployment to qualified personnel whenever 
possible and to alleviate the negative fiscal 
impact of creating new General Fund jobs 
that strain the City’s financial resources. 


In these efforts, I would appreciate the 
support of the entire Council. I would like 
a formal policy resolution which would en- 
able me to administratively arrange so that 
CETA employees whose positions must be 
terminated under the Federal regulations, 
or incumbents who will reach maximum 18 
months eligibility and must be terminated 
due to these Federal regulations be allowed 
to arrange time off for job interviews. This 
must, of course, be carefully delineated and 
documented but I believe it could, as you 
have suggested, benefit employees who will 
need to seek other employment. 


I intend, after completion of my budget 
review, to require that all denartments who 
have potentially affected CETA incumbents 
to inform them of the status of their posi- 
tions on an individual basis. I trust that 
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if we all cooperate in addressing these is- 
sues openly and promptly, we will provide 
sufficient notice to all CETA employees so 
that they can make the personal and career 
plans that are necessary. 


We face a painful reality caused by ac- 
tion of the Federal government. We must, 
as I have previously indicated, avoid the 
hazards of failure to make the warranted 
decisions if we are to be fiscally prudent 
and fair to our employees and the tax- 
payers.

Re: Claim of Karen and Al Anderson in 
the amount of $1500 


Dear Mayor and Council: 


This matter has been referred to this 
office for review and recommendation. 


On September 21, 1978 claimants sub- 
mitted their claim to the City of Lansing 
in the form of a letter addressed to Coun- 
cilman Hull, which was written by their 
attorney Steve Stoll. In that letter, the 
claimants allege that in early August of 
1978 they received permission from Hart 
Trust and Engineering Company to store 
their 1970 Dodge Dart on property adjacent 
to Mr. Anderson’s place of employment at 
2006 N. Grand River, Lansing. Mr. Ander- 
son intended to work on his sister’s car 
after work. On August 25, 1978, Mr. An- 
derson noted that his sister’s vehicle was 
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no longer in the lot. After inquiry, the 
Andersons were informed by the Lansing 
Police Department that it was towed to 
Auto Salvage on N. Grand River in Lan- 
sing where certain salvage operations had 
taken place on the vehicle. Claimants al- 
lege that since this towing was unauthor- 
ized by them, it was therefore improper 
and that the city’s actions were tantamout 
to conversion of Ms. Anderson’s vehicle. 
Claimants allege that they are entitled to 
full value of the property at the time of 
conversion and for expenses incurred in re- 
covering the automobile. The claimants 
submitted an estimate of the automobile’s 
value prepared by Mr. Charles Clark of Bill 
Snethkamp’s Lansing Chrysler/Plymouth, 
Inc. in the amount of $1295. 


Information received by the Lansing Po- 
lice Department indicates that they re- 
sponded to an abandoned vehicle complaint 
from an unknown citizen concerned with 
the safety of children playing in and about 
the vehicle. On August 15, 1978, the claim- 
ant’s vehicle was tagged as abandoned. At 
this time, the vehicle had two flat tires, 
tears in the interior and a large hole in the 
engine block. In accordance with police 
regulations, the vehicle was towed on Aug- 
ust 18, 1978. The Lansing Police Depart- 
ment attempted to locate the owners but 
were unable to do so since the vehicle iden- 
tification number was not registered with 
the Secretary of State. Consequently, there 
was no way to contact the owners. Prior 
to tagging the vehicle, the Lansing Police 
Department was advised by someone at the 
ae nothing was known about the ve- 

icle. 


On or about August 25, 1978, the Lan- 
sing Police Department was contacted by 
Mr. Anderson who advised that the vehicle 
was owned by his sister. The vehicle, al- 
ready having been transferred to Auto Sal- 
vage, was retrieved and returned to the 
parking lot from where it was towed. Cer- 
tain parts of the vehicle were missing, but 
re Salvage agreed to return and replace 
them, 


Conversion is generally defined as a 
wrongful detention of personal property 
where the owner or another is entitled to 
immediate possession. Cozadd v Healy, 338 
Mich 157 (1958). It is undisputed that the 
claimants were denied the use of their ve- 
hicle for approximately ten (10) days. It 
is further undisputed that the vehicle was 
towed without authorization of either the 
owner of the vehicle or the owner of the 
property, although the Lansing Police De- 
partment, in good faith, believed they were 
speaking to such person when questioning 
the unknown person about the vehicle. 


Claimants’ estimate in the amount of 
$1295 was prepared by Mr. Charles Clark 
of Bill Snethkamp’s Chrysler/Plymouth, 
Inc. After our office’s discussing this es- 
timate with Mr. Clark, it was learned that 
he did not personally inspect the car, but 
made the estimate based upon information 
provided by the claimants that the vehicle 
was in excellent condition, both mechanic- 
ally and structurally. Upon informing Mr. 
Clark of the vehicle’s actual condition, Mr. 
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Clark indicated he was not at all qualified 
to make an appraisal and referred this of- 
fice to Mr. Delmer Mahoney, a used car 
salesman for Bill Snethkamp’s Chrysler/ 
Plymouth. After advising Mr. Mahoney of 
the vehicle’s condition, he quoted a maxi- 
mum value of $30. This estimate is in 
line with two other estimates by Whiting 
Used Cars, Inc. and Ralph McClain Auto 
Sales in the amounts of $50 and $100. 


In applying the law to the facts stated 
above, it is the opinion of this office that 
the Lansing Police Department did improp- 
erly authorize the towing of the claimant’s 
vehicle thereby subjecting the city to lia- 
bility for temporary conversion. Since the 
vehicle was returned to claimants within a 
week after they discovered it missing and 
since all missing parts were either returned 
or offered to be returned, it is the recom- 
mendation of this office that the city offer 
to settle the claim for a sum no greater 
than $100, the actual cash value of the 
claimant’s 1970 Dodge Dart at the time of 
towing.

Dear Mayor and Council: 


The above matter was referred to this 
office for review and recommendation. 


By letter dated January 8, 1979, claimant 
alleged that on January 1, 1979, a limb 
from a city owned and maintained tree in 
front of her house broke and the trunk of 
the tree fell across an electric service wire 
which resulted in a temporary termination 
of electric services to claimant’s house. The 
claimant maintains that an unusually large 
accumulation of ice on the limb caused it to 
disengage from the tree. The claimant 
submitted a bill from an electrical service 
contractor in the amount of $120.99 for 
labor and materials needed to repair the 
damage to the service line. 


At this juncture, this office takes note 
that claimant’s damages were proximately 
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caused by an unusually large build-up of ice 
resulting from a rather severe ice storm 
on the date in question. There is no evi- 
dence of any negligence on behalf of the 
city which contributed to claimant’s dam- 
ages. Even if the city were negligent in 
failing to remove ice from the limb, it is 
likely that the doctrine of governmental 
immunity would immunize the city from 
liability since the maintenance of a city 
owned three would most likely be character- 
ized as a governmental function. Rohra- 
baugh v Huron-Clinton Metropolitan Au- 
thority Corp, 75 Mich App (1977). 


Although this office sympathizes with Ms. 
Miller’s situation because of its attendant 
equities, it is the obligation of this office 
to recommend, from a legal viewpoint, that 
her claim be denied on the basis that no 
evidence of negligence on the part of the 
City of Lansing was presented and, even 
if negligence was established, the doctrine 
of governmental immunity would immunize 
the city from liability in this mater.

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Last Monday, February 5, 1979, Council- 
man Richard Baker asked whether I told 
the Manpower Director not to approve the 
CETA Title VI work project contracts 
which, he stated, were approved by City 
Council four months ago. 


The answer is: I did not tell the Man- 
power Director to deny approval of any of 
the proposals. Requests for new projects 
were placed in a holding position as of Oc- 
tober 1, 1978, because of the uncertainty of 
CETA funding at that time. 


Councilman Baker’s question, moreover, 
is misleading. The proposals were approved 
and prioritized by the Manpower Review 
Committee, which was merely a de facto 
committee and had, according to an opinion 
rendered by the City Attorney, (Opinion 
78-1), no legal status. The entire list of 
proposals was neither reviewed nor ap- 
proved by City Council at any time. 


The Manpower Review Committee, in pri- 
oritizing these contracts, agreed unani- 
mously that funding should first be given 
to existing projects and that all new proj- 
ect requests would be funded only when 
funds might become available. 


Members of City Council will recall that 
funding for the entire Manpower program 
was not received until after the start of 
the Federal fiscal year and that funds were 
not, in fact, received until late November, 
or just over two months ago. Since that 
time, the Manpower Office has undergone 
every effort to get programs going for 
these 42 work project contracts approved 
by Council’s resolution of October 1, 1978. 
Neither funding nor Council approval, 
exists for any new proposed projects. 


It should further be noted that the Master 
contract between the City of Lansing and 
the Lansing Regional Tri-County Manpower 
Administration was not received in my of- 
fice until January 17, 1979, and that sub- 
agent contracts were issued immediately 
upon completing the contract with Tri- 
County Manpower. Signed sub-agent con- 
tracts were not received in my office until 
Thursday, February 1, 1979, and I worked 
during the weekend to sign these docu- 
ments, three copies each, three signatures 
per copy, plus being witnessed. All con- 
tracts are logged in and out by my secre- 
tary before leaving my office. 


Contrary to Councilman Baker’s assertion 
that ‘“‘numerous calls were made to my of- 
fice,”’ during this time, not one single agen- 
cy contacted my office about its contract, 
although some did contact the Manpower 
Office and this procedure was explained. 
The only call my office received was three 
weeks ago from Lansing Star reporter John 
Snyder, when he was told by my Adminis- 
trative Assistant, Steve Dougan, that con- 
tracts were at that very moment being de- 
livered to the 42 agencies for their signa- 
tures prior to the contracts being signed by 
me, 


Councilman Baker also asserted that the 
issue of pending proposals was discussed _by 
the ‘Manpower Director and myself last 
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Monday afternoon, prior to the Council 
meeting. Again, Mr. Baker is in error. 
Mr. Baker telephoned the Manpower Direc- 
tor and asked him to deliver to his house 
a copy of the Title VI work project con- 
tract —a document of nearly 100 pages — 
after work. Mr. Houldsworth contacted Mr. 
Dougan, my Administrative Assistant, to 
clear the request with my office, which was 
in keeping with the intent of the Charter 
Commission. Mr. Dougan reminded Coun- 
cilman Baker, the following day by inter- 
office memo, that such requests should orig- 
inate with the Mayor’s Office by previously 
set administrative procedures. Mr. Houlds- 
worth did not discuss the request for pro- 
posal issue with me or Mr. Dougan and I 
was therefore unaware that Councilman 
Baker was going to raise the issue at the 
Council Meeting last Monday night. How- 
ever, I wasn’t surprised, because that is his 
tactic. 


Councilman Baker, in his statement, also, 
indicated that the Manpower Office told 
agencies who were approved for funding by 
the de facto Manpower Committee, but who 
were not funded, that their proposals were 
“‘scrapped.”’ The projects at issue are listed 
on the attachment to this letter. At no time 
did my office or the Manpower Office issue 
such a statement. The Manpower Office 
informed the agencies that have recently in- 
quired about the status of their proposals 
that if they still desire to receive CETA 
funding, they should indicate in a letter to 
the Manpower Office. They were also ad- 
vised that they would not have to re-write 
their proposals, but would only have to re- 
vise their budgets to reflect the new budget 
period and to make any adjustments neces- 
Sary as required by the new rules and reg- 
ulations. 


Mr. Baker further asked why there is a 
delay in executing contracts if there is 
money available. The Manpower Office has 
identified approximately $220,000 in resid- 
ual or otherwise uncommitted funds in 
Title VI; however, the original allocation 
estimate given by Tri-County Manpower 
Administration included approximately 
$350,000 in discretionary funds which were 
never released by the U.S. Department of 
Labor. The Tri-County Office now reports 
that there are serious doubts that the De- 
partment of Labor will release the discre- 
tionary funds to prime sponsors for use 
in Title II and Title VI. If these funds are 
not released within the next six weeks, 
Lansing’s contracts will be reduced by that 
amount. In that case, it is very doubtful 
that any projects could be extended or that 
any new projects could be funded. 


In summary, the January 1, 1979, modi- 
fications to the CETA Title II and Title VI 
with the Tri-County Manpower Administra- 
tion contracts were signed as soon as they 
were received in the Mayor’s Office. This 
was in the second week of January. That 
same week contracts were delivered for sig- 
nature to the sub-agencies, who had a let- 
ter to proceed in the meantime. I signed 
those contracts immediately. The reason for 
any delay is that not all of the contracts 
had been returned to the City until last 
week, by the sub-agencies. Any open posi- 
tions in these contracts could have been 
filled in January and still may be filled. 
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I wish to point out to Council that Coun- 
cilman Baker has in this case circumvented 
the City’s administrative policy, of which 
he, along with other Members of City Coun- 
cil, was informed last Fall, that any Mem- 
ber of Council should address requests for 
information from departments to the May- 
or. In contravention of this policy, Mr. 
Baker went straight to a department for 
information, bypassing the Mayor’s Office. 
Again, not unusual on his part. And, when 
the Councilman is wrong, he blames some- 
one else. He always does. Well, the man 
is wrong again. He has been in the past, 
and sure as his record stands, he will be 
wrong in the future. 


I also wish to remind City Council of the 
continued headaches in dealing with the 
sub-agencies. Council will be soon receiv- 
ing its audit of the Community Design Cen- 
ter’s Title VI work project. Without au- 
thorization from Tri-County Manpower, the 
CDC spent over $3,100 of Title I funds to 
meet Title VI expenses in its contract with 
the City of Lansing. While the Tri-County 
Administration indicated that this was a 
contract violation, the Tri-County Man- 
power Board voted not to demand immedi- 
ate repayment, Councilman Baker voting 
with those to not demand repayment. This 
sort of difficulty with sub-agencies con- 
tinues to make this program extremely dif- 
ficult to administer and properly control. 
The procedures undertaken by my office and 
the Manpower Office have only been di- 
rected toward achieving proper control.

Section 6-201 of Chapter 2 of the new 
City Charter deals with Labor Relations— 
Labor Management Activities, which reads 
as follows: 


“1. The Mayor shall have the overall re- 
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sponsibility for all of the labor relations 
of the City. 


2. The Mayor shall designate the chief 
labor negotiator for the City with the ad- 
vice and consent of the City Council. The 
chief labor negotiator shall serve at the 
pleasure of the Mayor and shall have 
charge of the role of the City in collective 
bargaining contract negotiations. 


3. Collective bargaining contracts shall 
become effective when ratified by the 
City Council in accord with State law. 


4. The chief personnel officer shall be 
responsible for the implementation of col- 
lective bargaining contracts.”

Dear Mayor and Council: 


On April 29, 1976, North American Mort- 
gage Investors filed a suit against the City 
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of Lansing in the Michigan Tax Tribunal 
seeking a reduction in the assessed valua- 
tion for its property taxes on the property 
commonly known as Briarcliff East Apart- 
ments. The complaint alleged that the 
1976 assessment was in excess of 50% of 
the property’s true cash value and, there- 
fore, unlawful. Petitioner’s complaint al- 
leged that the assessment should not ex- 
ceed $1,000,000 and therefore was over as- 
sessed by $998,000. The City of Lansing 
filed its answer to the complaint and 
amended complaint stating that the assess- 
ment for 1976 was $1,998,000 and further 
that said assessment was proper and law- 
ful. Thereafter, the complainants joined 
the 1977 and 1978 tax years into the origi- 
nal complaint by stipulation. 


Recently, members of the City Assessor’s 
Office, this office, and North American 
Mortgage Investors, met in an effort to 
resolve the dispute over the value of the 
property. Based upon detailed information 
supplied by North American Mortgage In- 
vestors, which was not previously available 
to the Assessor’s Office, it was agreed by 
the Assessor and North American Mortgage 
Investors that the correct assessed value 
should be $1,732,000 for 1976, $1,998,000 
for both 1977 and 1978. 


The foregoing settlement appears reason- 
able in that it avoids the expense, delay, 
and uncertainty of litigating a case before 
the Tax Tribunal and because, in light of 
the new information otained from North 
American Mortgage Investors, the City 
Assessor’s Office feels that the original ap- 
praisal is excessive and could not be sup- 
ported in court. 


It should be noted that the Assessor 
concurs in this proposed settlement. — 


Therefore, it is this office’s recommenda- 
tion that the City Attorney’s Office be au- 
thorized to enter into a stipulation effect- 
ing the settlement outlined in this letter.

Workers Compensatoin 


Dear Mayor and Council: 


On September 16, 1974, Joe W. Rogers, 
84 years of age, filed a claim for workers 
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disability compensation against the City 
of Lansing for an injury suffered on or 
about August 18, 1974. At the time of his 
injury Mr. Rogers was an employee of the 
Public Service Department and _ injured 
his back while lifting propane tanks. 


Pursuant to his petition for benefits a 
trial was held before Administrative Law 
Judge Herbert H. Sharples and Mr. Rogers 
was found to have injured himself while 
in the employ of the City of Lansing. The 
City was ordered to pay $106.00 per week 
on an open Order. 


Subsequent to the Order the Safety De- 
partment of the City of Lansing felt that 
there may have been a substantial change 
in Mr. Rogers’ condition and scheduled 
Mr. Rogers for a medical evaluation 
with Dr. R. E. Silva and Dr. John A. 
DeBruin, Jr. 


After reviewing the evaluations of both 
doctors, James T. Heos, Senior City Attor- 
ney, filed a petition to stop benefits on 
or about August 17, 1977. A hearing on 
that petition is scheduled for February 16, 
1979. 


Recently, Mr. Edward Welch, attorney 
for Mr. Rogers, contacted the City Attor- 
ney’s office with an offer to redeem Mr. 
Rogers’ case. Mr. Welch requested a 
$15,000 cash settlement. The City respond- 
ed with a counter proposal offering $12,000 
to Mr. Rogers in settlement of the City’s 
obligation. 


Mr. Robert Pohl, Safety Director, indi- 
cates that the City is currently liable for 
567 weeks of payment at 106 per week. 
This figure amounts to $60,102 in poten- 
tial future liability. 


After careful consideration of the City’s 
ultimate liability and the possibility of set- 
tlement of the case at the present time, it 
is both my opinion and the opinion of the 
Safety Director that settlement of the 
ease for $12,000 is in the best interest of 
the City. Presently, sufficient money has 
been appropriated to cover such an expendi- 
ture. The account number is 765-959-103- 
9638. 


This office respectfully requests the City 
Council to authorize the entry into a 
redemption agreement with Joe W. Rogers 
in full settlement of the City’s liability.

On September 22, 1976, Oliver Watson, 
24 years of age, a city employee, filed a 
claim for Workers Disability Compensation 
resulting from an alleged injury which 
occurred on September 8, 1974, while oper- 
ating a power lawn mower for the City of 
Lansing Parks and Recreation Department. 
On August 8, 1977, Administrative Law 
Judge Herbert H. Sharples determined 
that Mr. Watson’s injury was compensable 
under the Act and awarded benefits of 
$101.00 per week for 800 weeks. Since 
then, the City of Lansing has been making 
aoe payments pursuant to Judge Sharples’ 

rder. 


Recently Mr. Watson has contacted Mr. 
Robert Pohl, Safety Director, with respect 
to a possible redemption of his case. Mr. 
Watson has requested that the City pay 
him $138,000.00 to redeem his case and 
terminate our responsibility for further 
payments. 


Mr. Pohl indicates that the City is cur- 
rently liable for 677 weeks of payment at 
$101.00 per week. This figure amounts 
to $68,377.00 in potential future liability. 


After careful consideration of the City’s 
ultimate liability and the possibility of 
settlement of the case at the present time, 
it is both my opinion and the opinion of 
the Safety Director that settlement of the 
case for $18,000.00 is in the best interest 
of the City. Presently, sufficient money 
has been appropriated to cover such an 
expenditures.

Re: Claim of Theresa Sieb in the 
amount of $69.50 
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Dear Mayor and Council: 


On August 23, 1978, Ms. Theresa Sieb 
allegedly sustained a shoulder injury 
while watching a softball game at Davis 
Park in the City of Lansing. Ms. Sieb 
was apparently struck in the shoulder by 
2 softball occurring from an_ overthrow 
from first to third base. Ms. Sieb claims 
that a security guard advised her to go 
to the hospital to check her shoulder. Ac- 
cording to Ms. Sieb the guard also told her 
the City of Lansing would compensate her 
for any injuries sustained. In accordance 
with this advice, Ms. Sieb checked into 
Ingham Medical Center and incurred medi- 
cal expenses in the amount of $69.50. 


Information received by the Parks De- 
partment advises that City organized 
roftball games were played on August 23, 
1978 in Davis Park. The Parks Depart- 
rent has no record of this particular inci- 
‘ent, however, they have informed this 
office that as a matter of policy security 
personnel are expressly instructed not to 
cbligate the city to pay for any injuries 
sustained during the course of the softball 
games. 


In Michigan, the State legislature has 
enosen to immunize municipalities from 
tort liability when the municipality is en- 
caged in the performance of a govern- 
mental function. Appellate court decisions 
tave held that the operation and mainte- 
nance of a recreational park is a govern- 
mental function unless the park or the 
eotivities therein are operated for a profit 
‘%v compete with similar private ventures. 
See Collison v City of Saginaw, 84 Mich 
App 325 (1978). Although city employees 
tmpired this particular game, it is clear 
that the organization of this game would 
constitute a governmental function since 
“4 admission fee was charged nor did the 
City compete with private enterprise in 
organizing this game. 


Based on the above, it is the recom- 
mendation of this office that this claim be 
eonied since, from a legal viewpoint, the 
City of Lansing is not legally liable to pay 
for her expenses because the claimant 
chows no negligence on behalf of the city 
and even if the claimant had established 
«neh negligence, the doctrine of govern- 
mental immunity would protect the city 
f-om liability since the organization of a 
-oftball game is considered a governmental 
function.

Dear Mayor and Council: 


As you may recall, the above referenced 
claim was returned to this office on Feb- 
ruary 5, 1979, after Mr. Al Anderson 
appeared before you and claimed that this 
office’s proposed settlement of this claim 
~ the amount of $100 was unrealistically 
ow. 


As a result of your action, this office 
has engaged in a more detailed investiga- 
tion of Mr. and Mrs. Anderson’s claim. 
Inquiry to the office of the Secretary of 
State revealed that on August 30, 1978, 
Ms. Karan Anderson submitted an applica- 
tion for title for the 1970 Dodge which is 
the subject of this claim in which she 
signed a sworn statement that the purchase 
price of the vehicle was $20. In connection 
with the title transfer Ms. Anderson also 
paid a $2.00 title transfer fee and $.80 
sales tax on the vehicle. 


Additionally, in an effort to further de- 
termine the true value of Ms. Anderson’s 
automobile, a representative of the City 
Attorney’s office and Mr. Al Anderson both 
accompanied Mr. Michael Dowth, an ex- 
perienced used car salesman from Curtis 
Ford, Inc., to the lot where Ms. Anderson’s 
vehicle was located so that Mr. Dowth 
could make an objective comparative esti- 
mate of the vehicle’s value in August, 
1978 and at the present time. To assist 
him in making such an estimate, Mr. 
Dowth was allowed to read the Anderson’s 
attorney’s letter to Councilmember Hull of 
September 21, 1978, which outlined the 
basis of the Andersons claim for compen- 
sation. Additionally Mr. Anderson was 
allowed to personally advise Mr. Dowth of 
the damages which he alleges occurred to 
the vehicle as a result of its unauthorized 
removal from the lot. Based on his exami- 
nation of the vehicle as well as the infor- 
mation supplied him, Mr. Dowth concluded 
that the value of the vehicle both in August 
before it was removed and presently is $100 
and that the vehicle had lost little if any 
value as a result of the unauthorized tow- 
ing. Mr. Dowth’s estimate corresponded 
well with the two previous estimates of 
the value of the car which were otained by 
the City of Lansing which were $30, $50 
and $100. 


In our previous recommendation, a copy 
of which is attached hereto, this office con- 
cluded that by towing the claimant’s vehi- 
cle the City of Lansing exposed itself to 
a legal claim based on conversion. How- 
ever, as previously noted, the vehicle was 
returned to the claimants and accepted by 
them. In determining the amount of legal 
damage which will be awarded for conver- 
sion when the converted property has been 
returned to and accepted by its owner, 
Michigan courts have chosen not to follow 
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general “Hornbook Law” but, instead, have 
held that the return of such property, if 
accepted, may mitigate damages. McGraw 
v Sampliner, 107 Mich 141 (1895). Since 
Mr. Dowth concluded that the value of the 
vehicle remained at $100 despite its tow- 
ing, it appears that under Michigan law 
the Andersons have suffered no direct com- 
pensible damages as a result of the towing. 


Based on the above it is the opinion of 
this office that the Andersons are not en- 
titled to direct compensatory damages from 
the City of Lansing for the unauthorized 
towing of their automobile. However, in 
light of the fact that the Andersons are en- 
titled to nominal damages as a result of 
the conversion and their efforts to recover 
their vehicle before it was returned to them 
and in light of the fact that the Andersons 
were deprived of the use of Ms. Anderson’s 
inoperable automobile for several days, 
this office recommends that the City of 
Lansing offer a sum no greater than $50 
= ; settlement of the above referenced 
claim.

Re: Claim of Harold Simmons in the 
amount of $127.95 


Dear Mayor and Council: 


This matter was returned to this office 
for a more detailed report of the incidents 
leading to the submission of this claim. 


On October 23, 1978, Mr. Harold Sim- 
mons of 2124 Vassar Drive submitted a 
letter to the Mayor’s office outlining the 
following sewer problems which occurred 
at his residence. On September 21, 1978, 
a sewer back up caused a flooding of the 
entire basement floor with a minimum 
depth of at least one inch of water. On 
October 8, 1978, a sewer back up again 
caused flooding in two rooms of the base- 
ment. On both occasions a malfunction of 
equipment at the pumping station caused 
the flooding. Mr. Simmons stated that 
his family spent a total of ten hours clean- 
ing up the mess caused on both occasions. 
Mr. Simmons submitted a bill for $127.95 
of which $100.00, at a rate of $10.00 per 
hour, was attributed to the labor. 


Information received from the Public 
Service Department indicates that the City 
of Lansing has had several problems with 
the pumping station responsible for pump- 
ing sewage in the claimant’s neighborhood. 
These problems involve pump and motor 
failures and on at least three occasions 
failure of the alarm system. The Public 
Service Department maintains that the 
repairs were made as soon as possible and 
that no negligence was involved in the 
maintenance or operation of this particular 
pumping station. 


In Michigan, the State legislature has 
exempted a municipality from tort liability 
when the municipality is engaged in the 
performance of a governmental function. 
MCLA 691.1407; MSA 8.996(107). In con- 
nection with that law, Michigan courts 
have held that the construction of a sewer 
is a governmental function and would un- 
doubtedly also include the maintenance and 
operation of a sewer system as a govern- 
mental function. See Beauchamp v Sagi- 
naw Township, 74 Mich App 44 (1977). 


It is undisputed that Mr. Simmons has 
experienced some inconvenience as a re- 
sult of the pump and motor failures at the 
pumping station. However, from a strictly 
legal view, it is the recommendation of 
this office that Mr. Simmons’ claim in the 
amount of $127.95 be denied since the 
operation of a municipal sewer system is 
clearly a governmental function for which 
the City is immune from liability.

This is to advise that the City Assessor’s 
Office will be mailing 1979 real property 
assessment notices to property owners dur- 
ing the period of the 21st-24th of February. 
As you know, property assessment values 
were left unchanged in 1978 and a factor 
of 7.7% was applied by the Ingham County 
Equalization Department to the tax rate 
in computing property tax bills. Therefore, 
changes in assessment value for 1979 will 
reflect the total change in assessment value 
over the 2 year period from 1977 to 1979, 
necessary to reach the required 50% of 
true market value. The City Assessor has 
reported to me, however, that the tentative 
factor for Lansing for 1979 is 1.00 thereby 
eliminating the 7.7% adjustment to the 
tax rate which was required last year. 


The following example illustrates the 
effect of this change from 1977 to 1979.

The above example would show on the 
notice as a change in the assessment value 
from $15,000 to $16,950, however, the effec- 
tive change from 1977-1979 for tax com- 
putation purposes would be from the State 
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Equalized Value $16,155 to $16,950. State 
law requires us to show the change in 
terms of Assessment Value rather than 
State Equalized Value. 


Included with the assessment notice will 
be a letter of explanation to help clarify 
the change in assessment value which oc- 
curred from 1977 to 1979. 


Again this year, we are suggesting that 
taxpayers come in to the Assessor’s Office 
and discuss their assessment change with 
an appraiser during which time they may 
check our sales file and compare their as- 
sessment with comparable properties. Then, 
if they wish, they may make an appoint- 
ment with the Board of Review, which will 
begin hearings on March 12.

Dear Council President and Members: 


Recently, there has been a lot of flack 
being thrown around by Councilman Robert 
Hull, the flack including charges that the 
Mayor is attempting to sell the Civic Cen- 
ter, that the City Council has never re- 
ceived any information dealing with the 
subject and that there has never been any 
authorization by the City Council for such 
a sale to take place. If the story in The 
State Journal date of Wednesday, February 
21, is accurate, Councilman Louis Adado 
has extended his support to the flack being 
thrown around. Because of the confusion 
on the Tenth Floor, the failure of City 
Council to set policy and even when policy 
is established such policy becomes forgot- 
ten, I can readily understand why flack 
becomes a necessity on the part of the 
Council. For example: 


—On April 14, 1976, you received a posi- 
tion paper from the Planning Board 
titled, CITY OF LANSING GOALS AND 
DEVELOPMENTAL OBJECTIVES FOR 
THE CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS PRO- 
GRAM, and approved, by a unanimous 
vote, the recommendations in question— 
under the section, Economic Opportuni- 
ties, you sanctioned the goal that the 
“City of Lansing will be the out-State 
regional convention center for the State 
of Michigan by 1980”; 


—Upon your direction, the Planning Board 
prepared specific recommendations rela- 
tive to the aforementioned goals, and 
those were submitted to you in a com- 
munication, date of October 25, 1976; 


—The aforementioned paper described a 
three point plan to accomplish that goal 
and as outlined below: 


1) Retention of existing convention busi- 
ness 


—Renovate existing Civic Center. 


—Encourage renovation of Olds Plaza 
Hotel in downtown Lansing.’ 


2) Expansion of Convention Business, 


—Support new hotel development. 
Larry Smith studies indicated a 
need for a new 800-500 room hotel 
in the downtown. 


—Support a new convention/exposition 
center. Design hotel and exhibition 
center together. 


3) Conversion of Civic Center for some 
other use. 


—Transition from existing facility 
into a new facility. 
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—Convert Civic Center into another 
public and/or private use. 


After waiting for almost two years for 
your policy, which never came, I advised 
you in a communication, date of June 22, 
1978, that I had named a Committee to 
study the feasibility, financing and location 
of a Sport’s Arena - Exhibition Hall and 
attached a list of the members of that 
Committee. My only response was criti- 
cism from Councilman Hull to the effect 
a too many members “‘lived out of the 

ity.’’ 


An August 24, 1978, Planning Director 
Alan Tubbs made a presentation, with 
visual aids, on the accomplishments and 
alternatives of downtown development, 
including an arena-exhibition hall, said 
presentation being made before the Com- 
mittee of the Whole in the Council Confer- 
ence Room, per your minutes of that date. 
With the exception of Councilman Hull, 
who complained, the other members of the 
Committee of the Whole instructed the 
Planning Director to “‘continue his efforts.” 


On Monday, August 28, 1978, in a com- 
munication dated August 24, 1978, I at- 
tached a copy of the Status Report of 
Activities and Findings, date of August 15, 
1978, of my Study Committee. The Com- 
mittee Chairman, Joel Ferguson, advised 
that he would report again in the future. 


In December, 1978, Planning Director 
Alan Tubbs made a presentation to the 
i pail Committee on Physical Develop- 
ment. 


Then, Councilman Hull called a meeting 
of the Public Properties and Safety Com- 
mittee at 12:00 noon, Tuesday, February 
20, 1979, to discuss ‘“‘the new downtown 
stadium and the proposed sale of the Civic 
Center.” I was not in attendance since 
I had to be out of town on City business, 
but I had already requested of the Coun- 
cil President an opportunity for a presen- 
tation before the Committee of the Whole 
on Thursday, February 22, and that was 
granted. The Chairman of the Mayor’s 
Study Committee, Joel Ferguson, and Plan- 
ning Director Alan Tubbs, advised they 
would be present to make a presentation. 


To this date, the City Council has set no 
policy. 


In regard to selling the Civic Center, 
you know and I know, that the Mayor, nor 
his Committee, have the authority to do 
same. However, it was the concensus of 
the Committee and a consultant, that an 
exhibition hall and/or arena could not 
break even if the Civic Center continued in 
operation. In an attempt to combine Fed- 
eral dollars with local dollars, to build a 
modern complex, and in an attempt to pro- 
vide you with a total package, the Com- 
mittee did attempt to determine if there 
would be a buyer for the present Civic 
Center, a decision not much different from 
that of the Planning Board almost three 
years ago, ; 
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The flack that has been thrown around 
leads me to wonder whether or not the City 
Council is interested in a modern exhibition 
hall and/or arena, with the understanding 
that such cannot be financed without sell- 
ing the Civic Center. Too, it leads me to 
wonder whether or not the City Council is 
desirous of a new hotel dowtown, because 
the meetings thus far show that such will 
not the constructed without an exhibition 
hall and/or arena in close proximity. I 
request your policy on the matter, because 
it is now obvious that criticism has come 
first instead of policy. If you determine 
in the negative, then please specifically ad- 
vise of how the “City of Lansing will be 
the out-State regional convention center 
for the State of Michigan by 1980.” If 
your answer is in the negative, please pro- 
vide a policy to establish underground 
parking under the present Civic Center 
parking lot and other inducements you will 
provide if some hotel is offered to be con- 
structed on that location. In the absence 
of policy, I would request something con- 
structive rather than only criticism when 
citizens of this City are interested in im- 
proving their own community.

On December 21, 1978, Ms. Rosalie 
O’Connor alleged that she required a chiro- 
practic adjustment as a result of her fall. 
si has subsequently filed a claim for 

12.00. 


While governmental immunity would nor- 
mally protect the city from liability for 
such injuries, MCLA 691.1402; MSA 3.996 
(102) provides: 


“Each governmental agency having jur- 
isdiction over any highway shall main- 
tain the highway in reasonable repair 
so that it is reasonably safe and con- 
venient for public travel. Any person 
sustaining bodily injury or damage to 
his property by reason of failure of any 
governmental agency to keep any high- 
way under its jurisdiction in reasonable 
repair, and in condition reasonably safe 
and fit for travel, may recover the dam- 
ages suffered by him from such govern- 
mental agency.” 


The question in this matter is whether 
the city had a duty to salt Samantha Street, 
a residential street. There is no Michigan 
statute that requires a municipality to do 
so. In the absence of such a statute, a mu- 
nicipality is not required to remove ice or 
snow from its streets and sidewalks which 
result from natural causes, and it is not 
liable for injuries resulting from its failure 
to remove the ice or snow. Kannenberg v 
Alpena, 96 Mich 58; 55 NW 614 (1893); 
Jackson v City of Pontiac, 276 Mich 103 
(1985); Hampton v Master Products Ince., 
84 Mich App 767 (1978). 


The City of Lansing Public Service De- 
partment has adopted a policy of salting 
various city streets according to the fol- 
lowing priority: (1) highways; (2) major 
streets; (3) bus routes; (4) hills; and (5) 
ie They do not salt residential 
streets. 


Therefore, it is the opinion of this office 
that Ms. O-Conner’s claim be denied on the 
basis of governmental immunity and the 
lack of duty of the City of Lansing to 
clear natural accumulations of ice and 
snow.

On January 12, 1979 claimant sustained 
damages to his vehicle when he drove for- 
ward into a tree stump cut approximately 
30” above the ground which was located on 
Allen Street School property. 


MCLA 340.352; MSA 15.3352 established 
that every school district is a corporate 
body and may sue and be used in its name 
and that such school districts are subject 
to all the duties and liabilities conferred 
upon school districts by law. 


In Re School District No. 6, Paris and 
Wyoming Townships, Kent County, 284 
Mich 132; 278 NW 792 (1938); Van Fleet 
v Oltman, 244 Mich 241; 221 NW 299 
(1928); School District No. 1, Fractional 
of the Townships of Bethany and Pine 
River and City of St. Louis v Joint Town- 
ship Boards of the Townships of Bethany 
and Pine River, 233 Mich 327; 207 NW 5 
(1925) collectively state that a school dis- 
trict is a municipal corporation which is 
separate and distinct entity from local self 
government. 


Based upon the Michigan immunity stat- 
ute and the cases cited, this office concludes 
that the city is not liable and that the 
claimant’s remedy, if one exists, lies with 
the Lansing School District. It is therefore 
the recommendation of this office that the 
claim be denied.

On January 23, 1979, Mr. Julius Brother- 
ton informed the City of Lansing, in a 
letter addressed to the Mayor and City 
Council, of the occurrence of a water back 
up in his basement due to a sewer obstruc- 
tion. Mr. Brotherton submitted a copy of 
the plumber’s bill for the back up in the 
amount of $45.00 and now requests that 
the City of Lansing reimburse him in that 
amount. Information received from the 
Public Service Department verifies Mr. 
Brotherton’s account of this incident. 


In Michigan, the state legislature has 
chosen to exempt municipalities from tort 
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liability when the municipality is engaged 
in the performance of a governmental func- 
tion. MCLA 691.1407; MSA 8.996(107). 
Since Michigan appellate courts have al- 
ready ruled that the construction of a sewer 
system by a municipality is a governmental 
function, they would undoubtedly rule that 
the maintenance and operation of a sewer 
system is likewise a governmental function. 
See Beauchamp v Saginaw Twp, 74 Mich 
App 44 (1977). 


In view of the foregoing, it is the rec- 
ommendation of this office that Mr. Broth- 
erton’s claim in the amount of $45.00 be 
denied since the operation and maintenance 
of a municipal sewer system is clearly a 
governmental function for which the City 
is immune from liability.

Dear Mayor and Council: 


This matter was forwarded to this office 
for review and recommendation. 


On December 18, 1978, the claimant 
parked his late-model Cadillac alongside a 
ticket dispensing machine in Lot No. 25 
located at the corner of Allegan and Wash- 
ington. At that time, a city employee had 
removed the machine’s door panel and was 
attempting to place tickets in the machine. 
According to information received by the 
Traffic Department, a gust of wind appar- 
ently blew the door panel over, striking the 
claimant’s vehicle and causing damages in 
the amount of $30. This amount was con- 
sidered to be a reasonable figure by the 
Traffic Department. 


Under Michigan law, municipalities are 
not accorded the benefits of governmental 
immunity for their negligent actions when 
engaged in the performance of a proprie- 
tary function. Previous recommendations 
by this office have concluded that the op- 
eration of the city parking system would be 
considered a proprietary function by the 
courts since it is operated for a profit in a 
competitive market. A review of the claim 
also discloses that some inadvertent negli- 
gence on behalf of the parking attendant 
caused the damage to Mr. Ray’s car. 


In view of the likelihood that the opera- 
tion of the city’s parking system would be 
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characterized by the courts to be a proprie- 
tary function, subjecting the city to liability 
for damages negligently caused in a park- 
ing lot, it is the recommendation of this 
office that this claim be allowed.

Dear Mayor and Members 
of the City Council: 


In early 1976 Lansing Industrial Center, 
Inc. appealed its 1976 real property tax 
assessment to the Michigan Tax Tribunal 
claiming that the City had assessed its 
property in excess of 50% of that proper- 
ty’s true cash value. The City of Lansing 
filed its answer to that appeal stating that 
the 1976 real property tax assessment on 
that property was proper and correct. Since 
that time Lansing Industrial Center has 
amended its appeal to additionally include 
the City of Lansing’s assessments for the 
1977 and 1978 tax years. 


Recently representatives of this office 
and the City Assessor’s office met with a 
representative of Lansing Industrial Center, 
Inc. in an effort to resolve this dispute. 
As a result of those negotiations as well as 
the disclosure of more detailed information 
to the City Assessor’s office a proposed set- 
tlement of the appeal has been agreed upon. 
Pursuant to that settlement the 1976 and 
1977 state equalized value of the property 
would be reduced from $666,900 to $555,000 
and the 1978 tax year state equalized value 
would remain at $719,500 as originally as- 
sessed. While this settlement includes sub- 
stantial reductions for the 1976 and 1977 
tax years, it is the opinion of this office 
and of the City Assessor that the reductions 
constitute a justifiable settlement in light 
of the poor occupancy and profits of Lan- 
sing Industrial Center during the 1976 tax 
year and in light of Lansing Industrial 
Center’s willingness to accept its 1978 tax 
year assessed value without change. 


Based on the above, it is the reeommenda- 
tion of this office that the proopsed settle- 
ment be approved.

Dear Council President and Members: 
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The City Charter mandates that, an- 
nually, the Mayor will make a report on 
the status of the City’s Affirmative Action 
programs. In fulfillment of this require- 
ment, I am submitting the Lansing Mu- 
nicipal Employment Survey for 1978. This 
document, compiled by the Human Rela- 
tions Department, provides a statistical 
summary of the status of the City’s Affirm- 
ative Action programs. 


As you are aware, statistical analysis 
with the required charts and tables, makes 
difficult and tedious reading. So, I would 
like to summarize for you, and the citizens 
of Lansing, the successes and shortcomings 
which are buried in those statistics. I also 
want to share with you the direction I have 
given and programs which will be set into 
motion to capitalize on the successes and 
to remedy the shortcomings. 


First, let me briefly highlight the Mu- 
nicipal Employment Survey for 1978. 


The total City employment increased dur- 
ing 1978, from 1,733 individuals in 1977, to 
a total of 1,812, in all categories, this past 
year. At the same time, there was an over- 
all increase of 1% in minority employment 
and a 2% increase in the number of fe- 
males employed by the City. Employment 
of both minorities and females in City 
omg positions increased by approximately 
2 Oe 


The number of handicappers employed 
also increased in 1978, but this increase is 
hard to interpret. Some regulations have 
changed the traditional understanding of 
the term “handicap” to include many prob- 
lems which would not have fallen into that 
category earlier. The State has established 
a Committee to specifically define the term, 
and when their work is complete, the Hu- 
man Relations Department will reassess cur 
record as it relates to handicappers. 


When we compare the number of minori- 
ties working for the City in 1978, with our 
record from pervious years, we find that 
we have fallen below our 1972 high level 
of 15.8% of the total City work force. The 
primary reason for the drop in the large 
number of minority employees who worked 
for the City under special contracts in 1972, 
which didn’t exist in 1978. These contract 
employees were not full time members of 
the City’s work force, and if we look only 
at the full time salaried and hourly em- 
ployees in 1972 and 1978, we find that the 
minority proportion has increased from 
9.7% to 10.5%. 


Likewise, City funded salaried and hourly 
employment of females has shown a steady 
increase from 1972 through 1978, growing 
by 2% over that period. 


The report also points out some problems 
which we must address in the future. Mi- 
norities tend to be concentrated in the lower 
paying positions, particularly those of the 
service/maintenance type. Women employ- 
ees also are clustered in lower paying po- 
sitions, especially office/clerical jobs. 


It should be obvious that the forces which 
have created these negative statistics have 
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been operating in our society for a long 
time and will not be eliminated quickly. I 
was very surprised to find, for example, 
that even if the City were to hypothetically 
create one hundred executive positions, and 
if they were all filled by women, that would 
only have the effect of reducing the per- 
centage of female employees who hold of- 
fice/clerical jobs from 52% to 42%. This 
shows that there is no easy solution avail- 
able which will, overnight, correct the 
problem. 


It is also true, that a greater concentra- 
tion of minorities and females fill Federally 
funded positions. In one sense, this shows 
the City’s success in using Federal funds 
to help meet the goals of the Federal Equal 
Employment Opportunity Commission. But, 
as the Community Development and CETA 
funds are reduced, it also shows the need 
to strongly consider individuals funded by 
those Federal sources for full time City em- 
ployment as full time vacancies occur. 


For many years, I have been saying that 
Lansing’s government serves a8 a training 
ground for individuals who leave, not be- 
cause of discrimination, but because they 
are offered better jobs. The exit interviews, 
that were conducted by the Human Rela- 
tions Department with the City employees 
who left during 1978, demonstrated this, 
and, did not show any pattern of discrimi- 
nation against minorities or females by the 
City’s administrators. Because the Affirm- 
ative Action mandate applies to all govern- 
mental and many non-governmental agen- 
cies, the competition for qualified minority 
and female workers is intense. It is also 
true, that most vacant positions within the 
City Hall are filled through promotion of 
our own employees. We have to take all 
necessary precautions to make sure quali- 
fied minorities and females do not look for 
employment in other places just because 
they are denied or believe they will be de- 
nied, promotions within the City structure. 


The Municipal Employment Survey for 
1978, gives us some idea of where we stand 
in our efforts to institute a meaningful 
Affirmative Action program, but it does 
not tell us why or how we got here. 


We have been given a clear direction by 
the Governor in 1976, and by the Federal 
Equal Employment Opportunity Commis- 
sion as recently as January 1979, to volun- 
tarily examine our employment priorities 
and determine if any of our past or present 
practices and policies but up barriers to 
equal employment opportunity. I stress the 
fact that this self-examination is voluntary 
because the Federal government has told us 
to make a reasonable judgment whether 
and where affirmative action is required, 
ane to determine the kind of action to be 
taken. 


The Federal guidelines provided in Jan- 
uary 1979, recommend that a “reasonable 
self analysis” be conducted to determine 
whether employment practices create bar- 
riers to equal employment opportunity. If 
that self analysis shows employment oppor- 
tunities of certain groups have been arti- 
ficially limited, that the effects of any past 
discrimination have gone uncorrected, or 
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that our employment practices result in un- 
equal treatment, then we have a reasonable 
basis to take corrective action, such as es- 
tablishing goals and timetables against 
which we can measure our efforts to cor- 
rect the inequity. 


Both the Governor and the Equal Em- 
ployment Opportunity Commission have 
stressed that practices which systematically 
discriminate against any group, regardless 
of color or sex, should be corrected, and 
that any goals and timetables established 
take into consideration the availability of 
qualified persons in the specific job market. 
The Federal guidelines, particularly, stress 
the development of a plan tailored to solve 
the problems, if any, identified in the self 
analysis. This is a move away from the 
shotgun approach to equal opportunity em- 
ployment which has prevailed in the past, 
and I cocnur with this specific approach to 
specific problems. 


The City of Lansing is bound to respond 
to these mandates of the State and Federal 
governments because we receive large sums 
of money from both sources. Currently, we 
are in a partnership with the State in the 
areas of transportation and housing, and 
hopefully, the State will join in our eco- 
nomic development efforts. The Federal- 
local bond has been longstanding. Current- 
ly, the Community Development Program 
and our Economic Development Program 
are examples of joint Federal-municipal 
efforts. 


If there were no State-Federal mandate, 
however, it would still make sense to, from 
time to time, assess our employment prac- 
tices to determine whether or not they are 
equitable. The requirement of the City 
Charter points out that we are willing to 
and capable of carrying out the self analy- 
sis required before any meaningful and 
operational affirmative action plan can be 
devised. 


As I indicated earlier, I have given direc- 
tion which should lead us to a better under- 
standing of our current situation, point out 
any existing barriers to equal employment 
opportunity, and plot a course around those 
barriers. Specifically, on January 10, 1979, 
I directed the Human Relations Director, 
Mr. Letts, to prepare a work program for 
training City personnel regarding the im- 
plementation of the affirmative action pro- 
gram and guidelines. On February 20, 
1979, Mr. Letts submitted the requested 
work program, including the agenda for a 
one-half day seminar, for department heads 
and their supervisory personnel. At this 
seminar, to be held April 11, 1979, the 
City’s Affirmative Action Guidelines, Fed- 
eral regulations, State laws and regulations, 
City personnel policies and recommended 
employee selection procedures will be thor- 
oughly and openly discussed. 


With that information base to build on, 
the Human Relations Department will 
schedule individual meetings with each of 
the operating departments during the week 
of April 16. At each of these meetings, the 
department head and appropriate supervi- 
sory personnel will discuss with the repre- 
sentatives of the Human Relations Depart-

ment the specific department’s current em- 
ployee profile, methods used in selecting 
and promoting employees, the affirmative 
action obligations of the department if it 
holds any State or Federal contracts and 
the importance of documenting employee 
transactions and evaluations. 


The Human Relations Department will 
then, along with each operating depart- 
ment, prepare a written self analysis. 
Based on these self analyses, it will be de- 
termined which departments, if any, have a 
reasonable basis for preparing an affirma- 
tive action plan. Subsequent meetings will 
be held, when required, to assure that the 
plans are drafted prior to June 30, 1979. 


On an annual basis, thereafter, the Hu- 
man Relations Department will meet with 
each department to assess progress being 
made, as defined by the Annual Municipal 
Employment Survey. 


In my opinion, we are taking a positive 
and reasonable step forward in support of 
equal opportunity employment in 1979. We 
have for some time, monitored the affirma- 
tive action efforts of the businesses we con- 
tract with to conduct Federally and State 
funded projects, and it is totally appropri- 
ate that the City provide a model for the 
affirmative actions of these firms. 


I hope the City Council will join me in 
this effort to assure equal employment op- 
portunities to all our citizens.

Section 1. That Chapter 36 of the Code

(51) Family day care home. A private 
home in which one but less than seven 
minor children are received for care and 
supervision for periods of less than 24 
hours a day, unattended by a parent or 
legal guardian, except children related to 
an adult member of the family by blood, 
marriage or adoption. It includes a home 
that gives care to an unrelated child for 
more than four weeks during a calendar 
year. 


Sec. 36-17. “A-A” and “A” districts —

(10) Family day care homes as defined 
under Sec. 36-1(51) and regulated by the 
State of Michigan Department of Social 
Services under Act 116 of Public Acts of 
1973. 


Sec. 36-42. Nonconforming uses. 


(11) Nursery schools, day nurseries and 
child care centers (not including dormi- 
tories) provided that for each child so cared 
for there shall be provided and maintained 
a minimum of one hundred fifty (150) 
square feet of outdoor play area. Such play 
space shall have a total minimum area of 
not less than five thousand (5,000) square 
feet and shall be screened from any adjoin- 
ing lot in any residential district. Family 
day care homes, as defined herein, are ex- 
cepted from the provisions of this section.

Only two bids were received Tuesday, 


March 6, 1979, for the renovation of the 
Baptist House at 213 W. Main Street. This 
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letter is to update City Council on progress 
for the proposed domestic assault shelter 
since Council’s appropriation of $45,000 for 
the renovation project last December. 


The transfer of funds from City Council 
combined with $59,200 received from Gen- 
eral Motors Corporation made a total of 
$104,200 available for renovation. The low 
bid from B. J. Siwek Construction was for 
$133,330, and the base bid from Charles 
Featherly Construction was $162,162. If 
either bid is to be accepted, an additional 
transfer of funds will be immediately neces- 
sary by City Council. The low bid is ap- 
proximately $4,100 more than I previously 
advised would be necessary for this proj- 
ect—although Council chose to believe that 
$45,000 would be sufficient. Previous staff 
estimates suggested $70,000 on top of the 
General Motors contribution would be nec- 
essary for this project. 


The renovation bids do not consider the 
laborious efforts on the part of City staff 
to bring the project to this point. In par- 
ticular, I wish to commend architect Rich- 
ard Peacock of the Building Safety and 
Development Department, who prepared the 
renovation blueprints and bid specifications 
to the very rigorous standards required by 
the multiple-occupancy code and barrier 
free design requirements. The approximate- 
ly 180 hours of Mr. Peacock’s time, along 
with 100 hours of work by building inspec- 
tor Steve Maloney represent a staff invest- 
ment, including fringes and support costs, 
of $3,223.23. I would also remind City 
Council of the considerable time spent by 
Purchasing Director Vaughan McKinch, as- 
sistant Bob Loerke and Property Manager 
Sam Clay for their unestimable hours spent 
on this project. 


In addition, the cost of insurance on this 
structure is $1,031.00 annually, or a mini- 
mum of $774.00 out-of-pocket if the project 
is immediately begun for the target com- 
pletion date of August 15, 1979. City Coun- 
cil should also recognize the lost income of 
$403.00 which otherwise would be received 
for a building permit on this job. 


To date, the only actual expenditure from 
the $104,200 project budget is $40 to accom- 
pany the request for waiver of barrier free 
requirements on the second and third floors 
from the State Barrier Free Design Board. 
This request was approved. 


In addition, the grant amendment from 
Council Against Domestic Assault, which 
requests $15,000 annually from the Office 
of Criminal Justice Programs, has been ap- 
proved by the Ingham County Board of 
Commissioners and by the Tri-County Re- 
gional Planning Commission. However, my 
office has been informed by OCJP verbally, 
with a written confirmation expected with- 
in the week, that the maximum which will 
be allowed for “rent’”’ of the Baptist House 
is $12,000 yearly, including property insur- 
ance. This estimate of market value was 
developed by the Property Management Di- 
vision of the state Office of Management 
and Budget at the request of OCJP. This 
means only approximately $10,970 (12,000 
less insurance) may be available through 
this grant to reimburse the City of Lan- 
sing, rather than the $15,000 upon which 
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Council based its previous. decision. That 
figure is high considering the City’s insur- 
ance covers a $100,000 structure and no 
contents. 


I again must defer this matter to Coun- 
cil’s decision, since, as I seemingly often 
must remind some members of Council, I 
may not sign a contract for renovation 
when funds are not available in the appro- 
priated account. The Council Against Do- 
mestic Assault Board of Directors was to 
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meet March 7, 1979, to discuss this matter 
and determine if CADA is still interested in 
this facility, given the costs even higher 
than I had previously warned. 


I would additionally remind City Council 
of the risk involved in accepting the low 
bid, which could be covered in five years’ 
reimbursement to the City of Lansing in 
the method recommended in your December 
resolution. The following schedule would 
be anticipated:

In the third year of OCJP grants, the 
applicant jurisdiction (Ingham County) 
participates on a 50-50 basis. The fourth 
year, it is expected but not legally obli- 
gated, that the applicant jurisdiction will 
continue the program. The fifth year be- 
comes the program’s own responsibility. In 
light of recent revelations on Ingham Coun- 
ty’s current financial plight—and the attri- 
bution of that plight to social service pro- 
grams and grant commitments — I ask 
Council to judge in its own minds whether 
Ingham County will be able to afford this 
commitment in 1981-82 or 1982-83. It 
should be noted that rent represents only a 
portion of the $55,000 grant, and, realistic- 
ally, the Ingham County commitment is 
$27,500 total in the third operating year 
and the full $55,000 in year four. 


Council should also be aware that the low 
bid on which these projections is based is 
not technically within bid requirements 
since several alternates have been included 
in Siwek’s base bid. Also, Siwek added the 
stipulation that the renovation be allowed 
to take between 200 to 240 days, based upon 
which alternates are considered, rather 
than the August 15 date specified in the 
bid document. If those irregularities are 
not waived, then Council must only consider 
the $162,162 base bid by Featherly Construc- 
tion. Council should also consider that the 
bids are good only until April 20, 1979, and 
Council must decide by then whether to ac- 
cept either bid. 


Should Council wish to pursue this fur- 
cart I would recommend the following 
action: 


—The City Attorney should advise wheth- 
er CADA may legally enter into a 
$15,000 annual lease for the Baptist 
Home when CADA’s obligation is back- 
ed by a $12,000 grant maximum, less 
the cost of insurance. 


— Council should inquire of Ingham Coun- 
ty’s Board of Commissioners whether 
the County will guarantee its participa- 
tion in the third and fourth years of 
this grant. 


—Council should transfer the additional 
i in order to accept the appropriate 
id. 


—Council should re-establish the Special 
Use Permit for this facility. The six- 
month Special Use Permit granted by 
previous Council resolution expired last 
Monday, March 5.

The petition submitted was circulated sev- 
eral months ago. The words “‘ill-conceived” 
were crossed out. However, at a meeting 
of 200 Block merchants held February 26, 
1979, at the Michigan Theater, many of the 
merchants agreed that the old petition was 
in many ways inappropriate and that a new 
one be circulated. The new petition was 
mailed Friday, March 2, to all 200 Block 
businesses. Only two were returned by 
Monday, March 5, and they were not sub- 
mitted to City Council. Several merchants 
suggested that Mr. Boutsikakis not go to 
City Council until time had been allowed 
to receive all the new petitions, 
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Responses 


The 14 responses submitted have been re- 
viewed by the Warren Holmes-Kenneth 
Black Co. Interestingly, neither Mr. Bout- 
sikakis, nor Mr. Paul LaMaccia, specifically 
listed their concerns related to the next 
phase of construction.

In explanation of why the City’s Man- 
power Office is below the spending rate in 
the Work Experience program and why it 
did not respond to the Lansing Tri-County 
Regional Manpower Office’s letter announc- 
ing its intent to recapture $24,988 in un- 
spent funds, the following is submitted. 


1. The City of Lansing is below its 
spending rate in the current CETA Title 
IIB (formerly Title I) Work Experience 
contract because it has had poor enrollment 
during the first quarter and continues to 
have poor enrollment in the second quarter 
of the Federal Fiscal year. This poor en- 
rollment is simply due to the severe lack of 
applicants. There is no known valid way 
to determine why there is a lack of appli- 
cants. It may be speculated that: 


A. Since the Manpower Office is in a 
remote location without any sign on the 
building identifying it as housing the Man- 
power Office, the probability of enrolling 
walk-in applicants is reduced. However, 
this relocation was necessary due to the 
cramped quarters that existed in City Hall. 
The decision was made by Council’s Build- 
ings and Properties Committee. 


B. Since there is no direct bus line to the 
Genesee Center, where Manpower is housed, 
many potential applicants do not know how 
to get to the building or are unwilling to 
take the effort to go to the building and 
apply for the minimum wage Work Expe- 
rience positions. 


C. There is a lack of eligible candidates 
due to the declining unemployment rates in 
the Lansing Tri-County area. (It is the 
declining unemployment rate that has 
prompted the Tri-County Office to predict 
a drastic reduction of the public service 
employment allocation for this area in FY 
80.) Other positions in the expanding local 
labor market are often better paying than 
Work Experience jobs. 


D. There is inadequate advertising of the 
program. To correct this, new signs have 
been designed, printed, and _ distributed 
throughout the area in grocery stores, bars, 
barber shops, restaurants, MESC Office, 
ete. Also, local radio and T.V. stations 
have been contacted to run public service 
accouncements regarding the availability 
of jobs, and a classified ad will be put in 
the local newspapers. 


E. Eligibility requirements have been 
tightened. In the past, eligibility was only 
one week unemployed; to that has been 
added an economically disadvantaged cri- 
terion. 


2. The current status on work experience 
enrollments is: 48 positions are budgeted, 
85 are currently filled. Efforts are being 
made to over-enroll to reach contractual 
goals in both number of positions and ex- 
penditures. 


8. The reason the Manpower Office did 
not respond to the letter from the Tri- 
County Manpower Administration was that 
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a response was required only if the agency 
could produce a convincing argument for 
not recapturing the funds. In light of high- 
ly unstable enrollments, Lansing could not 
produce such an argument. 


It should be noted that although the 
Work Experience Program did not perform 
well in the first quarter of FY 79 in terms 
of expenditures; it performed very well in 
terms of quality. 


Fifty-nine percent of the terminations 
went to unsubsidized employment—that is, 
permanently funded jobs in the private sec- 
tor or local government. That exceeded the 
goal by nine percent. Twenty-two percent 
of the persons had “‘other positive’? termina- 
tions by going to Title II of the Title VI 
Manpower programs, on-the-job training, 
entering the military or returning to 
school. This, too, exceeded the goal of 
twenty percent. Thirty and sixty day 
follow-ups showed positive terminations 
continued for many of these positions 
reaching one hundred and twenty percent 
of goal. 


I wish to advise City Council that this 
spending situation has not materially 
changed during the present quater, for the 
above reasons and due to the termination 
of the Work Experience Coordinator. Man- 
power Director, John Houldsworth, has 
served double-time in the interim to handle 
the Work Experience Program on top of 
his other responsibilities. When this posi- 
tion was posted for interested City Hall ap- 
plicants, only one person signed the post- 
ing, and that person did not meet the job 
qualifications. Hence, there has been no 
one available to recruit program partici- 
pants. 


I expect that a new sign on the building, 
the advertising campaign, media public ser- 
vice spots, and improving weather will 
bring in more applicants and thus improve 
the enrollment and spending levels in the 
Work Experience Program. City Depart- 
ments are now being contacted to develop 
Work Experience projects to employ any 
new candidates.

Register Program Grant to fund Phase II 
of the North Lansing Facade Restoration 
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Program. This grant would be administered 
through the Michigan History Division. 


This grant is not sufficient to perform 
the work on the thirteen structures whose 
owners have indicated a desire to have 
restoration work done. In addition, the 
grant does not provide for any funding of 
City administrative costs relative to project 
oversight and supervision. It would be nec- 
essary for the City to provide the services 
of a project supervisor if we wish to avert 
problems similar to those encountered in 
the Phase I project. The Housing and Re- 
development Division does not have the 
capacity to perform these functions unless 
it diverts manpower from implementation 
of the Community Development program 
activities required of them. 


This proposed project could represent a 
liability to the City for costs and damages 
which should be considered before we agree 
- proceed with another phase of restora- 
ion. 


After reviewing the staff recommenda- 
tions on this matter, I concur that this 
grant should only be accepted if we require 
monetary participation from the owners of 
the affected properties to assure that it is 
in fact a mutual effort. If we do not work 
in close cooperation, we can anticipate dif- 
ecen ay in achieving mutually satisfactory 
results. 


Furthermore, the fact that the proposed 
grant award is insufficient to cover pro- 
jected costs would necessitate either a new 
appropriation of $25,000 or more by the 
City, or the bidding of a base number of 
projects and the remainder as alternates, 
so that we do not commit to projects in ex- 
cess of available funds. I recommend that, 
should you decide to accept this grant, the 
policy be to perform such restoration as 
can be accomplished exclusively through the 
grant funds, and/or owner participation.

Attached is the latest revision to Lan- 
sing’s 1958 Master Plan known as the River 
Island Comprehensive Plan for 1990, which 
was adopted by the Lansing Planning 
Board on October 8, 1978. The Plan re- 
flects an extensive amount of research and 
involvement by River Island citizens and 
City Staff. Further, the recommendations 
and strategies in the Plan are consistent 
with the City-wide goals, developmental ob- 
jectives and policies for physical develop- 
ae previously adopted by the City Coun- 
cil. 


The River Island Plan is the first of four 
development studies which will revise Lan- 
sing’s current comprehensive plan, which 
was prepared in 1958. The many changes 
in the community have brought about a 
need for a total master plan revision. The 
River Island study, which details that area 
bounded on the north, east and south by 
the Grand River and on the west by the 
Lansing City limits, was begun in Septem- 
ber 1976, and is the first segment to be 
completed. 


City Planning Department staff are now 
compiling basic data on the southwest sec- 
tion of Lansing to begin the next phase 
of the City-wide master plan revisions. 
Citizens will be sought in the near future 
to serve on a policy review committee for 
the southwest area. Completion of the four 
quadrants needed to revise the entire master 
plan is targeted for some time during 1981. 


The River Island Plan is forwarded to 
you with my endorsement for your concur- 
rence and implementation.

Dear Mayor and Council: 


On August 31, 1978 claimant sustained 
damages to the windshield of his automobile 
when it was struck by a golf ball while 
parked at the Waverly Municipal Golf 
Course. 


Michigan law, MCLA 691.1407; MSA 
8.996(107) provides for immunity from tort 
liability in cases where the governmental 
agency is engaged in the exercise of a gov- 
ernmental function; however, no immunity 
is provided for the exercise of a proprietary 
function. 


Rohm v Township of Acme, 534 Mich 
447; 938 NW2d 823 (1959) in its discussion 
of whether a municipal corporation was 
acting in a governmental or a proprietary 
capacity stated: 


‘“‘Regard should be had, not so much to 
the nature and character of the various 
powers conferred as to the object and 
purpose of the legislature in conferring 
them. If the grant was for purposes 
of private advantage and emolument, 
though the public may deprive a com- 
mon benefit, the corporation is to be 
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regarded as a private company. It 
stands on the same footing as would any 
individual or body of persons upon whom 
the like special franchises have been 
conferred.” 


Rohrabaugh v Huron-Clinton Metropoli- 
tan Authority Corporation, 75 Mich App 
677; 256 NW2d 240 (1977) described a pro- 
prietary function as encompassing that 
which competes with private business and 
the amount of consideration charged by 
such facilities is not of controlling signifi- 
cance. 


Based upon the cases cited, this office 
concludes that the function of operating 
the Waverly Municipal Golf Course is a 
proprietary function and, therefore, liabili- 
ty was incurred for the damage. It is there- 
fore the recommendation of this office that 
the claim be approved.

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Section 5-103.5 of the City Charter re- 
quires that the Mayor establish and make 
public a procedure which will provide for 
receiving applications or recommendations 
of individuals for membership on City 
Boards, Commissions or Committees.

2. The advertisement will inform the 
public that application forms are 
available to the public at the City Hall 
information desk, the City Clerk’s Of- 
fice, all community centers, and all 
fire stations. In addition, a citizen 
will be able to have a form mailed to 
his/her home by requesting one from 
the Mayor’s Office. 


3. Vacancies will be filled from the ap- 
plications which are received during 
the annual solicitation. In addition, 
anyone can submit an application at 
any other time. During the year a 
supply of application forms will be 
maintained in the City Clerk’s Office, 
and individuals who submit during the 
year will be considered for appoint- 
ment to vacant positions, as they 
occur. 


4. A file system organized by board 
name, will be maintained in the 
Mayor’s Office. Applications will be 
filed according to an individual’s first 
preference for board appointment and 
duplicates will be filed for second and 
third preferences. 


5. Each year, following the annual so- 
licitation of applications, the files will 
be purged of applications received at 
the previous annual solicitation. Ap- 
plications received during the course 
of the year will also be retained for 
an additional year.

In mid-1978, City Council approved the 
purchase of certain lands in DeWitt Town- 
ship and annexed the property to the City 
of Lansing, the purpose being to develop 
the property into a Coleman Road Sanitary 
Landifll. 


Since your policy decisions, innuendos 
and untruths have been freely thrown 
around, with little, or no, regard for fact. 


One Charles Emery has interrupted my 
office and that of the City Attorney almost 
beyond reason. However, just the remem- 
brance of his background did not allow me 
to put much faith in his charges. In fact, 
his so called ‘‘crusade’”’ became so bad that 
Alta C. Reed, Supervisor of DeWitt Char- 
ter Township, found it necessary to advise 
various department heads of the City of 
Lansing that, and I quote, “. .. this letter 
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is to correct any impression in anyone’s 
mind that Mr. Emery is working for the 
Charter Township of DeWitt.” 


The LANSING STAR, issue of February 
15-21, 1979, carried the following: 


“Others wonder at the extent the Mayor 
has gone to get the landfill.

Available 
Title VI Work Project funds, as of Janu- 
ary 31, 1979, indicated approximately 
$260,000, plus February residuals. There 
are also funds available in Title II and 
Title VI Regular but these are a separate 
issue from the Work Project funds. 


The cause of the confusion and differing 
numbers seems to stem from two prolems: 
1) the available dollars change, based on 
accumulations of residuals, on a daily 
basis; and 2) some stated figures included 
funds in several different titles as all being 
available for Work Propects. Since there 
was obviously a difference in what point 
in time and what CETA titles were being 
used as a basis for information, it was 
impossible to resolve the questions. 


Now that we have a report from Tri- 
County Regional Manpower Administration, 
in which we have clearly delineated the 
Work Propect furds available, and indicate 
the probability of future funding avail- 
ability, we should be able to mutually agree 
on a resolution of the questions. 


Another point which you should be aware 
of in reviewing Mr. Quinn’s communication 
is that his figures include the $264,669 in 
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discretionary funds, which were not con- 
firmed and authorized for use by the Fed- 
eral Government until just eleven days ago. 
As we indicated all through the discussions, 
we cannot and should not commit funds 
until we have written confirmation of their 
availability. 


We have administratively reviewed the 
funds available and recommend that the 
Title VI Work Project monies be used to 
extend existing projects to prevent dis- 
ruption of on-going projects and to prevent 
unnecessary layoffs of the people working 
on those projects presently. 


While we currently do not have adequate 
funds to extend all projects to the end of 
the year, we felt priority should be given 
to prevent lay-offs. As more funds become 
available through the accumulation of re- 
siduals, as a result of the difficult restric- 
tions on hiring now imposed by new Fed- 
eral law, I recommend that we continue to 
provide extension to as many existing 
projects as possible. It would then hope- 
fully be possible to fund new projects pre- 
viously submitted after acting on existing 
ones. Finally, we could consider, if suffi- 
cient residuals accumulate, newly  sub- 
mitted proposals for new projects. 


Mr. Quinn’s communication indicates 
$260,986 available for Work Projects as of 
January 31. am recommending using 
these funds, plus approximately $15,500 
which could be made available by shifting 
a Building Department Title VI Work 
Project to Title II, since it is eligible there; 
extending nine current projects, including 
Cristo Rey project for “Spanish Seniors”: 
the Arts Council “Art Encounter’: the 
Impression Five “Family Science’; the 
Youth Development Corporation ‘‘Neighbor- 
hood Clean-Up”; the Capitol Area Com- 
munity Services “Home Weatherization” ; 
the Cristo Ray ‘‘Recreation Program’’; the 
Lansing School District’s “Support Ser- 
vices”; and the City Park’s Department 
‘‘Parks Maintenance”; C.A.T.A. “Shelter 
Accessibility” projects for a total of 
$274,243 in extension of current projects. 


I would like to request a policy resolu- 
tion from the Council which I feel would 
alleviate this problem and debate from 
reoccurring. I propose that policy be 
adopted requiring: 


1) Use of Title VI Work Project funds for 
extension of existing, uncompleted proj- 
ects to the extent of available funds in 
order to prevent disruptions of current 
programs and to reduce the possibility 
of layoffs; 


2) As soon as residuals become identified 
and available, that project prosopals 
submitted last year be funded; and 


3) If funds are available after funding of 
all priority one and two projects is ac- 
complished, that new project proposals 
submitted this year be funded, if they 
meet the necessary requirements. 


I further wish to remind City Council 
of the anticipated 50% reduction in funds 
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available for Work Projects after Septem- 
ber 30, 1979. I would not encourage over- 
enrollment in this situation, because the 
funding cutbacks will almost certainly 
necessitate layoffs of CETA positions in 
Work Projects after that date. If over- 
enrollment is done at this point, the lay- 
ne yon be more severe come Septem- 
er 30. 


I trust that this information will help 
all of us to resolve the matter. Since three 
current projects expire on March 26, I 
request that you act on that date to estab- 
lish policy on this matter so that no lay- 
offs will be forced to occur on March 27.

Dear Council President and Members: 


In accordance with the provisions of 
Article 7, Section 7-101-104, I am herewith 
submitting my Tenth Annual Recommended 
Budget, this being for Fiscal Year 1979-80. 
This is the first budget submitted under 
the newly enacted City Charter adopted by 
the people of Lansing on August 8, 1978. 
My Recommended Budget is the product of 
more than five months of staff effort by 
the City departments, and two and one- 
half months of review and analysis by my 
Budget Review Committee. In light of the 
changing fiscal capabilities of the City, 
and the need to continue essential services 
without increasing the tax burden of our 
citizenry, I am presenting my Recom- 
mended Budget as a fiscally prudent and 
operationally viable plan for implementa- 
tion of City policies and accomplishment 
of the needs of our citizens. The econmic 
predictions, at the State and Federal level, 
indicate a high probability of economic 
slowdown, or even another recession in the 
upcoming fiscal year. I believe we must 
allow for these forecasts in our planning 
if we are to have a realistic budget and 
a sound financial plan. 


As I have already informed you, the re- 
sources available to the City, and all 
others, in terms of Community Develop- 
ment and Anti-Recessionary and Compre- 
hensive Employment and Training (CETA) 
funds have been drastically reduced through 
action of the United States Congress. The 
cutbacks in these three Federal programs, 
alone, total more than $3 million which we 
previously had available to augment and 
expand City services in several needed 
areas. We are now, also, faced with the 
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potential of loss of Federal Revenue Shar- 


ing, or changes in our ability to utilize 
these funds for general operations, and 
the many problems that Headlee imple- 
mentation, State action on mandated costs 
and other State action could inflict upon us. 


Federal Revenue Sharing currently pro- 
vides $3,000,000 to the City of Lansing 
for general operations. The legislation 
authorizing this major program expires in 
September, 1980. I am seriously concerned 
about its renewal because of the already 
strongly stated opposition of President 
Carter and the House Revenue Sharing 
Subcommittee Chairman. We must work 
diligently to seek its re-enactment. If Fed- 
eral Revenue Sharing is eliminated, the 
City would have to raise property taxes by 
approximately $3.50 per $1,000 of State 
Equalized Valuation (SEV) to merely sus- 
tain current services, or face layoffs of 
over 170 employees. 


I would like to express my appreciation 
to Senator Donald Riegle and Congress- 
man M. Robert Carr for their continued 
efforts to assist us in our drive to have 
Revenue Sharing continued. Without their 
support, the City of Lansing would en- 
counter severe financial crisis and service 
cutbacks, a matter similar to what will 
happen all over the Nation. 


With these funding reductions over which 
the City has had no control, and with a 
desire to maintain essential services with- 
out a tax increase, I am proposing a bud- 
get which balances the need for services 
and programs within use of available re- 
sources. I am recommending retaining the 
current tax rate of $10.70 per $1,000 of 
assessed valuation, including $9.75 for all 
City operations and 95 cents for bonded 
indebtedness. The City Council on Decem- 
ber 4, 1978, adopted policy instructing me 
not to decrease the tax rate by the 20 
cents per $1,000 of State Equalized Valua- 
tion of debt service that is possible this 
year because of the recognized fiscal prob- 
leins. I have abided by Council policy. 


The City portion of the total property 
tax was only 10.70 mills, or 17.5%, out 
of the 60.85 mills levied last year. This 
means that the average taxpayer will pay 
approximately $118 in property taxes for 
Police, Fire, Ambulance, Parks, Snow re- 
moval, and all other City services. The 
City of Lansing has consistently kept the 
tax rate low despite inflation, labor costs 
and mandates of the Federal and State 
governments. I am still able to recom- 
mend a tax rate below the 1969-78 average 
of $11.75 per $1,000 of SEV. The City col- 
lects a smaller and smaller portion of the 
property tax revenue as the tax rate levied 
by the School District and the County have 
risen. I have acted in accordance with my 
belief that we must provide services with- 
out burdening our citizens with higher and 
higher taxes. The growth of government, 
without due regard to both need for ser- 
vices and the tax rate, cannot be support- 
ed. While we cannot prevent other units 
of government and special interest groups 
from attempting to shift their financial 
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obligations to the City, we certainly can, 
and must, resist giving in to pressure 
from small groups to fund special interests 
that would be at the expense of all of the 
citizens. 


As I promised last year, and despite the 
severe funding reductions, am recom- 
mending a budget which implements City 
policies, addresses several major problems 
facing the City and improves administra- 
tive efficiency. Since the passage of the 
new City Charter, I have been able to effect 
administrative consolidations and cost effi- 
ciencies which allow us to provide better 
services without any increase in taxes, 
despite inflation and funding restrictions. 
My Recommended Budget, and related ad- 
ministrative changes that I will be imple- 
menting, will allow me to insure increased 
efficiency in City government. 


My Recommended Budget includes 
$39,784,484 for operations, $2,445,282 for 
Capital Improvements, and $300,000 Re- 
serve for Emergencies, for a total General 
Fund Budget of $42,529,716. Of this total, 
$38,709,847 is estimated to be received 
from taxes, fees and general revenues and 
$3,819,869 from Fund Balance. This will 
allow the City to continue to provide ser- 
vices, while maintaining some reserves to 


protect the City from the horrendous diffi-. 
culties which have been encounter in Cleve-— 


land and other places where long range 
financial planning has been neglected and 
ignored in favor of short term political 
expenditures. I urge you most strongly not 
to make financially and operationally im- 
prudent budget decisions in an election 
year. The need for overall programmatic 
integration to implement your policies and 
provide increasingly efficient and effective 
City services is apparent; my Recommended 
Budget allocates resources in a manner 
which I find is essential to this effort. 


SPECIAL HIGHLIGHTS 


$112,440 for programs for Lansing’s Senior 
Citizens, including $39,488 for the Tri- 
County Consortium on Aging; 


$7,000 for the Retired Senior Volunteer 
Programs (RSVP); 


$40,952 for the operating budget of the 
Senior Citizens Center at the Civic Cen- 
ter; and 


$25,000 (approximately) for Homebound 
Meals. 


During the past year, the City has allo- 
cated $91,315 in City funds, plus $106,501 
in grant funds to provide a new Senior 
Center at Miller Road. I am delighted and 
I believe that the efforts by the Senior 
Citizens, when coupled with the efforts of 
the City, will make Lansing’s Senior Citi- 
zens facilities and programs a model for 
the entire State. 


$207,000 for the acquisition of four, one- 
man packers to improve the Garbage and 
Refuse Collection Program. These one- 


man packers allow greater efficiencies in: 


use of manpower and equipment which 
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should also serve to alleviate the con- 
tinuing problem of injuries to our refuse 
collection employees; 


$77,000 for repair and improvements at 
railroad crossings at: 


S. Washington at South Street 
Shiawassee at Larch 
Kalamazoo at Hosmer 

E. Mt. Hope at Ada 

E. Jolly at Tranter 

E. Grand River at Case 


S. Hosmer at Hickory 


These funds will be matched by $693,000 
in funds from the Michigan Department of 
Transportation and Highways and _ will 
alleviate problems at these crossings and 
improve traffic flow. 


$35,000 for latex resurfacing of the Jolly 
Road bridge and $225,000 for latex re- 
surfacing of the Clemens Street bridge 
to prevent deterioration and improve 
these bridges; 


$46,000 for the purchase of an ambulance 
in the Ambulance Division of the Fire 
Department. I am, again, recommending 
that we keep this vital service up-to-date 
and have top flight equipment; 


$25,000 for the repair of the decorative 
brick-work in the downtown Mall. I 
have also proposed that ordinances be 
amended, wliich will prevent such damage 
in the future so that we can maintain 
an attractive downtown Mall; 


$90,000 for establishment of permanent 
positions within the Police Department 
to operate the 911 Dispatch Center. We 
have utilized CETA staff in this area, but 
the need for permanent staff is unques- 
tioned and I have recommended accord- 
ingly. I have, also, recommended the 
establishment of an Assistant 911 Direc- 
tor to provide close supervision of this 
program day and night. I believe that 
911 will serve our citizens well and will 
greatly expedite handling of all emer- 
geney calls; 


$16,704 for the establishment of an addi- 
tional Appraiser to assist in the on-going 
efforts to maintain a completely up-to- 
date assessment process as recommended 
by the City Council’s Blue Ribbon Ad 
Hoc Committee. 


These items are just a few of the recom- 
mendations I believe are highlights of my 
budget. Many other items, however, relate 
to policies adopted by the Council and I 
would like to address the other highlights 
as they relate to the policy areas. 


Physical Development 


On-going programs—The City of Lansing 
has an excellent record of maintenance of 
our street system. My budget includes: 
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$400,000 for Street Resurfacing: 


$530,000 for Curb and Gutter Repair, in- 
Cusine $40,000 for handicapper curb 
cuts; 


$117,500 for Blacktop Construction on Local 
treets; 


$45,000 for Repair of Pedestrian Over- 
passes. 


Capital Improvements 


My Recommended Capital Improvements 
Budget addresses the need for continued 
revitalization of the Central Business Dis- 
trict, and includes $250,000 for the 200 
and 300 Blocks of the South Washington 
Mall. This project is needed to help us 
attract and keep a viable downtown busi- 
ness area. Despite the difficulties, lack of 
old City records, vaults underneath side- 
walks, etc., I believe we should complete it. 


In addition, I have included $582,000 
for site acquisition for a downtown Trans- 
portation Terminal. These funds, in com- 
bination with a State grant, will provide a 
needed central transportation facility to 
improve the vitality of our downtown area. 
Both the Mall and the terminal are im- 
portant segments of our plan to revitalize 
our commercial areas and to keep jobs and 
businesses within our City. 


I have, also, recommended funding 
$91,832 for Riverfront salmon fishing site 
acquisition in order to insure that we will 
be able to provide adequate access and 
parking facilities. I am concerned with 
the need to insure that this program be suc- 
cessfully implemented, without excessive 
disruption of adjacent neigrborhoods. 
Through this funding, the utilization of 
State grants, and private contributions, 
I feel we will have a fine program which 
will enhance the entire community. 


As I have previously discussed with the 
City Council, the proposed new Police 
Building will require bonding. I have, 
however, included an additional $260,000 
within the budget to allow site acquisition 
and architectural/engineering functions to 
begin. The need for a new facility is ap- 
parent and delays will serve only to greatly 
increase costs due to the astonishing in- 
flationary trend in the construction field. 


Since it is apparent that we will not 
be able to address all of our needed Physi- 
cal Development and Improvement projects 
within the bounds of the City’s available 
resources, my budget includes my recom- 
mendation to put forth a bonding proposal 
to the voters which would include: 


1) Asphalt Plant—the current plant is ob- 
solete and inefficient. The. estimated 
$750,000 cost of constructing a new 
plant with material recycling capabili- 
ties is not economically feasible within 
our current resources. However, I be- 
lieve that the cost of such a plant can 
easily be supported over a twenty year 
period. If we are to retain the capacity 
to maintain and improve our streets, 
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repair potholes and generally maintain 
a good, safe street system, we will need 
this facility. 


Westside Fire Station Site and South- 
west Fire Station Construction—the need 
to consolidate Fire stations and insure 
distribution of our fire service resources 
through the City has been discussed and 
agreed to over the past several years. 
Again, it is a long-term commitment 
whose costs should be spread over a 
twenty year period.

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8) Aurelius Road Widening (south from 
Mt. Hope to Jolly)—this project will 
cost in excess of $783,000 and cannot 
be funded due to the lack of revenues 
within our Act 61 Street Fund. While 
there is a possibility of some of the costs 
being paid through Urban Systems 
Funds, it would still be necessary to 
consider such a major project as part 
of a bonding package. 


4) Curb and Gutter Replacement—the City 
survey of curbs and gutters needing re- 
placement indicates that, despite our 
increasing efforts in this area, it will 
take more than a generation to com- 
pletely address the problem. I believe 
that the City should consider the desir- 
ability of bonding funds to accelerate 
our efforts. Again, we cannot afford 
this without special resources, but I be- 
lieve that the small tax burden resulting 
from approaching these problems 
through long-term bonding is a reason- 
able alternative to meet needs without 
bankrupting the City or greatly increas- 
ing taxes. 


Parks Development—the Riverfront De- 
velopment, the Salmon Ladders and the 
development of our park system have 
received substantial City and grant 
funding. Our long-term projections indi- 
cate that we do not, and will not, have 
adequate resources to implement a 
comprehensive, integrated development 
program. J feel that this issue could 
also be addressed through bonding. 
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I am recommending that the City Coun- 
cil address these matters by authorizing the 
development of a general obligation bond 
issue of approximately $5,000,000. It is 
fiscally imprudent to attempt to fund any 
of these major projects other than on a 
long-term basis. Spread over a twenty 
year period, all of these projects could be 
accomplished at an annual cost of approxi- 
mately 650 cents per $1,000 of assessed 
valuation in debt service. Funding them 
in cne year would require an increase of 
over 6 mills, or $6 per $1,000, over the 
current tax rate and is unreasonable. We 
must not be deluded about the City’s fiscal 
position; without a long range plan, which 
addresses needs and spread costs, the City 
will not be able to remain financially sound. 


Human Services 


The City Council adopted policy to allo- 
cate 1% of the General Fund/Revenue 
Sharing budget for Human Service pro- 
grams and $75,000 for grant match. In 
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addition, I have, as I previously indicated, 
recommended funding of the Human Re- 
source Department entirely within the Gen- 
eral Fund. 


I requested the Human Resources Depart- 
ment and Board to review all Human Ser- 
vice funding requests and recommend a 
comprehensive package that is within your 
policy and adheres to the categorical priori- 
ties. I have received and reviewed their 
recommendation, and the Budget Review 
Committee and Human Resources Director 
met jointly with all agencies to complete 
the review process. Based on these hear- 
ings, and the final recommendations made 
by the Human Resources Director, I have 
recommended that the Human _ Services 
allocation made by the Human Resources 
Advisory Board and Director be adopted. 
These recommendations include: 


$172,000 for the funding of 5 day care pro- 
grams throughout the City; 


$11,100 for Handicapper Advocacy Alli- 
ance; 


$80,000 for County Health including $5,000 
for the Tel-Med Program; 


$20,000 for Cristo Rey Counseling; 
$61,500 for New Way, In; 


30,000 for Youth Development Corporation 
(YDC); 


$15,500 for the National Council on Alco- 
holism ; 


$11,000 for the YWCA; 
$5,350 for Child Abuse and Neglect; 


$10,000 for Comprehensive Substance 
Abuse. 


In addition, these recommendations in- 
clude a $10,000 allocation for Homebound 
Meals for Senior Citizens, plus a carry 
forward of $10,000-$15,000 from their cur- 
rent contract. My recommendations, also, 
include $7,000 for RSVP which is the pro- 
gram in which retired Senior Citizens 
volunteer their services to a wide range of 
community agencies. 


The Housing Assistance Foundation and 
YDC will be the two programs utilizing 
the designated $150,000 Community De- 
velopment residuals for Neighborhood 
Maintenance and Preservation Programs. 


These have been hard decisions and the 
vast majority of the agencies have been 
extremely cooperative in working with us 
to develop funding recommendations which 
will allow them to continue operations, in 
light of the mandated funding cutbacks. I 
strongly urge you to accept these recom- 
mendations and not allow two or three dis- 
gruntled agencies to pressure you into 
excess funding. If that were to be allowed, 
all the agencies have needs which they 
would like to have met. We have been in- 
forming these agencies for over a year that 
the City cannot provide the level of sup- 
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port that was possible prior to the Fed- 
eral funding reduction in Community De- 
velopment and Anti-Recessionary funds. 
My recommendations are within your policy 
parameters, and I feel strongly that to 
fail to adhere to these policy parameters 
is: financially insupportable. 


Fiscal Policies 


My recommended budget conforms to the 
adopted fiscal policies and provides a com- 
prehensive, integrated plan for allocation 
of City resources. 


I am recommending increases in user 
rates where indicated. The Parking System 
rates must be adjusted to meet the require- 
ments of the Revenue Bonds and to provide 
adequate resources to enable the System to 
pay for the necessary major ramp repairs 
facing it, and upon State of Michigan re- 
quirements. 


The State of Michigan has written to us 
on the matter of our Parking System rates 
and we must take measures to conform to 
the legal requirements which preclude “free 
parking.” I will be providing a compre- 
hensive report and recommendation in a 
separate communication. 


The Garbage Collection Program con- 
tinues to require a General Fund Subsidy 
of $325,000 despite the increases in par- 
ticipation, which equates to 40 cents per 
$1,000. While I do not advocate a major 
rate change in this program, I believe that 
the needed subsidy should not be allowed 
to increase. We have not had a change 
in the bag rate since the program’s incep- 
tion. I, therefore, recommend that the 
price for orange bags be set at 10 for 
$3.00, rather than the current 12 for $3.00. 
It requires nearly one year to implement 
such a change due to the ordering period 
and the time needed to utilize current 
orange bag inventories. 


Rates at the Civic Center should also be 
re-evaluated. The Civic Center Manager 
has proposed a rate increase and I am for- 
warding this proposal to you with my 
recommendatoin that new rates be adopted. 


In addition, the Parks Board is currently 
reviewing rate structure for the Cemeteries 
and Park’s Recreational Programs. I will 
be communicating further with you when 
they have completed their recommendations. 


Major Budgetary Actions 


The City has been faced with several 
major issues that have required modifica- 
tions within the budgetary allocations. 
The Federal cutback of $1.5 million in Com- 
munity Development, more than $500,000 
in Anti-Recessionary funds and continuing 
reductions in CETA, plus the costs of 
union wage settlements and rising costs of 
fringe benefits, such as retirement and 
health insurance, and the increase in 
Social Security taxes, have combined to 
force the City to contend with rapidly 
escalating costs coupled with revenue re- 
‘ductions. I have carefully assessed our 
ability to cope with this situation and have 
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determined that the following actions 
should be taken. 


Comprehensive Employment and 
Training Act (CETA) 


The City has made use of CETA person- 
nel for two purposes. 1) To provide supple- 
mental services in areas where we had an 
adequate level of personnel for basic ser- 
vices, but which would benefit from the 
expanded capacity that use of CETA per- 
sonnel allowed us; and, 2) To provide 
necessary staffing resources in areas where 
new requirements and/or unmet needs were 
demonstrated. This second category al- 
lowed us to establish a comprehensive pro- 
gram while allowing us the time to examine 
long-term needs and the impact of these 
programs. 


I have recommended in my budget the 
establishment of permanent positions in 
those areas where CETA positions have had 
demonstrated effectiveness and are essen- 
tial to effective operations for the City. 
The 18 months rule of the Federal Govern- 
ment will cause us to continue to face the 
prospect of layoffs every year and one-half. 
We cannot avoid the reality that, unless 
each CETA position is intended as a per- 
manent addition—CETA personnel will 
have to transition or be laid off, the pros- 
pect being layoffs. 


I have not recommended a blanket ap- 
proach in which we would give in to the 
temptation to either retain or drop all 
CETA positions and incumbents. 


It would be extremely unwise and short 
sighted to ignore the fact that we have 
used CETA positions in heavy concentra- 
tion in some areas and not at all in others. 
Some departments have met changing re- 
quirements through the establishment of 
permanent positions: other have made use 
of CETA positions, despite the difficulties 
involved, in order to save the City money 
and demonstrate the impact of programs. 


While it is painful and difficult to address 
hard realities, I have undertaken actions 
which will ensure the transitioning of as 
many qualified incumbents as possible and 
have recommended the establishment of 
permanent positions, only where there is 
a clear need to continue, through perma- 
nent positions, functions which in many 
cases have been addressed through CETA 
for several years. The establishment of 
permanent positions for the 911 Police 
Technicians, for the Human Relations Con- 
tract Compliance Officer, for the Housing 
Marketing Agent and the Budget Opera- 
tions Analysts, are examples of the areas 
where we must realistically deal with the 
fact that critical operations and essential 
support services must be maintained. I 
have recommended that CETA positions 
be retained on CETA where they still meet 
CETA guidelines and can be refilled. 


I have determined further, that it will 
be necessary over the course of the next 
year for administration to realign resources 
at a reduced level. I will be issuing Execu- 
tive Orders to my departments to accom- 
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plish this while providing for the maximum 
opportunity for current incumbents to 
transition into permanent positions. No 
one is happy about the prospect of lay- 
offs, but we must take the necessary steps 
that funding reductions and Federal man- 
dates are forcing upon us. I realize that 
it is tempting to avoid the real issues by 
failing to address both the general and 
specific issues. I believe that my budget 
recommendations, coupled with the adminis- 
trative action which will allow balanced 
and planned cost reductions through staff 
resource realignments, will successfully ac- 
complish necessary reductions while im- 
proving the efficiency of City operations. 


Special Programs 


The continuing involvement of the City 
in special programs through the use of 
grant funds, has historically been followed 
by permanent absorption of these programs 
into General Fund positions. I am recom- 
mending that we stop this practice until 
there is a careful scrutiny of program 
effectiveness and financial impact. These 
“free”? resources have proven to be ex- 
tremely expensive to the City and have 
been become permanent fixed costs. While 
I agree that these programs are desirable, 
it is manifestly a question of priorities 
and of the City’s ability to afford the costs. 


I have recommended that grant funded 
staff be transitioned back into regular posi- 
tions to avoid pyramiding of personnel. For 
example, the Youthful Driver Enforcement 
Grant will be in a wind-down phase dur- 
ing the upcoming fiscal year. Staff for the 
program were drawn from regular Police 
forces and new staff were hired in to fill 
their positions. I have instructed the Police 
Chief to transition these men back into 
vacant positions over the next 18 months. 
This will avoid any potential of layoffs and 
will save the City the more than $250,000 
that adding nine new positions would cost 
on a full year basis. 


We must avoid the trap of being locked 
into higher and higher staff levels just be- 
cause grants expire. If a program is 
proven effective, we will have to re-examine 
priorities and shift resources to incorpo- 
rate it into our permanent programs. 
Sometimes it will be necessary to add per- 
manent staff resources; we must examine 
each such program carefully to determine 
if we can absorb it, if we need additional 
staff, or if we can do without it. 


I, and my administration, are committed 
to making the hard decisions that will 
keep Citv costs and taxes down. I ask your 
cooperation in this effort. 


Reorganization of the Administrative 
Structure 


I have implemented the reorganization 
mandated under the new City Charter. My 
recommended budget reflects the changes in 
structure and work programs of this new 
organization. 


My staff and I have already identified 
areas where cost savings can be effected 
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and are taking steps to achieve these sav- 
ings. For example, a change in our cus- 
todial service approach will result in an 
annual savings of more than $60,000. This 
change is being made in two phases to pro- 
vide transition and assess impact. 


Further, I am continuing to reduce staff- 
ing levels through attrition wherever the 
new structure has made this possible by 
consolidation of function and administra- 
tive oversight. 


Full implementation and completion of 
all necessary transitions will be accom- 
plished during the upcoming year and I 
fully expect that we will continue to im- 
prove efficiency and/or reduce costs in 
many areas. 


I was surprised at the level of increases 
recommended by you for the City Council/ 
Internal Audit budgets in light of the 
changed Charter. I have, however, con- 
curred in these requests pending a full 
years implementation which would allow 
all of us to assess the needs and impacts 
of the new Charter. I hope that the Coun- 
cil will, as my administration promises to 
do for administrative departments, care- 
fully evaluate the resource requirements of 
its operations to reduce costs and make 
the new Charter work. 


Data Processing 


As you know, we have made a compre- 
hensive study of the City’s Data Processing 
needs and operations. After review of the 
consultant study, and investigation of the 
possible alternatives, I feel that a final 
recommendation has policy implications 
which need to be discussed with City Coun- 
ceil. I have, therefore, allocated funds 
within the budget to address our data proc- 
essing needs but have not designated a 
specific recommendation as to approach. I 
would like to have this matter discussed 
early within your budget review so that 
you may be fully briefed and indicate your 
policy guidance in time for detailed in- 
clusion within the final budget. 


Fringe Benefits 


A continuing major cost within the bud- 
get is for fringe benefits. The City will 
have to expend, this fiscal year, approxi- 
mately $6.4 million in addition to regular 
salary costs. Major benefits provided, pri- 
marily through collective bargaining agree- 
ments, are; 


Police and Fire Retirement—the City must, 
this fiscal year, pay $2,500,000 as its con- 
tribution to the retirement system. This 
includes an increase of $400,000 as a re- 
sult of last year’s contract award for 
retirement which mandated policemen 
and firemen to be eligible for retirement 
with 25 years of service. 


Medical Insurance—the City pays $2,000,000 
to provide Blue Cross, or Health Central, 
insurance to all City employees. 


General Employees Retirement—the City 
contributes $1,500,000 to the General 
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Employees Retirement System and still 
another $1,200,000 in Social Security 
contributions. 


Longevity—the City provides an annual 
longevity bonus, ranging from $200 to 
$960, to all Police, Fire and General em- 
ployees who have more than five years 
service with the City. The cost of the 
payment, which is made directly to 
the employees, will be approximately 
$500,000. 


Dental—the City now also provides a 
Dental Plan to most employees. The cost 
of this additional fringe benefit is ap- 
proximately $250,000 annually. 


; The salaries of employees, plus the mil- 
lions of dollars in fringe benefits, are the 
major cost of operations. 


Contract Settlements 


The contract settlements in the Fire De- 
partment, with the Lansing Independent 
Employees Union, and the arbitration 
award for the Police Department have been 
incorporated into the budget. Cost in- 
creases as a result of these settlements for 
the two year contract, are as follows: 


Salary Fringe 
Fire $656,185 $71,133 
LIEU $754,000 I 
Police—Non-Supervisory 
only $602,927* $42,230 


*Less Holiday Pay savings $90,000. 


I have, also, incorporated tentative re- 
serves for all other pending settlements 
to avoid distortion of budgets where new 
wage levels have not been settled. If this 
were not done, it would be impossible to 
ascertain the overall financial impact of 
each operation. The allocations for those 
areas not yet settled are, of course, tenta- 
tive and may be somewhat more or less 
than final outcome. 


The continued escalation of labor costs, 
plus the benefits mandated by the State 
and the Courts and inflation, are respon- 
sible for virtually all of the budget in- 
crease. These costs leave very little room 
for new programs and will continue to 
necessitate careful actions by the City to 
avoid fiscal disaster. I seek your support 
in a cooperative effort to sustain the 
City’s fiscal stability. We must limit 
growth or changes to a level which can be 
sustained within a long-range financial 
plan and not just on a short-term basis. 


SUMMARY 


The need for fiscal responsibility and 
careful planning are especially critical in 
this year’s budget. The reduction in Fed- 
eral funding and the potential for Congress 
to fail to re-enact Federal Revenue Shar- 
ing, could plunge the City into a fiscal 
crisis. I ask that the City Council adopt 
a resolution seeking support of the Michi- 
gan Congressional delegation to re-enact 
Federal Revenue Sharing and that the 
Council] join with me in meeting with Sena- 
tors Riegle and Levin and Congressman 
Carr on this issue in the very near future. 
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I have proposed a budget which is within 
the City’s fiscal capability, addresses the 
needs and problems identified, and which 
conforms to the policies adopted by the 
City Council. My Recommended Budget is 
predicated on the capacity to coordinate 
City administration under the direction of 
my office as required in the City Charter. 
I trust that the City Council will utilize 
the opportunity to demonstrate a willing- 
ness to cooperate with my office for the 
benefit of the City. The time has come to 
put aside difficulties and look to the future. 
If we act in a coordinated and cooperative 
fashion we can achieve an even brighter 
and better Lansing for all our citizens.

Tubbs said “I just talked to the Mayor...

table tonight and give him a chance to talk 
to the Board.” 


I spoke with Mr. Tubbs today and he ad- 
mitted that he might have misled the 
Board. According to Mr. Tubbs, he had 
tried to call the Mayor but was only able 
to get in touch with his wife who suggested 
that the Mayor would want the issue tabled. 


In writing the story I trusted what Alan 
Tubbs said on the tape. 


Also, the Mayor has said that I wrote 
about the phone call even though he had 
denied it That is not true. I did, of course, 
talk with the Mayor about the landfill con- 
troversy before writing the story. But, 
quite frankly, I saw no reason to ask the 
Mayor to verify the phone call since I took 
Tubbs’ taped statement at its word. 


I don’t want to belabor the issue or blow 
it out of proportion since it is peripheral 
to the real concern at hand, which is wheth- 
er or not to go ahead with the landfill, but 
I feel compelled to clear up the issue. I 
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am only sorry that I was out of town, and 
unable to respond sooner.

Dear Mayor and Council: 


On June 30, 1978, Provincial House, Inc., 
a Delaware Corporation, filed a suit against 
the City of Lansing in the Michigan Tax 
Tribunal seeking a reduction in the assessed 
evaluation of its property taxes on the 
property located at 4000 N. Grand River 
Avenue. The Complaint alleged that the 
1978 assessment was in excess of 50% of 
the property’s true cash value and there- 
fore, unlawful. Petitioner’s Complaint al- 
leged that the assessed value should not 
exceed $336,500.00. The city had assessed 
that property for $628,000.00 for the 1978 
tax year. The city filed its Answer on July 
14, 1978, asserting that the assessment was 
proper and lawful. 


Recently, members of the city assessor’s 
office, this office, and attorneys for Pro- 
vincial House, Inc., met in an effort to re- 
solve the dispute over the value of the prop- 
erty. Based upon the detailed information 
supplied by Provincial House, Inc., which 
was not previously available to the asses- 
sor’s office, it was agreed by the assessor 
and North American Mortgage Investors 
that the correct assessed value should be 
$486,072.00 and that the state equalized 
value for 1978 should be $523,500.00. 


The foregoing settlement appears reason- 
able in that it avoids the expense, delay, 
and uncertainty of litigating a case before 
the Tax Tribunal] and because, in light of 
the fee appraisal obtained by Provincial 
House, Inc., the city assessor’s office feels 
that its original appraisal] is excessive and 
could not be supported in court. It should 
be noted that the assessor concurs in this 
proposed settlement. 


Therefore, it is this office’s recommenda- 
tion that the city attorney’s office be au- 
thorized to enter into a stipulation effect- 
ing the settlement outlined in this letter.

Re: Claim of Mr. Antonio Spagnuolo 
Dear Mayor and Council: 


On January 25, 1979, Mr. Thomas A. 
Kulick, Attorney for Mr. Antonio Spag- 
nuolo, submitted a claim with the City 
Clerk for injuries resulting from an alleged 
fall by Mr. Spagnuolo on a staircase at the 
South Grand Ramp on January 4, 1979, due 
to an accumulation of ice. Mr. Kulick sub- 
mitted an initial request for One Thousand 
and 00/100 ($1,000.00) Dollars in damages, 
which included minor medical treatment, a 
tear in his pants and pain and suffering. 


MCLA 691.1406, MSA 38.996(106) sets 
forth the applicable state law with respect 
to a city’s immunity for the operation and 
maintenance of public buildings. Such sec- 
tion states in pertinent part: 


“Governmental agencies have the ob- 
ligation to repair and maintain public 
buildings under their control where open 
for use by members of the public. Gov- 
ernmenta] agencies are liable for bodily 
injury and property damage resulting 
from a dangerous or defective condition 
of a public building if the governmental 
agency had actual or constructive knowl- 
edge of the defect and, for a reasonable 
time after acquiring knowledge, failed 
to remedy the condition or take action 
reasonably necessary to protect the pub- 
lic against the condition. Knowledge of 
the dangerous and defective condition of 
the public building and time to repair 
the same shall be conclusively presumed 
when such defect existed so as to be 
readily apparent to an ordinary observ- 
ant person for a period of ninety (90) 
days or longer before the injury took 
place...’ (emphasis added) 


Mr. Sam Clay, Property Manager for the 
City of Lansing, has informed this office 
that he had no prior knowledge of any de- 
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fect in the staircase at the South Grand 
Ramp or that ice had accumulated, causing 
a potentially dangerous condition. 


Mr. Kulick has beam contacted by this 
office and requested to submit evidence that 
the city had prior knowledge to the defec- 
tive condition and to provide this office 
with medical bills resulting from Mr. Spag- 
nuolo’s injury. Mr. Kulick, at the time of 
this writing has not supplied the city with 
information in either case. 


Therefore, as a result of Mr. Kulick’s in- 
ability to show either actual or constructive 
knowledge of a prior defect coupled with 
the aforementioned statutory provisions, it 
is the recommendation of this office that 
the claim of Antonio Spagnuolo be denied.

Rutledge failed to respond to this office’s 
inquiries. 


1972 PA 294, commonly nown as the ‘‘No 
Fault Automobile Insurance Act’’ provides 
that the owner registrant of a motor ve- 
hicle be required to maintain property pro- 
tection insurance. Under the provisions of 
that act the owner or registrant of a motor 
vehicle must secure remibursement from his 
own insurance company for property dam- 
age. 


Based on the aforementioned statutory 
authority and Mr. Rutledge’s failure to co- 
operate it is the recommendation of this 
office that his claim be denied.

Dear Mayor and Council: 


The claimant, while traveling northbound 
on Waverly Road, November 27, 1978, in- 
curred a broken mirror when a Public Ser- 
vice vehicle traveling in a southbound di- 
rection splashed slush and pebbles in the 
direction of claimant’s vehicle. The claim- 
ant has submitted a bill for $11,87 for the 
cost of replacement, claiming that the city 
is liable for the mirror. 


Under Michigan law, municipalities are 
obligated to maintain theirroadways in rea- 
sonable repair so that it is reasonably safe 
and convenient for public travel. MCLA 
691.1402; MSA 38.996(102). Additionally a 
municipality is not liable for damages 
caused by defective roadways unless that 
municipality knew or should have known 
of the defect in the roadway and had a rea- 
sonable time to repair it. MCLA 691.1408; 
MSA 8.996(103). Inquiry by this office in- 
dicates that no notice was received regard- 
ing the presence of an excess of gravel or 
stones on Waverly Road on or about No- 
vember 27, 1978. 


Under Michigan law, municipalities can 
be held liable for property damage result- 
ing from the negligent operation of a motor 
vehicle owned and operated by the munici- 
pality. MCLA 691.1405; MSA 38.995(105). 
However, this office is not aware of facts 
that would indicate that the city vehicle 
was being operated negligently on the date 
in question. Additionally it would appear 
that the principles of “No Fault’? would 
apply to this situation. MCLA 500.3101 et 
seq. Based on the foregoing it is the rec- 
ommendation of this office that this claim 
should be denied.

Re: Claim of Jeffrey C. Love in the 
amount of $1,022 


Dear Mayor and Council Members: 
The above matter was referred to this 


office for investigation and recommenda- 
tion. On January 25, 1979 at 6:00 p.m. 
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Mr. Love was driving his 19738 Corvette 
westbound on Haag Road approaching 
Logan Street when the driver in front of 
him lost control of his automobile due to 
icy conditions. Because of the ice on the 
roadway, Mr. Lowe was unable to avoid a 
collision with the rear of that automobile. 
Estimates indicate that the damage sus- 
tained by his Corvette was in the amount 
of $1,022. Mr. Lowe claims that the City 
should be responsible for that damage in 
that it was negligent in failing to remove 
the ice on the roadway despite the fact that 
there had been accidents in that area on the 
same day and the day before and despite 
the fact that several residents in the area 
had complained of the slippery conditions 
to the City of Lansing. 


Investigation indicates that on January 
24, the day before the accident, the Lansing 
area received 4.6 inches of snowfall and 
that on the day of the accident the Lansing 
area received an additional .3 inch of snow. 
Due to that snowfall, conditions were slip- 
pery and hazardous not only on Haag Road 
but also on virtually all of Lansing’s other 
side or residential streets. It is worthwhile 
to note that on January 24 and 25, 1979, 
the Lansing Public Service Department 
spread over 402 tons of salt on Lansing 
streets. In accordance with City policy, the 
vast majority of such salt was spread on 
main streets and not on residential streets. 
Despite Mr. Love’s claim of prior accidents, 
the Police Department records reveal no 
other reported accident at the subject loca- 
tion for the two week period immediately 
preceding Mr. Love’s accident. 


Obviously, during times of inclement 
weather, it is impossible for municipalities 
to prevent streets and roads from becom~- 
ing slippery. In recognition of that fact as 
well as the fact the municipalities are not 
obligated to spread salt upon their roads, 
the law is clear in Michigan that munici- 
palities can not be held liable for personal 
injuries or property damage caused by the 
mere presence of snow or ice on a highway, 
street or sidewalk. Mayo v Village of Bar- 
aga, 178 Mich 171 (19138); Johnson v City 
of Pontiac, 276 Mich 108 (1936). That 
legal principle has not been altered by 
Michigan statutory law providing that mu- 
nicipalities may be liable for injuries or 
damage caused by defective highways. Un- 
less the ice or snow on the surface of the 
roadway is an artificial or unnatural accu- 
mulation of which the city had reasonable 
notice, the City of Lansing may not be held 
liable for accidents or injuries due to the 
presence of that ice or snow. 


Based upon the foregoing, it is the rec- 
ommendation of this office that Mr. Love’s 
claim should be denied in that the City is 
immune from liability for damages to Mr. 
Love’s automobile.

Inquiry by this office reveals that the 
tree in question was a healthy and vigorous 
sugar maple some sixteen inches in diam- 
eter which displayed no structural defects 
when examined subsequent to the incident. 


Although a thorough search by this of- 
fice reveals no Michigan authority on point, 
as a general rule municipalities are not 
liable for damage caused by a falling tree 
located on the street right of way unless the 
tree was defective and the municipality had 
actual or constructive notice of the condi- 
tion of the tree. 19 McQuillin, Municipal 
Corporations (8d ed), $54.71, p. 181. There 
is also authority’ indicating that municipal 
liability does not arise where the falling of 
a tree or tree limb is due to severe storm 
conditions (ibid). 


Based upon the healthy condition of the 
tree at the time of this incident, the lack 
of notice of any possible defect, and the 
storm conditions that existed, it is the rec- 
ommendation of this office that this claim 
be denied.

front of their homes. The two most recent 
instances are on Maplewood near Health 
ie and on Verlinden near the Irish 
ub. 


The Committee reuests that the Traffic 
Division work with the City Attorney’s 
Office to develop a suitable, generalized 
ordinance which would meet the following 
criteria: 


1. Specific neighborhood block faces could 
request the City to institute “Resident 
Only” sticker parking. 


2. Stickers or decals would be provided to 
the residents in sufficient number for 
their vehicles and their visitors. 


8. The decals would be displayed on the 
vehicles dashboard or similar visable 
area. 


4. The street would be posted/signed that 
during certain hours or days, only vehi- 
cles with the sticker/decal would be 
permitted to park on the street. 


The Committee feels that this alternative 
would provide a solution to specific neigh- 
borhood problems that do not seem to 
have any other short term solution avail- 
able. We would suggest that East Lan- 
sing’s Ordinance on this subject may be 
useful as a take-off point.

Dear Council President Adado 
and Members: 


I have enclosed, for your information, 
the Fuel Shortage Contingency Plan which 
was placed into effect on April 2, 1979. 


As you are aware, we are currently 
limited in our purchases of no-lead fuel, 
from Standard Oil, to the quantities we 
purchased one year ago. In addition, the 
instability of Middle Eastern fuel supplies 
has heightened our awareness of the poten- 
tial for significant reduction in fuel avail- 
ability in the near future. We have taken 
actions which will forestall any immediate 
threat to our ability to provide full services 
to the citizens of Lansing. These actions 
include placing additional storage capacity 
into operation, and acuiring additional no- 
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lead fuel from vendors whose fuel supplies 
are not currently restricted. 


We believe, however, that it is necessary 
for the City to have a plan which can be 
used to guide our actions in responding to 
virtually any fuel reduction or restriction 
which could be imposed. The enclosed plan 
provides that guidance as well as a method 
for implementing our response to any re- 
duction or restriction. The plan is de- 
signed to be reevaluated and updated on an 
annual basis so that the City can remain 
prepared for any long-term fuel reduction. 


In the interest of long-term reduction in 
our fuel utilization, we have ordered two 
Oldsmobile Omegas for testing and evalua- 
tion over the next several months. If those 
vehicles perform as we anticipate, we will 
seriously consider making the Omega the 
primary replacement vehicle in our fleet 
for Fiscal Year 1979-80. Our hope is that 
we will be able to reduce both the initial 
acquisition cost for each vehicle while at 
the same time, without a loss in field per- 
formance, reduce the fuel used across the 
entire fleet. 


I believe we must seriously face the pos- 
sibility of a reduced availability of fuel, 
without overreacting to daily headlines. 
The .enclosed plan and the actions I have 
outlined provide a thoughtful and careful 
response to this difficult problem.

Transmitted herewith you will find a 
copy of a letter dated March 21, 1979, from 
the History Division of the Michigan De- 
partment of State regarding the proposed 
$100,000 grant for Phase II of a facade 
restoration program in the North Lansing 
Historic Commercial District. Please note 
that the History Division is now informing 
the City that the Phase II grant work must 
be underway by May 15, 1979, or else the 
History Division must reallocate the grant 
funds. It is also suggested that, in the 
event of reallocation, the City reapply for 
fiscal year 1980 funding, which would 
allow Phase II work to be started in the 
spring of 1980. 


By my letter to you dated March 7, 
1979, I advised you of the availability of 
this grant. Further, I recommended that 
this grant should only be accepted if we 
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require monetary participation from the 
owners of the affected properties to assure 
that it is in fact a mutual effort. I also 
recommended that, should you decide to 
accept this grant, the policy be to per- 
form such restoration work as can be ac- 
complished exclusively through grant funds 
and/or owner participation. My communi- 
cation of March 7, 1979, was received by 
you at your March 12, 1979, City Council 
meeting and referred to your Physical De- 
velopment Committee. 


To date, your Physical Development Com- 
mittee has falied to take any action on 
either acceptance of the grant or my ac- 
companying recommendations. I am ad- 
vised that Councilman Baker, Chairperson 
of your Physical Development Committee, 
has taken the position that no action will 
be taken on these matters until the investi- 
gation being conducted into alleged prob- 
lems in Phase I of this program is con- 
cluded. 


Assuming that the earliest possible date 
for action by the Lansing City Council on 
grant acceptance and my prior recom- 
mendations is April 16, 1979, it is now 
my recommendation that you not accept the 
grant, at this time, and instead plan on 
reapplying for fiscal year 1980 funds. Ac- 
ceptance of the current grant offer would 
not leave a sufficient period of time in 
which to finalize working drawings and 
specifications, prepare bid and _ contract 
documents, finalize and execute agreements 
with owners, advertise for and receive and 
open bids, have all these items approved 
by the History Division, meet Equal Em- 
ployment Opportunity requirements to be 
imposed on the contractor(s), and award 
a construction contract prior to May 165, 
1979.

Last month Councilman Richard Baker 
presented City Council with the Tri-County 
Manpower Office’s proposed reorganization 
of the Manpower administrative structure 
throughout the Tri-County area. The re- 
organization was proposed to meet an an- 
ticipated 54% reduction of CETA public 
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oe. employment funds for Fiscal Year 
980. 


Although a reduction in administrative 
costs will be necessary if such a cut in 
funding comes next year, the manner in 
which Tri-County would restructure the 
administrative organization is not at all 
satisfactory. Tri-County would remove 
seven positions from the City’s Manpower 
staff while increasing its own staff by five. 
It would streamline the subcontracting 
process by removing Mayor and Council 
from that process. It would decide whom 
to give the City’s money and would control 
the City’s subcontracts; but, at the same 
time, the City would retain liability. Mr. 
Baker has indicated that this _ liability 
would be indirect rather than direct. Let 
me point out the difference and you then 
decide which is preferable. Under the pres- 
ent system, the City is directly liable for 
all CETA funds which it receives and then 
expends in the employment of its own par- 
ticipants (CETA employees) on through 
the subcontracting process. Should an 
agency incur’ disallowed expenditures 
through misuse of funds, it is the responsi- 
bility of the City to recover these funds or 
to absorb the costs. The Manpower and 
the Accounting staffs have been most con- 
scientious in protecting the City’s interest 
by carefully analyzing, then certifiying the 
agencies as to their eligibility to receive, 
administer, and account for CETA funds 
before a contract is written; and after a 
contract is written by requiring source 
documentation for every cost charged and 
by insuring the charges as well within the 
budgetary restrictions of their contracts 
before a check is given to the agency. As 
a further safeguard, many agency accounts 
are handled by the City’s own accounting 
department. Under the Tri-County pro- 
posal, the City will not be directly liable 
for these subagent accounts because it will 
not contract with the subagents. Tri-County 
will. Tri-County will also contract with 
Ingham, Clinton and Eaton counties’ sub- 
agents. But Tri-County is not Mr. Quinn 
and his staff, Tri-County is a consortium; 
it is Lansing, and Ingham County, and 
Eaton County and Clinton County. Lan- 
sing then becomes liable not just for the 
funds given to a subagency in Lansing, 
but for all the funds given to all the sub- 
agencies by Tri-County. If there is a dis- 
allowed cost for a non-profit agency in St. 
Johns or Charlotte, Delhi Township, Lan- 
sing will pay. Yet our own accounting staff 
will have no control over those funds. You 
will have no control over who gets those 
funds, except through your representation 
to the board. Your choice is: do you want 
direct liability for subagent contracts 
which you choose and which City staff ad- 
ministers; or do you want indirect liability 
for all the subcontracts in the Tri-County 
area, some of which will be chosen by a 
minority of this Council, most of which 
will be chosen by someone else, and all of 
which will be administered by a staff which 
is not responsible to you. 


In this regard, you have heard that Tri- 
County has always had a very clean audit. 
That is not quite accurate. Tri-County’s 
audits of the City’s CETA programs have

always been very clean. But Tri-County 
has never had an audit in its lifetime. 
Only after the Federal auditors have their 
day will we know how clean are Tri- 
County’s audit reports. Some Consortium 
board members seem to have the board con- 
fused with the U. S. Department of Labor. 
They seem to think that once they decide 
to pay a questioned cost, the matter is set- 
tled. For example, the board decided to pay 
to Ingham County approximately $68,000 
reported by the Tri-County auditors as a 
questioned cost (questioned because Ing- 
ham County’s accounts were in such dis- 
array that the auditors declared them in- 
auditable). Whether this, and many other 
such questioned or even disallowed costs, 
which the board decided to pay will be 
allowed by the Federal government, will 
not be known until the Tri-County Con- 
sortium received a Federal audit. 


I have no intention of diminishing in any 
way the outstanding performance of the 
Tri-County staff over the 414 years of its 
existence. It is a finely tuned, well-oiled, 
smoothly operating bureaucratic machine. 
Its function is purely administrative, and 
that is largely why it has run so well. It 
contracts everything; it operates nothing. 
It provides minimal service; it demands 
and the agency performs or its contract is 
either terminated or not renewed. Lan- 
sing’s Manpower Office both operates pro- 
grams (the work experience and the public 
service for employment programs) and ad- 
ministers subcontracts. It provides voca- 
tional counseling and job development ser- 
vices in its own office. It spends countless 
hours training agencies how to submit pro- 
posals, how to fill out reports, and even 
how to set up accounting systems. Tri- 
County’s machine has been able to run 
smoothly because Lansing and the other 
counties resolve nearly all the problems be- 
fore they get to the Tri-County office. The 
subcontracting agencies, and the partici- 
pants, are very unlikely to get from Tri- 
County the attention and service they re- 
ceive from the City and the Counties. 


A survey of a number of the City’s sub- 
contractors revealed that they prefer to 
stay with the City rather than contract 
with Tri-County; subcontractors such as 
the Metropolitan Fine Arts Council at the 
Center for the Arts, the Lansing Area 
Boys’ Club, the Lansing Area Safety Coun- 
cil, the Center for Handicapper Affairs, 
and the National Council on Alcoholism. 
A number of other agencies stated privately 
that they would prefer to stay with the 
City, but would not put their statements 
on record because of possible political rami- 
fications of such statements. 


Attached to this letter is a paper pre- 
pared by Mr. Houldsworth, the Manpower 
Director, at the request of the Ingham, 
Eaton and Clinton County Manpower staffs 
which represents their collective position 
relative to the Tri-County reorganization 
proposal. I request that you read the paper 
carefully and urge you to support their 
position and to direct your representative 
to the Tri-County Regional Manpower Con- 
sortium to vote against the Tri-County re- 
organization proposal. 
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The current system, designed by Col. 
Gordon F. Goyt, has served the City and 
the Counties well in the past 4144 years. It 
has made the Lansing Tri-County Man- 
power program nationally famous as one 
of the best in the Country. Let us keep 
that excellent system. If the cuts come, 
let them be shared proportionately by all 
the entities involved, not by the City and 
Counties alone.

I indicated in my budget message that 
the time has come to review fees for reve- 
nue operations. The City Council adopted 
policy on December 4, 1978, requiring that: 


“All revenue and user fees be reviewed 
to determine if they are fully self- 
supporting and, if not, that the Mayor 
provide to the Council a report and 
recommendation as to the costs, revenues 
and potential fee structures or General 
Fund , Subsidy to support these opera- 
tions.’ 


The City Council by its policy will then 
determine if user rates shall be increased, 
or if general tax dollars will subsidize the 
operation. 


After review by the Parks Director and 
subsequently by the Finance Director, it is 
apparent that revenues generated by users 
of the golf courses and the ice rinks are 
insufficient to cover the costs of these 
operations. The Parks Director has recom- 
mended that user fees be increased to main- 
ete these operations at a self-supporting 
evel. 


I believe that we must consider again 
whether all taxpayers should pay for spe- 
cial programs and services. The fee in- 
creases proposed by the Parks Director con- 
form to the Presidential Wage/Price Guide- 
lines under the Profit Margin Limitation 
Test which applies to governmental opera- 
tions. 


I am forwarding the proposed fee sched- 
ule to you for your review and action with 
my recommendation that it be adopted.

The Physical Development Committee held 
a Public Hearing at its Wednesday, March 
7, 1979 meeting to receive comments, ideas 
and responses to; 


1. The installation of a salmon ladder at 
Burchard Park. 


2. The use of Moores Park as a salmon 
retrieval area. 


Over 30 people attended including Coun- 
cilmember Bill Brenke, the sponsor of the 
Salmon Fishing Program here in Lansing, 
City Department Heads, representatives of 
area neighborhoods and neighborhood or- 
ganizations, MUCC, fishing organizations 
and other interested persons from the Lan- 
sing area. (Attendance list attached.) The 
DNR was unable to attend, but sent in 
written responses to questions of the Phys- 
ical Development Committee (attached). 


Mr. Finley of the Parks and Recreation 
Department presented their proposal to dis- 
perse the salmon fishing and tourist pres- 
sures over several locations on the Grand 
and Red Cedar Rivers so that no one area 
is overwhelmed by fisherman and tourists. 


Concerns and ideas were offered by var- 
ious persons about crowd control, litter and 
garbage cleanup, availability of restrooms, 
type and adequacy of facilities, interaction 
and/or conflict between salmon fisherman 
and observers/visitors and other park users, 
especially children at Moores Park and 
School, access by boats, access by fishermen 
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to the River across private property, traf- 
fic in and through the adjacent neighbor- 
hoods, hours of operation, sources of funds 
and a number of other similar serious con- 
cerns of those attending the meeting. 


The residents and fishing representatives 
expressed a strong desire and willingness 
to serve on committees to plan the design 
of the parks as well as their operation once 
they are completed. 


The Physical Development Committee rec- 
ommends as a result of this meeting and 
other information made available to the 
committee that the following policies be 
adopted by City Council as a guide to the 
ern ESIED in Burchard and Moores 

arks: 


A. Citizen Involvement 


1. Two Citizen advisory committees, one 
for each park should be created. 


a. Membership should be open to all 
residents, landowners or business 
people in the adjacent areas. 


b. Additional people, not living in 
the area, but who are concerned 
should be invited to participate to 
the extent of their interest. 


c. The Mid-Michigan Steelhead Asso- 
ciation and other environmental 
and sporting groups have indi- 
cated a desire to meet periodically 
with these two committees as a 
resource on specific fishing and 
land use questions. The Committee 
welcomes this offer and encour- 
ages the City and Citizens Com- 
mittee to make full use of this 
offer of expertise. 


d. The Physical Development Com- 
mittee recommends that these two 
committees be established as soon 
as practical and that appropriate 
staff be assigned to assist in the 
development of the committees. - 


B. The Plan 


1. The Physical Development Committee 
recommends that the two committees 
be charged with developing recom- 
mendations for:

b. That said plan include means for 
separating fishing and non-fishing 
uses of the park, safe ingress and 
egress to the park by vehicles,

1. The Committee recommends that the 
cost of improvements to these parks 
be kept within funds presently allo- 
cated by DNR to the extent possible. 
The Committee recommends that 
sources of funds to complete the im- 
provements, if needed, be identified 
by the administration. 


2. It is also recommended that the cost 
of the annual operation of these 
parks for these purposes be identified 
and sufficient funding be identified 
and encumbered at the appropriate 
time. 


D. GENERAL COMMENTS 


1. The Physical Development Committee 
recommends that the Parks Depart- 
ment proposal to disperse river access 
points throughout the City be im- 
plemented so as to ensure that no 
one park is overwhelmed with fish- 
ermen or tourist/observers.

Re: Claim of Mischon Olger in the

Dear Mayor and Council: 
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On March 9, 1979 Ms. Mischon Olger, 
835144 North Seymour, Lansing, Michigan, 
submitted a claim to the City Clerk for 
damage done to her right front tire and 
wheel cap in the amount of 187.21. Ms 
Olger alleged that she was driving west- 
bound on Oakland Avenue on February 23, 
1979 when her vehicle hit a large hole in 
front of 918 Oakland Avenue. 


Ms. Olger has further informed this of- 
fice that she contacted the Public Service 
Department and that the hole has subse- 
quently been fixed. 


Mr. Robert Backus, Director of Public 
Service for the City of Lansing, has in- 
formed this office that he received two 
phone calls on February 28, 1979 reporting 
a bad chuck hole in the 900 block of Oak- 
land Avenue. His department immediately 
fixed the hole. Mr. Backus further states 
that his office had no prior knowledge of 
the defective road condition. 


MCLA 691.1408; MSA 3.996(1038) sets 
forth the applicable law with respect to a 
municipality’s liability for defective high- 
ways. Such section states: 


“No governmental agency is liable for 
injuries or damages caused by defective 
highways unless the governmental agency 
knew, or in the exercise of reasonable 
diligence should have known, of the ex- 
istence of the defect and had a reasonable 
time to repair the defect before the in- 
jury took place. Knowledge of the defect 
and time to repair the same shall be con- 
clusively presumed when the defect ex- 
isted so as to be readily apparent to an 
ordinarily observant persons for a period 
of 30 days or longer before the injury 
took place.”’ 


Ms. Doris Soliz, 1712 Massachusetts, has 
submitted a letter to this office stating 
that she was aware of a large chuck hole 
in front of the house at 913 Oakland Ave- 
nue since last January. In a recent tele- 
phone conversation with Ms. Soliz, she in- 
formed Mr. James Heos, Senior City At- 
torney, that she became cognizant of the 
hole because she walked past it every day 
and noticed a number of hub caps in the 
vicinity. 


Thus, Ms. Soliz can verify that the hole 
in front of 918 Oakland Avenue existed for 
at least a period of 30 days prior to the 
damage to Ms. Olger’s vehicle. While the 
City is not liable for damages caused by 
such defects unless it knew or should have 
known of the defect, it can certainly be 
concluded that after 30 days, the City 
should have detected the problem. 


As a result, it is the recommendation of 
this office that the claim of Mischon Olger 
be approved.

For the ten years I have been a member 
of the Michigan State Building Commission, 
one of the goals of that Advisory Commis- 
sion has been the construction of what is 
commonly termed the Ottawa Street Office 
Building. I am now pleased to advise that 
the construction of the Ottawa Street Of- 
fice Building, actually two structures above 
ground but connected at ground level and 
by underground parking, late this summer 
or early fall on that portion of the State 
Governmental Complex bounded by Allegan, 
Ottawa, Pine and Sycamore streets. The 
cost is projected at $44 million. Construc- 
tion time is estimated to be three years. 


The mall concept, presently in use in the 
existing Capital Complex, will be carried 
over to the Ottawa Street Office Building. 
A bridge design, similar to the one over 
Walnut Street to the west of the State Cap- 
itol Building, will be used to connect the 
present Capital Complex with the new 
facility.

Dear Council President and Members: 


On January 4, 1979, I reported to you the 
steps I have taken to carry out the City’s 
Economic Development policy and specific- 
ally the redevelopment of the Diamond Reo 
property. 


At that time, I called to your attention 
the fact that the major portion of the 
R.E.O. property had reverted to the State 
because of tax delinquency and was avail- 
able to the City for one dollar. You con- 
curred in my recommendation to acquire 
this property, which has been accomplished. 


I, also, advised you that a portion of the 
R.E.O. property, including the old motor 
plant lying east of the Conrail siding and 
the parking areas south of Baker Street, 
was not included in this tax reverted land 
and that I had reached an agreement with 
the owners of the property to pay $150,000 
for the land valued at approximately 
$205,000, plus the payment of back taxes 
in the amount of $59,161.86 for which the 
City will be reimbursed $2,272.41 leaving 
a net amount of $57,889.45. 


I further informed you that the U. S. 
Economic Development Administration had 
concurred in our request to include funds 
to purchase this property in our Title IX 
Implementation Grant which is now in the 
final processing stages. 


Recently I was informed by the owners 
of this property that they must execute the 
purchase agreement prior to April 30, 1979, 
or the agreement will be null and void. 


I immediately conferred with the U. S. 
Economic Development Administration as to 
when the Title IX Grant funds might be 
available to the City. Based on the com- 
ments of Mr. Edward G. Jeep, Regional 
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EDA Director, it does not appear that the 
Grant funds will be in City hands prior to 
April 30, 1979. 


Mr. Jeep advised me in writing that the 
City can close on this property and if the 
Grant is approved, the City can be reim- 
bursed for the expenditure of funds. He 
also stated that the Grant application is 
currently being processed by his office and 
he does not foresee any problems of proces- 
sing the Grant in Washington. (See letter 
from Mr. Edward G. Jeep, dated April 6, 
1979, attached.) 


Rather than jeopardize or delay the re- 
development of the R.E.O. property by 
gambling upon the receipt of EDA funds, 
I am reqgeusting that you immediately ap- 
prove the attached resolution which will 
give me the authority to purchase the land, 
and authorize the transfer of funds in the 
amount of $209,161.86 to accomplish this 
purchase. 


I am also requesting authorization to exe- 
cute the Title IX Grant agreement when re- 
ceived and direction to reimburse the gen- 
eral fund.

Dear Council President and Members: 


Over the years, the House and Senate of 
the State of Michigan have adopted State 
Legislation effecting the operation of local 
governments, since local governments were 
saddled with the cost. The highly publi- 
cized Headly Amendment to the State Con- 
stitution of Michigan, approved by the elec- 
torate in the General Election of 1978, in- 
cluded a very important provision which 
required that any costs to local governments 
mandated by state legislation must neces- 
sarily be paid by the State of Michigan. 


The aforementioned Headly Amendment 
was approved by the voters approximately 
two months before the Governor of the 
State of Michigan signed into law Public 
Act 604 of 1978, said Act being signed Jan- 
uary 4, 1979. The Act in question, main- 
tains that local governments will pay ‘‘over- 
time” to firefighters, which, for the mem- 
bers of the Lansing Fire Department, will 
amount to two hours per week per man at 
time and a half. The estimated, annual in- 
creased cost to the taxpayers of the City 
of Lansing, because of this legislation, ap- 
proximates $90,000 to $100,000. 
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Considering that the Headly Amendment 
went into effect two months before the Pub- 
lic Act 604 of 1978 and that on June 24, 
1976, the United States Supreme Court in 
the case of National League of Cities v. 
Usery determined that Congress’ applica- 
tion of the Fair Labor Standard Act over- 
time provision to the states and their po- 
litical subdivisions was inconsistent, many 
representatives of local units of government 
were under the impression that if payment 
was necessary to firefighters that the State 
of Michigan was responsible. Not so, ac- 
cording to the Michigan Department of 
Labor and the most recent Letter Opinion 
of the Attorney General of the State of 
Michigan, a copy of which is attached. 
Strangely, both advise that the payment is 
the responsibility of the local units of gov- 
ernment, including the City of Lansing. 


Therefore, in turn, be advised that you 
should transfer an estimated $50,000 from 
the Emergency Fund, or Fund Balance, to 
cover the last six months of Fiscal Year 
1978-79 for overtime payment to firefight- 
ers, and that you should approve an appro- 
priation of an estimated $100,000 in the 
Budget Recommendation for Fiscal Year 
1979-80, which you now have before you, 
for the future overtime payments. 


These payments will be above the set 
salary increases negotiated between the 
City of Lansing and the Lansing Firefight- 
ers. The legislation truly puts a knife into 
the very heart of the Collective Bargaining 
pai which was established by the State 

aw. 


In the meantime, be advised that I have 
instructed the Finance Director to meet 
with the Fire Chief for the purpose of re- 
searching the payroll, to determine the ac- 
tual costs for this so called “overtime.” 
This task will be most difficult because of 
the Kelly Days (free days), exchange of 
work days allowed firefighters, and other 
ramifications. I will update you on the 
exact payments when this tedious task is 
completed.

After consultation with the Traffic En- 
gineer, Traffic Board and Finance Director, 


I am recommending several actions relative 
to parking rates and fines. The rapidly in- 
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creasing costs of the Parking System and 
the need for an estimated 1.2 to 1.6 million 
dollars in major maintenance to preserve 
the parking ramps has been translated by 
the Finance Director into a projection of 
cash flow requirements through 1999. 


The Finance Director has estimated that, 
if the City does not make realistic adjust- 
ments to rates to offset increased costs, the 
City will be required to subsidize the park- 
ing system by 4.2 million dollars from the 
General Fund over the next 10 years. He 
further advises that in the absence of any 
change to rates, by 1983, the City will be 
required to make mandatory rate increases 
averaging 5% per pear in order to main- 
tain net revenues at ‘150% of Debt Service 
coverage’ as required by the Revenue Bond 
Ordinance. 


I am deeply concerned by the growing 
costs to the General Fund and the decreas- 
ing ability of the General Fund to absorb 
such costs. Our home-owners cannot be 
expected to pay for services that should be 
self-supporting from their own revenues. 


There is no such thing as “free parking.” 
It is merely a question of who pays—the 
businesses and users or the entire commu- 
nity. The Council has repeatedly been in 
the headline with “free” parking. I believe 
that the time has come to objectively assess 
the policy without the emotional appeal of 
‘free’ but relative to the factual question 


of who.will pay. gnd how much. 


The City has a legal obligation to its 
bond holders to insure that revenues gen- 
erated by the Parking System itself are 
used to pay for bond costs and to protect 
our capital investment by adequately main- 
taining the ramps. We must meet these 
requirements and act to assure the financial 
stability both of the Parking System and 
the City as a whole. 


While I realize that it is painful to have 
to approve any increase, it must be recog- 
nized that the City does not have unlimited 
resources and that an ever increasing tax 
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burden cannot be forced on our citizens to 
pay for such things as parking and fines. 


Parking Fines 


Parking fines, it must be remembered, 
are a penalty for an ordinance violation. 
Under the current $2.00 fine, a person who 
does not pay the meter will pay approxi- 
mately the same cost as a full day parker. 
Beyond that, it costs the City approximately 
$1.00 per ticket in processing costs. This 
means that a violator costs the City 50% 
of the revenue that would otherwise result 
from a regular parking fee. Clearly, it is 
neither a penalty nor is it cost effective to 
continue fines at the present level. 


Therefore, after reviewing the options 
presented by the Traffic Board, Traffic Di- 
rector and the Finance Director, I recom- 
mend that the current parking fine for 
overtime parking and meter violations be 
changed from $2.00 to $4.00. This would 
be generally in line with fines levied by 
other major entities in this area:

Recommendations 


After reviewing the cash requirements of 
the Parking System as estimated by the Fi- 
nance Director (Schedules 1 & 2 attached), 
I recommend that you approve a combina- 
tion of periodic rate adjustments and a loan 
of funds to the Parking System from the 
General Fund. The first recommended 
changes to fines and rates would generate 
an additional $250,000 per year. A similar 
adjustment would need to be made in 1983, 
1986, etc. These incremental rate adjust- 
ments will also allow us to maintain the 
‘150% of debt service coverage’ required in 
the revenue bond ordinance. 


In addition, an interest bearing loan will 
be required from the General Fund. This 
loan would start commensurate with the ap- 
propriation of funds for the major main- 
tenance of the City parking ramps. The 
average balance owed to the General Fund 
would be $385,000 and reaching a maximum 
of $655,000 in 1989. The loan would be 
quickly repaid during the period of 1990-2 
a the Parking System bonds are paid 
oO e 


Carl Walker & Associates, Consulting 
Engineers are currently conducting detailed 
studies with regard to repair and main- 
tenance of the 4 parking ramps. A full 
report of the current status and recommen- 
dations as to the maintenance required to 
prevent further deterioration of these struc- 
tures should be forthcoming within 30 days. 
You will be immediately informed should 
there be any major change in the cost as- 
sumption used in this report. 


Attached are letters from the Traffic 
Board endorsing the proposed changes to 
fees and fines. Also attached are two 
schedules of cash flow projections prepared 
by the Finance Director; one without the 
rate change and one with the recommended 
rate change. 


Be advised also that these recommended 
changes are within the operating margin 
limitation test of the Wage/Price Program 
as applied to governmental non-profit en- 
terprises. 


Mr. James Dowsett and Mrs. Janet Lazar 
are prepared to provide any additional tech- 
nical information required and to assure 
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that relevant staff are available to assist 
you in your review of this matter.

In my communication of March 29, 1979, 
I submitted to you a list of locations minus 
sidewalks, and in need of such public im- 
provements. On April 2, 1979, you had 
before you the same resolution, but with 14 
additional locations as added by the Physi- 
cal Development Committee. The 14 addi- 
tional locations resulted in disagreement 
amongst the City Council and you for- 
warded the matter back to my office for 
reply on the additions. 


So that you may clearly see the locations 
in question, I am submitting to you a num- 
ber of maps (which were prepared by the 
Public Service Department and should be 
returned to Robert Backus). Please note: 


—Map A and A continued shows the area 
from Ballard Street to Larch Street, 
north side of Oakland Avenue, depicting 
the property in question, all of which is 
owned by one property owner with the 
exception of one parcel. Originally, the 
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properties were interior lots, but the 
change in Oakland Avenue, some years 
ago, puts these properties into the posi- 
tion of being assessed, something which 
formerly could not have happened. I 
recommend that you seek an opinion 
from the City Attorney prior to ordering 
in the sidewalks in question. 


—Map B depicts the locations on the west 
side of South Washington Avenue as 
added by the Committee on Physical De- 
velopment.

Another milestone has been reached in 
terms of cooperative efforts between gov- 
ernment and private business. Five of the 
local lending institutions: 


Union Savings and Loan, 
American Bank and Trust, 


National Bank of Detroit— 
Commerce Bank, 


Bank of Lansing, 
Capitol Savings & Loan 


in cooperation with the City and the Michi- 
gan State Housing Development Authority 
committed to work together to improve 
the housing stock in the City through their 
involvement in the Neighborhood Improve- 
ment Program. The Neighborhood Improve- 
ment Program, commonly known as NIP, 
is a low interest loan program to assist 
homeowners in the rehabilitation process. 


The City solicits applications from in- 
terested homeowners in eligible NIP areas, 
assists homeowners in the application proc- 
ess, and inspects all structures before and 
after work has been completed. The lend- 
ing institutions process the applications 
and make loans to qualified applicants. 
MSHDA then buys the loans from the 
lenders and carries the loans through to 
completion. The program makes rehabilita- 
tion loans available at interest rates be- 
tween 1% and 7% for families or indi- 
viduals with adjusted incomes under 
$14,000. 


The City of Lansing’s first year alloca- 
tion under NIP has been established at 
$350,000. ‘The five lenders will share 
equally in the disbursement of that total 
loan amount. 


The significance of the NIP program to 
the City of Lansing is not only in the 
intergovernmental and business cooperation 
that it fosters, but also in the renewed 
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conviction that our existing housing stock 
is a major resource that should and must 
be saved. It renews our conviction that 
Lansing’s urban environment is now and 
will become increasingly more important in 
the life of this region. The older areas of 
the City have already begun to emerge as 
sound investment opportunities for families 
and individuals who care about the past 
and are concerned about an energy efficient 
future. 


The NIP funds will be used in four target 
neighborhoods throughout Lansing. These 
four neighborhoods are adjacent to the resi- 
dential areas currently receiving Com- 
munity Development Block Grant funds. 
The targeting of these loan funds will fur- 
ther enable private investments to stabilize 
and improve existing residential areas. The 
interplay of state and local governments 
with these five local lenders, in an effort 
to preserve older neighborhoods by helping 
low and moderate income homeowners re- 
habilitate their properties, will help create 
a sound urban environment for Lansing. 


As Mayor of the City of Lansing, I ex- . 


tend my thanks and congratulations to the 
NBD Commerce Bank, the Bank of Lan- 
sing, Capitol Savings and Loan, Union 
Savings and Loan, American Bank and 
Trust and the Michigan State Housing De- 
velopment Authority and the City staff 
who have worked to bring this program to 
life in Lansing.

The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That Chapter 33, Article IV, 
of the Code of Ordinances of the City of 
Lansing, Michigan, be amended by revising 
Sec. 33-27, Sec. 38-28, Sec. 33-33, Sec. 
33-86, Sec. 33-38, and Sec. 38-42 to read 
as follows: 


Sec. 33-27. Definitions. 


The following words when used in this 
article shall, for the purpose of this article, 
have the meaning respectively ascribed to 
them in this article as follows: 


(1) Wrecker means every motor vehicle 
designed for or engaged in the busi- 
ness of towing, transporting, convey- 
ing and/or removing all kinds of ve- 
hicles which are unable to be and/or 
are actually not operated under their 
own power, such towing being done by 
the means of lifting the towed vehicle 
totally or partially off the ground. 


(2) Person means every natural person, 
firm, co-partnership, association, or 
corporation and their legal successors. 


(8) Non-preference police calls means re- 
quests by the Lansing Police Depart- 
ment to tow all immobilized or in- 
capacitated vehicles on public streets 
and all vehicles’ illegally parked, 
whether on public or private property. 


(4) Non-consent tow means a tow of a 
motor vehicle without the knowledge 
or consent of the owner or person in 
possession of the motor vehicle. 


Sec. 33-28. License—Required, duration, 
fee, display, transfer. 


It shall be unlawful for any person to 
operate or cause to be operated a wrecker 
upon the streets of the city without first 
obtaining either a Class A_ license or 
Class B license from the city clerk. 


A Class A license shall meet the follow- 
ing minimum requirements: 


(1) Agree to service non-preference police 
calls twenty-four (24) hours a day, 
seven (7) days a week, including holi- 
days. 
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(2) Employ a twenty-four (24) hour dis- 
patch operator on the business premises 
for purposes of operating a communi- 
ng hook-up twenty-four (24) hours 
a day. 


(3) Maintain a minimum of five (5) 
wreckers available for use, one of 
which shall be a heavy-duty wrecker 
capable of flipping and towing wrecked 
semi-trailer trucks. This heavy-duty 
wrecker must have the capacity of 
handling a sixty thousand (60,000) 
pound tow. 


(4) Maintain a chief place of business and 
an enclosed storage yard within the 
corporate limits of the City of Lansing, 
which premises and all structures 
thereon shall comply with city ordi- 
nance requirements. 


(5) Employ an adequate staff of trained 
wrecker operators. 


(6) Comply with all police operational pro- 
cedures. 


(7) Respond to requests by private prop- 
erty owners or persons lawfully in 
possession or control of property to 
remove vehicles cited by the Lansing 
Police Department for violation of the 
palvate Parking Ordinance, Sec. 31- 
Time 


A Class B licensee shall have a minimum 
mane (1) wrecker available for service 
calls. 


The city clerk is hereby authorized to 
grant such Class A and Class B licenses. 
Such Licenses shall be given for the dura- 
tion of one (1) year and will expire on 
the last day of April of each year. The 
annual fee to be paid for a Class A and 
a Class B license and for additional 
wreckers under each license shall be deter- 
mined annually by the city council. The 
city Clerk shall issue a sticker for each 
licensed wrecker indicating that said vehi- 
cle is licensed for the current year. Re- 
corded on such sticker by the city clerk 
will be the license plate number, vehicle 
number and the name of the vehicle owner. 
Each sticker shall be affixed to the inner 
side of the lower right-hand corner of the 
windshield. Wrecker licenses are not 
transferable from one person to another. 
However, wrecker licenses may be trans- 
ferred from one wrecker to another upon 
application to the city clerk and the pay- 
ment of a two dollar ($2.00) transfer fee. 


Sec. 38-33. Insurance. 


Every person applying for a wrecker 
license, pursuant to this article or engaged 
in the business of operating a wrecker 
shall file with the city clerk a certificate of 
insurance indicating that an insurance 
policy, in compliance with state law, has 
been issued to such person insuring such 
person against any liability imposed upon 
such person arising out of the operation of 
the wreckers on the public highways. Such 
policies shall bear an endorsement to the 
effect that the insurance company shall 
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notify the city clerk at least twenty (20) 
days prior to the expiration of such policy, 
whether by way of cancellation or limita- 
tion of term. It shall be unlawful for any 
person to operate or cause to be operated, 
such wrecker within the city limits unless 
a policy of insurance, as aforesaid, is in 
force at the time of such operation. 


Sec. 83-36. Rates. 


(1) Class A license rates for towing non- 
commercially licensed vehicles. This sub- 
section applies only to Class A_ licensees 
who have responded to a mandatory request 
from the Lansing Police department to 
provide towing service for non-commer- 
cially licensed vehicles. A reasonable tow- 
ing rate shall be established by resolution 
of the Lansing city council based upon 
total time only at the scene of a tow. 


(2) Class B license rates for non-consent 
towing of non-commercially licensed ve- 
hicles. This subsection applies only to 
Class B licensees who are involved in a 
non-consent tow of a non-commercially 
licensed vehicle. All rates for non-consent 
tows of non-commercially licensed vehicles 
by Class B licensees shall be determined by 
resolution of the Lansing city council based 
spon total time only at the scene of the 
ow. 


(3) Rates for storage of non-commer- 
cially licensed vehicles. The licensee shall 
charge for storage of non-commercially 
licensed vehicles either within a building 
or outside a building in accordance with 
rates determined by resolution of the Lan- 
sing city council. 


(4) Review, evaluation and change of 
towing and storage rates. 


The foregoing rates shall be reviewed by 
the administration of the City of Lansing 
at least once annually. The administration 
shall report to the Lansing city council at 
least once annually, its recommendations 
regarding a need for change in the fore- 
going rates. 


Sec. 33-38. Vehicles towed without the 
consent of the owner or without authoriza- 
tion of the police department. 


Unless the licensee completes a tow form 
in accordance with the procedures adopted 
by the Lansing Police Department, the 
licensees shall notify the Lansing Police 
Department within one (1) hour after tow- 
ing of all cars towed from public property 
without the knowledge or consent of the 
owner and all cars towed from private 
property at the request of the property 
owner or persons lawfully in possession or 
control of such property, when the car 
owner has no knowledge of the vehicle 
being towed. 


If the procedures in the preceding para- 
graph are not complied with, the licensee 
shall notify the registered owner of each 
vehicle towed, by certified mail, within 
forty-eight (48) hours that he has the ve- 
hicle and the location where it is being 
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held. The owner of the vehicle may be 
charged by the licensee for the cost of this 
mailing. The licensee may charge for the 
first forty-eight (48) hours of storage, but 
shall make no charge thereafter until he 
has a receipt of certification showing the 
certified letter has been sent to the regis- 
tered owner of the motor vehicle. After a 
period of seventy-two (72) hours since the 
licensee has sent the certified letter, the 
Lansing Police Department may process 
the unclaimed vehicle under the Abandoned 
Vehicle Act. 


Sec. 33-42. Notification to the Lansing 
Police Department and owners of un- 
claimed motor vehicles in storage. 


All licensees shall forward to the Lan- 
sing Police Department on Monday of each 
week, on a form provided by the Lansing 
Police Department, a listing of all un- 
claimed motor vehicles held in storage that 
were towed by order of the Lansing Police 
Department, and all motor vehicles held in 
storage without the knowledge of the 
driver, owner, or his agent. Excluded are 
motor vehicles that are authorized to be 
towed under the Abandoned Vehicle Act, 
by the City of Lansing or the Lansing 
Police Department. 


Failure by the licensee to comply with 
this section shall result in suspension of its 
license including the Class A _ licensee’s 
privileges to receive further requests from 
the Lansing Police Department for wrecker 
services, Furthermore, failure to comply 
with this section by any licensee shall obli- 
gate licensee to indemnify the City of Lan- 
sing for any and all costs and/or damages 
caused by the licensee’s failure to comply 
with this section.

The claimant incurred a broken bone in 
her foot as a result of a fall in the South 
Washington Mall on October 18, 1978. She 
has submitted a claim in the amount of 
$50.00 for damaged clothing, pain and in- 
convenience. 
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Based upon information provided by the 
claimant and the City of Lansing Public 
Service Department, it appears that this 
mishap occurred in an area then under con- 
struction at the intersection of Kalamazoo 
and Washington Streets. The claimant’s 
foot apparently caught in a crevice between 
new curbing and bricks that were being in- 
stalled to replace the old sidewalk. Con- 
struction work, including the application of 
grout to fill the cracks between the bricks, 
had not yet been completed at that partic- 
ular location. The construction work on 
the Washington Square Mall was performed 
by Brown Brothers Construction as general 
contractor. The laying of the bricks was 
performed by Schiffer Mason of Holt as 
subcontractor. 


Although MCLA 691.1402; MSA 3.996- 
(102) provides that governmental agencies 
shall maintain its highways in reasonable 
repair for the safety and convenience of 
public travel, it is also true that a con- 
tractor is liable for damages which result 
from negligence and improper methods of 
performing work. The facts presented by 
the claimant and the Public Service Depart- 
ment indicate that it is the contractor who 
is primarily liable for the instant situation. 
It would follow that any claim should be 
directed to the above named contractors or 
their insurance carriers. 


Based upon the fact that it is the con- 
tractor who is primarily liable, and the city 
incurring if at all only secondary liability, 
it is the recommendation of this office that 
the claim be denied.

The condemnation case of City of Lan- 
sing v Clare O. Drake, et al is ready for 
trial in the Circuit Court. The property in- 
volved is residential in character and is 
located at 1209 S. Holmes. It is part of 
the federally funded NDA No. 2 Project for 
the rehabilitation of blighted areas and the 
improvement of neighborhoods. 


Extensive negotiations for this property 
have taken place over the last two years. 
Finally, at the pretrial meeting held on 
April 20, 1979 the parties agreed upon a 
purchase price of $10,350 subject to the ap- 
proval of the City Council. 


The City recently obtained an appraisal 
in the amount of $10,000 while the property 
owner received his own appraisal value of 
$10,625. Although it is possible that a jury 
might agree that our appraisal is an ac- 
curate estimate of fair market value, the 
cost involved in a jury trial which could 
last several days indicates that it would be 
prudent, reasonable and in the public in-

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Attached please find a review conducted 
by City staff of the four school buildings 
being offered to the City of Lansing by the 
Lansing School District. I concur in the 
staff recommendation to continue discus- 
sions with the School District about possible 
acquisition of Foster Street School for use 
as an East Side Community Center. While 
renovation costs estimated for Foster are 
the highest of any of the four buildings, I 
believe Lansing could be in a competitive 
position for grant funds to cover the ma- 
jority of these renovation costs. I would 
further advise that funds already budgeted 
for an East Side center could be used for 
this renovation. Foster Street School al- 
ready supports a wide variety of non-school 
district activities including the City Parks 
and Recreation Department and community 
organizations. While I would recommend 
acquisition of Foster Street School, I would 
suggest that appropriate staff be given an 
opportunity to seek the most advantageous 
funding sources for renovation before con- 
sideration is given to any General Fund 
expenditure. 


I further concur in the staff recommen- 
dation that the City of Lansing reject the 
offer to purchase Barnes Avenue, Horse- 
brook and Maple Hill Schools. While reno- 
vation costs are moderate for the two one- 
story structures of Horsebrook and Maple 
Hill, there is no way in which these facili- 
ties can properly address the City’s recrea- 
tion/community center needs. Barnes is 
not distant from the City’s major west side 
facility, Kingsley Center, and neither is it 
centrally located in the southwest quadrant 
of the City. Horsebrook is not centrally 
located in the northwest quadrant of the 
City, and the population which could be 
served north of Grand River Avenue is too 
small to justify the programming costs of 
this operation. Maple Hill is extremely 
short in land area. The use of Maple Hill 
for major recreation programs may create 
neighborhood traffic problems as_ well. 
None of these facilities are appropriate for 
use by the City of Lansing. 


I would also advise City Council against 
purchase of these properties for landlord 
operations. I am aware that certain com- 
munity organizations and social service 
agencies have expressed interest in occu- 
pancy of the four schools. While such oc- 
cupancies may be desirable, I would not 
recommend that the City of Lansing become 
involved as a landlord. There is no way 
in which the City may properly be reim- 
bursed for the indirect costs of ownership 
of the buildings in terms of staff time. 
This operation would additionally require 
property insurance and involve other lia- 
bility considerations which would not be in 
the best interest of the City. Should com- 
munity organizations desire to use the 
buildings, I would recommend that the 
Lansing School District continue to own 
the facilities and operate them. 


In summary, I would recommend that 
City Council continue negotiations for Fos- 
ter Street School while funding is investi- 
gated, and that City Council reject the offer 
for Barnes, Horsebrook and Maple Hill 
schools. The Lansing School District should 
continue ownership to serve as landlord 
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for community agencies, or should sell the 
three buildings outright to an appropriate 
user.

Dear Council President and Members: 


The Internal Audit Report finally made 
available to this office has been initially 
reviewed. Due to its length, much more 
time would be required for a detailed re- 
sponse. A general reaction is agreement 
with some recommendations and conclu- 
sions, and disagreement with other recom- 
mendations and conclusions. For instance, 
this office would strongly agree with the 
Internal Auditor’s Statement on Page 9 of 
his “Recommendation and Staff Opinion” 
that reaches the conclusion that “. .. , 
as a general evaluation, there is no justi- 
fiable basis for claiming that the project 
execution is unacceptable.” 


It is apparent that some participants 
have some valid complaints. As is indicated 
in the Internal Audit Report, city staff 
assigned to this project were aware of some 
of these complaints and were in process of 
attempting to resolve these complaints by 
means of preparing a change order, prior 
to the involvement of the Internal Auditor. 
However, once City Council involved itself 
in this matter, city staff withdrew until 
the matter could be resolved. 


It is, therefore, my recommendation that 
you disinvolve yourselves from this matter 
for a period of time sufficient enough to 
allow the Department of Building Safety 
and Development and its Redevelopment 
Division an adequate opportunity to com- 
plete the project. Some complaints are 
based on work under contract, but not yet 
completed. It only seems reasonable that 
the City Council would allow the project 
to be concluded before taken action to the 
Internal Audit Report. 


In the event you concur in this recom- 
mendation, I will instruct that city staff 
meet with the construction contractor, the 
project architect, and a representative of 
the North Lansing Community Association 
to reactivate the construction work. In 
addition, it will be necessary to meet with 
Phase I participants to reach agreement 
on how their individual complaints are to 
be resolved. However, I caution you that 
these eforts will stand little chance of suc- 
cess unless each and every City Council 
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member stays out of the process, and gives 
this effort at least an honest chance of 
succeeding. In my opinion, a continuing 
debate over the merits of utilizing the Com- 
munity Design Center as opposed to city 
staff will produce no positive results for 
project participants, which, [ trust, must 
also be your goal.

The physical conditions of residential 
structures in Neighborhood Develop- 
ment Area No. 8 Expansion Area 
were based on exterior housing con- 
dition survey conducted by the Plan- 
ning Department during 1978. The 
surveyors noted the condition of pri- 
mary elements (foundation, wall 
structure, roof structures), and sec- 
ondary elements (doors and frames, 
windows and frames, exterior wall 
surface, roof surface, porch and 
steps, gutters and downspouts).

The plan, as may be amended, fur- 
ther includes estimates of the number 
of persons residing in the develop- 
ment area and the number of families 
and individuals to be displaced, a sur- 
vey of their income and racial com- 
position, a description of the housing 
supply in the area, including the 
number of private and public units 
in existence. 


The City Council further finds that 
the Planning Department of the City 
of Lansing has compiled the requisite 
statistics and data relating to fami- 
lies and individuals within the project 
area, racial composition, age, income, 
present tenancy, and relocation pref- 
erences. Persons within the project 
area have been interviewed and a sur- 
vey of available housing in the com- 
munity has been made. The plan for 
relocation of families and individuals, 
included within the development 
plan, appears to be adequate for the 
relocation of the estimated 47 house- 
holds within the project area who 
would need to be relocated. Said plan 
further contains the data, statistics 
and estimates required by Act 344 of 
the Public Acts of 1945, as amended. 
The plan for relocation of displaced 
families and individuals demonstrates 
that standard housing units are and/ 
or will be available to the displaced 
families and individuals at rents and 
prices within their financial means, 
in reasonably convenient locations, 
and no loss desirable with respect to 
utilities and facilities.

SUBJECT: Electrical Service to Provide 
Lighting for 10th Floor, City Hall Coun- 
cil Chambers 


At a meeting of March 29th, attended by 
Mr. Ogren of Continental Caplevision, Mr. 
Larry Dard of Lansing Electric Motors, 
Mr. Ray Dwyer, Chief Electrical Inspector, 
City of Lansing, and myself, the electrical 
service cost estimate for lighting the Coun- 
cil Chambers was discussed at length. 


As a result of this meeting, it was deter- 
mined the lighting could be provided for 
the Council Chambers with the existing 
service, however, there would be no guaran- 
tee that difficulties would not arise with 
the additional load requirement. At the 
present time we are replacing disintegrated 
fuses in the third floor distribution panel 
on a weekly basis due to the overload on 
the existing service. Also the main panel 
and third floor distribution panel should be 
rebuilt as the contact clips are losing ten- 
sion and will create further problems in 
the near future. 


A factor that was considered was the de- 
mand would be on “off hours’? when the 
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greatest drain on the service has ceased 
(after 8:00 to 5:00 office hours). 


As previously estimated, the cost to pro- 
vide the required lighting would be approxi- 
mately $1,800.00 for Council Chambers. 


As the present electrical load is at or 
beyond the maximum capabilities, under no 
circumstances could the lighting for the 
Council Chambers be utilized during the 
8:00 to 5:00 working hours, and certainly 
no additional demand can be placed on the 
existing service.

REMARKS FROM THE MAYOR — COM- 
MENTS BY THE CITY COUNCIL: 


No remarks by the Mayor. 


The Mayor asked Al Tubbs, Planning 
Director, to distribute the following letter 
to all council members and make remarks 
on same. 


April 26, 1979 
Council President Louis Adado and 
Members of the Lansing City Council

Lansing, Michigan 48933 
Dear Council President 
and Council Members: 


This letter is in response to criticism and 
comments leveled by certain members of 
the City Council against the Planning De- 
partment about the parking assessment 
program at last Monday’s Council meeting. 
Unfortunately, I was out of town on City 
business with members of the Lansing Busi- 
ness Community attempting to secure an 
anchor department store for the 100 Block 
of North Washington Square and could not 
respond. 


Comments made pertaining to “foot drag- 
ging and indifference regarding the devel- 
opment of a parking assessment program 
by the Planning Department”? are simply 
not true and a failure to recognize the 
complexity of the problem. 


Since last September many hours of re- 
search have been expended to find a legally 
defensible and equitable way to assess for 
free parking. Our research resulted in the 
following conclusions: 


1. That there is only one city in the United 
States which assesses property for “‘free 
parking” namely Eugene, Oregon and 
they are able to do this because they 
control all the parking lots in the Cen- 
tral Business District. 


2. That the so-called ‘“‘free parking” pro- 
grams in other cities, including both 
Grand Rapids and Flint are variations 
of the park and shop idea and depend 
upon voluntary participation on the part 

of the business and professional commu- 
‘nity. In Flint, for example, 1200 spaces 
are provided where people can park free 
for two hours. The Flint Parking Au- 
thority operates this system from volun-

tary donations by downtown businesses. 
During the first year they did not cover 
their operating costs. They plan to con- 
tinue the system for one more year and 
attempt to increase donations enough 
to cover costs, if not, they will abandon 
the program. 


8. That the City of Lansing will be break- 
ing new ground without the experiences 
of other cities as a “‘model.’’ Because of 
this may additional hours of staff time 
are required to justify our approach. 


With these conclusions in mind, the plan- 
ning staff formulated five alternative meth- 
ods of assessing for parking based on vari- 
ations ranging from using the building 
square footage, to assesced value and com- 
binations thereof. Each of these systems 
were evaluated on the following criteria: 


a) Equity 


b) Ease of access to information to im- 
plement the system 


c) Ease of administration 

d) Stability of revenue 

e) Legality 

f) Costs of implementation and operating 


These options were forwarded for legal 
review on February 22, 1979. Since Feb- 
ruary 22, 1979 a complex sixth alternative 
has been formulated in an attempt to im- 
prove the equity and insure that the system 
recommended will stand up under the scru- 
tiny of the court, and the Michigan State 
Municipal Finance Commission and the At- 
torney General’s legal opinion which pro- 
hibits ‘‘free parking.’ 


Since the parking assessment, as well as 
maintenance and security assessments, are 
tied directly to the promenade project, I 
must remind you that on March 1, 1979 a 
detailed report was made to the Committee 
of the Whole regarding the unforeseen 
problems and necessary expanded scope of 
the project resulting therefrom, on the 
promenade project, and it was not until 
April 23, 1979 that you decided to proceed 
with the project. 


I, also, wish to call to your attention that 
modifications to the parking rates, system 
wide, presently before the City Council 
must be made, since the assessment for 90 
minutes of “free parking’? will include 
only the costs of providing for the service 
and not the profit margin from the prom- 
enade that the City presently uses to pay 
al revenue bonds for other fa- 
cilities. 


At this point in time, the City’s adminis- 
trative staff are confused over just what 
the City Council policy is regarding the 
whole project. The original intent of the 
South Washington Promenade was for the 
City to make its investment upfront to 
show our commitment and then ask the 
businessmen and professionals to do their 
part by assessing for 90 minutes of free 
parking, maintenance, security and institu- 
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tional promotions upon completion of the 
project. 


A report from Mayor Graves on Septem- 
ber 29, 1978, regarding progress on the 
project, included a report from the Down- 
town Business Council, which recommended 
that you not implement an assessment until 
the project is completed. To date, you 
have not responded to the Mayor’s request 
for policy guidance regarding the timing 
for the assessment to take place. Inci- 
dently, that report also recommended that 
the City acquire the Central Apartments 
(which was available at that time) for im- 
mediate expansion of surface parking and 
to enable future expansion of the ramp. 
This issue has never been addressed by the 
City Council. 


In summary, the administrative staff of 
the City has been consistently working on 
the assessment package for the downtown 
and are prepared to put all the figures to- 
gether in an expeditious manner along with 
all the appropriate resolutions when the 
City Council gives the City Administration 
policy guidance by answering the following 
questions: 


1. Do you want the parking assessment im- 
plemented prior to the completion of 
the promenade project? 


2. Do you want the assessment for main- 
tenance confined only to the 100-400 
blocks of South Washington Square? 


8. Do you want the maintenance assess- 
ment held to completion of the entire 
project, or a phase in maintenance as- 
sessment as each block is completed ? 


You realize, of course, that under the 
provisions of the new Lansing City Char- 
ter, you have been endowed and charged 
with the responsibility for all policy and 
legislative decisions. So once this policy 
is forwarded, we will immediately provide 
you with a schedule of events which will 
include both administrative actions and 
policy decisions necessary to meet the re- 
quirements of Michigan law. 


I wish to state that members of the Plan- 
ning Staff, along with the staff of many 
other City Departments, have spent thou- 
sands of hours, often with personal sacri- 
fice, to get the downtown development pro- 
gram going and I feel that collectively we 
have been successful. Simultaneously, the 
Planning Staff has been involved: 


—in the general rezonings and land de- 
development issues 


—in grant developments for: 


eimproving, and hopefully, seeing an 
expanded Motor Wheel plant; 


@acquiring and demolishing the Dia- 
mond Reo plant; 


e housing rehabilitation programs from 
M.S.H.D.A. and HUD including the 
Neighborhood Improvement Program 
and the Neighborhood Strategy Pro- 
gram; 
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ethe construction of an exhibition hall 
and parking facilities in conjunction 
=e the 100 Block development (U.- 


ea transportation center for downtown. 


—in completing the River Island Compre- 
hensive Plan 


—in development work for an arena as a 
part of the downtown plan 


—in the preparation of a Capitol Devel- 
opment Program for the next six years 


—in the completion of the Capital Com- 
— redevelopment and marketing 
plan, 


In short, the greatest amount of develop- 
ment and review activity that has been 
done at any time in this City’s history. 


The ultimate success will most likely be 
determined by how well the City’s Adminis- 
tration and the City Council can work to- 
gether on this project which will serve as 
a bench mark for further critical economic 
development for the City. 


I personally hope that we can work out 
the problems in committee across the table 
from one another rather than in public 
confrontations. 


The revitalization of Downtown Lansing 
is at stake.

Director, has advised this office that his 
department had no prior knowledge or 
record of a pothole on Shiawassee Street 
at the location claimed by Mrs. Hoyt. 


Therefore, applying the statute cited 
above to the facts of this case it is the 
recommendation of this office that Mrs. 
Hoyt’s claim be denied on the basis that 
the City is governmentally immune from 
liability for the damage.

In the 
instant case it is clear that the operation 
of a sewage system by the City of Lansing 
constitutes such a governmental function.

Fault Act, being MCLA 500.3101 et seq, 
the owner of a motor vehicle must look to 
her own insurance carrier for compensa- 
tion when the vehicle sustains damage dur- 
ing the course of its operation when the 
other vehicle causing damage is registered 
in accordance with the Motor Vehicle Code 
and therefore comes within the purview 
of the No Fault Act. Therefore, one no 
longer has a remedy at law against the 
owner of another motor vehicle that causes 
property damage under circumstances simi- 
lar to those outlined above. 


Therefore, based upon the foregoing, it 
is the recommendation of this office that 
Mrs. Remensnyder’s claim in the amount 
of $48.48 be denied and she should be left to 
pursue this matter with her own insurance 
carrier.

Dear Mayor and Council: 


On October 2, 1978, Jody Graves sub- 
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mitted a claim to the City of Lansing in 
the amount of $200 for towing and storage 
costs of his automobile which he paid on 
September 26, 1978. 


On July 17, 1978 the claimant’s vehicle 
was stolen and early the following morn- 
ing it was involved in a hit-and-run acci- 
dent in the City of Lansing. The driver of 
the claimant’s vehicle fled the scene and was 
not apprehended. Mr. Graves’ vehicle was 
towed shortly after the accident upon re- 
quest by the Lansing Police Department. 
On July 18, 1978, the date of the accident, 
the claimant completed a stolen vehicle 
report with the Lansing Police Department. 
Also, on the same day and incidental to 
the follow-up investigation of the hit-and- 
run accident, the Lansing Police Depart 
ment ran a registration check on the 
claimant’s license plates and was advised 
by the Secretary of State that Mr. Graves 
owned the vehicle. The follow-up investi- 
gator of the accident was unable to notify 
Mr. Graves since the old address on the 
registration was not updated by Mr. Graves 
as required by state law. 


By September 22, 1978, the Lansing 
Police Department submitted a_ vehicle 
identification number to the Secretary of 
State and in return received information 
contained on the claimant’s stolen vehicle 
report which included the claimant’s new 
address. The claimant was notified on 
September 22, 1978 that his vehicle was 
in storage and five days later on Septem- 
ber 27, 1978 the claimant paid the storage 
bill and picked up his vehicle. 


Under Michigan law, a municipality is 
immune from tort liability when engaged in 
a governmental function. MCLA 691.1407; 
MSA 3.996(107). The operation of a police 
department, including its responsibility to 
tow vehicles abandoned in a hit-and-run 
accident, would unquestionably be con- 
sidered a governmental function for which 
no liability would attach. 


In review, this office notes that the Lan- 
sing Police Department made a reasonable 
effort to locate Mr. Graves. Of additional 
interest is the fact that the towing service 
failed to submit its weekly list of all 
vehicles towed and in storage to the Lan- 
sing Police Department and further omitted 
to notify the registered owner by certified 
mail as required by the then existing city 
ordinance. 


Based upon the foregoing, it is the 
recommendation of this office that Mr. 
Graves’ claim in the amount of $200 
against the City of Lansing be denied.

On March 21, 1979, Ms. Mary Ann Pierce, 
3216 Plymouth Drive, Lansing, Michigan, 
submitted a claim for $639.50 to reimburse 
her for the cost of cleaning up damage 
caused by a sewer back-up and the repair 
of tile apparently damaged by tree root 
interference. From August 14, 1978 through 
January 18, 1979, the claimant’s drain 
backed up on five (5) occasions and exten- 
sive repairs were required on each occa- 
sion. 


Information from the Parks Department 
discloses that the roots from a large syca- 
more tree in front of her house caused 
problems in routing the sewer line leading 
to her house. The Parks Department al- 
lowed claimant to trench directly under- 
neath the tree since it was the most direct 
route and it would cause the least inter- 
ference with the tree’s root system. 


MCLA 691.1407; MSA 38.996(107) pro- 
vides that all governmental agencies shall 
be immune from tort. liability in all cases 
where the agency is engaged in the exercise 
or discharge of a governmental function. 
In this case, it is clear that ‘the city, in 
operating the sewage system, is engaged in 
a governmental function. Even though 
the tree was owned by the city, the gov- 
ernmental immunity statute would likewise 
protect the city from liability since the 
operation and maintenance of the parks 
and trees is likewise deemed to be a govern- 
mental function. 


In view of the foregoing, it is the 
recommendation of this office that this 
claim be denied.

On March 8, 1979, Mrs. Marfitt submitted 
a claim in the amount of $304.50 to the 
City of Lansing alleging damages sustained 
to her left hand as a result of a fall on 
uneven sidewalk in the 600 block of N. 
Hayford, Lansing. The claimant alleges 
several trips to the physician and expenses 
and X-rays total the amount of her claim. 


Mr. Robert Backus, Public Service Direc- 
tor for the City of Lansing, has advised 
that Mrs. Marfitt notified his department 
on Novemer 80, 1978 of the incident. 
His department investigated the walkway 
and noticed that the sidewalk had settled 
one-half inch on one side and one inch on 
the other side below the adjacent section. 
Temporary repairs were made at that time. 
Mr. Backus also reported that his depart- 
ment had no previous knowledge of the 
condition of the sidewalk. 


Under current Michigan law a munici- 
pality has no duty to keep the streets, side- 
walks, curbing, etc., absolutely safe, but 
rather in a condition reasonably safe and 
fit for public travel. MCLA 691.1402; 
MSA 8.996(102). Incidental to that duty, 
it is the duty of all pedestrians to use all 
sidewalks and curbing in a prudent and 
reasonably safe manner. There is authority 
indicating that a municipality is held to 
a higher standard for defective sidewalks 
than for defective curbing since the former 
are more readily identifiable with pedes- 
trian travel. 


Also, absent prior notice of a defective 
sidewalk, a municipality is immune from 
liability for injuries caused by the defective 
i alam MCLA 691.1403; MSA _ 8.996 
103). 


This office notes that the unevenness of 
the sidewalk was relatively minor. Addi- 
tionally, the incident took place within 
approximately 100 feet of the claimant’s 
residence and there is no indication in the 
report that the claimant exercised the 
requisite degree of caution on the date in 
question. Furthermore, the city had no 
prior notice of this condition. 


Based upon the foregoing, it is the 
recommendation of this office that this 
claim be denied.

Subject: Rat Control Program 
Dear Council President and Members: 


Please be advised that several meetings 
have been held with representatives from 
the State, County and City Government re- 
garding the subject matter. Attached are 
several exhibits that have been used in con- 
junction with this activity. 


' First, it would appear that the task of 
rat control is clearly a designated County 
Health function and therefore they should 
be requested to develop a comprehensive 
program for vermin control. According to 
Mr. John Ruskin, Director of the Bureau 
of Environmental Health for Ingham 
County, they have not as yet been able 
to compile the necessary data and all we 
really have to go on is the attached report 
from Millie Loveless of the Human Re- 
sources Department which is insufficient 
for the type of analysis needed to develop 
a meaningful program. 


Secondly, there are numerous technica) 
questions relative to City ordinances that 
would have to be revised if appropriate 
monitoring and enforcement are to be in- 
stituted by the City. The cost connected 
with this activity and the related revenues 
from fines cannot be reasonably estimated 
until specific ordinance proposals are made. 


With regards to a general “clean-up” 
campaign, this in itself is both self-defeat- 
ing and expensive. The last time this was 
attempted back in 1969-70 budget year, the 
cost in manpower and equipment equated 
to $65,000. Over 25,000 cubic yards of 
debris was collected (with 40 trucks and 
accompanying manpower) and delivered to 
our own Aurelius Road Landfill. Assuming 
this same task was undertaken at the pres- 
ent time, our current per cubic yard cost 
could easily raise the cost to somewhere 
between $100,000 to $150,000 as we no 
longer operate a City-owned landfill. 


It would appear that the best solution 
to this problem would be to slightly expand 
our present Public Service program with 
manpower and equipment to permit more 
frequent pick-ups in the designated areas. 
It would also help to expand the Building 
Department’s activity and by ordinance 
give them the authority to include certain 
items that they are presently not able to 
enforce. 
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The attached memo from the Ingham 
County Health Department representative 
clearly sets forth their position with re- 
gards to the rat survey and defines the 
necessary means of implementing this ac- 
tivity.

I am pleased to advise you that the Re- 
development Division of the Department 
of Building Safety and Development did 
receive seven (7) preliminary proposals to 
develop Capitol Commons as of the deadline 
for submission at 5:00 p.m. on May 1, 
1979. These proposals were received in 
response to newspaper advertisements run 
in the Lansing State Journal, Detroit 
News, and Chicago Tribune, and a mailing 
of more than one hundred (100) develop- 
ment packets to potenial developers. For 
your information, I mave attached a list 
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identifying those developers that have 
submitted proposals. 


These preliminary proposals will now be 
reviewed to determine conformance with 
the requirements contained in the Develop- 
ment Plan and Prospectus, and to assess 
the development capabilities and experience 
of each development team. Determination 
of qualified developers and invitations to 
submit final proposals will be accomplished 
by May 31, 1979. Due date for the sub- 
mission of final proposals, which will in- 
clude site plans, architectural renderings, 
and detailed development information, is 
scheduled for July 31, 1979.

Because of the severe cutbacks anticipated 
for the 1980 Fiscal Year in the Compre- 
hensive Employment and Training Act 
(CETA), a reorganization plan has been 
proposed to the Tri-County Manpower Ad- 
ministrative Board for operation of sub- 
agent programs. I strongly recommend 
you oppose the proposed reorganization. 


The reorganization plan would place the 
day-to-day operations for sub-agent pro- 
grams funded with City of Lansing and 
Ingham County funds with the Tri-County 
Manpower Administration. However, as 
the attached letter from City Attorney 
Stephen Sawyer indicates, the City of 
Lansing would maintain a liability for ex- 
penditures of CETA funds even though 
control of these programs would be out of 
our hands. Similarly, the liability prob- 
lem is addressed in the letter from Con- 
troller Stephen Duarte. The proposal sug- 
gests that the governing body may elimi- 
nate any sub-agency from consideration of 
performance in the judgment of the gov- 
erning body in this proposal. 


Secondly, the reorganization for funding 
of sub-agent projects would not enable the 
City of Lansing to most advantageously 
select programs of service delivery. That 
decision would be placed in the hands of 
another body. Staff recommendations to 
coordinate human service programs with 
other: funding sources such as Community 
Development, Revenue Sharing, and City 
‘supported Activities would be minimized 
or lost. The level of funding for these 
programs would be dictated by the Tri- 
County Administration Board. 
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_The Tri-County Manpower Administra- 
tion suggests this reorganization is neces- 
sary to reduce total staff throughout the 
CETA system and to reduce administrative 
costs. The City of Lansing’s Manpower 
Office has already deleted two positions in 
anticipation of funding cutbacks and is 
recommending reductions of administrative 
charges to provide supportive service posi- 
tions to CETA programs. That is, charges 
of staff time now billed against CETA 
dollars will no longer be made. Addition- 
ally, three Manpower office personnel will 
be reassigned to services and training in 
keeping with the new Federal guidelines. 
The Tri-County Manpower Administration 
estimates maximum administrative funds 
for the City of Lansing at $231,632. The 
City Manpower Office estimates administra- 
tive expenses of only $184,378. This will 
leave a balance of over $47,000 available 
for sub-agent. administrative and related 
costs. : 


My staff and I will be glad to discuss 
this recommendation against the proposed 
reorganization with the Committee of the 
Whole.

Attached is a letter from Traffic Engi- 
neer Raymond QO. Severy regarding City 
Council’s request for an East Side Traffic 
Study. This matter was discussed at the 
April 238, 1979, Session of City Council. 


Mr. Severy points out that many of the 
streets on the east side carry heavy daily 
traffic volumes—a situation which has de- 
veloped through many years of useage and 
which is not likely to suddenly disappear. 
Nevertheless, the problem will be fully ad- 
dressed by the Planning Department in 
upcoming work programs for a north-south 
corridor study for the east side, due to 
begin one year from now, and through the 
east side comprehensive plan _ revision, 
beginning in late 1980. 


In addition, the Truck Route Ordinance 
should be coming to City Council within 
the next two weeks to delineate areas for 
truck traffic and to eliminate truck traffic 
from other streets. This will be an im- 
portant tool for enforcement in dealing 
with truck problems on the east side. 


I have in the past spent many hours 
working with the traffic problems on the 
east side and I must agree that no quick 
and easy solution is available. I have also 
opposed the Wood Street extension proposal 
in the past as well. I do believe the antici- 
pated studies will provide the recommenda- 
tions necessary to resolve these matters.

A. The City of Lansing, through the 
Mayor and his “‘Economic Develop- 
ment Advisory Group,” will take 
action deemed necessary to inform 
local commercial businesses and po- 
tential entrants to the City of Lan- 
sing of public policies and programs 
available for assisting in the re- 
habilitation, redevelopment, develop- 
ment or expansion of commercial and 
office facilitites. 


B. The City of Lansing will employ tax 
abatement as provided for by Act 
255 to facilitate the revitalization of 
Lansing’s existing commercial areas 
requiring revitalization and _ rede- 
velopment. 


Commercial Facilities Exemption Cer- 
tificates will be granted to applicants 
whose businesses are located in desig- 
nated Commercial Redevelopment 
Areas, who conform to the require- 
ments stated in Act 255, and whose 
exterior building plans are coordi- 
nated and compatible with an overall 
design plan or theme for the Com- 
mercial Redevelopment Area _ in 
which the business is located. A site 
plan shall be presented with the 
application. 


C. The applicant must provide proof of 
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an Equal Opportunity/Affirmative 
Action Program that conforms with 
all appropriate laws and regulations, 
and must agree to submit annual re- 
ports to the Lansing Human Rela- 
tions Board to document non-dis- 
criminatory personnel practices dur- 
ing the period of economic assistance. 


D. Tax abatement will be available on 
a parcel by parcel basis for busi- 
nesses requiring redevelopment due 
to fire or other catastrophe or dis- 
placement by governmental action, 
provided that the applicant remains 
at the same location or relocates in 
a designated Commercial Redevelop- 
ment Area, 


E. Applicants for properties located in 
the 100, 200, and 300 blocks of South 
Washington Square will be encour- 
aged to reserve the first floor for 
retail use. 


F. The City will assist in project financ- 
ing through the Economic Develop- 
ment Corporation. 


G. The City of Lansing will play an 
active role in promoting the develop- 
ment and redevelopment of vacant 
and underutilized properties in the 
Central Business District. Where 
necessary, the City will act as a 
partner in the development of such 
properties and will commit city 
funds as deemed feasible and neces- 
sary to ensure the participation of 
private developers and/or the state 
and federal governments. 


2. Light and Heavy Industrial Policy 

A. The City of Lansing through the 
Mayor and his “Economic Develop- 
ment Advisory Group,” will take ac- 
tion deemed necessary to inform 
local industrial firms and potential 
entrants to the City of Lansing of 
public policies and programs avail- 
able for assisting in the rehabilita- 
tion, redevelopment, development or 
expansion of industry. 


B. The City will assist in site assembly 
and preparation. Site assembly can 
be achieved through acquisition of 
property for industrial expansion or 
through the city’s power of eminent 
domain. Site preparation is under- 
stood to include the provision of 
necessary public facilities such as 
water and sewers, bridges, access 
roads, energy and environmental pro- 
tection through the Capital Improve- 
ments Planning Budgeting process. 


C. The applicant must provide proof of 
an Equal Opportunity/Affirmative 
Action Program that conforms with 
all appropriate laws and regulations, 
and must agree to submit annual re- 
ports to the Lansing Human Rela- 
tions Board to document non-dis- 
criminatory personnel practices dur- 
ing the period of economic assistance. 
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D. The City will grant tax incentives 
under Public Act 198 of 1974, to 
encourage the rehabilitation, rede- 
velopment, expansion and develop- 
ment of new industrial facilities. In- 
dustrial Development and Plant Re- 
habilitation Districts will be granted 
to applicants who qualify under the 
Act and who meet the requirements 
established by the City of Lansing, 
with the stipulation that projects 
which involve the rehabilitation or 
redevelopment of industrial facilities 
that have been abandoned or dam- 
aged by fire or other catastrophe will 
be considered as priority. 


E. The City will support project financ- 
ing via the issuance of bonds by the 
Economic Development Corporation. 
The EDC financing mechanism should 
be utilized in cases where project 
financing is not available through 
conventional channels or project 
financing is unavailable at costs 
which make possible favorable re- 
turns on investments. Bonds as au- 
thorized by Act 62, 1963, also provide 
a suitable mechanism for utilizing 
the city’s wherewithal in the bond 
market for Economic Development 
purposes. 


F. In order to maximize the develop- 
ment return on projects assisted by 
city or EDC issued bonds, such bonds 
shall to the maximum feasible ex- 
tent, conform to the requirements of 
Section 103 of the IRS Code for 
maintenance of tax exempt status. 


G. The applicant shall submit a site 
plan with the application.

The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That Chapter 36, Article XV 
of the Code of Ordinances of the City of 
Lansing, Michigan, be amended by adding 
new sections to be numbered 36-145.1 
through 36-145.11 inclusive to read as 
follows: 


Sec. 36-145.1. Plan Established. 


Pursuant to Act 344, Public Acts of 
1945, as amended, a physical development 
plan has been prepared by the Lansing 
Planning Board and staff. Also pursuant 
to said Act, a public hearing was held on 
March 26, 1979, prior to: a determination 
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that the development area, hereinafter de- 
scribed, as a blighted area; a determina- 
tion that there is- a feasible method for 
relocating families and individuals who will 
be displaced from the area; and the adop- 
tion of a physical development plan, as 
may be amended, for said development 
area. Also, pursuant to said Act 344, the 
Lansing City Council, subsequent to the 
public hearing, made certain findings of 
fact and determinations, more fully set 
forth by a resolution of the City Council 
dated April 2, 1979, and incorporated by 
reference. 


Sec. 36-145.2. Area Encompassed. 


The physical development plan, as may 
be amended, for the Capitol Commons 
Neighborhood Development Area, herein- 
after also called the Capito] Commons 
NDA, encompasses the neighborhood dis- 
trict area generally described as the Capi- 
tol Commons Citizens’ District Area and 
more fully described as follows: 


Beginning at a point 41.25 feet south 
and 41.25 feet east of the southeast 
‘corner of lot 10, town of Michigan 
_Subdivision; thence north along the 
centerline of Pine Street, 1,792.9 feet 
to the centerline of Washtenaw Street;

reational, open spaces and others. 


‘The plan, as may be amended, further 

designates the location, extent, character 
and estimated cost of the improvements 
contemplated for the area, such as vacat- 
ing, closing, or removal of specified por- 
tions of streets, establishment of new street 
patterns, and walkways; the location of 
water .mains, construction of sewers, and 
other public utilities, paving of streets, 
acquisition and construction of green belts, 
and other appropriate public improve- 
ments. 


Sec. 36-145.4. Demographic Information 
Included in Plan. 


The physical development plan, as may 
be amended, further includes: estimates of 
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the number of persons residing in the de- 
velopment area; the number of families 
and individuals to be displaced; a survey 
of their income and racial composition; a 
statistical description of the housing sup- 
ply in the community, including the num- 
ber of private and public units in existence 
or under construction; the annual rate of 
turnover of the various types of housing, 
and the range of rents and sale prices; 
an estimate of the total demand for housing 
in the community; and the estimated capa- 
city of private and public housing avail- 
able for displaced families and individuals. 


Sec. 36-145.5. Relocation Plan; Rede- 
velopment Division; Relocation Program.

Sec. 36-145.6. Grant Agreement for Fi- 
nancial Assistance Under Title I of the 
home and Community Development Act 
of 1974. 


The City of Lansing has entered into a 
grant agreement with HUD for financial 
assistance under Title I of the Housing and 
Community Development Act of 1974 which 
authorized the Secretary of HUD to pro- 
vide financial assistance to local govern- 
ment units for undertaking and carrying 
out of housing rehabilitation, redevelop- 
ment and community development. Pur- 
suant to said Act, Federal funds have been 
provided for carrying out the within physi- 
cal development plan, as may be amended. 
The governing body (Lansing City Coun- 
cil) is cognizant of the conditions that are 
imposed upon municipalities in the under- 
taking and carrying out of community de- 
velopment projects with federal financial 
assistance under the above act, including 
those provisions which prohibit discrimi- 
nation because of race, color, creed or 
national origin.

total square footage on any public street 
within a radius of three hundred feet of 
the site of the proposed place of business. 


(c) Unless the applicant has had _no 
criminal convictions for crimes involving 
violence, alcoholic liquor or moral turpi- 
tude. 


(d) Unless the premises for which ap- 
plication is made shall not be within five 
hundred (500) feet of any church or other 
place of worship or school by the regularly 
traveled thoroughfare, 
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(2) No application for transfer of loca- 
tion of an existing license shall be ap- 
proved unless the applicant demonstrates 
that the new location will meet all appro- 
priate state and local building, plumbing, 
zoning, fire, sanitation and health laws 
and ordinances. For purposes of deter- 
mining the adequacy of parking facilities, 
non residential or street parking within 
one block of the proposed location may be 
considered in addition to off street parking. 


Sec. 4-4. Same—Approval by council 
upon application; approval by council for 
transfer; transfer fee. 


No person shall sell beer, or wine, or 
spirits for consumption on the premises 
within the city nor shall any person trans- 
fer the location of an existing liquor li- 
cense to another location within the city 
without having first obtained the approval 
of the city council of the city. The city 
council may authorize the transfer of a 
license upon the payment of a transfer fee 
established by council resolution.

On June 27, 1977, the Board of Water 
and Light requested a Special Use Permit 
for the purpose of disposing ‘‘fly ash’? mate- 
rial on the subject property after the re- 
moval of the existing improper fill materia] 
and sand and gravel. The matter was re- 
ferred by Council to the Planning Board. 


On July 28, 1977, the Planning Board 
requested a 60 day extension to further 
consider the request for time to consider 
the problem of relating to industrial traffic 
circulation and certain environmental con- 
ditions which might adversely affect the 
residential area adjacent to Paulson Park. 
This permission was granted by Council 
at its meeting on August 1, 1977. 


The Planning Board recommended ap- 
proval of SUP-3-77 as requested by the 
Board of Water and Light providing cer- 
tain relief be granted from the major street 
access requirement of Section 386-5.3 and 
that access to the site should be from 
Howe Street. As a result of this action, 
the City Council by resolution, set the date 
of March 27, 1978, for a Public Hearing 
on the matter at 7:00 p.m. in the Council 
Chambers. The Public Hearing was ac- 
tually held on April 8, 1978, and the 
Council Proceedings of April 8, 1978, show 
that the only person offering testimony on 
this matter was Mr. Bill Fishback of the 
Board of Water and Light. The matter 
at that time was referred to Councilman 
Richard Baker’s Standing Committee on 
Planning (Physical Development Commit- 
tee), where as of this date, it still remains. 


It is truly regretable that Councilman 
Baker has chosen once again to “drag his 
feet” on a matter as important as this is 
to the Board of Water and Light rate 
payers and to the stockholders of the Board 
of Water and Light, which are in affect 
the general public. Because of this in- 
action on Councilman Baker’s part, it be- 
came necessary for the Board of Water and 
Light to search out and locate another fly 
ash disposal site. 
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The net result was a three year con- 
tractual agreement with Daggett Sand and 
Gravel, Inc., for a minimum of 60,000 
yards a year at 65¢ per cubic yard. Even 
allowing 20¢ a cubic yard cost for the 
Board’s operation of the landfill site, the 
net result of Councilman Baker’s delaying 
tactics has created an unnecessary expen- 
diture of over $100,000 by the Board of 
Water and Light over the life of the 
contract. 


Just how long Councilman Baker will 
continue in his planned indecisiveness is 
difficult to determine. Not only is this a 
deplorable waste of ratepayers and tax- 
payers money, it is also a poor example 
of land use planning. The conclusion of 
Act 285 review of this matter revealed that 
Paulson Park is inappropjriately located 
for a community park and that it was un- 
likely ever to be developed. It was, how- 
ever, stated by the Parks Department that 
the reclamation of this land could con- 
ceivably provide recreational value for 
future generations and that the proposed 
project by the Board of Water and Light 
was therefore worth pursuing. 


I would also point out to Members of 
the Council that on November 2, 1976, a 
Public Ballot on the sale of the Paulson 
Street property (Proposal E) resulted in 
almost a two to one favor of the sale. The 
final tally of the Public Ballot was Yes— 
28,271 compared to 14,541 voting No.

As a result of final figures now available 
for 1979 assessment totals as provided by 
the City Assessor, the Finance Director 
has revised the budgetary estimate for 
property tax revenues to be received in 
fiscal year 1979-80 as follows: (We are 
anticipating that there will not be a “‘fac- 
tor” applied to the City’s Tax Rate.)

By letter dated April 12, 1979, I pre- 
viously advised you that additional overtime 
payments should be provided for within 
the Fire Department budget as a result of 
Public Act 604 of 1978, which reduces the 
firefighters work week to 54 hours. P.A. 
604 took effect January 1, 1979. 


My proposed budget for fiscal 1979-80 
should be amended by adding $100,000 to 
the firemen’s overtime accounts and an 
interim appropriation should be made this 
fiscal year of approximately $50,000. 


In your hearings on the Administrative 
Services budget, the question of funds for 
gasoline was discussed. You have been 
provided with information on this item. 
I would recommend that due to the latest 
cost figures, gas should be budgeted at a 
65¢ per gallon cost, thereby necessitating 
a $31,000 inerease over my recommenda- 
tion. This increase would be as follows: 


Police Gas— 
216,000 gallons K .65 = $140,400 
(Increase of $19,400 over recommended 
budget) 


Fire Gas— 
41,484 gallons * .65 = $26,965 
(Increase of $38,734 over recommended 
budget) 


Other Gas— 
88,800 gallons K .65 = $57,720 
(Increase of $7,920 over recommended 
budget) 


Finally, Mr. Clay has informed me that 
it is imperative to replace the cooling tower 
during the winter season, 1979-80. Cost 
estimates for this project are approximately 
$30,000. I request that this item be bud- 
geted if we are to be able to provide proper 
air and humidity for City Hall. 


I request that these items be placed in 
the budget, or should more information be 
required, that the $157,000 resulting from 
final property tax figures not be appro- 
priated at this time until the Council can 
review these matters and receive full staff 
reports. 


As of this week, Robert Backus, Public 
Service Director, and I received a copy of 
the study dealing with the old Aurelius 
Landfill, an operation which has been out 
of existence for several years. The report 
was done under the auspices of the Tri- 
County Planning Commission, but con- 
tracted to a private consulting firm. The 
consultant advises: (a) that certain studies 
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will have to be undertaken by the City of 
Lansing at an approximate cost of $55,000; 
(b) that conceivably the City of Lansing 
may be responsible for a final cost of 
$1,450,000; and, (c) the matters should be 
under the direction of the Public Service 
Department, and please be advised that 
Public Service Director Backus has already 
been in contact with the Ingham County 
Health Department and the Michigan De- 
partment of Natural Resources, both which 
have undertaken some tests, said tests to 
save us approximately $10,000. Though the 
total analysis of the report will not be com- 
pleted by the Public Service Director for 
approximately 10-15 days, I am advising 
that approximately $45,000 should be re- 
served by you for the preliminary tests to 
be undertaken as indicated in the report. 


Further, I have been reminded that 
Council agreed in 1977, to fund the Lan- 
sing Metropolitan Development Authority 
based on State Equalized Valuation. This 
was at a time when a number of organiza- 
tions were assisting the City of Lansing 
with the funding of LMDA, and some, such 
as East Lansing, have since dropped out. 
While we have clearly faced the issue of 
funding restrictions, or at best, limited 
City supported agency budgets to con- 
tinuations, it would be necessary to pro- 
vide approximately an additional $5,000 if 
we adhere to this formula. This places 
LMDA in a different position than all of 
our other City supported agencies; it would 
provide increased funding regardless of 
our overall budget strategy. I would re- 
quest that you reassess this endorsement 
in light of our current and growing fiscal 
constraints.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF

The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That Chapter 2 of the Code 
of Ordinances of the City of Lansing, 
Michigan, be amended by adding a new 
Article to be numbered Article XIII, which 
includes Sections 2-105 through 2-121 in- 
clusive, to read as follows: 


ARTICLE XIII. QUALIFICATIONS OF 
DEPARTMENT, AGENCY AND 
DIVISION HEADS. 


The Department Heads specified here- 
under shall satisfy the following minimum 
qualifications except where expressly 
waived as provided in Section 2-105. 


Section 2-105. Waiver of Qualifications. 


Any of the qualifications for department, 
division or agency heads set forth in this 
article may be waived upon recommenda- 
tion of the Mayor and approval of City 
Council. 


Section 2-106. Fire Chief—Qualifications. 


TRAINING AND EXPERIENCE: The 
candidate must have completed a college 
level major (30 quarter hours or equivalent 
semester hours) in fire suppression, preven- 
tion and administration; the candidate 
shall also have six years of administrative 
and supervisory experience as a lieutenant 
or above in a fire department of a city 
having a population of 75,000 or more. 
Additionally, the candidate shall have com- 
pleted 16 quarter hours or equivalent 
semester hours of college level course work 
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in supervisory management. An equiva- 
lent combination of training and experience 
in related activities may be substituted for 
supervisory experience and up to eight 
quarter hours of the required supervisory 
management course work. 


KNOWLEDGE AND SKILLS: The can- 
didate must have knowledge of fire adminis- 
tration including organization, staffing, 
financing, equipment management and 
maintenance, and records and reports;

TRAINING AND EXPERIENCE: Com- 
pletion of a masters degree in business ad- 
ministration, public administration or a 
related field. Five years of experience in 
performing municipal financial manage- 
ment including three years experience at 
a supervisory level in the area of financial 
management. Additionally, the candidate 
shall have completed 16 quarter hours or 
equivalent semester hours of college level 
course work in supervisory management. 
An equivalent combination of training and 
experience in related activities may be sub- 
stituted for supervisory experience and up 
to eight quarter hours of the required 
supervisory management course work.

ORDINANCE NO. 536 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF 
LANSING, MICHIGAN, PROVIDING 
THAT ARTICLE II, DIVISION 2, OF 
CHAPTER 28, BE AMENDED BY ADD- 
ING A NEW SECTION TO BE NUM- 
BERED SEC. 28-49.1 TO SAID CODE, 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That Article II, Division 2 
of Chapter 28, be amended by adding a new 
section to be numbered Sec. 28-49.1 to read 
as follows: 
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Sec. 28-49.1. Property damage—owner’s 
duty, exceptions. 


The provisions set forth in Sec. 28-39 of 
this Code shall not apply to the owners 
of property, a developed portion of which 
lies subjacent to or over any sidewalk 
whose construction, reconstruction, or re- 
pair is necessary. In such event, the duty 
to repair, construct, or maintain the side- 
walk will remain that of the landowner, 
unless the landowner executes a release of 
liability in favor of the City of Lansing, 
its contractors or subcontractors in a form 
satisfactory to the City of Lansing for any 
property damage occurring as a result of 
such construction, reconstruction, repair, 
or maintenance. In the absence of a re- 
lease of liability being executed, the fol- 
lowing procedures shall be followed prior 
to construction, reconstruction or repair 
of any sidewalk in the City of Lansing. 


(a) Whenever the Counci may deem the 
construction of a new sidewalk, or the re- 
construction or repair of an old sidewalk is 
a necessary public improvement, they 
shall so declare by resolution describing 
the property in front of or adjacent to 
which such construction, reconstruction 
or repair is ordered by lots, blocks, or par- 
cels of land; and the material to be used 
in such construction, reconstruction or re- 
pair shall be as provided in this Division 
and according to specifications prepared 
therefore by the City Engineer and ap- 
proved by the City Council. 


(b) After the adoption of such resolu- 
tion, it shall be the duty of the City Clerk 
to cause a notice of the same to be pub- 
lished in a newspaper published in the 
City of Lansing, directed to the owners 
of the parcel of land, without naming 
them, in front of or adjacent to which such 
sidewalk is to be constructed, reconstruct- 
ed, or repaired, requiring such owner to 
construct, reconstruct or repair as the case 
may be, such sidewalk as is comtemplated 
by such resolution within thirty (30) days 
of the date of publication, or the Director 
of Public Service may mail such notices to 
the last known address of each property 
owner affected. 


(c) If at the expiration of thirty (30) 
days of the last publication of such notice 
in the manner above provided, the owner 
of the property in front of, on, or adjacent 
to which such sidewalk is ordered to be 
constructed, reconstructed or repaired, has 
not constructed, reconstructed or repaired 
such sidewalk as the case may be, the 
Director of Public Service shall proceed 
without unnecessary delay thereafter to 
cause such sidewalk to be constructed, re- 
constructed or repaired in accordance with 
the resolution of the City Council relating 
thereto, and in the manner required by 
this Division of the specifications for such 
sidewalk as prepared by the City Engineer 
and approved by the City Council. 


(d) The expense of constructing, recon- 
structing or repairing any sidewalk so 
ordered by the City Council may be paid 
for out of an appropriate fund of the city, 
and the City Council shall authorize the 
City Assessor to assess, as a special tax, 
the amount of costs of constructing, recon- 
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structing, or repairing such sidewalk after 
the same is reported to the City Council 
by the Director of Public Service, to the 
owner of the parcel of land in front of or 
adjacent to which such sidewalk was con- 
structed, reconstructed or repaired, and 
the assessment shall be placed on the gen- 
eral assessment rolls of the City of Lan- 
sing in such amounts so that it will be a 
lien on the premises in the same manner 
as the tax to which it is added, and if 
not paid or collected, the land may be held 
therefore in the same manner as for gen- 
eral city taxes. 


Section 2. All ordinances or parts of 
ordinances inconsistent with the provisions 
hereof are hereby repealed. 


Section 8. This ordinance shall take 
effect thirty (30) days from the date of 
its passage unless given immediate effect 
by the City Council.

The claimant, while proceeding south- 
bound in the 3300 block of South Penn- 
sylvania Avenue on February 28, 1979, in- 
curred damages in the amount of 134.384 
when his vehicle struck a chuckhole. 
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MCLA 691.1403; MSA _ 8.996(103) im- 
munizes a municipality from liability for 
defective highways unless the municipality 
knew, or in the exercise of reasonable dili- 
gence, should have known, of the existence 
of the defect and had a reasonable time to 
repair that defect. 


The Public Service Department indicates 
that they received notification of chuckholes 
in the 3200 and 3300 blocks of South Penn- 
sylvania approximately a week prior to 
the date of this incident and those chuck- 
holes were repaired with a temporary 
patching material at that time. Due to the 
alternating extremes in weather the tem- 
porary patching material did not hold. The 
Public Service Department speculates it 
was one of those chuckholes which this 
claimant struck. They inform this office 
that a more permanent asphaltic concrete 
patch was applied upon the arrival of 
warm weather. 


Applying the aforementioned statute to 
the facts presented by this claim, while this 
claimant could argue that the City did in 
fact have prior notice of the existence of 
the chuckholes in the 3200 and 3300 blocks 
of South Pennsylvania Avenue, it: is ap- 
parent that chuckholes in that area of 
South Pennsylvania had been reported to 
the Public Service Department approxi- 
mately a week prior to this incident and 
were repaired at that time. There is no 
indication that the City received any fur- 
ther notice that the temporary patching 
material previously applied had become dis- 
lodged or that the City had a reasonable 
time to repair that defect.

and had a reasonable time to repair the 
defect before the injury took place. 
Knowledge of the defect and time to 
repair the same shall be conclusively 
presumed when the defect existed so 
as to be readily apparent to an ordi- 
narily observant person for a period of 
thirty days or longer before the injury 
took place.’”’ (emphasis added) 


The Public Service Department informs 
this office that they were first notified of 
the existence of this chuckhole by the Lan- 
sing Police Department at 1:21 a.m. on 
February 24, 1979. Apparently the Lan- 
sing Police had received a call regarding 
the chuckhole on South Washington Ave- 
nue and Greenlawn at 10:00 p.m. on Feb- 
ruary 23, 1979, sent a squad car to that 
location, and an accident report was taken. 
Due to an apparent breakdown in com- 
munication between the Lansing Police 
Department and the Public Service Depart- 
ment the existence of that chuckhole was 
not reported to the latter until approxi- 
mately 3% hours later. 


Based on the aforegoing it is the opinion 
of this office that the City of Lansing did 
have prior notice of the chuckhole in 
question albeit the fact that that informa- 
tion was not relayed by the Lansing Police 
to the Public Service Department. How- 
ever, it is additionally the opinion of this 
office that, the period of approximately two 
hours after Police notification and before 
Mr. Foster’s accident would not constitute 
a reasonable time to repair pursuant to 
the aforementoined statute.

I’ve spoken with Mr. Burton Smith of 
the Reflective Devices Unit, Traffic Safety, 
Division of the Michigan Department of 
Transportation. He states that it is a 
local option to erect such a sign and since 
this is a local street, they would have no 
objection to it. 


Therefore, I request that these signs 
be erected as soon as possible.

Dear Mayor Graves and City Residents: 


The City Council received the Mayor’s 
recommended Budget for Fiscal Year 
1979-80 on March 26th. Since then, we 
have conducted weekly hearings to review 
the budget and discuss the Mayor’s recom- 
mendations. We knew the budget would 
be in the area of 40 million dollars, and 
had set a policy last December that the 
City’s property tax rate per thousand dol- 
lars of assessed value would not go up 
next year. Tonight, the Council will adopt 
the budget and I’d like to explain actions 
taken by members of this body since we 
received the Mayor’s recommendations. 


First, the Council remained firm in its 
resolve to not raise the City’s portion of 
the property tax rate. Furthermore, we 
discussed reducing the rate, but realized 
that between the Headlee Amendment and 
inflation, we could not have a reduction 
this coming year if it meant a substantial 
increase for the following year. We want 
Lansing to avoid the money problems that 
other cities are experiencing because of 
short-term financial planning. So _ the 
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City’s share of the property tax rate will 
stay at 9.75 mills for operations, and .95 
of a mill to reduce our bonded indebtedness, 
for a total of 10.70 mills, or $10.70 per 
thousand dollars of assessed value on 
property. 


The Mayor proposed a budget that totalled 
$42,529,716. During the budget hearings, 
the Council made small modifications to 
certain accounts. A few of these modifica- 
tions followed the Mayor’s later recom- 
mendations, based upon more current in- 
formation. Increases nearly matched de- 
creases, and the net result is an overall 
increase of $118,731 to the Mayor’s budget, 
which is now $42,648,447. The department 
heads with whom we spoke are satisfied 
with the amounts allocated for their activi- 
ties. 


Here is how the final budget compares 
with the Mayor’s recommendations: 


Mayor’s Council’s 
Operations $39,784,484 $40,223,215

TOTAL $42,529,716 $42,643,447 


The single biggest increase to the opera- 
tions budget is a $100,000 addition to over- 
time accounts in the Fire Department. This 
follows one of the Mayor’s later recom- 
mendations. Since the Michigan Legisla- 
ture passed a law saying overtime must be 
paid, but did not allocate State funds to do 
so, the City must budget for the costs.’ 


The Vector Control Division of the Parks 
and Recreation Department was not funded 
in the Mayor’s budget. The Council put 
$75,000 back in to fund this activity at 
the same level as the current year. 


Since 1979 has been designated as the 
Year of the Child, the Council approved in- 
creases over the Mayor’s recommendations 
for children’s activities which the City 
helps fund. These increases brought the 
funding back near the current year’s dollar 
levels. The Council increased the City con- 
tribution to five day care centers by $53,000 
over what the Mayor proposed, for a total 
of $225,000. Tied to this increase is a 
stipulation that the City’s contract with 
each center will contain measurable ob- 
jectives and scopes of service. Our auditors 
must be able to determine whether the 
agencies are meeting the goals for which 
they reecive City money. 


Another human service agency, the Coun- 
cil for the Prevention of Child Abuse and 
Neglect, received a $37,000 increase from 
the Council. This raised their allocation 
back to the current year’s level, since the 
Mayor had recommended $5,350. 


As we all know, gasoline prices and 
availability are affecting every one of us. 
Because shortages of gasoline might cut 
down on vacation travel this summer, the 
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Council decided that local recreation ac- 
tivities could not be cut back. The budget 
for leisure centers around town was in- 
creased by $26,000 over the Mayor’s recom- 
mendation. This brings the account up to 
$76,000 and the leisure centers should pro- 
vide a lot of recreation activities for resi- 
dents in the coming year. 


The Mayor has directed that fuel con- 
servation be a priority item for City em- 
ployees. Even so, conservation will not 
offset price increases. The Council added 
a total of $50,000 to the department’s gaso- 
line budgets. Again, this followed an 
additional recommendation from the Mayor. 


Other individual increases approved by 
Council were $30,000 or less, and are in- 
cluded in the attached summary. The Coun- 
cil made four decreases in the Mayor’s 
recommended budget that totalled $326,886. 


We removed $260,000 from the Capital 
Improvement Projects budget for pre-con- 
struction activities for a new police build- 
ing. There is a current year account for 
the police building with $1 million in it. 
The administration is authorized to use this 
account for pre-construction activities up 
to the point of land acquisition. Should 
the bond issue on the police building be 
approved by the people of Lansing, pro- 
ceeds of the bond sales will provide neces- 
sary funds for acquisition and construc- 
tion, 


Another major decrease in the CIP is 
$65,000 from an account set up to fund 
miscellaneous consultant studies. The 
Council cut the account from $75,000 to 
$10,000. We ask the Administration to 
advise us of the need for studies on an 
individual basis. Should the Council agree 
with the necessity, the study will be funded. 


The Council also decided that large ac- 
counts for substantial operating expenses 
will be broken down to reflect individual 
line items. This will help determine how 
accurate budgeted amounts are for various 
costs. The Internal Auditor worked with 
the budget staff and the City Controller to 
separate departmental accounts for operat- 
ing expenses into about 175 new line items. 


Other than these few changes, the 
Mayor’s recommended budget will be adopt- 
ed. In his budget message, the Mayor pro- 
posed to provide essential services that 
implement Council policy and meet the 
needs of Lansing residents. The Council 
has commented several times that the 
Mayor’s budget is basically sound and well 
constructed. After we adopt the budget, 
the Council will monitor City spending to 
insure that things get done efficiently, and 
for the estimated cost built into the budget. 
The new City Charter expands and defines 
the responsibilities of our Internal Audit 
staff, and the Council intends to use our 
auditors as Waste Watchers. That’s 
w-a-s-t-e. The auditors will be busier than 
ever, but we hope they have nothing but 
good news to report. 


On behalf of the entire Council, I would 
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like to thank all those who helped prepare 
this budget. The departments began budget 
work last fall, the Finance Department’s 
budget staff has worked very hard, and the 
Internal Audit staff had just a few short 
weeks — to learn the budget and help the 
Council analyze it. We also appreciate the 
help of department heads who attended 
our hearings. Once again, thank you all. 


I’d also like to thank the members of 
this Council for their cooperation at last 
Thursday’s wrap-up session. Going into 
that meeting, there were many large un- 
resolved issues. I’m very hapny that we 
left that meeting with a final budget that 
minimized the concerns we had, and I’m 
grateful for the support of those com- 
promises proposed by Councilman McKane 
and myself, 


As we begin another fiscal year, I ask 
that the Council and the Administration 
move forward together to make Lansing 
the best City in the country in which to 
live, work, raise families, and enjoy life.

The following ordinance of the City of 
Lansing, Michigan, providing that the Code 
of Ordinances be amended by: 


Adding a new Article XIVA, containing 
new sections to be numbered Section 36- 
139.1 through Section 36-139.5 to said code 
to provide for the establishment of the 
boundaries for Neighborhood District Area 
No. 4; Neighborhood Development. Area 
No. 4 and a Citizen’s District Council for 
Neighborhood District Area No. 4 was 
introduced by Councilman Baker, read a 
first and second time by its title and re- 
ferred to the Committee on Physical De- 
velopment. 


By PHYSICAL DEVELOPMENT 
COMMITTEE— 


Resolved by the City Council of the City 
of Lansing: 


Whereas, the City of Lansing is under- 
taking redevelopment and housing rehabili- 
tation projects for the rehabilitation of 
blighted areas in cooperation with the 
federal government for financial assistance 
pursuant to 1945 PA 344, as amended, in 
an area known as Neighborhood Develop- 
ment Area No. 4; and 


Whereas, it is necessary to establish 
Neighborhood Development Area and Citi- 
zens’ District Area boundaries prior to 
preparing a Physical Development Plan for 
the project; and 


Whereas, it is necessary to establish a 
Citizens’ District Council to assist in the 
preparation of a Physical Development 
Plan and to fulfill the adopted Citizen Par- 
ticipation requirements according to 1945 
PA 344, as amended; and 


Whereas, 1945 PA 344, as amended, 
stipulates that no district area be desig- 
nated unless the local legislative body shall 
first hold a public hearing thereon, and 
that the method of selection of the Citizens’ 
District Council, and any appointments to 
the Citizens’ District Council by the chief 
executive officer shall be determined with 
the approval of the local legislative body 
after a public hearing has been held; and 


Whereas, the City of Lansing Charter of 
1978, Article 8, Chapter 3, §3-3038, requires

Resolved, that two public hearings be 
held at the regular meeting of City Coun- 
cil on Monday, June 25, 1979, at 7:00 p.m.

Dear President Adado and Members: 


I am pleased to announce that approval 
has been given to the City of Lansing’s 
Diamond Reo redevelopment grant appli- 
cation. The offer of grant from the Eco- 
nomic Development Administration for $1.7 
million in redevelopment funds should be 
received by the City of Lansing in just a 
few days. 


As you recall, these funds include 
$900,000 for demolition and also reimburse- 
ment to the City of Lansing for funds 
expended to purchase the remainder of the 
Diamond Reo property. In addition, money 
is available for purchase of approximately 
two (2) acres of industrial expansion prop- 
erty north of the Grand Trunk Railroad 
tracks and east of the Grand Trunk Depot. 


The grant also provided $100,000 for 
staff funding to assist the Economic De- 
velopment Corporation and $38,000 to be 
used in the labor management cooperative 
presyain through Lansing Community Col- 
ege, 


As per your resolution of April 18, 1979 
(attached), the City Clerk and I will accept 
this grant on behalf of the City of Lansing 
as soon as the offer of grant is received. 


Advertising for demolition bids will be 
in The State Journal June 2-4, and bids 
will be opened June 26, 1979. Demolition 
activities should begin by mid-July. 


I wish to recognize the tremendous 
efforts of Planning Director Alan Tubbs 
and his staff, Congressman M. Robert Carr, 
Senators Carl Levin and Donald W. Reigle, 
Jr., EDA representative James L. Col- 
lision and EDA regional director Edward 
G. Jeep in getting this grant approved. I 
also wish to commend the South Central 
Neighborhood Organization for its efforts. 
I am continuing my efforts to locate an 
appropriate user for this site which will 
provide many needed jobs and tax base for 
this community. To that end, I would re- 
quest City Council to act expeditiously to 
establish a plant rehabilitation district for 
the Diamond Reo property.

Section 1. That Chapter 36 of the Code 
of Ordinances of the City of Lansing, 
Michigan, be amended by adding a new 
Subsection (52) and a new Subsection (53) 
to Section 86-1 and by adding a new Article 
to be numbered XVII, containing Section 
86-150 through Section 36-157 inclusive, 
to read as follows: 


Sec. 86-1. Definitions. 


(562) Fence. Any fence, wall (except a 
retaining wall), sign, screen, partition or 
similar structure erected or modified on 
any yard, or any hedge, shrub, or other 
planting grown or maintained in the front 
yard, on any parcel of land which encloses 
land, divides land into distinct portions, 
separates contiguous properties, obstructs 
the passage of light or air to adjacent land 
or obstructs the vision of motorists on or 
near public roads. 


(53) Retaining Wall. A wall designed to 
hold soil or other materials secure or in 
place, usually found at or below grade of 
the highest elevation. 


ARTICLE XVII. 
FENCES AND HEDGES 
Sec. 36-156. Regulation of Fences; Pur- 


pose. In order to protect the use and 
enjoyment of residential property by pro- 
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viding for the passage of air and light; 
and in order to protect the public welfare 
and safety by providing for the safe move- 
ment of motor vehicles and pedestrians; 
and in order to enable more effective police 
and fire fighting services, it shall be un- 
lawful for any person to erect, modify, 
maintain or allow to grow any fence, as 
herein defined and located in the “A-A”’, 
A “ey a * ae “D-M”’, “D.M :1”’ and “sT)"" 
districts described in Article II of this 
Chapter and delineated accordingly upon 
the district map established pursuant to 
Section 36-4 of this Code, in violation of 
this Article. These regulations, as set forth 
in Section 36-150 through 36-157 inclusive, 
do not apply to the “D-1”’, “E”’, “E-1’’, 
er 7". “GP. Se “Fy”, oy, and 
“J” districts described in Article I of 
this Chapter and delineated accordingly 
upon the district map established pursuant 
to Section 36-4 of this Code, except when 
a residential use in the non-residential dis- 
tricts abuts another residential use. 


Sec. 36-151. Height Limits; Obstructing 
Motorists’ Vision. No fence shall be erected 
or maintained so as to materially obstruct 
the vision of motorists on adjacent streets 
or entering into adjacent streets. Fences 
subject to the regulations of this ordinance 
may be erected at a mechanically or elec- 
tronically controlled intersection with ap- 
proval of the Planning and Public Service 
Departments. 


(1) Corner Lots. No fence shall be 
erected or maintained at any height above 
three (3) feet within the triangular area

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bounded by the property lines of the cor- 
ner lot nearest the intersection of the ad- 
jacent streets and a line joining points on 
the property line twenty-five (25) feet 
from the point of intersection of the prop- 
erty lines (See Sketch 1). 


The height limit for this subsection shall 
be measured from the lowest centerline 
elevation within fifty (50) feet of the inter- 
section of the centerline of the streets 
(See Sketch 2). These requirements can

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be waived in part or whole at mechani- 
eally or electronically controlled intersec- 
tions with approval by the Planning and 
Public Service Departments, whose deci- 
sion shall be based on safety and reason- 
ableness. 


(2) Driveways. No fence shail be erected 
or maintained at any height above three (3) 
feet within either of the triangular areas 
bounded by the property line closest to 
and running parallel to the street, the 
side line of a driveway abutting the streets, 
and a straight line joining a point on the 
property line ten (10) feet from the drive- 
way side line and a point on the driveway 
side line six (6) feet from the edge of a 
sidewalk which parallels the street, if any, 
or fifteen (15) feet from the curb line, 
whichever is a greater distance from the 
street (See Sketch 8). 


(3) Exceptions. Any fence within any 
of the triangular areas established in Sub- 
section 36-151(1) and 86-151(2) above may 
be erected or maintained at a height above 
three (8) feet if the fence meets all of the 
following requirements: 


(a) The fence within the triangular area 
consists of at least 75% open spaces uni- 
formly distributed along its surface above 
a height of three (8) feet. 


(b) Vision through the fence is not 
materially obstructed from any angle so 
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as to obstruct the view of traffic on ad- 
jacent roads, or of pedestrian traffic on 
adjacent sidewalks; and 


(c) In no case shall the height of the 
fence exceed six (6) feet. 


Sec. 36-152. Residential Fences; Height 
Limits. The limitations in this section are 
applicable to all fences located in those dis- 
tricts described in Section 86-43 through 
36-47 inclusive (‘‘A-A’’, One Family Dis- 
tricts through “D’? Apartment Districts), 
and delineated on the district map estab- 
lished pursuant to Section 386-4, 


(1) Side and Rear Yards. No fence 
within the limits of any required side yard 
or rear yard shall exceed six (6) feet in 
height. Additional heights may be con- 
sidered with authorization by the Planning 
Department in such case where the abutting 
property owners do not object, and have 
submitted their position in writing to the 
Planning Department. 


(2) Front Yards, 


(a) No fence within the limits of any 
required front yard shall exceed three (8) 
feet in height except where such fence 
mects the requirements set forth in Section 
86-151(3)(a) through (c). 


(b) A fence enclosing a swimming pool 
as required by Section 9-94 of the Uniform 
Building Code which must necessarily in- 
trude into a required front yard may ex- 
ceed three (3) feet in height but shall not 
exceed six (6) feet in height. Nothing con- 
tained in this article shall be construed to 
supersede the provisions of Act 280 of the 
Public Acts of 1966 or the administrative 
rules adopted pursuant to that Act. 


Sec. 36-153. Barbed Wire; Electric 
Fences. No fence in the zoning districts 
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covered by Article XVII of this ordinance 
shall contain barbed wire or carry any 
electrical current. 


Sec. 86-154. Maintenance of Fences. It 
shall be unlawful for any owner, occupant 
or agent in charge to keep or maintain any 
fence which is unsafe or dangerous as 
those conditions are defined following: 


(1) Whenever more than 50% of the 
fence area is in need of paint or other 
minor repair. 


(2) Whenever any portion has been 
damaged by wind, flood, fire or other cause 
in such a manner that structural strength 
or stability is appreciably less than it was 
previous to such event. 


(8) Whenever any portion of structural 
member of the fence is likely to fall or to 
become detached or dislodged, or to col- 
lapse and thereby injure persons or damage 
property. 


(4) Whenever more than 10% of the 
fence area is in need of major repair. 


For the purposes of this section the fol- 
lowing definitions shall apply. 


Minor _ Repair: Repairs dealing pri- 
marily with non-structural portions of the 
fence as well as appearance. 


Major Repair: Repairs directly connect- 
ed to the structural portion of the fence. 


Sec. 36-155. Fences which are, or be~ 
come, health or safety hazards. The Plan- 
ning Department shall have the authority 
to order repaired or removed any fence, as 
herein defined, which is hazardous to the 
health or safety of the community. Sec- 
tions 86-151 and 36-154 shall be utilized as 
the basis for making such 2 decision. Upon 
finding of a fence which is a health or 
safety hazard, the Planning Department 
shall adhere to the following process: 


(1) The Planning Department, upon 
finding a fence that is a health or safety 
hazard, shall notify the property owner 
of the problem by mail or, if possible, in 
person. The property owner shall be given 
ten (10) working days to resolve the 
identified problem. 


(2) If the health or safety hazard still 
exists aften ten (10) working days, the 
Planning Department shall post the fence 
as being a health or safety hazard. A 
certified letter, return receipt requested, 
shall also be sent to the property owner 
notifying the owner of the health or safety 
hazard and of the actions necessary to 
correct the hazard and what the city will 
do if it is not corrected by a certain date. 
The owner shall be given thirty (30) days 
to resolve the identified problem. 


(3) The Planning Department shall re- 
inspect the property after thirty (30) days. 
If the identified problem still exists, the 
Planning Department shall have the fence, 
or that portion of the fence causing the 
problem repaired or removed with the cost 
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of said repair or removal being attached 
to the tax rolls for the property. 


Safety hazard shall be defined as any 
fence which is not in conformance with 
Sections 36-151 through 36-154 inclusive. 


Sec. 386-156. Appeal Process. Appeals 
from rulings by the Planning Department 
or requests for a variance based on hard- 
ship or practical difficulties can be made 
to the Zoning Board of Appeals in con- 
junction with Section 86-8 through 36-12 
of the zoning ordinance. 


Sec. 36-157. Other Code Provisions, All 
ordinances or parts of ordinances in this 
code which require fences that are incon- 
sistent with this article shall remain effec- 
tive and nothing in this article shall be 
construed to limit the authority or power 
granted elsewhere in this code to any city 
department, board or commission to require 
fences in appropriate circumstances which 
deviate from the requirements of this 
article. 


Section 2. All ordinances or parts of 
ordinances inconsistent with the provisions 
hereof are hereby repealed. 


Section 8. This ordinance shall take effect 
thirty (30) days from its passage unless 
given immediate effect by the City Council.

On February 18, 1979, Mr. Pielemier 
submitted a claim to the City of Lansing 
for damages sustained to a shock absorber 
on his vehicle as he crossed a railroad 
track on Cavanaugh Road just west of 
Ayrelius Road on January 10, 1979. A 
bill for the repair in the amount of $141.19 
was appended to the claim. 


Information received from the Public 
Service Department indicates that the 
planks in the railroad crossing were un- 
even and are scheduled for replacement 
this summer. The Public Service Depart- 
ment also advised that Conrail owns the 
railroad tracks and bedding. 


Under Michigan law the Railroad Grade 
Crossings Act. 1921 PA 270, MCLA 460.1 
et seg; MSA 22.761 et seq. provides that 
the party owning the railroad is responsible 
for maintaining and repairing the railroad 
track and road bed. In pertinent part, 
MCLA 469.1 reads as follows: 


“The parties owning railroad tracks 
crossing any public highway at grades 
shall improve, if necessary, and there- 
after maintain, renew and repair all rail- 
road roadbed and track and railroad 
culverts within the confines of the high- 
way, and the servicing lines between the 
rails and for a distance outside the rails 
of one foot beyond the end of the ties.” 


In view of the foregoing, it is the recom- 
mendation of this office that Mr. Piele- 
mier’s claim be denied and he be advised to 
seek reimbursement from the owner of the 
railroad track.

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Dear Mayor and Council: 


On April 5, 1979, Ms. Cindy Pieske, 6384 
S. Hayford, Lansing, Michigan, submitted 
a claim to the City of Lansing for damages 
sustained to her automobile on March 25, 
1979, when she was involved in a single 
car accident on South Pennsylvania at 
the Pennsylvania Avenue viaduct. Accord- 
ing to the claimant and the police accident 
report, the claimant was traveling north- 
bound on Pennsylvania approaching the 
viaduct and as she approached the crest of 
a hill located immediately south of the via- 
duct, she observed a police vehicle in the 
process of making a U-turn blocking the 
northbound lane. The police vehicle was 
responding to another accident on South 
Pennsylvania in the south bound lanes. 
The road conditions were very icy and 
snowy. The claimant successfully avoided 
striking the police vehicle, however, in 
doing so she struck the viaduct. The 
amount of the claim represents the pur- 
chase price of the vehicle which was totaled 
according to an estimate prepared by 
Curtis Ford, Ine. 


Under provisions of the Michigan No 
Fault Act, being MCLA 500.3181 et seq; 
MSA 24.1301 et seq., the owner of a motor 
vehicle must look to her own insurance 
carrier for compensation when the vehicle 
sustains property damage during the course 
of its operation regardless of whose fault 
the accident was. Unfortunately, in such 
a situation as this the claimant no longer 
has a remedy at law against the owner of 
the other motor vehicle even though that 
vehicle may have caused the accident. Fur- 
thermore, it is likely that the doctrine of 
governmental immunity would immunize 
the City of Lansing from liability since 
there is no evidence presented of a negli- 
gent operation of a motor vehicle on be- 
half of the police officer and the turn was 
in the course of conducting a governmental 
function. 


Although this office is not without sym- 
pathy for the claimant, especially since 
she destroyed her vehicle while success- 
fully avoiding an accident with a police 
vehicle responding to an accident, it is 
the recommendation of this office from a 
legal perspective that the claim be denied.

Re: Claim of Harold Tillman in the 
amount of $309.80 


Dear Mayor and Council: 


On February 5, 1979, Mr. Harold Till- 
man, 3424 Burchfield, Lansing, Michigan, 
submitted a claim for $309.80 to reimburse 
him for the cost of cleaning up damages 
and replacing carpet caused by a sewer 
backup at his home on January 20, 1979. 
Of the total claim, approximately $220.00 
represents the costs of labor with the 
balance being attributed to the replacement 
cost of damaged carpeting. 


Information received by the Public Ser- 
vice Department indicates that Mr. Till- 
man’s own sewer line running from his 
house to the main line froze. According 
to the Public Service Department, the 
cause was attributed to the shallow depth 
at which the line was laid. This problem 
is peculiar to approximately seven (7) 
houses and nine (9) vacant lots in the im- 
mediate vicinity of claimant’s home. Ac- 
cording to Public Service, the only practical 
solution to this problem would be to recon- 
struct the existing sanitary sewer at a 
lower depth and install a pumping station 
at a total cost of approximately $250,000 
to the City. 


MCLA 691.1407; MSA 8.996(107) provides 
that municipalities shall be immune from 
tort liability in instances where the munici- 
pality is engaged in the exercise or dis- 
charge of a governmental function. In the 
instant case, it is clear that construction, 
operation and maintenance of a sewage 
system by the City of Lansing constitutes 
a governmental function. 


Although the equities attending this 
claimant’s peculiar situation may justify 
financial remuneration, it is the obligation 
of this office to recommend from a legal 
viewpoint that the claim of Mr. Tillman 
be denied based upon the application of the 
doctrine of governmental immunity.

On May 15, 1979, Mr. John Ricci of 
7882 Friend Road, Portland, Michigan, sub- 
mitted a claim in the amount of $25.95 
to the City of Lansing for damage al- 
legedly sustained to his shoe as a result 
of stepping on a four inch metal object 
protruding from the sidewalk abutting 
Washtenaw Street. The claimant indicated 
the mishap ruined one shoe and he re- 
quests compensation for the purchase price 
of the shoes. 


Mr. Robert Backus, Public Service Direc- 
tor, has advised this office that their in- 
vestigation disclosed Mr. Ricci tripped over 
the remains of either an iron traffic or 
parking sign post which had been broken 
off on the sidewalk. This post was removed 
approximately 214 hours after the City 
received notice of the incident. Mr. Backus 
also reported that his Department had no 
prior knowledge of this stub, nor had it 
received any previous calls regarding this 
condition. 


Under Michigan law, a municipality is 
immune from liability for injuries or 
damages caused by defective sidewalks un- 
less the municipality knew or should have 
known through the exercise of reasonable 
diligence of the existence of the defect and 
had a reasonable time in which to repair 
the defect. In this instance, it is undis- 
puted that the City had no prior knowledge 
of this condition, nor is there any indica- 
tion that the City should have known of 
the condition. 


RFased upon the foregoing, it is the 
recommendation of this office, from a legal 


viewpoint, that the claim of Mr. Ricci be 
denied.

Dear Mayor and Council: 


On February 6, 1979, Ms. McDaniel 
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notified the City of her claim which arose 
from an alleged improper arrest and de- 
tention on January 28, 1979. On that date, 
Ms. McDaniel was stopped by Michigan 
State Troopers for a traffic violation. Dur- 
ing the course of the stop, the officer re- 
ceived information on Ms. McDaniels that 
she had an outstanding warrant for her 
arrest dated June, 1977. The officer had 
her vehicle towed and then transported Ms. 
McDaniel to the Lansing Police Depart- 
ment. A few hours later the claimant was 
released after posting bond. The amount 
of $17.00 represents the money claimant 
expended for towing fees in recovering 
her car. 


Investigation by this office’ discloses 
that an unknown employee or employees 
in the 54-A District Court inadvertantly 
failed to cancel the warrant for Ms. Me- 
Daniel’s arrest issued in June of 1977. 


Under Michigan law, governmental agen- 
cies are protected by the doctrine of govern- 
mental immunity when an employee or 
official makes a clerical or ministerial error. 
The district Court is such an agency. How- 
ever, the doctrine of governmental im- 
munity does not attach to the particular 
employee or official who commits a minis- 
terial mistake which injuries another party. 
MCLA 691.1407; MSA 3.996(107); Arm- 
strong v Ross Township, 82 Mich 77 (1978). 
Therefore, the City of Lansing would not 
be liable, however, the individual employee 
or employees would be liable for the incon- 
venience suffered by Ms. McDaniel. 


Although the City of Lansing is not 
legally liable for the claim of Ms. McDaniel, 
it is the recommendation of this office that 
the City award Ms. McDaniel’s claim for 
$17.00 and secure a release against the 
City of Lansing, the 54-A District Court 
and its employees to void the possibility 
of future litigation which would undoubt- 
edly lead to greater expense to the City.

Dear Mayor and Council: 


In July of 1978 claimant alleges she 
contacted the Forestry Division of the 
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Parks Department about cutting a large 
limb from a maple tree located in front 
of 508 Westmoreland in the City right of 
way. Claimant further alleges that the 
limbs blew down from the tree on Decem- 
ber 27, 1978, and remained there until 
March 1, 1979. In March of 1979 she claims 
that the Forestry Division cut other limbs 
from the same tree and damaged her lawn 
in the process of removing those cut limbs. 
The claimant requests that her lawn be 
restored to the condition it was in prior to 
actions taken by the Forestry Division. 


Contrary to the allegations made by 
claimant, the Forestry Division has no 
record indicating claimant made a call to 
their department in July of 1978 or on 
December 27, 1978. The records do indi- 
cate that on March 8, 1979, during a rou- 
tine inspection, the trimming crew observed 
that the tree had a badly rotted limb. Mr. 
Schuitman, Assistant Forestry Supervisor, 
contacted the claimant and explained why 
the limb should be removed. On March 
16, 1979, the limb was removed over claim- 
ant’s objections. 


Subsequently, on April 2, 1979, Mrs. 
Nichols complained about the condition of 
her lawn after the Department had removed 
the limb. George Thompson, Forestry 
Supervisor, along with David Phillips, 
Superintendent of Forestry, both inspected 
the lawn and found no damage. Mrs. Gotts 
of 1330 N. Genesee called the Forestry Divi- 
sion and corroborated the fact that the 
crew did not damage the lawn. 


Aside from the factual disputes involved, 
the above situation gives rise to two legal 
issues: 


1) Did the City have an obligation to 
remove the limbs? 


2) Is the City liable for damage result- 
ing from the removal of the limbs? 


Answering the first question, Michigan 
statute MCLA 691.1402; MSA 38.996(102) 
provides that a governmental agency must 
maintain its highways in reasonable repair 
so that they are reasonably safe and con- 
venient for public travel. However, Miller 
v City of Detroit, 156 Mich 680; 121 NW 
490 (1909), says the duty to maintain im- 
poses no duty upon a City to trim trees 
growing between the sidewalk and the 
curb in a public street. See also Holland v 
County of Allegan, 316 Mich 134, 187 
(1946). Therefore, even if the City did 
fail to remove a defective limb in the in- 
stant case, the City would not be liable 
for damage caused to claimant’s lawn by 
the limb when it fell since it had no duty 
to remove the limb. 


Looking to the second question, MCLA 
691.1407; MSA _ 3.966(107) provides for 
immunity from tort liability in cases 
where the governmental agency is engaged 
in the exercise of a governmental function. 
Beauchamp v Saginaw Township, 74 Mich 
App 44; 2583 NW2d 355 (1977) states that 
the test of what constitutes a governmental 
function: 
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“Is whether the act is for the common 
good of all without the element of spe- 
cial corporate benefit or pecuniary 
profit.” 


The trimming and maintenance of trees 
along city right of way is such a govern- 
mental function. 


Based upon the Michigan statutes and 
the cases cited, this office concludes as a 
matter of law that even if the damage 
alleged by claimant occurred because the 
City had no duty to remove the limbs and 
because the removal of the limbs, once 
undertaken, constituted a governmental 
function subject to governmental immunity, 
no liability was incurred. It is therefore 
the recommendation of this office that this 
claim be denied.

Attached is a plan to improve traffic cir- 
culation in the residential aareas of the 
west side. The traffic situation on the resi- 
dential streets in the west side has been 
a cause of concern for quite some time. 
There have been numerous complaints re- 
garding increase in traffic noise, vibration, 
and dust and fears for the safety of the 
children. Assisted by the City staff, the 
citizens of the area proposed a plan to 
reduce the incidence of through movement 
of traffic acros sthe residential areas. This 
joint effort which continued for several 
months resulted in the plan being sub- 
mitted with this letter. 


During this period several departments 
of the City and other agencies likely to be 
impacted by the plan were contacted to 
review the draft of the plan and provide 
their comments. The attached plan reflects 
the input from agencies such as: Local 602 
UAW, Fisher Body, Capitol Area Transpor- 
tation Authority, Lansing School District, 
Lansing Police, Fire, Public Service and 
Planning Departments, Tri-County Re- 
gional Planning Commission and the Lan- 
sing Planning and Traffic Boards. 


Approvals 


The attached plan has been approved by 
the Traffic Board and their recommenda- 
tions are also attached. The plan, in con- 
cept, has also been approved by the Plan- 
ning Board. 


The River Island District I Circulation 
Committee has also approved the plan, but 
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without any traffic diverter on Jenison near 
Genesee Street. However, this diverter has 
been recommended by the Traffic Board, 
Planning Board and the Transportation 
Advisory Committee to be installed on the 
west side of Jenison South of Genesee 
prohibiting southbound traffic movement at 
that point. This recommendation was the 
result of serious concerns expressed by the 
residents of the Jenison Street area over 
increasing traffic on their street. 


Implementation 


The Traffic Control measures recommend- 
ed in this plan when approved are proposed 
to be implemented first at an interim 
leve] for a minimum of 120 days, beginning 
August 1, 1979. During this period, the 
staff would evaluate the performance of 
the Traffic Control measures by conduct- 
ing opinion polls of the residents and tak- 
ing traffic counts. At the end of the 
period, a recommendation would be made 
to you by the Transportation Advisory 
Committee either to continue the measure 
and approve for permanent installation 
or to discontinue the whole thing. This 
recommendation would be based upon the 
input from the Traffic Board, Planning 
and the citizens. 


In summary, the implementation would 
be per attached management plan (exhibit

would not be installed until August 1, 1979, 
due to non availability of the needed equip- 
ment.

During the Regular Session of City 
Council on May 29, Councilman Richard 
Baker took lengthy time to discuss: 


— An injury received by an employee 
working on Solid Waste Pick Up 
Vehicle; 


—A change recommended by the Safety 
Director pertaining to the starter but- 
tons on the above mentioned type 
vehicles; 


— Disciplinary action for those employees 
wp failed to abide by the safety 
rules ; 


— The lack of authority given to the 
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Safety Director, which prohibits him 
from stopping action of jobs under- 
way, which did not meet safety stand- 
ards; 


-—- The question of why the Mayor did not 
issue an executive order requiring the 
use of seat belts by all employees 
driving City vehicles. 


During his oratory, the Councilman ad- 
vised you, and the general public, that the 
injured employee, in fact, was at fault, 
but erroneously said that the Safety Direc- 
tor had advised the Public Service Depart- 
ment ‘“‘six months before the accident” to 
install a new system of starter buttons 
which would require two hands of an em- 
ployee to start the bin section of the Solid 
Waste Truck in operation, and he ques- 
tioned why the Public Service Department 
was delaying over that period making the 
alterations. The Safety Director person- 
ally advised me that he did not recommend 
the change before the accident, but he did 
so after the accident. He, further, stated 
that the employee violated the rules of 
reaching into the bin after grinding 
motion had already commenced, and that 
since some employees are not prone to 
follow the established rules and standards, 
the change he was recommending would 
eliminate employee errors. Furthermore, 
the Public Service Director has advised that 
the recommended changes are taking place. 


Regarding disciplinary action for safety 
rule violations, please be advised that there 
is a disciplinary procedure and that it has 
been in effect for years. 


During his oration, the Councilman indi- 
cated that the Safety Director had no au- 
thorization to stop a job where safety rules 
were being violated. This is not a fact. 
The Safety Director has stopped projects 
and will continue to do so when the need 
arises. For example, on December 2, 1976, 
the Safety Director stopped a job in the 
City Hall-Circuit Court lobby, a job in- 
volving scaffolding, which he advised did 
not meet safety standards. The job in ques- 
tion was not resumed until proper equip- 
ment was rented by the City. 


The matter of uniforms (jump suits) 
for employees working on Solid Waste Ve- 
hicles has been, for some reason or other, 
almost a mania with the Councilman. In 
the past, he recommended an expenditure 
of some thousands of dollars to you for 
such jump suits. City Council voted down 
the recommendation. In short, what Coun- 
cilman Baker could not achieve on his own, 
is now attempting to drop in my lap, some- 
thing I will not accept, inasmuch as you 
have already made a policy decision on the 
matter. 


Now to the seat belt question, or what 
should be properly termed Vehicle Occupant 
Restraint System. Here, again, Council- 
man Baker is attempting to drop a failure 
of City Council into my lap. More than 
21 months ago, the Safety Director pro- 
posed to you that this matter be policy 
established by City Council, the only 
exemption from such policy, I conclude, 
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would be those divisions operating emer- 
gency vehicles. The recommended policy 
on the use of Vehicle Occupant Restraint 
Systems was taken from the policy of the 
Michigan Department of Labor, and it in- 
cluded “all occupants of a motor vericle 
being used on City business, whether 
the vehicle is City owned or privately 
owned ...”. Disciplinary Guidelines were 
included. City Council requested’ the 
opinion of various departments. As far as 
I can determine, City Council went no 
further, because apparently the recom- 
mendation of the Safety Director ‘‘never 
really saw the light of day” and the matter 
is still buried some where within your 
confines. 


Personally, I did not believe that Council- 
man Baker meant to mislead you or the 
general public. I conclude that he did not 
know any better. For example, Safety 
matters have been a part of this City for 
years and will continue to be a part. 


Upon taking office in April, 1969, I es- 
tablished the Mayor’s Committee on High- 
way Road and Street Safety, a committee 
which was composed of a _ representative 
from each of the following: Area wide Law 
Enforcement Agencies, including the Lan- 
sing Police Department, Michigan State 
Police, East Lansing Police Department, 
Ingham County and Eaton County Sheriff 
Departments; Lansing Public Service De- 
partment; Michigan Department of State 
Highways; Ingham County and Eaton 
County Road Commissions; Lansing Traffic 
Department; Greater Lansing Safety Com- 
mission; and Michigan State University, 
as an idea of some of the representation. 


After taking office, I established an Ac- 
cident Committee and Safety Committee. 
In the mid 1970’s, I recommended to you, 
and you approved my recommendation, that 
there be established an Office of Safety 
Director and I appointed Robert W. Pohl 
to serve as Safety Director, a position he 
still holds. Today, the safety program is 
structured around a system of Safety 
Committees. 


The department level committees consist 
of equal representation of employees and 
supervisors and are chaired by the depart- 
ment safety coordinator. Committees of 
this type exist in the following depart- 
ments: 


Central Garage 

Fire 

Parks and Recreation 
Public Service—Traffic 


These committees meet monthly to review 
all reported personal injury and _ vehicle 
accidents and recommends corrective meas- 
ures to prevent future incidents. 


The City’s recordable injury incidence 
rate (number of cases/100 employees/year) 
for 1977 was 14.88 and for 1978 was 12.46. 
This compares to a national average rate 
of 15.58 for Public Administration and 
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Government as reported by the National 
Safety Council. 


Mr. Pohl further reports that since his 
department was established, all department 
heads have responded to both his and 
OSHA’s safety recommendations in a timely 
manner. It is interesting to note that there 
appears to be numerous abuses of the work- 
men’s compensation act primarily precipi- 
tated by “case law’? which has turned the 
comp act into a piece of social legislation. 
Claims approved in the main are not based 
on loss of wages, but rather on the “em- 
ployee’s inability to return to the type of 
work he was doing at the time injury 
occurred.” To further illustrate this point, 
we have one former employee named 
Andrew Christle who was a truck driver in 
Public Service Department and, on April 
17, 1972, he was awarded a comp payment 
by the Bureau of Worker’s Disability Com- 
pensation in the amount of $120.00 per 
week, In addition, he is collecting Duty 
Disability Retirement, Veteran’s Disability 
and Social Security. In other words, his 
total income from these cources alone ex- 
ceeds $12,000 annually, all of which is 
tax free. 


In checking with all the major line de- 
partment heads at our weekly meeting, 
they have nothing in writing or on file 
from the Safety Director that has not been 
either complied with or in the process of 
being complied with. 


Further, disciplinary action is a part 
of the overall safety program. Numerous 
reprimands have been written and the 
existing Ordinance, Section 2-102, gives the 
Safty Director all the necessary responsi- 
bility and enforcement powers. 


Criticism, for criticism sake, is of no 
value. The criticism, for criticism sake, 
recently heaped on various persons and de- 
partments within the Administration, by 
the Councilman in question, has once 
again, as it has in the past, resulted in 
numerous hours of effort having to be 
expended on research, meetings and pro- 
viding a response, As in the past, the 
Councilman is once again wrong, and has 
led everyone on another wild goose chase. 
The wasted hours, amounting to hundreds 
of dollars in time, could have been spent on 
constructive matters. I REQUEST YOUR 
ATTENTION TO THIS LATTER AP- 
PROACH.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF

The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That Chapter 2 of the Code 
of Ordinances of the City of Lansing, 
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Michigan, be amended by adding a new 
article to be numbered Article XIV, which 
includes Sections 2-125 and 2-126, inclusive, 
to read as follows: 


ARTICLE XIV 


ACQUIISITION AND DISPOSITION 
OF REAL PROPERTY 


_Pursuant to Section 8-403 of the Lan- 
sing City Charter, the City of Lansing 
ordains: 


Section 2-125. Acquisition of Real Prop. 
erty. No interest in real property may be 
acquired by the City of Lansing without 
the affirmative vote of a majority of the 
City Council members serving. 


(a) Declaration of Policy on Acquisition 
of Real Property. 


In order to encourage and expedite the 
acquisition of real property by agreements 
with owners, to avoid litigation and relieve 
congestion in the courts, to assure con- 
sistent treatment for owners in many City 
programs, and to promote public confidence 
in City land acquisition practices, the 
Mayor and heads of City departments, divi- 
sions, and agencies shall, to the greatest 
extent practicable, be guided by the fol- 
lowing policies: 


(1) The Mayor or designated head of a 
City department, division or agency shall 
make every reasonable effort to acquire 
expeditiously real property by negotiation. 


(2) Real property shall be appraised 
before the initiation of negotiations to pur- 
chase. The owner or his designated repre- 
sentative shall be given an opportunity to 
accompany the appraiser during his in- 
spection of the property. 


(8) Before the initiation of negotintions 
for real property, the Mayor or designated 
head of the City department, division, or 
agency concerned shall establish an amount 
which he believes to be just compensation 
therefore and shall make a prompt offer to 
acquire the property for the full amount 
so established. In no event shall such 
amount be less than the department’s, divi- 
sion’s, or agency’s approved appraisal of 
the fair market value of such property, 
except as is provided under Section l(e) 
hereof which pertains to exchanges, dona- 
tions, gifts and dealings with publicly 
held properties. Any decrease or increase 
in the fair market value of real property 
prior to the date of valuation caused by 
the public improvement, use, or purpose 
for which such property is acquired or by 
the likelihood that the property would be 
acquired for such improvement, use or 
purpose, other than that due to physical 
deterioration within the reasonable control 
of the owner, will be disregarded in deter- 
mining the compensation for the property. 
The Mayor or designated head of the City 
department, division, or agency concerned 
shall provide the owner of real property 
to be acquired with a written statement 
of, and summary of the basis for, the 
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amount established as just compensation. 
Where appropriate the just compensation 
for the real property acquired and for 
damages to remaining real property shall 
be separately stated. 


(4) No owner shall be required to sur- 
render possession of real property before 
the City pays the agreed purchase price in 
the prescribed manner, or deposits with the 
court for the benefit of the owner, an 
amount not less, than the approved ap- 
praisal of the fair market value of such 
property, or the amount of the awards of 
compensation in the condemnation proceed- 
ings for such property. 


(5) The construction or development of 
a public improvement, purpose, or use, 
shall be so scheduled that, to the greatest 
extent practicable, no person lawfully oc- 
cupying real property shall be required to 
move from a dwelling or to move a busi- 
ness or other operation, without at least 
ninety days written notice from the City, 
of the date by which such move is required. 


(6) If the City permits an owner or 
tenant to occupy real property acquired on 
a rental basis for a short term or for a 
period subject to termination on short 
notice, the amount of rent required shall 
not exceed the fair rental value of the 
property to a short-term occupant, 


(7) In no event shall be City either 
advance the time of condemnation, or defer 
negotiations or condemnation and the de- 
posit of funds in court for the use of the 
owner, or take any other action coercive in 
nature, in order to compel an agreeznent on 
the price to be paid for the property. 


(8) If any interest in real property is 
to be acquired by exercise of the power 
of eminent domain, the City shall institute 
formal condemnation proceedings, through 
the Department of Law or approval of the 
Council. Neither the Mayor nor designated 
City department, division, or agency head 
shall intentionally make it necessary for 
an owner to institute legal proceedings to 
prove the fact of the taking of his real 
property. 


(9) If the acquisition of only part of a 
property would leave its owner with an 
uneconomic remnant, the City shall offer 
to acquire the entire property. 


(b) Buildings, Structures, and Improve- 
ments. 


(1) Notwithstanding any other provision 
of law, if the City acquires, on its behalf, 
any interest in real property, it shall ac- 
quire at least an equal interest in all 
buildings, structures, or other improve- 
ments located upon the real property so 
acquired and which it requires to be re- 
moved from such real property or which 
it determines will be adversely affected by 
the use to which such real property will be 
put. 


(2) (a) For the purpose of determining 
the just compensation to be paid for any 
building, structure, or other improvement 
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acquired pursuant to subsection 1(b)(1) of 
this section, such building, structure, or 
other improvement shall be deemed to be 
a part of the real property to be acquired 
notwithstanding the right or obligation of 
a tenant, as against the owner of any other 
interest in real property, to remove such 
building, structure, or improvement at the 
expiration of his term, and the fair market 
value which such building, structure, or 
improvement contributes to the fair market 
value of the real property to be acquired, 
or the fair market value of such building, 
structure, or improvement for removal 
from the real property, whichever is the 
hea shall be paid to the tenant there- 
or. 


(b) Payment under this subsection shall 
not result in duplication of any payments 
otherwise authorized by law. No such pay- 
ment shall be made unless the owner of the 
land involved disclaims all interest_in the 
improvements of the tenant. In considera- 
tion for any such payment, the tenant 
shall assign, transfer, and release to the 
City all his right, title, and interest in and 
to such improvements. Nothing in this sub- 
section shall be construed to deprive the 
tenant of any rights to reject payment 
under this subsection and to obtain pay- 
ment for such property interests in accord- 
ance with applicable law, other than this 
subsection. 


(c) Expenses Incidental to Transfer of 
Title. 


The Mayor or designated head of a City 
department, division, or agency, as soon as 
practicable after the date of payment of 
the purchase price or the date of deposit 
in court of funds to satisfy the award of 
compensation in a condemnation proceed- 
ing to acquire real property, whichever is 
the earlier, shall reimburse the owner, to 
the extent fair and reasonable, for expenses 
he incurred necessarily for: 


(1) Recording fees, transfer taxes and 
Similar expenses incidental to conveying 
such real property to the City. 


(2) Penalty costs for prepayment of any 
preexisting recorded mortgage entered into 
in good faith encumbering such real prop- 
erty; and 


(3) The pro rata portion of real property 
taxes paid which are allocable to a period 
subsequent to the date of vesting title in 
the City or the effective date of possession 
of such real property by the City as deter- 
mined by a court or in the condemnation 
agreement, whichever date is the earlier. 


(d) Litigation Expenses. 


The Mayor or designated head of any 
City department, division, or agency which 
has instituted a condemnation proceeding 
to acquire real property is authorized to 
comply with the order of a court of appro- 
priate jurisdiction as such order pertains 
to reimbursing the owner of real property 
for his reasonable costs, disbursements, and 
expenses of litigation, including reasonable 
and/or statutory attorney fees, appraisal 
fees, and engineering fees, actually in- 
curred because of such proceeding.

(e) Exchanges, Donations, Gifts, and 
Dealings with Publicly-Held Properties. 


(1) In cases wherein real property is 
acquired in exchange, or with no or a 
reduced monetary consideration for other 
real property owned by the City, the Mayor 
or designated City department, division or 
agency concerned shall obtain an appraisal 
of the property to be acquired and an ap- 
praisal of the property to be disposed. The 
monetary consideration to be paid by either 
the owner of real property or the City shall 
be the difference between the appraisals, 
unless the owner of real property elects, 
after being provided a full and complete 
written statement as to the value differen- 
tial, to release the City from making a pay- 
ment of the value differential. In cases 
where the real property being disposed of 
by the City is greater in value than the 
real property it is acquiring, the owner of 
the real property to be acquired shall remit 
to the City the value differential. All ex- 
changes shall also be subject to other 
requirements relating to the disposal of 
City-owned real property found in Sec- 
tion 2 hereof. 


(2) In cases wherein owners of real 
property desire to donate or give real prop- 
erty to the City for private philanthropic 
reasons or tax considerations, the Mayor or 
designated City department, division or 
agency concerned shall request the City 
Assessor to establish a value for such 
donated real property, and shall provide a 
written report estimating closing and in- 
cidental expenses, anticipated development 
costs, if any, and anticipated annual main- 
tenance costs, This information will be 
submitted to the Mayor for his review and 
recommendation to the City Council as to 
the acceptance or rejection of the real 
property proposed to be donated to the 
City. The City Council shall determine 
whether or not to accept the proposed dona- 
tion by resolution. A failure to act shall 
be deemed rejection of the offer. 


(3) In cases wherein real property is to 
be acquired from public entities, the Mayor 
or designated City department, division or 
agency shall obtain an appraisal of the real 
property to establish its fair market value. 
Acquisition, in such cases, may be accom- 
plished at a purchase price less than the 
established fair market value, provided 
mutual agreement is reached by the public 
entity and the City department, division, 
or agency concerned. Real property under 
the jurisdictional control of the Board of 
Water and Light, which is no longer re- 
quired for purposes of its operation, may 
be transferred to another City department, 
division, or agency upon written consent 
of the Board of Water and Light and ac- 
ceptance by the Mayor. In such event, if 
the real property was purchased by the 
Board of Water and Light, the actual pur- 
chase price, plus cost incidental to transfer 
of title, shall be the compensation paid to 
the Board of Water and Light unless other- 
wise agreed. The Mayor shall initiate a 
resolution for City Council approval, trans- 
ferring jurisdiction to the user department, 
division or agency. If such real property 
is not necessary for City use by any City 
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department, division, or agency, it may be 
returned to the tax rolls under a method 
prescribed by the Mayor. 


(4) In cases wherein real property is to 
be acquired from entities exempt from the 
City’s use of the power of eminent domain, 
the Mayor or designated City department, 
division, or agency concerned shall obtain 
an appraisal to establish the fair market 
value of the real property to be acquired. 
The fair market value so established shall 
be utilized as the basis of negotiation with 
the non-condemnable entity. After nego- 
tiations, and upon reaching a purchase 
price that is tentatively acceptable to the 
non-condemnable entity and the City, the 
head of the City department, division, or 
agency concerned shall obtain Mayor and 
City Council approval of said purchase 
price, prior to the issuance of a formal 
offer to purchase said real property. 


(f) Miscellaneous Provisions Regarding 
Acquisition Procedures and Practices. 


(1) The Mayor shall designate which 
City department, division, or agency shall 
be responsible to him for the implementa- 
tion of the necessary acquisition procedures 
pertaining to any real property acquisition 
to be undertaken. 


(2) The City department, division, or 
agency designated by the Mayor shall pro- 
ceed to acquire real property pursuant to 
this ordinance provided that: 


(a) The City Council has, by ordinance 
or resolution, approved the public use or 
purpose which necessitates the proposed 
acquisition; and 


(b) The Planning Board has completed 
and placed on file with the City Council a 
review pursuant to the Municipal Planning 
Act, being Public Act 285 of 19381 as 
amended, which supports the proposed 
acquisition; and the City Council has not 
rejected said review; and 


(c) The City Council has appropriated 
adequate funds to enable the proposed ac- 
quisition to be accomplished. 


(3) The Mayor shall establish such 
procedures as he deems necessary to protect 
the City in the hiring of real estate ap- 
praisers, title companies, review appraisers, 
and/or acquisition agents to be employed 
by various City departments, divisions, or 
agencies in the process of acquiring real 
property. 


4) The purchase price to be paid as just 
compensation for a parcel of real property 
to be acquired by the Mayor or designated 
City department, division, or agency on 
behalf of the City shall be established by 
the appraisal process set forth in Sections 
1(a)(2) and 1(a)(8) hereof. In the event 
negotiations with the owner of real prop- 
erty result in a proposed purchase price 
which is higher than the fair market value 
established by the appraisal process, the 
Mayor or his designee shall determine 
whether or not it is in the best interests 
of the City to either: 
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(a) Authorize the City department, divi- 
sion or agency concerned to complete the 
proposed transaction at the negotiated pur- 
chase price, thus avoiding litigation and its 
associated costs; or 


(b) Direct the Department of Law to 
initiate condemnation proceedings. 


Section 2-126. Disposition of Real Prop- 
erty. 


(a) Declaration of Policy on Disposition 
of Real Property. 


In order to protect the interest of the 
City, to assure fairness and consistency in 
the disposition of interests in real property 
owned by the City, to encourage and maxi- 
mize development and redevelopment oppor- 
tunities and programs of the City, and to 
promote public confidence in City land dis- 
position practices, the Mayor and heads of 
City departments, divisions, and agencies 
shall, to the greatest extent practicable, be 
guided by the following policies. 


(1) All proposed sales of real property 
with an appraised value of $50,000 or more 
shall be subject to a public hearing to be 
conducted by the City Council. Complete 
documentation on the details of the sale of 
real property with an appraised value of 
$50,000 or more shall be placed on file in 
the Office of the City Clerk for at least 
thirty (30) days prior to the public hear- 
ing. A notice of the proposed sale and the 
date, time and place of the public hearing 
shall be printed in a newspaper with gen- 
eral local circulation at least ten (10) days 
prior to the public hearing date. The City 
Council will not act on the proposed sale 
for a period of at least one (1) week after 
the date of the public hearing. The docu- 
mentation filed in the Office of the City 
Clerk for public inspection prior to the 
public hearing shall include a statement 
detailing the lack of necessity of the real 
property for public purposes. The require- 
ments in this subsection do not apply to 
sales of real property to be sold for less 
than $50,000. 


(2) Sales of interest in real property 
shall conform with the provisions of the 
Lansing City Charter. 


(3) The Mayor and heads of City depart- 
ments, divisions, or agencies shall establish 
procedures to promote the sale of real prop- 
erty deemed unnecessary for City opera- 
tions or available or to be available for 
development or redevelopment opportunities 
through City redevelopment operations. 


(4) The Mayor and heads of City depart- 
ments, divisions, or agencies may utilize 
all valid disposal methods, including public 
auction, sealed bid, listing with real estate 
firms, or direct negotiation, which will 
assist in the sale of real property. 


(b) Board of Water and Light Real 
Property. 


(1) Any interest in real property which 
is being used or occupied by the Board of

Water and Light, or which indicates in the 
deed that the real property was acquired 
for the purposes of the Board of Water 
and Light, shall not be sold without the 
approval of the Board of Water and Light, 
and all such sales will be subject to the 
approval of six (6) City Council members 
and the limitations on the sale of real 
property by the City as set forth in the 
City Charter. | 


(c) Park, Recreation, Cemetery, or 
Waterfront Land. 


(1) No park, recreation, cemetery, or 
waterfront land may be sold without the 
approval, by a majority vote, of the elec- 
tors of the City voting on the question at 
a regular or special election. 


(2) The Mayor shall cause to be pre- 
pared a written inventory of all real prop- 
erty subject to the provision of section (1.) 
of this subsection. Said inventory shall be 
prepared and filed with the City Clerk and 
City Council within one (1) year of the 
effective date of this ordinance. As real 
property is acquired, the Mayor shall desig- 
nate whether or not it shall be added to the 
written inventory subject to the require- 
ment of section (1) of this subsection. 


(d) Severance Clause. The provisions of 
this article are declared to be severable and 
if any section, sentence, clause or phrase 
of this article shall for any reason be held 
to be invalid or unconstitutional, such de- 
cision shall not affect the validity of the 
remaining sections, sentences, clauses and 
phrases of this article but they shall remain 
in effect, it being the legislative intent that 
this article shall stand notwithstanding the 
validity of any part. 


Section 2. All ordinances or parts of 
ordinances inconsistent with the provisions 
hereof are hereby repealed. 


Section 8. This ordinance shall take 
effect thirty days from date of passage 
unless given immediate effect by the City 
Council.

Dear Mr. President and Members: 


On Monday, June 4, 1978, Mrs. Henrietta 
Stebbins presented to this City Council a 
petition regarding the Diamond Reo build- 
ings. The petition was purported to con- 
tain over 1,100 signatures and read, “We, 
the undersigned, are in total support of the 
historic preservation of the structurally 
sound buildings ... the Reo Motor Car Co. 
Administration, Engineering and Reo Club- 
house—especially the Clubhouse.” The pe- 
tition was referred to my office. 


I wish to point out to the members of 
this City Council that over 330 of those sig- 
natures were from persons who do not live 
in this City—persons who do not live near 
those crumbling ruins and who do not have 
that safety hazard, that eyesore at their 
back doors. Further, the petition alleges 
that the buildings are sound. I wish to 
quote from the Smith, Hinchman, Grylls 
study on that matter: “. .. the three non- 
manufacturing buildings . .. are in fair 
to good structural condition.” That very 
generalized statement is the summary ref- 
erence to condition, based upon a field sur- 
vey made December 7, 1978, before the ad- 
i damage had resulted from last 
winter. 


Further, the study points out something 
which the “Save the Clubhouse Committee” 
consistently overlooks: ‘‘While it is pos- 
sible to rehabilitate any building, even one 
in a very poor structural condition, the cost 
of such rehabilitation may very well be pro- 
hibitive and more than the cost of a new 
structure hence, the feasibility of rehabili- 
tation.” The study estimates $55.10 per 
square foot to rehabilitate the three non- 
manufacturing buildings, if the work began 
seven months ago, and that 1% additional 
cost should be added for each additional 
month delay. Hence, a correct estimate 
might be nearly $59 per square foot now. 
It must also be recognized that further de- 
terioration has occurred since that estimate 
was made. These figures would indicate a 
cost well in excess of $2 million for the 
Clubhouse building alone. I have asked 
these persons over and over what use is 
proposed for this building or these build- 
ings? Who is to pay for the renovation? 
Who will pay for the operating costs? 
Surely, I do not believe the City of Lansing 
can afford to keep these buildings for an 
undetermined use any more than the City 
can afford to acquire four elementary 
schools from the Lansing School District. 
The cost cannot be justified to the Lansing 
taxpayer. 


It is one thing to sign a petition. It is 
quite another to ask the petition signers 
whether they agree with lost jobs, higher 
taxes, and exorbitant costs for the City to 
own and operate those dilapidated build- 
ings. I cannot recommend this for the 
costs involved, I cannot recommend this 
for safety factors, and I cannot recommend 
keeping those buildings on otherwise prime 
industrial property. 


I do wish to inform this Council that to 
heed to the wish in the April 18, 1979, res- 
olution to demolish the Clubhouse last, ‘‘if 
at all possible,’’ may add several thousand 
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dollars to the demolition costs, according 
te staff estimates. Sound financial man- 
agement does not justify such additional 
cost. 


I have followed Council’s resolution of 
January, 1978, to apply for Federal funds 
for demolition. Those funds are now in 
hand. Bid opening for the demolition proj- 
ect will be at 3:00 p.m., Tuesday, June 26, 
1979, and demolition will begin between 
July 9 to July 16, completion by December 


» 


I suggest to City Council this is the only 
way to provide new manufacturing jobs on 
this property and eliminate this blight from 
our City.

(b) The membership of the retirement 
system shall not include (1) employees who 
are employed by the board of water and 
light (2) employees who are members of the 
police and fire service retirement fund es- 
tablished under Chapter 16 of the city char- 
ter and the policemen’s and firemen’s re- 
tirement system established under Chapter 
16 of the city charter, (3) employees hired 
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on or after the effective date of this amend- 
ment who are retirants receiving or entitled 
to receive a retirement allowance or a de- 
ferred retirement allowance or a disability 
retirement allowance from the policemen’s 
and firemen’s retirement system established 
under Chapter 16 of the City Charter, and 
(4) employees who are employed in posi- 
tions normally requiring less than two 
thousand hours of work per annum. 


(c) In any case of doubt as to the retire- 
ment system membership status of any em- 
ployee the board of trustees shall decide the 
question. 


: Section 2. All ordinances or parts of or- 
dinances inconsistent with the provisions 
hereof are hereby repealed. 


Section 8. This ordinance shall take ef- 
fect thirty days from its passage unless 
given immediate effect by the City Council.

The Public Service Department indicates 
that the first notice they received of any 
defect at this location was on April 16, 
1979. The Public Service Department in- 
vestigated at that time and observed a 
chuckhole which had been filled previously 
during routine street repair. The patching 
material had apparently either settled, or 
became dislodged, sometime prior to when 
the claimant struck that chuckhole. It is 
the opinion of the Public Service Depart- 
ment that the filling material referred to 
by the claimant was debris taken from this 
chuckhole when the initial repair was made.

Recently Mr. Donald Weeks spoke before 
this Council regarding the problems of 
truck traffic on Lyons Avenue servicing the 
John Bean plant. Mr. Weeks and several 
neighbors have called my office about this 
matter repeatedly, and we have discussed 
this with the Traffic Engineer, Planning 
Department and Public Service Department 
to determine possible solutions. 


The problem is caused by trucks traveling 
southbound on Cedar Street, which are pro- 
hibited from making a left turn into the 
John Bean parking area due to the heavy 
Cedar Street traffic and the length of time 
it takes for a truck to complete its turning 
movement. Hence, the trucks must turn 
left on Baker Street and go up a residential 
street into the factory area. Because of the 
narrowness of turning areas on Bailey and 
Linval!l streets, most of the trucks use 
Lyons Avenue. This is not a new problem; 
it has existed for many years. While I 
sympathize with the problems for the resi- 
dents, I do wish to note that the houses on 
those streets were all constructed after the 
John Bean and Diamond Reo factories were 
begun. As with so many of the neighbor- 
hood/industrial conflicts in our town, the 
industries were there first, the neighbor- 
hood followed to be near the jobs provided 
at the factories. 


The attached report from the Publie Ser- 
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_vice Department indicates that it is possible 
to re-route this truck traffic on South 
Street and through the Public Service yards 
if an access road is constructed over the 
railroad tracks. The Public Service Direc- 
tor estimates this would cost approximately 
$163,400 in construction and would not take 
into consideration the loss of over one-half 
acre to the Public Service yards. 


Please advise on how you wish this truck 
traffic problem to be handled.

Dear Council President and Members: 


As you know, on June 4, 1975, the City 
of Lansing issued Bid Specifications for the 
demolition and clearing of the Diamond Reo 
Plant site. Those specifications included a 
Federal requirement that each bidder in- 
clude participation in at least 10% of the 
project by minority owned businesses. Prior 
to the bid opening, but too late to allow a 
change in the specifications, the City was 
informed by the Economic Development Ad- 
ministration that the 10% minority partici- 
pation in the project would not be required. 


Analysis of the bids received indicates 
that the lowest bidder, Adamo Wrecking 
Co., is entirely satisfactory except that it 
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fails to adequately comply with the 10% 
minority participation requirement. The 
lowest bid, which does ensure 10% minority 
owned business participation in the project 
is substantially in excess of the grant funds 
available for the project and, therefore, 
cannot be accepted, especially since the dol- 
lars required are not available. 


In light of the above, the City of Lansing 
has theree (3) choices: first, it may refuse 
all bids and abandon the project, thereby 
ensuring the continued presence of the Reo 
facility as an eyesore and danger in the 
area; second, the City may reject all bids 
and rebid the project; or, the City may 
waive the 10% minority participation spe- 
cification and begin demolition immediately 
using available funds. 


While it is possible to reject all bids, re- 
bid the project without the 10% minority 
participation specification, that will result 
in substantial delay in beginning demolition 
of the Reo Plant, and also raises the very 
strong possibility that the bids received in 
the second round will be higher and all 
may exceed the funds available for the proj- 
ect. Because of that possibility, and be- 
cause the 10% minority business participa- 
tion requirement is not now legally re- 
quired, according to the Economic Develop- 
ment Administration, and may be waived 
as a bid specification, I recommend that 
City Council approve the waiver of the 10% 
minority participation bid specification and 
authorize the award of the demolition con- 
tract to Adamo Wrecking Co. as low bidder. 
in considering this request, I urge the City 
Council to note that approximately 60% of 
Adamo Wrecking Company’s employees are 
minorities and that Adamo will have minor- 
ity owned business participation in this 
project. 


Because of the dangers inherent in the 
present condition of the Diamond Reo Plant 
site and because the City must act imme- 
diately to accept or reject the bids for the 
demolition, your immediate attention to this 
matter is requested.

On April 16, 1979, you received a commu- 
nication from the Parks and Recreation De- 
partment, with my concurrence for your 
action, on a proposed ordinance prohibiting 


vehicular traffic on the North Washington 
Mall. This is similar to a proposal which 
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was discussed last year and was referred on 
September 5, 1978, from the Parks Commit- 
tee to the Committee on Ordinances, Con- 
tracts and City Affairs, from which no 
further action was taken. I am extremely 
concerned about the lack of action on this 
matter. 


The April 16, 1979, communication was 
referred to the Committee on Public Prop- 
erties and Safety. No public hearing has 
been held or, for that matter, even set as 
yet. However, I do wish to advise Council 
that the deteriorated condition of the bricks 
and concrete in the North Mall has resulted 
in at least one personal injury of a severe 
nature. The City Attorney is concerned 
about a possible claim on this action, the 
injured party having up to three years to 
file that claim. The City would maintain 
a liability in such a case because the City 
is were of the hazardous condition of the 
mall. 


As the attached communication from the 
Parks and Recreation Director indicates, 
funds are available in the Council approved 
budget to make these repairs, and the spe- 
cifications are ready to bid the project. 
However, it would be ill advisable to make 
these repairs and continue to allow vehicu- 
lar traffic on the mall. Further, this proj- 
ect must begin in the near future to be 
completed prior to the onset of winter 
weather. Your prompt action on this ordi- 
nance is requested.

On March 9, 1979 Mr. and Mrs. David 
Cripe of 926 North Waverly submitted a 
claim in the amount of $579 for damages 
incurred as a result of a sewer backup at 
their residence on March 4 and 5 of 1979. 
When the backup occurred the claimant re- 
peatedly called the West Side Water De- 
partment to report the backup but was not 
advised that the City of Lansing should be 
called. The City of Lansing was not noti- 
fied until approximately 40 hours after the 
backup first appeared. 


Mr. Robert Backus of the Public Service 
Department indicates that the first notifi- 
cation received by Public Service was via 
a call from the West Side Water Depart- 
ment at 8:07 on March 5, 1979. The sewer 
crew was dispatched immediately upon re- 
ceipt of that call, the main sewer line was 
found to be plugged, and the problem was 
resolved by 9:30 a.m. that same morning. 
The Public Service records indicate no pre- 
vious problems with sewer services in that 
area, 


In Michigan, municipalities are exempt 
from tort liability when engaged in the ex- 
ercise or discharge of a governmental func- 
tion. MCLA 691.1407; MSA 3.996(107). It 
is clear that the City of Lansing in con- 
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structing and maintaining a sewage system 
is acting in the furtherance of a govern- 
mental function. See Beauchamp v Sagi- 
naw Twp, 74 Mich App 44 (1977). 


Therefore, applying the aforementioned 
statute to the facts presented by this claim, 
it is clear that the City of Lansing is im- 
mune from liability in the instant situation. 
Therefore, it is the recommendation of this 
office that the claim be denied.

Dear Mayor and Council: 


Donald R. Ducharme, a businessman at 
118 N. Pennsylvania, has submitted a claim 
in which he challenges an assessment for 
trash removal at 422 Regent Street, prop- 
erty which was formerly owned by him. 
Although he agrees that there had been 
large accumulations of trash on the prop- 
erty and that the City ordered it removed, 
he asserts that it was in fact removed by 
Al Kruger and Son’s at Mr. Ducharme’s re- 
quest and by the subsequent purchaser of 
the property. Mr. Ducharme concludes that 
the City did not remove any trash and 
therefore should not be reimbursed. 


In a written report dated March 20, 1979 
Steven J. Zelski, Assistant Building Com- 
missioner, stated that his records verified 
that on September 19, 1978 the City’s con- 
tractor worked for nine hours removing 
trash from the Regent Street property. The 
report further states that the City’s con- 
tractor ‘definitely’ recalls this clean up 
operation and that he did in fact perform 
the service. 


Although it is clear that Mr. Ducharme 
himself ultimately made arrangements for 
removing’ large amounts of trash, this of- 
fice is nevertheless satisfied that the City’s 
records are correct and that the City’s own 
contractor likewise removed _ substantial 
amounts of trash and debris. In essence a 
factual dispute exists and, in the absence 
of clear and convincing evidence that the 
City’s records as substantiated by its own 
contractor, are incorrect, those records 
should be supported and defended. 


Accordingly, it is the recommendation of 
this office that this claim be denied on the 
basis that the assessment for trash removal 
was justified and required under ‘Chapter 16 
of the City Code.

The 
Public Service crew informed the claimant 
of that fact and the additional fact that the 
problem was apparently in his own lines. 


MCLA 691.1407; MSA 8.996(107) exempts 
municipalities from tort liability when a 
municipality is engaged in the exercise or 
discharge of a governmental function. It 
is clear under Michigan case law that the 
delivery and maintenance of a sewer system 
falls within the confines of the aforemen- 
tioned statute. See Beauchamp v Saginaw 
Twp, 74 Mich App 44 (1977). Additionally 
the problem that arose in the instant claim 
appears to have been with the claimant’s 
own sewer line and, therefore, his respons- 
ibility. 

Based on the aforementioned statute and 
the fact that the problem existed with the 
claimant’s own line, it is the recommenda- 
tion of this office that the claim be denied.

This matter was forwarded to this office 
for review and recommendation. On Jan- 
uary 17 and 18 of 1979 the City of Lansing 
snow removal crew spent considerable time 
removing snow from the sidewalk area in 
the 200 block of North Capitol Avenue. In 
the process of removing the snow a front 
end loader struck and damaged or destroyed 
two stainless steel signs attached to the 
parking ramp at 205 West Allegan. The 
claimant submits this claim in the amount 
of $1,564 to cover the cost of repair and 
replacement. 


Mr. Robert Backus of the Public Service 
Department indicates that snow removal 
crews of the City of Lansing did in fact 
damage or destroy two signs attached to 
this parking ramp. The report indicates 
that the vehicle involved was a front end 
loader, was unlicensed, and was being op- 
erated by a City of Lansing employee at 
the time of the incident. Under Michigan 
law municipalities are liable for property 
damage resulting from the negligent oper- 
ation of a motor vehicle owned and oper- 
ated by the municipality. MCLA 691.1405 ; 
MSA 8.996(105). Additionally, the damage 
caused by this accident does not qualify for 
insurance coverage since the vehicle in- 
volved was an unlicensed front end loader. 


Therefore, due to the unavailability of in- 
surance coverage and the likelihood of some 
negligence on the part of the City employee 
operating this vehicle, it is the recommen- 
dation of this office that the claim be 
awarded.

MSA 3.996(107). A proprietary function 
would encompass a governmental activity 
being conducted for a profit and/or com- 
peting with a private sector. See Rohra- 
baugh v Huron/Clinton Metropolitan Au- 
thority, 75 Mich App 67; 256 NW2d 240 
(1977). This office is advised by Parks 
and Recreation that Groesbeck Golf Course 
operates at a profit. 


Therefore, based on the proprietary na- 
ture of the Groesbeck Golf Course, the in- 
herent risk presented to adjoining property 
owners by errant golf balls, and past pol- 
icy, it is the recommendation of this office 
that the claim be allowed in the amount of 
$345.00.

On Monday, July 2, 1979, members of the 
Council Against Domestic Assault and City 
staff met to discuss the changes in the spe- 
cifications to the Baptist Convention Home 
renovation as recommended by CADA. 
Those recommendations are attached for 
your information. 


After review by the Building Division, 
Property Management Division and Pur- 
chasing Division, it is the estimation of 
City staff that the changes in specifications 
requested would amount to a savings of 
only $5,000 - $6,000 if this project is re-bid. 
As you recall, the project came in $30,000 
over budget when bids were previously 
opened March 6. In all probability, it 
would still be well in excess of budget if 
the proposed changes were made. Certain 
of the items, such as detailed prints of 
electrical and plumbing for the home, could 
not be specified more clearly unless major 
removals were done by the person preparing 
the bid specifications. With women and 
young children to be housed in this facility, 
the City wishes to take no chances for prob- 
lems arising unexpectedly with the electri- 
cal, plumbing and mechanical systems in 
the facility which could leave the City with 
any liabilitis for the persons sheltered there. 


In addition, a subsequent field inspection 
by City staff on Tuesday, July 3, revealed 
that the past winter was extremely hard on 
the Baptist Home. Further deterioration 
has resulted due to the poor roof and un- 
heated state in which the building was 
kept. Exterior walls have been water 
soaked and rotted. New cracks have been 
found at the foundation of the building. 


It is unfortunate that when one Council 
member negotiated with General Motors for 
acquisition of this home, that so many de- 
tails were overlooked. The financial short- 
fall which has resulted stands in the way 
of the community getting a badly-needed 
shelter for abused women and children. 


Council is further aware of another spe- 
cial use permit request filed by CADA on 
July 2, 1979. I would request that City 
Council review this new request and the 
changes in specifications as recommended 
to determine whether the Baptist Home ren- 
ovation should be bid again. CADA has in- 
dicated a willingness to meet with an ap- 
propriate City Council committee to discuss 
this situation further.

Approximately two months ago, I advised 
of April 19 report dealing with the old 
Aurelius Road Landfill and the need for 
certain actions, one being to expend up to 
$55,000 for a testing project. On May 29, 
you unanimously approved an amount of 
$63,660 for that purpose (see pg. 472 and 
478, Council Proceedings of that date). 
That contract, with Snell Environmental 
Group is now underway. 


Following the aforementioned, Council- 
man Richard Baker verbally requested of 
me an answer to who “was to blame,” or 
“at fault” for the Aurelius Road problem. 
On June 4, I advised that my office was re- 
searching the matter, and would submit a 
report by June 15. However, such did not 
materialize, because of efforts pertaining 
to other questions by the Council Member, 
and because of the work-load pertaining to 
Diamond Reo, Motor Wheel, etc. 


On Monday, July 2, Councilman Baker 
verbally added another question, that cen- 
tering on the detrimental affects the seep- 
age of Aurelius Road Landfill might have 
on the residences of Forest View. 


In the way of background, be advised 
that the Aurelius Road Landfill was orig- 
inally an 88 acre gravel-pit, purchased by 
the City of Lansing in the mid-nineteen 
fifties, and closed to general use, effective 
July 1, 1973, per City Council Resolution 
of March 19, 1973 (see attached). Simul- 
taneously, the City Council directed itself 
to ‘investigate the purchase of a suitable 
re as a replacement for the present land- 
ll 


Serious efforts were made by Lansing 
and East Lansing, through Tri-County 
Planning Commission, previously to and 
after the aforementioned action, to locate 
a landfill site and to participate in a re- 
cycling program—though the Tri-County 
Planning Commission advised that such 
was feasible if all governmental units in 
the Tri-County Area participated, especially 
because of the high costs, only Lansing and 
East Lansing expressed willingness to move 


ahead. The proposal died for lack of cog - 


operation by other governmental units. 


On May 1, 1978, the City received a 
communication from the Department of 
Natural Resources dealing with the Aure- 
lius Road Landfill (see attached) and per- 
mitting disposal of sewage sludge, under 
certain conditions, such being allowed out 
of necessity, since no site, in the area, was 
available for this purpose. e matter was 
referred to City Council. Following this, 
representatives of City Council, Public Ser- 
vice and the Department of Natural Re- 
sources of the State of Michigan, met on 
site, agreeing to the dumping of sewage 
sludge.

The general problem, therefore, was un- 
officially tolerated by the State Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources, because it was 
discovered that the specifications resulted 
in the need of approximately 250,000 cubic 
yards of certain type of clay not available 
on site, at a trucked in cost of approxi- 
mately one million dollars. The sludge, in 
question, has in itself provided great diffi- 
culty to the Public Service Department, be- 
cause of the long drying-out period required 
before bulldozing of same ---. 


The aforementioned activity continued 
until approximately two years ago, when a 
contractual agreement was negotiated with 
Granger Brothers to permit depositing of 
both solid waste and sludge. 


As earlier mentioned, a $53,650 study of 
the Aurelius Road Landfill is underway. 
The report is expected to be completed on 
November 15, 1979. 


After the final study is completed, and 
an assessment of the nature and extent of 
the ground water, and/or surface water has 
been determined, a containment or control 
system as needed will be recommended by 
the consultants. The following types of 
practices or structures may be required. 


1) The entire area will have to be graded 
for surface drainage. 


2) A 2 ft. compacted clay cover will be 
needed to help prevent further rain- 
water percolation. 


8) The entire area will have to be seeded. 


4) Perimeter drains and/or ditches may 
be needed at the site to intercept 
ground water. 


5) Pumping may be required from deep 
wells to remove contaminated ground 
water from the site. 


The preliminary estimated costs for all 
these improvements, if they should be re- 
quired, is $1,500,000.00, or what equates to 
$2.00 per $1,000 of assessed valuation. We 
are already investigating the possibility cf 
obtaining Federal Funds should the work 
be required. 


We have been advised by the Tri-County 
Regional Planning Commission that the 
possibility exists of ground water contami- 
nation in the immediate vicinity of the 
landfill site only. A total of fourteen build- 
ings could be involved, those with private 
wells. Of these, only two are residential 
homesites, the balance being made up of 
commercial facilities, such as Granger Ex- 
cavating, Builders Ready Mix Supply and 
Eighty-Four Lumber Company. 


Further investigation of well sampling 
activities by the Board of Water and Light, 
the Ingham County Health Department and 
the State Health Deparment, reveals NO 
CONTAMINATION WHATSOEVER OF 
BOARD OF WATER AND LIGHT WELLS 
IN THE AURELIUS ROAD AREA. 


To eliminate a potential danger to the 
private wells, I recommend the elimination 
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of these, and the installation of water 
mains to serve all existing buildings on 
Aurelius Road from Enterprise Drive south 
to J-496 and on Miller Road from Aurelius 
Road west to Scotmar Subdivision. Esti- 
mated costs are as follows: 


1) Estimated cost for Aurelius Road from 
Enterprise Drive to last house on east 
side north of [-496: 


2,350’ of 16” main $80,500.00 
Property Owners cost 
(Board Policy) $35,000.00 


2) Estimated cost for Miller Road from 
Aurelius Road west to Marscot Sub- 


division : 

945’ of 16” main $32,800.00 
Property Owners Cost 

(Board Policy) $12,530.00 


Summary: 
Estimated Total Cost = $113,300.00 
Property Owners Cost = $ 47,530.00 


The above cost includes water mains 
only. Services to individual building will 
be installed in accordance with the Board 
Schedule of Charges for Water Service. 
Cost of services can be estimated once the 
size and point of entry is determined for 
each building. 


As in the past, the issue of the Aurelius 
Road Landfill, and the proposed modern 
Coleman Road Landfill, are still before City 
Council. The issue of the Aurelius Road 
Landfill, and the inherited problems, will 
be resolved following the expected report 
of November 15, 1979. However, I cannot 
advise when the Council intends to resolve 
the proposed Coleman Road Landfill issue.

Subject: Funding the City Share of the 
Brenke Sculpture/Fish Ladder 


As you are aware, the Brenke oe ae 
Fish Ladder has been proposed to 
jointly-funded project by the Michigan De- 
partment of Natural Resources (DNR) and 
the City of Lansing. The DNR is to fund. 
and construct the fish ladder, and the City 
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is to fund and construct adjacent viewing 
facilities, commonly called the sculpture 
portion. The DNR has an appropriation of 
$292,000 from the State Legislature to cover 
their anticipated costs. 


According to the preliminary cost esti- 
mate dated May 21, 1979, (copy attached) 
as prepared by O’Boyle, Cowell, Rohrer & 
Associates, Inc., the total cost of the sculp- 
ture/fish ladder is estimated to be $486,000. 
Deducting the DNR appropriation, the ctiy 
share becomes $194,000. At this time, the 
City has an unencumbered balance of $22,- 
000 in Account No. 101-936-809-974, Grand 
River Fish Ladders. This leaves us $172,000 
short in funding our share. 


The Redevelopment Division of the De- 
partment of Building Safety and Develop- 
ment recently completed the sale of certain 
property to EJS Housing Partners. This 
sale generated $307,746 in revenue, from 
which certain expenses (for maintenance 
prior to sale, real estate commission, and 
set aside for city public improvements) to- 
talling $130,487.58 must be deducted. This 
leaves a balance of $177,258.42 in net rev- 
enue generated by this sale of land. 


In accordance with a resolution adopted 
by the Lansing City Council on January 19, 
1976 (copy attached), this $177,258.42 in 
net revenue is to be reserved for additional 
expenditure in our riverfront development 
program. The Council resolution identifies 
and priorities specific projects to be un- 
dertaken by revenues generated by the sale 
of property in Urban Renewal Project No. 
2. Many of those projects have now been 
or are being completed by funds made 
available from other sources, such as our 
$1.7 million EDA Local Public Works Pro- 
gram. Although not specifically mentioned 
in the subject Council resolution, the Bren- 
ke Sculpture/Fish Ladder is certainly a 
major facility in the City’s riverfront de- 
velopment program. 


Based on the above, it is my recommen- 
dation that the Lansing City Council for- 
mally appropriate the $177,258.42 made 
available by the referenced sale of property 
as an addition to Account No. 101-936-809- 
974, Grand River Fish Ladders. Such an 
appropriation will fund the City’s share of 
this project, and enable us to proceed, in 
cooperation with the DNR, to construct the 
entire facility. 


I am also enclosing a suggested resolu- 
tion on this matter for your consideration.

4, pursuant to Act 344 of the Public Acts 
of 1945, as amended by Act 189 of the Pub- 
lic Acts of 1968 and Act 173 of the Public 
Acts of 1969 of the State of Michigan. The 
Citizens’ District Council shall consist of 
fifteen (15) members with the combination 
of elected and appointed members as fol- 
lows: seven (7) members elected from the 
Development Area; three (3) members ap- 
pointed from the Development Area; three 
(3) members elected from the balance of 
the District Area, excluding the Develop- 
ment Area; and two (2) members appointed 
from the District Area, excluding the De- 
velopment Area.

The rights, duties and functions of the 
Citizens’ District Council shall be the same 
as set forth in Act 189 of the Public Acts 
of 1968 and Act 173 of the Public Acts of 
1969 of the State of Michigan, including 
other amendments to this Act as they may 
affect those rights, duties and functions. 


All vacancies occurring for elected mem- 
bers of the Citizens’ District Council shall 
be filled by the unsuccessful candidates in 
line of succession by the highest vote count 
received in the last election. If such suc- 
cessors are unavailable, the remaining 
members of the Committee, both elected and 
appointed, shall meet to elect, by a major- 
ity vote of the total membership of the 
Council, an individual for the position to 
serve through the duration of the unexpired 
term of office. 


All vacancies occurring for appointed 
members shall be filled by reappointment 
by the Mayor of the City of Lansing in 
accordance with the same procedure used 
for the initial appointments. 


Sec. 36-139.5. Authorization to Elect Of- 
ficers and Draft Bylaws, Etc. 


The Citizens’ District Council, for the 
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purposes of organizing and functioning, 
may elect officers, adopt any reasonable 
rules of procedure and draft bylaws, and 
do such acts as may be required for its 
organization and conduct of its business, 
insofar as they do not conflict with the 
provisions of Act 844 of the Public Acts of 
1945, as amended, or the Charter of the 
City of Lansing.

Honorable President and 
Members of City Council: 


On Sunday, July 8, 1979, an unknown 
individual or individuals started fires in 
elevators in both the South Grand and 
North Capitol Parking Ramps. While the 
full extent of the damages incurred is not 
yet known, the Fire Marshall’s Office has 
characterized the east elevator in the South 
Grand Ramp and the elevator in the North 
Capitol Ramp as extensively damaged and 
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the west elevator in the South Grand Ramp 
as very extensively damaged. 


The loss of the elevator service will as- 
suredly cause a hardship for many of our 
handicapped and elderly citizens who use 
these parking ramps. For this reason, I 
feel that we must immediately begin our 
repair efforts so that the parking ramps 
are accessible to all our citizens once more. 


I am requesting that the Council waive 
its rules and make an emergency appropri- 
ation of $50,000 for these elevator repairs 
at its meeting on Monday, July 9, 1979. 
We have received a quote from Otis Eleva- 
tor for the repair of the three elevators, not 
to exceed $50,000. A maximum expenditure 
of $3,000 would be required to pay the de- 
ductible provision on the City’s insurance, 
and the remainder of the costs would be 
charged against the estimated revenues, 
that is, the payment from our insurance. 


The Purchasing Director has advised me, 
according to ordinance, that under these 
emergency conditions the normal bidding 
process should be waived and the quote 
from Otis Elevator Company accepted. I 
have directed Mr. Purvis, the Administra- 
tive Services Director, to prepare an emer- 
gency purchase order and, if Council will 
make the requested appropriation, work 
will begin immediately to make the neces- 
sary repairs.

I wish to present to City Council in this 
communication my recommendation for 
implementation of the Phase II program 
for the North Lansing facade restoration. 
This recommendation is in order for the 
City of Lansing to proceed with acceptance 
of the $100,000 in grant funds from the 
Michigan History Division, in accordance 
with City Council’s resolution of April 9, 
1979. 


I have presented four alternative pro- 
posals for your consideration, and would 
recommend that City Council adopt Pro- 
posal 3 in accepting this grant. Utilizing 
this method, the City would contribute 
toward each individual restoration on a 
percentage basis as determined by the total 
cost of the restoration involved. The City’s 
percentage contribution would be: 


Restoration up to $5,000 60% 
Restoration $5,001-$10,000 10% 
Resoration $10,000 and over 80% 


It is the intent of this proposal that all 
owners share in the cost of the benefits to 
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be done to their buildings, although the 
burden is proportionately reduced in cases 
where the work is extensive. 


Should City Council agree to this pro- 
posal, or one of the alternative proposals, 
City staff will re-contact the 12 private 
property owners who have previously indi- 
cated an interest in the Phase II program. 
Those owners will be asked to sign a new 
participation agreement, since the agree- 
ments previously signed by the owners (but 
not by the City of Lansing) were based on 
100% funding by the City. 


It should further be noted that the fund- 
ing now available is insufficient to do the 
entire Phase II project, which has been 
estimated at $136,500. By requiring owner 
participation, 1) the available funds will 
be able to cover more of the individual 
restorations, and 2) some owners may no 
longer wish to participate in the program, 
so that the funds will more fully cover 
those who do participate. 


_If City Council provides the policy direc- 
tion regarding owner’s participation City 
staff will proceed on the following steps for 
implementation : 


1. Owner and City agree on work to be 
done. 


2. Owner solicits bids for work to be done. 


3. Bids are jointly reviewed by the City 
and owner to insure bid covers all work 
desired. 


4. City issues written commitment to 
owner setting forth exact dollar amount 
of City (grant) participation. 


5. Owner employs contractor and super- 
vises construction, (All disputes are 
then between the owner and his contrac- 
tor, not the City.) 


6. Work is completed, and the City in- 
spects and approves same. 


7. City reimburses owner the amount set 
forth in item 4 above. 


The methodology proposed to City Coun- 
cil is all within the regulations of the 
National Historic Register grant program. 
Further, the Michigan History Division has 
contacted my office in an effort to get these 
funds encumbered by August 1, 1979. 
Otherwise, the Michigan History Division 
may have to reallocate these funds or risk 
the possibility of the funds being recap- 
tured by the Federal government. There- 
fore, I am _ requesting your immediate 
action on this recommendation.

Francis N. Fine and Associates have 
offered to donate 34.7 acres of riverfront 
property to the City of Lansing for park- 
land. Attached is a communication from 
Mr. Fine, date of July 11, 1979, dealing 
with same. 


The property, just west of Waverly Road 
and just north of Jolly Road, adjoins Glen- 
burne Subdivision, which is now under de- 
velopment. It is also adjacent to the City’s 
Sheffield Park along the Grand River, and 
could give the city approximately one mile 
of additional parkland fronting on water. 


Over two-thirds of the site is covered 
with mature beech and maple trees and 
about eight acres of tall, red pines. The 
balance of the property, please be advised: 


— That the transaction will require a $1.00 
payment by the City; 


— That the City Assessor has advised that 
the estimated value of the property is 
$108,000 and that the City would be 
responsible only for the 1979 taxes of 
approximately $8,300. 
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— Title search and closing is not expected 
to exceed $100.00; 


— The Parks Director advises that the 
financial impact over the next five years 
would be $150,000 for development, said 
amount being eligible for fifty percent 
federal funding; and 


— Parks Director advises that the annual 
maintenance and operation costs would 
approximate $4,000 to $6,000, with in- 
fiation having an increased cost effect. 


In summary, the kindness of Francis 
and Blanche Fine, and associates can result 
in the City of Lansing receiving a choice 
$108,000, 34.7 acre parcel of land, before 
development, for approximately $3,400. 
The excellent riverfront frontage provides 
excellent views from beautiful scenery.

I have amet with your Committee on 
Ways and Means, with the City Attorney 
and with the Finance Department to dis- 
cuss the problems that occurred in the last 
Fiscal Year that resulted in budget over- 
runs in the Garbage Collection program. 
The Committee has received and reviewed 
the causes and the corrective actions that 
are being taken to prevent any future 
problems. 


However, one potential danger to the 
General Public exists under the current 
situation. We have no legally allowable 
way, under the City Charter and your bud- 
get, to have the flexibility to deal with 
emergency situations that endanger the 
public health, safety or welfare. I am, 
therefor, requesting your immediate action 
on this request. 


I request that you appropriate $100,000, 
under the direction of the Mayor, for City 
emergencies. This account will provide 
funds to allow me the authority to perform 
the following: 


1) Authorize departmental action in cases 
of natural disasters, severe snowstorms, 
major fire, riots, arson, major building 
breakdown of heating, cooling or eleva- 
tors, strikes and major plant break- 
downs in the sewage plant, garbage 
trucks, fire stations, and major unantici- 
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pated problems found in construction 
projects that would result in work stop- 
page and cost escalations. 


2) Provide funds sufficient to allow us to 
continue to function until the next regu- 
larly scheduled Council session by which 
time we can bring the matter to you for 
specific appropriations. 


I propose this because if the action is 
not taken, I have been advised by the City 
Attorney that I will be forced to prohibit 
any activity for which an appropriation 
does not already exist unless a state of 
emergency has been declared by the Gov- 
ernor. This would result in a complete 
halt in activities such as plowing streets, 
incurring over-time at fires, and the other 
activities mentioned above. I will also then 
ask for special Council sessions at anytime 
where such halts would cause public 
hazard. 


If you do not choose to concur in this, 
I will take it as Council policy that you are 
directing me to halt such activities at least 
until the next regular session of City Coun- 
cil. While I realize that not all of you 
feel that this is reasonable or necessary, it 
is clear from the actions of a minority of 
the Council that we must have such clear 
and specific authorization if we are to 
operate efficiently and in the publie in- 
terest.

_MCLA 691.1403; MSA 3.996(103) immu- 
nizes a municipality from liability for de- 
fective highways unless the municipality 
knew, or in the existence of reasonable dil- 
igence, should have known, of the existence 
of the defect and had a reasonable time to 
repair that defect. 


Mr. Robert Backus, Public Service Direc- 
tor, has advised this office that his depart- 
ment was not notified until May 25, 1979 
at 9:15 a.m. that a piece of concrete was 
lying in the road on Waverly between 
Holmes and Sheffield Streets. Thus, it is 
evident that the Public Service Department 
had no prior knowledge or record of a 
piece of pavement lying on Waverly Road 
at the location claimed by Prima L. Church. 


Therefore, applying the statute cited 
above to the facts of this case, it is the 
recommendation of this office that Prima 
L. Church’s claim be denied on the basis 
of the City’s governmental immunity from 
the damages.

immunity is provided for the exercise of 
a proprietary function. See MCLA 691.- 
1407; MSA 3.996(107). A proprietary func- 
tion would encompass a governmental ac- 
tivity being conducted for profit and/or 
competing with a private sector. See Roh- 
rabaugh v Huron/Clinton Metropolitan Au- 
thority, 75 Mich App 677; 256 NW2d 240 
(1977). This office has been advised by the 
Parks and Recreation Department that the 
Groesbeck Golf Course operates at a profit. 


Therefore, based on the proprietary na- 
ture of the Groesbeck Golf Course, the in- 
herent risk present to adjoining property 
owners by errant golf balls, and past pol- 
icy, it is the recommendation of this office 
that the claim be allowed in the amount 
of $50.00.

On July 2, 1979, the night that we turned 
down the Mayor’s first two appointments 
to the Board of Water and Light, I re- 
ceived word from at least two reporters that 
the Mayor, obviously stung by our action, 
had publicly attacked me by allegedly stat- 
ing that I was responsible for a Council 
policy prohibiting the appointments of any 
educators to City Boards. I asked our Ex- 
ecutive Assistant to find any Council reso- 
lution or other piece of evidence to support 
these alleged statements. No such evidence 
could be found. 


Not wishing to allow such public mis- 
statement to stand unchallenged, I asked 
our Executive Assistant to request a re- 
sponse from the Mayor. Attached you will 
find the Mayor’s memo to Mr. Stark and 
our August 5, 1975 letter to the Mayor re- 
garding board appointments. 


In his memo you can plainly see the de- 
gree to which the Mayor accidently or pur- 
posefully misconstrued our position. In the 
first place, I was only one of six signers 
of the Council’s letter. I will let you make 
your own guesses as to why he singled me 
out in his statement to the press and media. 
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Secondly, in the memo the Mayor stated 
that he was asked by us to “‘shy away from 
appointing persons from the field of edu- 
cation to City Boards.’? He supposedly ac- 
quired this position from the last statement 
in the Council’s letter: ‘Further, by ob- 
servation, we find that we have been asked 
to confirm several appointments of persons 
whose primary occupation is in the field 
of education and we feel there should be a 
greater cross section of the citizens of 
Lansing.” By asking for a cross section 
we obviously shut out no one, including 
educators. I cannot even attempt to follow 
the mental process which takes a desire for 
a “greater cross section” to a demand to 
“shy away’? and finally to a complete pro- 
hibition of educators on boards. 


Council’s policy is clear on board ap- 
pointments. We would like to see each 
board have membership representing a 
“cross section of the citizens of Lansing’’ 
as it pertains to race, color, creed, national 
origin, sex, age and vocation. Lack of 
official Council action to the contrary will 
support that statement.

I have received a request from Mr. Loud- 
enslager that the City advance its entire 
CATA subsidy to alleviate cash flow re- 
quirements. I have received a financial im- 
pact assessment from Mr. Dowsett which 
concludes that such advance payment would 
cost the City approximately $12,000 in lost 
interest income. Since the budget was 
adopted with interest income included in 
estimated revenues, I am referring a policy 
question relative to CATA’s request for 
action of City Council. 
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The City has three options: 


1) to provide funds on the typical quar- 
terly payment schedule which conforms to 
ae budget and revenue/expenditure esti- 
mates; 


2) to provide CATA its full subsidy after 
action by Council to reduce estimated reve- 
nue to allow such prepayment; 


3) to provide CATA its subsidy reduced 
4 the amount of the interest loss to the 
ity. 


I am referring this policy question to you 
for your immediate attention. While I am 
concerned with the increasingly urgent 
needs for mass transit in light of our press- 
ing energy problems, I cannot authorize 
action which has the effect of costing the 
City $12,000 which is not budgeted. As you 
are aware, real costs to the City can be 
either direct cash payments or through rev- 
enue reductions. In light of the fiscal re- 
strictions and legal constraints placed on 
use of City funds by policy, charter and 
State law, it is imperative that accurate 
real costs be assessed and relevant Council 
action be taken. 


I am currently authorizing payment only 
on the normal contractual basis pending 
your policy action. If you do not act on 
this matter, I will take that to be policy 
not to advance additional allocations to 
CATA. If you have any questions, Mrs. 
Lazar has been instructed to provide you 
with necessary assistance.

Sec. 31-14. Obedience to regulations — 
Required generally. 


Unless otherwise provided herein it shall 
be a civil infraction for any person to do 
any act forbidden or fail to perform any 
act required in this chapter. 


Sec. 31-20. Accident reports. 


The driver of a vehicle involved in an 
accident resulting in injury to or death of 
any person or property damage, shall im- 
mediately by the quickest means of com- 
munication give notice of such accident to 
the police department if such accident 
occurs within this city. A violation of this 
section shall be a misdemeanor. 
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Sec. 31-27. Authority to install and 
maintain. 


The city traffic engineer shall place and 
maintain traffic control signs, signals, 
markings, and devices as and when it may 
deem necessary to make effective the pro- 
visions of this chapter and the traffic 
ordinances, subject always to the control 
of the city council, and may place and 
maintain such traffic-control signs, signals, 
markings, and devices as it may deem nec- 
essary to regulate traffic under this chap- 
ter and the traffic ordinances of this city 
or under state law, or to guide or warn 
traffic. 


Sec. 31-34. Display of unauthorized signs, 
signals, or markings. 


(a) No person shall place, maintain, or 
display upon or in view of any highway any 
unauthorized sign, signal, marking, or de- 
vice which purports to be or is an imitation 
of or resembles an official traffic-control 
device or railroad sign or signals, or which 
attempts to direct the movement of traffic, 
or which hides from view or interferes with 
the effectiveness of any official traffic- 
control device or any railroad sign or sig- 
nal, and no person shall place or maintain 
nor shall any public authority permit upon 
any highway any traffic sign or signal 
bearing thereon any commercial advertis- 
ing. This shall not be deemed to prohibit 
the erection upon private property adjacent 
to highways of signs giving useful direc- 
tional information and of a type that can- 
not be mistaken for official signs. 


(b) Every such prohibited sign, signal, or 
marking is hereby declared to be a public 
nuisance and the traffic engineer is hereby 
empowered to remove the same or cause it 
to be removed without notice. 


(c) A violation of this section shall be a 
misdemeanor. 


Sec. 31-35. Interference with official 
traffic-control devices or railroad 
signs or signals. 


No person shall without lawful authority 
attempt to or in fact alter, deface, injure, 
knock down, or remove any official traffic- 
control device or any railroad sign or signal 
or any inscription, shield, or insignia there- 
on, or any other part thereof. A violation 
of this section shall be a misdemeanor. 


Sec. 81-54. Slugs, deposit unlawful. 


It shall be unlawful to deposit or cause 
to be deposited in any parking meter, any 
slug, device or metallic substitute for a 
coin of the United States. A violation of 
this section shall be a misdemeanor. 


Sec. 31-55. Tampering with or injuring 
meter prohibited. 


It shall be unlawful for any person to 
tamper with, open, wilfully break or de- 
stroy any parking meter. A violation of 
this section shall be a misdemeanor. 
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Sec. 31-56. Parking violations, issuing 
tickets, impounding vehicles. 


It shall be the duty of the traffic officers 
or other persons authorized and so in- 
structed to take the parking meter number, 
the state vehicle license number and to 
issue a parking violation ticket and affix 
a copy thereof to the vehicle found parked 
in violation of the provisions of this article. 
On mechanically operated municipal park- 
ing lots, municipal attendant parking lots, 
municipal permit lots or municipal parking 
ramp garages, it shall be the duty of traf- 
fic officers or other persons authorized and 
instructed to issue a parking violation 
ticket in the manner herein described to 
those vehicles illegally parked in said lots 
or parking ramp garages or who do not 
pay the fee prescribed. Complaint may also 
be made to the office of the city attorney 
and a summons and complaint may be is- 
sued against those failing or refusing to 
pay the prescribed fee.

Sec. 31-63. Parking prohibited on nar- 
row streets. 


(a) The city traffic engineer is hereby 
authorized to erect signs indicating no 
parking upon any street when the width of 
the roadway does not exceed twenty feet, 
or upon one side of a street as indicated 
by such signs when so prohibited by this 
chapter. 


(b) When official signs prohibiting park- 
ing are erected upon streets, alleys or 
places as authorized herein, no person shall 
park a vehicle upon any such streets, alleys 
or places in violation of any such sign. 


Sec. 81-64. Standing or parking on one- 
way streets. 


The city traffic engineer, with the ap- 
proval of the city council, is authorized to 
erect signs upon the left-hand side of any 
one-way street to prohibit the standing or 
parking of vehicles, and when such signs 
are in place, no person shall stand or park 
a vehicle upon such left-hand side in vio- 
lation of any such sign. 


Sec. 81-66. No stopping, standing or 
parking near hazardous or con- 
gested places. 


(a) The city traffic engineer is hereby 
authorized to determine and designate by 
proper signs, places not exceeding one hun- 
dred feet in length, in which the stopping, 
standing or parking of vehicles would cre- 
ate an especially hazardous condition or 
would cause unusual delay to traffic. 


(b) The traffic engineer with the ap- 
proval of the city council is hereby author- 
ized to designate no-parking zones in front 
of the entrance to any theater, church, of- 
fice building, public dance hall, club, pri-

vate or public driveway, or building which 
is designated to be a building in which a 
large number of people are accustomed to 
gather. No vehicle shall be permitted to 
stand, in such no-parking zone, except for 
the purpose of stopping to take on or dis- 
charging passengers or merchandise. 


Sec. 31-67. Loading or unloading—Desig- 
nating zones, placing signs. 


The city traffic engineer with the ap- 
proval of the city council, is hereby author- 
ized to determine the location of passenger 
and freight curb-loading zones and shall 
place and maintain appropriate signs indi- 
cating the same and stating the hours dur- 
ing which the provisions of this section 
are applicable. 


Sec. 31-68. Same—City traffic engineer 
to designate public carrier stands. 


The city traffic engineer with the ap- 
proval of the city council, is hereby author- 
ized and required to establish bus stops and 
taxicab stands and stands for other passen- 
ger common-carrier motor vehicles on such 
public streets in such places and in such 
number as it shall determine to be of the

Whenever by this chapter or any ordi- 
nance of this city any parking time limit 
is imposed or parking is prohibited on des- 
ignated streets it shall be the duty of the 
city traffic engineer to erect appropriate 
signs giving notice thereof and no such 
regulations shall be effective unless such 
signs are erected and in place at the time 
of any alleged offense.

(1) On roadways and areas reserved for

Violation of this section shall be a mis- 
demeanor. 


Sec. 381-107. Reckless driving, careless 
driving, penalty. 


(a) Any person who drives any vehicle 
upon a highway or frozen public lake, 
stream or pond, or public park, school 
grounds, or other place open to the general 
public, including any area designated for 
the parking of motor vehicles, in wilfull 
or wanton disregard of the rights or safe- 
ty of others, or without due caution and 
circumspection and at a speed or in a man- 
ner so as to endanger or be likely to en- 
danger any person or property, shall be 
guilty of reckless driving. Violation of this 
subsection shall be a misdemeanor. 


(b) Any person who drives any vehicle 
upon a highway or frozen public lake, 
stream or pond, or public park, school 
grounds, or other place open to the general 
public, including any area designated for 
the parking of motor vehicles, in a care- 
less or negligent manner or without due 
caution or circumspection or at a speed or 
in a manner so as to endanger or be likely 
to endanger any person or property, is re- 
sponsible for a civil infraction entitled 
careless driving. 


Sec. 31-112. Projection of load. 


(a) Whenever any vehicle is loaded with 
material projecting four feet or more from 
the end of such vehicle, a red cloth shall 
be fastened at the end of such projection 
material and at nighttime a red light. 


(b) Whenever any vehicle is loaded with 
any material or substance, such material or 
substance shall be placed and fastened in 
such vehicle so that the same shall not 
shift and shall not fall therefrom. Viola- 
tion of this subsection is a misdemeanor. 


Sec. 31-113. Accidents, duties of driver. 


(a) The driver of any vehicle who knows 
or has reason to believe that he has been 
involved in an accident resulting in injury 
to or death of any person or damage to 
any vehicle which is driven or attended by 
any person, shall stop and remain and give 
his name, address, and the registration 
number of the vehicle he is driving, also 
the name and address of the owner, and 
exhibit his operator’s license to the person 
struck or the driver or occupants of any 
vehicle collided with and shall render to any 
person injured in such accident reasonable 
assistance in securing medical aid or trans- 
portation of injured person or persons. 


(b) The driver of every motor vehicle in- 
volved in an accident resulting in injury

property shall forthwith report such acci- 
dent to police headquarters of this city. 
All accident reports made under this sec- 
tion shall be without prejudice, and shall 
be for the information of the police depart- 
ment only, except that the police depart- 
ment may issue statistical reports based 
thereon. The fact that any person has 
made a written report of an accident shall 
be admissible in evidence solely to prove 
compliance with this section, but no such 
report or any part thereof or statement con- 
tained therein shall be admissible in evi- 
dence for any other purpose in any trial, 
on or criminal, arising out of such acci- 
ent.

Sec. 31-132. Pedestrians walking along 
roadways. 


(a) Where sidewalks are provided it shall 
be unlawful for any pedestrian to walk 
along and upon an adjacent roadway. 


(b) Where sidewalks are not provided any 
pedestrian walking along and upon a high- 
way shall when practicable walk only on 
the left side of the roadway or its shoulder 
facing traffic which may approach from 
the opposite direction. 


(c) No person shall stand in a roadway 
for the purpose of soliciting a ride from 
the driver of any vehicle. Violation of this 
subsection shall be a misdemeanor. 


Sec. 31-137.1. Violations. 


It shall be a civil infraction for any resi- 
dent to drive on any highway, street, or 
public way in the City of Lansnig a bicycle 
which does not contain those parts or is 
not equipped with such other equipment in 
proper condition and adjustment as re- 
quired in this article, or which is equipped 
in any manner in violation of this article. 
It shall be a civil infraction for any person 
to violate any provisions of Section 31-138.2 
through Section 31-138.10. 


Sec. 31-138.1. Responsibility of minors. 


It shall be a civil infraction for the par- 
ent or guardian of any minor to authorize 
or knowingly permit any such minor to 
violate any provisions of this article. 


Sec. 81-189.1. Certificate of title re- 
quired. 


A resident shall apply for a certificate 
of title within five (5) days of acquiring 
a new or used bicycle. The forms and pro- 
cedures for the titling of such bicycle shall 
be provided by and be under the adminis- 
tration and control of the police depart- 
ment. This power may be delegated to 
other public and private entities as may be 
permitted by city council resolution. 


Sec. 31-189.3. Capital area license re- 
quired.

Sec. 31-158. Spilling loads on streets pro- 
hibite 


No vehicle shall be driven or moved on 
any street unless such vehicle is so con- 
structed, loaded, or covered as to prevent 
its contents from dropping, sifting, leaking, 
or otherwise escaping therefrom. Violation 
of this section shall be a misdemeanor. 


Sec. 31-159. Size, weight and load re- 
strictions. 


(1) (a) It is a misdemeanor for any per- 
son to drive or move or for the owner to 
cause or knowingly permit to be driven or 
moved on any street any vehicle or vehicles 
of a size or weight exceeding the limita- 
tions stated in this section or otherwise in 
violation of this section, and the maximum 
size and weight herein specified shall be 
lawful throughout this city. 


(b) The provisions of this section govern- 
ing size, weight and load shaJl not apply to 
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fire apparatus, or to implements of hus- 
bandry incidentally moved upon a street, 
or to a vehicle operated under the terms of 
a special permit issued as herein provided. 


(2) (a) The total outside width of any 
vehicle or the load thereon shall not ex- 
ceed ninety-six (96) inches except as other- 
wise provided in this section. 


(b) The total outside width of a farm 
tractor or any farm implement or machin- 
ery shall not exceed one hundred eighty-six 
(186) inches: provided, that any agricul- 
tural implement wider than one hundred 
eight (108) inches shall not be moved on 
the streets between the hours of sundown 
and sunrise. 


(c) The total outside width of the load 
of any vehicle hauling concrete pipe or un- 
processed logs, pulpwood, or wood bolts 
ae not exceed one hundred four (104) 
inches. 


(d) Whenever pneumatic tires, in sub- 
stitution for the same type or other type 
of tires, have been heretofore or are here- 
after placed upon a vehicle in operation 
upon the effective date of this section, the 
maximum width from the outside of one 
(1) wheel and tire to the outside of the 
opposite wheel and tire shall not exceed 
one hundred and two (102) inches, but in 
such event the outside width of the body 
of such vehicle or the load thereon shall 
not exceed ninety-six (96) inches. 


(e) The total outside width of any track- 
less trolley, coach, gas or diesel, shall not 
exceed one hundred two (102) inches. 


(f) Notwithstanding any other provision 
of this section, no vehicle or farm imple- 
ment or machinery shall extend beyond the 
center line of any street except when legally 
authorized by law. If the width of the farm 
implement or machinery would make it 
impossible to stay away from the center 
line of the street, a permit shall be ob- 
tained under subsection (7)(a) hereunder. 


(3)(a) No vehicle unloaded or with load 
shall exceed a height of thirteen (13) feet 
six (6) inches. The owner of any vehicle 
which collides with any lawfully established 
bridge or viaduct shall be liable for all 
damage and injury resulting from any col- 
lision caused by the height of the vehicle, 
whether the clearance of the bridge or via- 
duct is posted or not. 


(b) No vehicle, except a trailer or semi- 
trailer, including load, shall exceed a total 
length of thirty-five (35) feet, except ve- 
hicles operated by municipally owned or 
municipally franchised transportation com- 
panies operating within the city, and except 
motor buses regulated by the Michigan pub- 
lic service commission and vehicles designed 
and used exclusively to transport boats and 
vans used in moving household goods, which 
shall not exceed a total length of forty 
(40) feet. No trailer or semi-trailer shall 
exceed a length of forty (40) feet. No 
combination of truck-tractor and trailer or 
semi-trailer including load shall exceed a 
total length of fifty-five (55) feet, nor shall 
any motor truck or tractor or other motor 
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propelled vehicle haul more than one (1) 
trailer and one (1) semi-trailer at any one 
time except that a farm tractor may haul 
two (2) wagons or trailers not exceeding in 
any combination a total length of fifty-five 
(55) feet at a speed of not to exceed fifteen 
(15) miles per hour. Any trackless trol- 
ley, coach, operating within the city with 
a maximum overall length, including the 
front and rear bumper, shall not exceed 
forty (40) feet. 


(c) No train of vehicles or vehicle oper- 
ated alone shall carry any load extending 
more than three (3) feet beyond the front 
thereof. 


(d) No motor vehicle, trailer or semi- 
trailer whose frame or body extends more 
than sixty (60) inches beyond the rear of 
the rear axle thereof and is more than 
forty-two (42) inches above the roadway 
shall be operated on the highways of this 
city unless equipped with a fender or bump- 
er on the extreme rear of such frame or 
body, such bumper shall extend downward 
from the rear of such frame or body to 
within thirty (30) inches of the roadway 
and be of substantial construction. 


(e) Notwithstanding any other provisions 
of this section, it shall be unlawful to op- 
erate a combination of truck-tractor and 
trailer or semi-trailer, or both, designed 
and used exclusively to transport assembled 
motor vehicles or bodies which does not 
exceed a total length of sixty (60) feet. 
The load on any such combination of ve- 
hicles may extend an additional three (3) 
feet beyond the front or rear thereof. 


(4)(a) No vehicle shall be driven or 
moved on any street unless such vehicle is 
so constructed or loaded as to prevent its 
contents from dropping, sifting, leaking or 
otherwise escaping therefrom. 


(b) It shall be unlawful to operate on 
the street of this city any motor vehicle 
carrying logs or tubular products, unless 
the following conditions are complied with: 


(1) In case they are loaded crosswise or 
at right angles to the side of the vehicle, 
such logs or tubular products shall be se- 
curely fastened to the body or frame of the 
vehicle with not less than two (2) wrap- 
ping chain binders, each of sufficient length 
to completely incircle them. 


(2) In case they are loaded lengthwise of 
the vehicle, obliquely or parallel to the 
sides, such logs or tubular products shall 
be securely fastened to the body or frame 
of the vehicle with not less than two (2) 
toggle chains and one (1) wrapping binder 
3 sufficient length to completely encircle 

em. 


(3) The binders shall be made of steel 
chain or a combination of steel chain and 
wire rope, each shall be not less than three- 
eights (3/8) of an inch in diameter and 
each shall have a breaking strength of not 
less than twelve thousand (12,000) pounds. 


(c) A violation of this subsection shall be 
a misdemeanor. 
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(5) (a) In no case shall the maximum axle 
load exceed the number of pounds desig- 
nated in the following provisions which pre- 
scribe the distance between axles: 


(1) When the axle spacing is nine (9) 
feet or over between axles, the maximum 
axle load shall not exceed eighteen thou- 
sand (18,000) pounds for vehicles equipped 
noe high pressure pneumatic or balloon 
ires. 


(2) When the axle spacing is less than 
nine (9) feet between two (2) axles but 
more than three and one-half (3%) feet, 
the maximum axle load shall not exceed 
thirteen thousand (18,000) pounds for high 
pressure pneumatic or balloon tires. 


(3) When two (2) axles are spaced less 
than three and one-half (3%) feet apart 
the combined weight thereof shall not ex- 
ceed the maximum weights as specified for 
a single axle when spaced nine (9) feet 
or more apart. 


(4) The foregoing shall be known as the 
normal loading maximum. 


(b) When such normal loading is in ef- 
fect the traffic engineer shall have the au- 
thority to designate certain streets or sec-~- 
tions thereof where bridges and road sur- 
faces are adequate for heavier loading, 
which designation may be revised as needed, 
on which the maximum tandem axle assem- 
bly loading shall not exceed sixteen thou- 
sand (16,000) pounds for any axle of such 
assembly. 


(c) On any legal combination of vehicles, 
only one (1) tandem axle assembly shall be 
permitted on such designated streets at the 
gross permissable weight of sixteen thou- 
sand (16,000) pounds for any such axle 
and no other tandem axle assembly in such 
combination of vehicles shall exceed a gross 
weight of thirteen thousand (13,000) pounds 
for any such axle. When the maximum 
gross weight of a tractor semi-trailer com- 
bination of vehices with load does not ex- 
ceed seventy-three thousand, two hundred 
eighty (73,280) pounds, two (2) tandem 
assmeblies shall be permitted on such desig- 
nated highways at a gross permissible 
we'ght of sixteen thousand (16,000) pounds 
for any such axle. 


(d) The normal size of tires shall be the 
rated size as published by the manufactur- 
ers and in no case shall the maximum wheel 
load permissible for any wheel exceed seven 
hundred (700) pounds per inch of width of 
tire. 


(e) During the months of March, April 
and May in each year, the maximum axle 
lead allowable on concrete pavements, or 
pavements with a concrete base, shall be 
reduced by twenty-five per cent (25% from 
the maximum axle loads as specified here- 
tofore in this section and the maximum 
axle loads allowable on all other types of 
streets during these months shall be re- 
duced by thirty-five per cent (85%) from 
the maximum axle loads as herein specified. 
The maximum wheel load shall not exceed 
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five hundred twenty-five (525) pounds per 
inch of tire width on concrete and concrete 
base or four hundred fifty (450) pounds 
per inch of tire width on all other streets 
during the period the seasonal road restric- 
tions are in effect. 


(f) The traffic engineer or the city 
council, may suspend the restrictions im- 
posed by this section when and where in 
their discretion conditions of the streets 
so warrant and may impose the restricted 
loading requirements of this section on des- 
ignated streets at any other time that the 
conditions of the streets may require. 


(6)(a) Any police officer or any duly 
authorized agent of the city having reason 
to believe that the weight of a vehicle and 
load is unlawful may require the driver to 
stop and submit to a weighing of the same 
by means of either portable or stationary 
scales approved and sealed by the state de- 
partment of agriculture as a legal weighing 
device and may require that such vehicle 
be driven to the city scales for the purpose 
of allowing said officer or agent of the city 
to determine whether such conveyance js 
loaded in conformity with the provisions of 
this section. 


(b) Whenever the officer or agent upon 
weighing a vehicle and load determines that 
the weight is unlawful, the officer or agent 
may require the driver to stop the vehicle 
in a suitable place and remain standing 
until such portion of the load is shifted or 
removed as may be necessary to reduce the 
gross axle load weight of such vehicle to 
the limit permitted under this section. All 
material so unloaded shall be cared for by 
the owner or operator of such vehicle at the 
risk of such owner or operator. Any judge 
or magistrate imposing a civil fine and 
costs under this section which are not paid 
in full immediately or for which a bond is 
not immediately posted in double the 
amount of such civil fine and costs, shall 
order the driver or owner to move the ve- 
hicle at his own risk to a place of safe- 
keeping within the jurisdiction of the judge 
or magistrate, inform the judge or magis- 
trate in writing of the place of safekeeping, 
and there keep the vehicle until the civil 
fine and costs are paid or sufficient bond 
furnished or until the judge or magistrate 
shall be satisfied the civil fine and costs 
will be paid. The officer or agent who 
has determined, after weighing a vehicle 
and load, that the weight is unlawful, may 
require the driver to proceed to a magis- 
trate with in county. If the magistrate is 
satisfied that the probable civil fine and 
cost will be paid by the owner or lessee, he 
may allow the driver to proceed, after the 
load has been made legal. If the magistrate 
is not satisfied that the owner or lessee, 
after a notice and right to be heard on the 
merits is given, will pay the amount of the 
probably civil fine and costs, the magistrate 
may order the vehicle to be impounded until 
trial on the merits is completed under con- 
ditions set forth in this section for the im- 
pounding of such vehicles after the civil 
fine and costs have been imposed. Removal 
of the vehicle, and forwarding, care or 
preservation of the load shall be under the 
control of and at the risk of the owner or 
driver, vehicles impounded shall be subject 
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to a lien, subject to any prior valid bona 
fied lien of prior record in the amount of 
such civil fine and costs and if the same 
are not paid within ninety (90) days after 
such seizure, said judge or magistrate shall 
certify such unpaid judgment to the city 
attorney, of the city, who shall proceed to 
enforce the lien by foreclosure sale in ac- 
cordance with procedure authorized in the 
case of chattel mortgage foreclosures. When 
such duly authorized agent of the city is 
performing his duties under this section he 
shall have all the powers conferred upon 
ae officers by the general laws of this 
state. 


(c) Any owner of any vehicle as defined 
in this section, or any lessee, who violates 
the provisions of section (5) is responsible 
for a civil infraction and upon admission 
or a finding of responsibility thereof, shall 
be assessed, a fine in an amount equal to 
two (2) cents per pound of excess load over 
one thousand (1,000) pounds when the ex- 
cess is two thousand (2,000) pounds or less; 
four (4) cents per pound of excess load 
when the excess if over two thousand 
( ets pounds but not over three thousand 
(3,000) pounds; six (6) cents per pound 
for each pound of excess load when the 
excess is over three thousand (3,000) 
pounds but not over four thousand (4,000) 
pounds; eight (8) cents per pound for each 
pound of excess load when the excess load 
is over four thousand (4,000) pounds but 
not over five thousand (5,000) pounds; ten 
(10) cents per pound for each pound of 
excess load when the excess if over five 
thousand (5,000) pounds. 


(d) Any driver or owner of any vehicle 
who knowingly fails to stop at or who 
knowingly bypasses any scales or weighing 
station is guilty of a misdemeanor. 


(e) No agent of the city shall stop any 
truck or vehicle in movement upon any 
street within the city for any purpose, un- 
less the agents or authorized representatives 
are driving a duly marked vehicle, clearly 
showing and denoting the branch of gov- 
ernment they represent. 


(f) Any driver or owner of any vehicle 
who knowingly fails to step when requested 
or ordered to do so by any police officer 
of any duly authorized agent of the city, 
authorized to require the driver to stop and 
submit to a weighing of his vehicle and 
load by means of a portable scale, is guilty 
of a misdemeanor. 


(7) (a) The city council, may in its dis- 
enetion, upon application in writing and 
good cause shown therefore, issue a permit 
in writing authorizing the applicant to op- 
erate or remove a vehicle or combination 
of vehicles of a size or weight of vehicle or 
load exceeding the maximum specified in 
this section or otherwise not in conformity 
with the provisions of this section upon any 
street in the city. 


(b) The application for any special per- 
mit shall be on a form prescribed by the 
city and shall specifically describe the ve- 
hicle or vehicles and load to be operated or 
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moved and the particular street upon which 
permit to operate is requested. 


(c) The city council, may in its discre- 
tion issue special permits authorizing the 
operation upon a street of traction engines 
or tractors having movable tracks with 
transverse corrugations upon the periphery 
of such movable tracks on farm tractors or 
other farm machinery, the operation of 
which upon a street would otherwise be 
prohibited under this section. 


(d) Such permit shall specify the trip or 
trips and date or dates for which it is to 
be valid and the authority granting such 
permit may restrict or prescribe conditions 
of operation of such vehicle or vehicles, 
when necessary to insure against undue 
damage to the street foundations, surfaces, 
structures or installations and may require 
a reasonable inspection fee and such other 
security as may be deemed necessary to 
compensate for any damages caused by such 
movement. 


(e) It shall be lawful to transport tele- 
phone, telegraph and electric poles of a 
greater length as otherwise authorized over 
the streets in the construction, maintenance 
and repair of telephone, telegraph and elec- 
tric lines, provided a permit is first secured 
therefor from the traffic engineer. 


(f) It shall be lawful to transport con- 
crete pipe of a greater width than other- 
wise authorized over streets, providing a 
permit for each project is first secured 
therefor from the traffic engineer. 


(zg) Every such permit shall be carried in 
the vehicle or combination of vehicles to 
which it refers and shall be open to inspc- 
tion to any police officer or authorzied 
agent, and no person shall violate any of 
the terms or conditions of such special 
permit. 


(8)(a) The traffic engineer shall place 
appropriate signs on the streets affected 
by this section designating the prohibitions 
and limitations thereto. 


Sec. 31-168. Traffic violations bureau— 
Maintained. 


(a) The 54-A District Court may main- 
tain a traffic violations bureau to assist 
the court with the clerical work of traffic 
cases. The bureau shall be in charge of 
such persons and shall be open at such 
hours as the district judges may designate. 


(b) The district judge or judges who hear 
traffic cases shall designate the specified 
civil infractions under this chapter and the 
traffic ordinances of this city and the state 
traffic laws in respect to which payments 
of fines may be accepted by the traffic 
violations bureau in satisfaction thereof, 
and shall specify by suitable schedules the 
amount of such fines for first, second, and 
subsequent offenses, provided such fines 
are within the limits declared by law or 
ordinances, and shall further specify what 
number of such civil infractions shall re- 
quire appearance before a judge of the 54-A 
District Court. 


JULY 23, 1979 


Sec. 31-164. Same—When person charged 
may elect to appear at bureau or 
before a district judge. 


Any person charged with an offense or 
civil infraction for which payment of a fine 
may be made to the traffic violations bu- 
reau shall have the option of paying such 
fine within the time specified in the notice 
of arrest or in the citation for civil infrac- 
tion at the traffic violations bureau upon 
entering a plea of guilty and upon waiving 
appearance in court; or, in the case of a 
civil infraction, upon acknowledging re- 
sponsibility for the infraction; or may have 
the option of depositing required lawful 
bail in the case of a misdemeanor and upon 
a plea of not guilty shall be entitled to a 
trial as authorized by law or, in the case 
of civil infraction, may deny responsibility 
for the civil infraction and appear before a 
magistrate or district judge as permitted 
by law. 


Sec. 31-165. Same—Duties. 


The following duties are hereby imposed 
upon the traffic violations bureau in ref- 
ae to traffic offenses and civil infrac- 
ions: 


(1) It shall accept designated fines, issue 
receipts, and represent in court such viola- 
tors as are permitted and desire to plead 
guilty and waive court appearance in the 
case of a misdemeanor or acknowledge re- 
sponsibility for a civil infraction in the case 
of a civil infraction. 


(2) It shall keep an easily accessible rec- 
ord of all violations of which each person 
has been quilty and of all civil infractions 
for which each person has admitted to be 
or been found to be responsible during the 
preceding twelve months, whether such 
guilt or responsibility was established in 
court or in the traffic violations bureau. 


Sec. 31-167. Same—Forms and Notices. 


The city controller shall provide suitable 
serially numbered forms for notifying vio- 
lators to appear and answer to charges of 
violating traffic laws and ordinances. Such 
forms shall be issued to and receipted for 
by the chief of police or other person acting 
for him. The city controller shall each 
month report to the mayor and judges of 
the 54-A District Court the disposal made 
by the police of all forms issued to them. 
For this purpose the city controller or his 
represntative shall have access to the nec- 
essary records of the police department, the 
city traffic courts of this city, and the traf- 
fic violations bureau. These reports shal] 
be public records. 


Sec. 81-168. Same—Illegal attempt to 
cancel. 


Any person who cancels or solicits the 
cancellation of any traffic citation, in any 
manner other than as provided above, shall 
be guilty of violating this section, and upon 
conviction thereof shall be punished as pro- 
vided in Section 1-8 of this Code. Violation 
of this section shall be a misdemeanor. 
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Sec. 31-171. Failure to comply with no- 
tice attached to parked vehicle. 


If a violator of the restrictions on stop- 
ping, standing, or parking under the traf- 
fic laws or ordinances does not appear in 
response to a notice affixed to such motor 
vehicle within a period of five days the 
clerk of the traffic court or the traffic vio- 
lations bureau shall send to the owner of 
the motor vehicle, to which the notice was 
affixed, a notice informing him of the 
civil infraction and giving warning that in 
the event such notice is disregarded a de- 
fault may be entered in favor of the city 
and a civil fine assessed. 


Sec. 31-173. When complaint to be issued. 


In the event any person fails to appear 
in response to a notice given to such per- 
son or attached to a vehicle for a civil in- 
fraction or fails to make appearance pursu- 
ant to a summons for a civil infraction a 
default judgment shall be entered against 
that person in favor of the city and that 
person shall be civilly fined and taxed costs 
in favor of the city. If any person fails 
or refuses to make appearance pursuant to 
a citation for a misdemeanor or a summons 
for a violation constituting a misdemeanor, 
or if any person fails or refuses to deposit 
bail as required and within the time per- 
mitted by ordinance, the clerk of the traf- 
fic court or traffic violations bureau shall 
forthwith have a complaint entered against 
such person and secure and issue a warrant 
for his arrest. 


Sec. 31-174. Disposition of traffic fines 
and forfeitures. 


All fines or forfeitures collected upon 
conviction or upon the forfeiture of bail of 
any person charged with a violation of any 
of the criminal provisions of this chapter 
shall be paid into the city treasury. All 
civil fines collected upon an admission of 
or finding of responsibility for a civil in- 
fraction or pursuant to a default judgment 
of responsibility for a civil infraction pur- 
suant to any of the provisions of this chap- 
ter shall be paid into the city treasury. 


Sec. 81-176. Penalites. 


Unless another penalty is expressly pro- 
vided by law, the following penalties shall 
be imposed against every person convicted 
of a violation of any of the provisions of 
this chapter: 


(a) The penalties for any violation of any 
section of this chapter which is specifically 
designated as constituting a misdemeanor 
shall be a penal fine of no more than one 
hundred dollars ($100.00) or imprisonment 
for no more than ninety (90) days or both. 


(b) Any person admitting gee hal 
or determined to be responsible for a viola- 
tion of any section of this chapter which 
constitutes a civil infraction may be ordered 
to pay a fine of not more than one hundred 
dollars ($100.00) and, except in the case 
of parking violations, shall be ordered to 
pay court costs as permitted by law of not 
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less than five dollars ($5.00) nor more than 
one hundred dollars ($100.00). 


(c) Penalties for parking violations shall 
be as follows: 


(1) Parking in excess of a specified time 
limitation, including parking meter viola- 
tions—$2.00 ; 


(2) All other parking violations—$5.00; 


(3) Additional cost of $3.00 for each vio- 
lation is assessed five (5) days after the 
date of violation; Saturdays, Sundays and 
public holidays as defined by ordinance are 
excepted; 


(4) Additional cost not to exceed $10.00 
for each violation is assessed ten (10) days 
after the date of violation; Saturdays, Sun- 
days and public holidays as defined by or- 
dinance excepted upon the filing of a sworn 
complaint with the court and the issuance 
of an arrest warrant. 


Section 2. All ordinances or parts of or- 
dinances inconsistent with the provisions 
hereof are hereby repealed. 


Section 3. This ordinance shall take ef- 
fect thirty (30) days from date of passage 
unless given immediate efect by the Lan- 
sing City Council.

Request from Health Central 
for Working Capital Funds 


Dear President Adado and 
Council Members: 


The Health Central organization has re- 
quested the City of Lansing and other sub- 
scribers to loan them working capital funds 
in the approximate amount of three months 
premium. After further discussion with 
them, Mr. Dowsett advises me that an 
equally suitable arrangement would be that 
the City advance the estimated premium 
due for the 4th quarter of our fiscal year 
(April, May and June of 1989). During 
the months of April, May and June of 
1980 they would repay the advance by 
crediting the monthly premium and make 
a final adjustment at the end of June. 
Health Central would pay interest estimated 
at $5,400 on the $90,000 advance of funds 
at the rate of 8% per annum. 


As you are aware, Health Central is 
experiencing financial difficulty due to their 
rapid growth and their inability to main- 
tain resources adequate to match their in- 
creased operating costs. They are prepar- 
ing to implement an 18 month operating 
plan designed to achieve operating stability 
which has been approved without endorse- 
ment by the State of Michigan Insurance 
Bureau. Inherent in the Plan and essen- 
tial to the continued support of the Federal 
government (HEW) and private funds is 
the endorsement (support) from subscribers 
at the local level. Following are some of 
the main features of their plan of opera- 
tion. 


A. Drawing down additional Federal Loan 
Guarantees for the operating period of 
5-20 through 7-31-79. 


B. Bring in a “‘private” investing partner ; 
said funds to be used to pay off old 
debts incurred prior to 5-20-79. 


C. Implement new operating plan 8-1-79 
for which working capital funds are 
being requested from subscriber groups. 


D. Beginning in 1981, amortize debt struc- 
ture over a 20 year period, the same as 
the federal loan repayment period. 


E. Restructure their health care delivery 
system so as to restore the confidence 
of the membership. It is, of course, 
essential to the success of their short 
term plan that they maintain current 
membership and even entertain some 
conservative growth. 


Health Central does provide major health 
services to many of our City of Lansing 
employees. Many good people are working 
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hard together to provide responsible solu- 
tions to their problems. 


I will be approving their request for the 
advance payment of our 4th quarter pre- 
mium unless Council acts to set other policy 
on this prior to August 15, 1979. If you do 
not act, I will consider this to be affirma- 
tive support. This amount is budgeted in 
the 1979-80 fiscal year. I will work with 
the City Attorney to prepare the appropri- 
ate agreement to provide for the payment 
of 8% interest on the advance of funds and 
to provide for the payback of these funds 
during the months of April, May and June 
of this fiscal year.

— That the Economic Development Cor- 
poration of the U.S. Department of 
Commerce has advised that the $45,021 
renovation project of the Comfort Sta- 
tion can commence within 30 days of the 
expiration of the Community Design 
Center’s lease, and that I am to keep 
the Federal Government informed of 
any changes in the status of this project. 


Ronald Stonehouse, Redevelopment Direc- 
tor, who is in charge of this project, ad- 
vises that work is being done so that the 
necessary bid notices can go public, the 
goal being to commence the rehab work 
within the time allocated by the Federal 
Government.

SUBJECT: River clean-up efforts 


Approximately August 1978 the Park and 
Receration Department obtained a 18 foot 
pontoon boat, a small winch, trailer and 
necessary life preservers at the direction of 
the Committee on Parks and Recreation. 


The pontoon boat was obtained with the 
expectation that the department would 
provide routine maintenance on the river 
and that major clean-up projects would 
consequently be handled by larger equip- 
ment with an outside contractor. It was 
further understood that without CETA 
work force it would be necessary to hire 
laborers on a seasonal basis to undertake 
a river clean-up project. 


We can roughly estimate operating ex- 
penses for the project to be in the neigh- 
borhood of $2,000 per season. This amount 
would be related primarily to dump fees 
required for elimination of debris picked 
from the river and incidental operating 
supplies and repairs. 


We would need 3 seasonal employees 
(laborer II’s) to man the pontoon boat. 
The employees currently are paid at the 
rate of $5.79 per hour or $231.60 per week. 
We could possibly undertake a 10 week 
program yet this season beginning August 
6, 1979. Labor for 10 weeks would cost 
$6,948 plus $695 for fringes. Total $7,643. 
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If the project were undertaken a depart- 
ment truck could be made available for 
hauling the debris to the land fill. Funds 
would be necessary to cover additional ex- 
penses in operating supplies and in labor 
accounts before we could begin any sub- 
stantial river clean-up project.

Last Monday, July 238, I submitted to 
you the name of Virgil Langworthy for 
consideration for confirmation to the Board 
of Water and Light. Mr. Langworthy, as 
I pointed out, is an employee of Snell En- 
vironmental Group. This brought the ques- 
tion of how much work the Snell Environ- 
mental group was performing for the 
Board of Water and Light. 


I have been advised by E. F. Brush, 
Manager of the Board of Water and Light, 
that he had the contract records researched 
over the last ten year period, and that 
Snell Environmental Group has had only 
one contract with the Board of Water and 
Light, that being for $4,413.0, which was 
paid in April 1978. 


This contract resulted from a charge by 
the Air Quality Division of the Department 
of Natural Resources of the State of 
Michigan, the charge being that the Board 
of Water and Light had exceeded sulfur 
dioxide discharges of the allowable stand- 
ards. The monitor of the Air Quality 
Division of the Department of Natural Re- 
sources was located in the Gardener’s Build- 
ing at Cooley Garden next to a monitor 
of the Board of Water and Light, which 
did not register what the State of Michigan 
claimed. The calculations of the Board of 
Water and Light was not accepted by the 
State of Michigan. Therefore, Snell En- 
vironmental Group was engaged to perform 
necessary calculations, and that organiza- 
tion showed the State of Michigan that its 
monitor had not been installed in accord- 
ance with the manufacturer’s recommenda- 
tions, and that the instrument was reading 
incorrectly. As a result, the Board of 
Water and Light prevailed in this matter 
and the monitor of the State of Michigan 
was removed.

Once again, this office has been asked 
to respond to Councilman Baker’s accusa- 
tions of inefficiency. Once again, I wish 
to explain for the record that Councilman 
Baker’s statements are only so much bunk. 


At the session of City Council on Mon- 
day, July 23, 1979, Councilman Baker ac- 
cused the administration of failing to 
establish a tourist information booth for 
the Convention/Visitors Bureau of Greater 
Lansing. This was in response to a resolu- 
tion of City Council of May 21, 1979, wish- 
ing to establish the booth as a demonstra- 
tion project for this summer. 


The following actions have been taken 
by City staff to implement this project: 


1. A Comprehensive Employment § and 
Training Act (CETA) contract has been 
signed with the Convention/Visitors 
Bureau, effective July 1, 1979, for six 
(6) positions, totaling $6,698. This 
covers the time period suggested for the 
demonstration program. Seven persons 
have been certified as CETA eligible and 
referred for interviews to the Conven- 
tion/Visitors Bureau. This contract was 
temporarily delayed on the recom- 
mendation of the Internal Auditor to the 
Manpower Office, dated June 7, 1979, 
and corrected by the Convention/Visitors 
Bureau by letter of July 9, 1979 (at- 
tached). The contract was then signed. 


2. While the resolution of May 21, 1979, 
specified additional funds to support this 
project, Council failed to accompany 
that with the appropriate transfer of 
funds resolution. The Finance Depart- 
ment presented this matter to City 
Council on July 16, 1979, and an ap- 
propriation was passed for $1,000 to 
cover printing expenses through the 
City of Lansing Administrative Services 
Department. This should provide addi- 
tional services, rather than spending 
these funds through a for-profit printing 
company (attached). 


8. The Purchasing Department has identi- 
fied several items for the operation of 
the tourist booth, and those are being 
reserved for this operation. The excep- 
tion to the list was a typewriter. Dick 
Carroll, Executive Director of the Con- 
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vention Bureau, has been so notified and 
has assured my office that his organiza- 
tion can supply the typewriter. 


4. At the request of Councilman Baker, 
Mr. Steve Dougan, my Administrative 
Assistant, spent two hours of his time 
to attend the meeting of the County 
Commissioners Finance Committee on 
June 6, 1979. During that time he was 
never asked to speak to this matter—in 
fact, it was not a useful allocation of 
his time. The Commissioners did ap- 
prove $1,500 for the materials to con- 
struct the tourist booth, from the 
County Room Tax. 


5. Following that meeting, Mr. Dougan 
was able to find some free labor to 
construct the booth. Specifically, Mr. 
Walt Dembowski, Business Representa- 
tive of Carpenter’s Local Union 1449, 
generously agreed to have his appren- 
ticeship training class construct the 
booth. Mr. Dembowski requested plans 
and a materials list. Mr. Baker had the 
only sketch and Mr. Baker acknowledged 
that Mr. Pat Smith of the Community 
Design Center did the drawings. Mr. 
Dougan requested Mr. Baker on June 8, 
1979, to obtain drawings and a materials 
list from Mr. Smith and, if possible, to 
deliver those directly to the Union’s 
office. Mr. Baker agreed. On Monday, 
June 11, Mr. Dembowski called Mr. 
Dougan and asked when the plans would 
be delivered. This was checked with 
Mr. Baker and he again agreed to get 
the plans to Mr. Dembowski. The same 
situation occurred on Tuesday, June 12. 
In early July, Mr. Baker informed Mr. 
Dougan that he had recently talked with 


Mr. Dembowski, said that Mr. Dem- 
bowski had been waiting for plans from 
whomever was going to provide them, 
but now all was taken care of. Then 
on July 23, 1979, Mr. Baker asked the 
Council session why this wasn’t done. 
Mr. Dougan talked with Mr. Dembowski 
on Wednesday, July 25, at which time 
Mr. Dembowski indicated a _ certain 
frustration with the project since he 
agreed to do the work on a ‘“‘rush’”’ 
basis and then six weeks later he still 
hadn’t received the necessary work 
documents from the Community Design 
Center. Further, he doubted that at this 
late date his apprentices could do the 
construction since there are no appren- 
ticeship meetings scheduled in August. 


Mr. Dougan has already discussed the 
situation with Mr. Dick Carroll of the 
Convention/Visitors Bureau and they have 
mutually begun to work on alternatives. 
In the meantime, Mr. Smith will also be 
contacted to request the drawings and 
materials list in order to determine an 
estimated cost for City of Lansing per- 
sonnel to construct such a booth. 


It is indeed unfortunate that so much 
time is wasted correcting Mr. Baker’s ac- 
cusations and allegations. It is additionally 
unfortunate that this is the only item so 
far that has been recognized from the River 
Island Area Comprehensive Development 
Plan. The tourist booth idea is a very good 
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one indeed, and one for which the River 
Island Area Policy Review Committee must 
receive credit. The Committee’s many other 
good and sound ideas still languish with- 
out benefit of adoption by City Council be- 
cause the report still lies with Councilman 
Baker’s Physical Development Committee, 
where it has been these past several months, 
I for one would be delighted if the River 
Island Plan were ever reported out of 
Committee. 


I wish to publicly thank Carpenter’s Local 
Union 1449 for its generous offer to con- 
struct the tourist information booth and 
the Convention/Visitors Bureau of Greater 
Lansing for its patience in this entire 
matter.

Dear Colleagues: 


In recent weeks the Crime Prevention 
Bureau of the Lansing Poiice Department 
has been meeting with concerned residents 
in the Rivers Edge Subdivision. The citi- 
zens represent 248 homes on eight streets 
and they are very concerned about the 
crime rate in their neighborhood. They 
have been meeting at Woodcreek School, 
and I have been paying the school district’s 
rental fee from my Council account, as is 
my custom. 


Officer Jeffrey Smith of the Crime Pre- 
vention Bureau has been doing an out- 
standing job in his meetings with these 
people. Out of these meetings has come a 
number of recommendations which are 
being implemented, such as: block coordi- 
nators, telephone trees, home security sur- 
veys, Operation Identification engraving, 
and other routine programs which are 
available to all of our city’s neighborhoods; 
however, a new program is now being 
recommended for placement in this neigh- 
borhood on a pilot basis. The idea came 
from Meridian Township which now has 
this program in operation. Simply stated, 
the neighbors and Officer Smith are re- 
questing that 16 “Burglars Beware!” signs 
be placed on the eight streets entering their 
neighborhood. Specifically, the sign says 
“Burglars Beware, Neighborhood Watch in 
Operation, Lansing Police Department, 
372-9400.”" Officer Smith has loaned me a 
sample sign which is now being used by 
the Meridian Township police in one of 
their neighborhoods. I am told that the use 
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of these signs has caused a dramatic de- 
crease in the crime rate. 


Here is the reason for my letter. In 
order to initiate this pilot program, a 
transfer of funds will be necessary along 
with the possible creation of a new line 
item in the Crime Prevention budget. The 
estimated cost of 16 signs is $96.96. I 
would recommend that this matter be re- 
ferred immediately to the Council’s Ways 
and Means Committee and to the Mayor 
for expeditious routing through the Finance 
Department, so that perhaps a transfer re- 
quest may come to this Council nevt Mon- 
day night, if at all possible. Your con- 
sideration of this recommendation made 
jointly by a neighborhood and our crime 
prevention personnel will be greatly appre- 
ciated. Thank you.

Dear Fellow Council Members 
and Mayor Graves: 


With the budget approval process for 
Fiscal Year 1979-80 behind us, I suggest we 
begin thinking about fiscal policy for the 
future. We all realize that the entire 
country is experiencing economic upheaval 
due to inflation, gasoline costs and avail- 
ability, the frustration of the labor force, 
and changes in federal policies that may 
reduce funds returned to State and local 
government. All these factors, combined 
with a possible recession of unpredictable 
magnitude, make wise fiscal planning an 
‘absolute necessity if we are to provide an 
accustomed level of services to Lansing 
residents. 


Certain losses of operating revenue are 
known to us, such as reduction in CETA 
and Community Development Block Grant 
‘Funds. Other losses will depend on ac- 
tions at the Federal level and in the auto- 
mobile industry, which could significantly 
raise our local unemployment rate. Higher 
unemployment means reduced income tax 
revenue for the City. Reductions in fund- 
ing from other government sources could 
result in much higher property taxes, lay- 
offs of City workers, or both. 


As a taxpaying homeowner, I do not 
wish to see a Council decision that places 
a substantially bigger financial burden on 
property owners. I am proud that the 
City’s portion of the property tax rate has 
gone down, or remained the same, since 
the 1976-77 Fiscal Year. Further, the 
Dept Service portion of the City tax rate 
has decreased each year since 1969-70. 


Overall, inflation has actually helped 
Lansing more than it has hurt. While the 
costs of goods and services have risen, so 
have personal and business incomes, with 
the result that City revenue from the in- 
come tax has increased. Likewise, the 
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value of real property has risen, providing 
more tax revenue with the same rate. But 
the increases will be more than offset if 
federal revenue sharing funds are reduced. 


The drive to balance the federal budget 
has a very desirable goal, and many people 
consider a balanced budget the single big- 
gest step toward curbing inflation. If re- 
ducing or eliminating revenue sharing is 
used as a means to this end, however, Lan- 
sign will suffer new economic problems. 
Federal revenue sharing has provided Lan- 
sing with about $3 million per year since 
1972-73. The Mayor advised us in his bud- 
get message that the loss of $3 million in 
revenue sharing funds would mean either 
a 38.5 mill increase in the property tax 
rate or a layoff of 170 employees. Plus, 
other taxing units would increase their 
shares of the tax rate to compensate for 
the loss of federal funds. 


Another factor in this complicated pic- 
ture is the Headlee Amendment and the 
State’s implementation of it. The property 
tax rollback provisions are already in 
effect, so we must be careful to project the 
impact of all tax decisions we make. As 
long as inflation keeps the Consumer Price 
Index rate above the increases in real 
property value, the millage rollback pro- 
visions of Headlee will not affect Lansing. 
Right now this is not an immediate prob- 
lem because our City Charter allows a 
maximum tax rate of 20 mills, or $20 per 
$1,000 assessed valuation, and we are only 
levying 9.75 mills for operations. So our 
City is operating in good shape with less 
than half of the property tax revenue we 
could be receiving. 


The bill that enacts the “Mandated costs” 
aspect of the Headlee Amendment has now 
been passed by both houses of the State 
Legislature. Basically, Headlee said that 
when the State creates new activities or 
services for implementation at the local 
government level, the State will pay its 
share of the cost. The law will provide 
very few blessings to local government, 
however, because it puts strict limits on 
what new local activities and services will 
be funded with State money. The State is 
also considering reductions in revenue 
sharing as a means to reduce their budget. 


The important thing about revenue shar- 
ing is that it is nearly undedicated money. 
We have a generally free hand in how we 
spend money received. Now, the U. S. 
Congress would rather portion out funds 
as grants for specific purposes to increase 
accountability and citizen participation in 
the decision-making process. The concept 
of direct grant-in-aid is fine, provided 
Michigan and Lansing get a fair share. 
For years we’ve heard about the great 
migration to the Sun Belt, with industries 
and workers moving south. Where the 
people go, the money goes. We in the in- 
dustrial Northeast and Midwest have been 
watching this happen, and there is little 
we can do about it. We must have funds 
with which to build or rebuild, to grow or 
at least keep from shrinking. Our whole 
way of life depends on how we proceed. 
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The Mayor has asked for a resolution 
seeking support to the Michigan Congres- 
sional Delegation to re-enact Federal Reve- 
nue Sharing. I have had such a resolution 
prepared for Council action. The Mayor 
also wishes to meet with the Council, Con- 
gressman Carr, and Senators Riegle and 
Levin on this issue. I endorse this idea, 
and would like to invite Lansing’s repres- 
tation in the Michigan Legislature and the 
Ingham County Board of Commissioners. 
I envision an information-sharing session 
that could lead to sound financial strategies 
based on mutually-understood policies. Be- 
cause of the importance of this issue, I fur- 
ther suggest live cablecasting of the meet- 
ing on Channel 28. If there are no objec- 
tions from the Council, I will try to have 
such a meeting scheduled as soon as pos- 
sible. 


In the interim, please familiarize your- 
selves with the revenue sharing issue and 
policy alternatives available to us as a 
City Council. We cannot allow external 
events to force us into a crisis management 
situation. We must find the best way to 
guarantee delivery of traditional services 
while minimizing the tax burden of our 
residents.

The problems being addressed are faced 
by not only cities in Michigan, but by cities 
all over the United States. In Michigan, 
cities are faced with new laws, both Fed- 
eral and State, which differ substantially 
from what was allowed until 1954. The 
First Phase of the changing laws will re- 
quire an estimated expenditure by the 
City of Lansing of $1,080,000, or what will 
equate to over $1.00 per one thousand dol- 
lars of assessed valuation tax increase. 
Some of the Funding will come from the 
Federal government, some from the State 
of Michigan and a substantial balance of 
millions of dolars will come from the City 
of Lansing. 


The City of Lansing is not without fault. 
The problem has been before the City Coun- 
cil for a number of years and, though some 
activities have taken place, the City has 
much more to do. 


My immediate concern is that the 
NOTICE OF INTENT TO DENY SEWER 
CONSTRUCTION PERMITS may very well 
prevent us from expending of $8 million 
reserved to retain Motor Wheel, including 
the expended $1.4 million for the major, 
new sewer necessary to correct the dis- 
charge problem of that facility. 


Please be advised that a) meetings have 
already been held regarding all of the 
aforementioned, and that other meetings 
are scheduled and b) the Public Service 
Director is already preparing point by point 
replies for the Department of Natural Re- 
sources. 


Problem identification is the simplest 
form of activity in the world, the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources has already 
accomplished that—solutions to the prob- 
lems are the most difficult things in the 
world, and the City of Lansing, like dozens 
upon dozens of other cities is seriously 
attempting to bring about solutions. The 
problems have resolved from years and 
years of neglect, and total solutions cannot 
result within a matter of months. 


No one in the United States has any con- 
ception of the total costs it will take to 
clean up the water, land and air, but 
before us is just another one of the costs 
to be faced. We have recently expended 
approximately $30 million for a new Sew- 
age Treatment Plant, and that is only the 
tip of the iceberg. 


There are no simple, easy answers to 
the ecology demands, but the matters must 
be met. The largest and unanswered ques- 
tion for the City of Lansing, and for every 
other City in the United States, is, ‘““Where 
are the sources and where will the dollars 
come from ?”

MCLA 691.1408; MSA 38.996(103) im- 
munizes a municipality from liability for 
damages caused by a defective highway 
unless the municipality knew of or should 
have reasonably discovered the defect: 


‘No governmental agency is liable 
for injuries or damages caused by de- 
fective highways unless the govern- 
mental agency knew, or in the exercise 
of reasonable diligence should have 
known, of the existence of the defect 
and had a reasonable time to repair 
the defect before the injury took place. 
Knowledge of the defect and time to 
repair the same shall be conclusively 
presumed when the defect existed so 
as to be readily apparent to an ordi- 
narily observant person for a period 
of thirty days or longer before the 
injury took place.” 


The Public Service Department has ad- 
vised this office that it had received no 
report of the existence of the chuckhole 
that allegedly caused the accident prior to 
the time of the accident and had no knowl- 
edge of the defect. 


Therefore, applying the statute referred 
to above to the facts of this matter, it is 
the recommendation of this office that Ms.

On July 26, 1979, attorneys for Tommie 
McPherson formally requested that he be 
given a Veterans Preference in Employ- 
ment Act hearing to review his recent dis- 
charge by the Parks Department of the 
City of Lansing. Pursuant to the provi- 
sions of the Veterans Preference in Em- 
ployment Act of the State of Michigan, all 
City employees who are veterans within 
the meaning of the Act are entitled to a 
hearing pursuant to that Act to review 
their discharge. 


As is allowed by the Act, the City At- 
torney’s Office of the City of Lansing has 
been designated by the Mayor as being 
responsible for conducting the hearing in 
the matter. Because the City Attorney’s 
Office will be conducting that hearing and 
because the rudimentary requirements of 
due process of law requires that such a 
hearing be conducted in a fair and im- 
partial manner it would present clear con- 
flict of interest if a member of this office 
were to represent the City of Lansing at 
that hearing. Because this office is unable 
to provide legal representation for the City 
at the hearing and because Mr. McPherson 
will be represented by counsel, it is the 
recommendation of this office that City 
Council authorize the retention of outside 
counsel to represent the City of Lansing 
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in this matter. This office further recom- 
mends that Mr. George Warren, a local 
attorney with experience in such matters, 
should be retained by the City. This office 
has contacted Mr. Warren and he has in- 
dicated a willingness to represent the City 
in this matter for a fee of $45.00 an hour 
plus the reimbursement of reasonable ex- 
penses. The requisite funds for such rep- 
resentation have been appropriated and are 
within the professional services account of 
the City of Lansing. 


Because the City is required by law to 
provide a Veterans Preference hearing to 
Mr. McPherson within thirty days of his 
request, I respectfully urge the City Coun- 
cil to give this matter immediate favorable 
consideration.

In early 1977 Dines, Inc. and Mr. and 
Mrs. George Dines filed the above refer- 
enced appeal with the Michigan Tax 
Tribunal complaining that certain parcels 
of real property owned by them and located 
on East Michigan Avenue in the City of 
Lansing had been assigned assessed values 
for the purpose of property tax in excess 
of 50% of their true cash value and, there- 
fore, were illegally assessed. In 1978 the 
petition was amended to include the 1978 
tax year assessed value. The City of Lan- 
sing filed its answer in the matter alleging 
that the assessed values assigned the sub- 
ject property by the City Assessor were 
not in excess of 50% of the property’s true 
cash value and, therefore, were legally 
assessed. 


Recently, in an attempt to settle the 
above referenced case representatives of 
Dines, Inc. and Mr. and Mrs. George Dines 
have met with representatives of the City 
Assessor’s Office and, based on information 
not previously available to the Assessor’s 
Office, they have agreed on a tentative 
settlement of the matter. Pursuant to that 
agreement, Dines and the City of Lansing 
are willing to agree that the assessed value 
of the subject property for the 1977 and 
1978 tax years should total $422,000. While 
this amount is somewhat less than the 
$249,100 at which the property was initially 
assessed by the City of Lansing, it is sub- 
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stantially in excess of the amount origi- 
nally claimed by the petitioner and, in the 
opinion of the City Assessor’s Office, the 
amount is justifiable in light of the infor- 
mation now available to them. 


Based on the recommendation of the City 
Assessor’s Office as well as the uncertainty 
of outcome which is inevitable if the matter 
should proceed to a hearing, it is the 
recommendation of this office that settle- 
taent of the above referenced tax appeal 
should be authorized by City Council as 
described herein.

Dear Council Members: 


Almost one year ago, Raupp Campfitters 
filed a lawsuit in the Ingham County Cir- 
cuit Court against the City of Lansing 
alleging that the City of Lansing improp- 
erly failed to award them the concession 
contract for the cross country ski conces- 
sion at Groesbeck Golf Course in the City 
of Lansing. In essence, they claimed that 
of the two bids submitted for the conces- 
sion, theirs was the best and most respon- 
sible and, therefore, should have been ac- 
cepted by the City of Lansing in preference 
to the other bid. While originally the law- 
suit requested only that the Circuit Court 
order that the contract be awarded o 
Raupp Campfitters, recently the complaint 
has been amended to include a claim for 
damages from the City of Lansing for lost 
profits of almost $9,000. The estimate of 
lost profits is apparently based upon the 
costs and revenues experienced at another 
cross country ski concession operated by 
Raupp Campfitters at Kensington Metro 
Park in the southeastern part of the state. 


Recently this office has received an offer 
of settlement of the suit from attorneys 
representing Raupp Campfitters. In es- 
sence, they have indicated that Raupp 
Campfitters would be agreeable to dis- 
missing the suit in return for a cash settle- 
ment of $750. At the request of Raupp 
Campfitters I am forwarding the settlement 
offer to you for your consideration. 


Based upon a review of this matter, it 
is the opinion of this office that it is un- 
likely the trial of this matter will result 
in a finding that the City of Lansing is 
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liable to Raupp Campfitters for having 
awarded the cross country ski concession 
contract to the other bidder. It should also 
be noted, however, the cost to the City of 
Lansing of engaging in a trial of this 
matter might equal or exceed the amount 
of the proposed settlement. Based upon 
this office’s view that ultimate liability by 
the City of Lansing to Raupp Campfitters 
is unlikely in this matter, this office can 
not recommend that the settlement offer by 
Raupp Campfitters be accepted. 


To aid the City Council in its considera- 
tion of this offer, this office stands ready 
to meet with the City Couoncil at any time 
ot further discuss the details of this mat- 
ter. In connection with its consideration 
of this matter, the City Council should be 
aware that a discussion regarding the 
strategy in and settlement of pending liti- 
gation may be conducted in a closed meet- 
ing pursuant to the Open Meetings Act of 
the State of Michigan. If the City Council 
desires a detailed explanation of the City’s 
strategies and defenses in this matter, it is 
the recommendation of this office that that 
explanation be given in a closed meeting 
to protect the City’s interest in this matter.

Attached please find a letter from Michael 
Quinn, Director of the Tri-County Regional 
Manpower Administration, to the U.S. De- 
partment of Labor Regional Office to 
indicate that the threat of recapture of 
funds from Lansing’s Comprehensive Em- 
poloyment and Training Act (CETA) is 
over. The Lansing consortium has reached 
99% of its planned on board level as of 
July 31, 1979, well in excess of the 90% 
target established by DOL when the threat 
an ONEe to recapture $544,635 of Title VI 
unds. 


The Lansing consortium is in a position 
similar to 97 other prime sponsors through- 
out the nation in having difficulty hiring 
CETA participants because of the strictness 
of the new CETA legislation. The Lansing 
consortium has done better than many 
other prime sponsors, several of whom had 
funds proposed for recapture in both Titles 
Il-D and VI. In Michigan, recapture 
was proposed for Genesee consortium, 
$1,176,388; City of Livonia, $100,678; and 
the Balance-of-Michigan, which represents 
much of northern Michigan, $1,453,410. 
In Houston, $12 million is threatened 
for recapture; in Los Angeles County, 
$16,658,386; in the Balance-of-State, Maine, 
$3,887,920; in Dade/Monroe, Florida, 
$2,055,000. In many instances this repre- 
sents much more money recaptured per 
capita than that which was proposed for 
Lansing, but again will no longer occur. 


Lansing will, in fact, benefit from some 
of the recapturing since these funds will 
be used in the Title VII Private Industry 
Council program. That will put the CETA 
emphasis in the private sector where it 
belongs. 
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I wish to commend the efforts of Mr. 
Houldsworth, the Lansing Manpower Office, 
and the other program agents to bring 
the CETA on board level to the point where 
recapturing of funds is no longer likely. 
Working with the new CETA regulations 
has made this a very nearly impossible job.

The County 
might well be able to offset costs, 
with revenues from fines, which they 
could make. I recommend that the 
City should not enter into either ele- 
ment of this for the above reasons and 
because it would also result in addi- 
tional administrative cost to the City 
to establish and maintain such.”

Dear Council President and Members: 


A resolution from the Committee on 
Physical Development ordering sanitary 
sewer construction on Cavanaugh Road 
was pulled from the Council agenda of 
July 28, 1979. I would recommend that 
City Council order in this sewer as quickly 
as possible. 


The attached letter from the Ingham 
County Health Department indicates that 
no more septic tank installations will be 
allowed in this area. In addition, Council 
should consider that many residents, al- 
though not the full percentage required, 
have already petitioned for this sewer to 
be constructed. 


I would recommend that City Council 
order this sewer even despite the recent 
prohibition by the Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR) of new sewer hook-ups, 
so that the sewer can be constructed as 
quickly as DNR lifts its restriction.

Re: Claim of Harry W. Leadley in the 
amount of $400 


Dear Mayor and Council: 


On May 11, 1979, the claimant discovered 
that eight seven-foot arborvitae pine trees 
which he had planted at a gravesite located 
in the Evergreen Cemetery had sustained 
damage. R. H. Smith of Forest Nursery 
and Mr. Cannady, Manager of the Ever- 
green Cemetery, attributed the damage 
caused to a type of spray. The assumption 
was made that the Forestry Department did 
the spraying. 


This office has been informed by Dave 
Phillips, Superintendent of Forestry, that 
prior to the week of May 14 to May 18, 
1979, no spraying had been done in the 
cemetery by the Forestry Department. Dur- 
ing the week specified, spraying was done 
to control pine sawfly larvae and the in- 
secticide utilized was Sevin. That insecti- 
cide is not phytoxie to the plants in ques- 
tion. Furthermore, the spraying was not 
done in the vicinity of claimant’s plants. 
Robert A. Cool, Assistant Superintendent 
of Forestry, inspected claimant’s plants 
and attributed the damage to winter injury 
and phomopsis canker rather than spray- 
ing by the City. 


Michigan law, MCLA 691.1407; MSA 
3.996(107) provides for immunity from 
tort liability in cases where the govern- 
mental agency is engaged in the exercise 
of a governmental function; however, no 
immunity is provided for the exercise of 
proprietary functions. 


“The underlying test for determining 
whether a particular activity engaged 
in by public corporations is truly a 
governmental function or is proprie- 
tary in nature is whether the act is for 
the common good of all without the 
element of special corporate benefit or 
pecuniary profits.” Gunther v Cheboy- 
gan County Road Commissioners, 225 
Mich 619; 196 NW 886 (1928). 


The spraying of trees in a municipally 
maintained cemetery would be classified as 
a governmental function. 


Based upon the Michigan immunity stat- 
ute and the case cited, this office concludes 
that because the function being exercised 
was a governmental function, no liability 
for damages to the trees was incurred. 
Additionally, it appears doubtful that

spraying by the City caused the damage to 
the trees. It is therefore the recommenda- 
tion of this office that this claim be denied.

“No governmental agency is liable 
for any injury or damages caused by 
defective highways unless the govern- 
mental agency knew, or in the evercise 
of reasonable diligence should have 
known, of the existence of the defect 
and had a reasonable time to repair 
the defect before the injury took 
place.” 


The Public Service Department informs 
this office that a utility cut had been made 
at this location some time prior to the date 
of this incident, had been patched, and had 
apparently settled. Public Service specu- 
lates that it was the depression which Yer 
sulted from the settling which this claim- 
ant struck. The Public Service Department 
indicates no notification of any defect at 
this location prior to the date of this inci- 
dent. 


Applying the aforementioned statute to 
Snnea” tueids this office concludes that the 
City had no notice of any defect at this 
location prior to May 9, 1979, and there- 
fore incurred no liability due to govern- 
mental immunity.

This matter was forwarded to this office 
for review and recommendation. 


On July 8, 1979, Mr. R. E. Ludlum filed 
a claim against the City of Lansing alleg- 
ing that the drain for the air conditioner 
at Smith’s Pharmacy was damaged by a 
City of Lansing Parks and Recreation 
trailer while the trailer was being backed 
into an alley behind Smith Pharmacy dur- 
ing the Fun Fest. Claimant submitted a 
claim in the amount of $54.00 which has 
been already paid by the claimant out of 
his pocket for the repair of the drain. 


Information supplied to this office by the 
Parks and Recreation Department indicates 
that the Parks and Recreation trailer was 
being backed into the alley behind Smith’s 
Pharmacy by City employees during the 
Fun Fest. A witness besides Mr. Ludlum 
indicates that the Parks and Recreation 
trailer did strike the side of Smith’s Phar- 
macy while the trailer was being backed 
into the alley. Apparently some negligence 
attended the act of the City employees 
inasmuch as better judgment on behalf of 
the employees would have indicated that 
a wider street or thoroughfare should have 
been used by the City employees in moving 
the trailer instead of the narrow alley. 


A Michigan law states that governmental 
agencies are liable for property damage 
resulting from the negligent operation by 
an employee of a governmental agency of 
a vehicle of which the governmental agency 
is the owner. MCLA 691.1405; MSA 3.996 
(105). By means of this statute the Michi- 
gan Legislature has consented that a 
municipality may be sued for negligence 
in cases involving negligent operation of 
motor vehicles, even though governmental 
activities are involved. See Smith v Clin- 
tondale School District, 14 Mich App 153; 
165 NW2d 3382 (1968). 


Therefore, based upon the foregoing stat- 
ute and the apparent negligent involvement 
of the City employees in attempting to 
back the Parks and Recreation trailer into 
the narrow alley, it is the recommendation 
of this office that Mr. Ludlum’s claim in 
the amount of $54.00 be paid.

Michigan law, MCLA 691.1402; MSA 
3.996(102) states: 


‘‘“Hach governmental agency having 
jurisdiction over any highway shall 
maintain the highway in reasonable re- 
pair so that it is reasonably safe and 
convenient for public travel. Any per- 
son sustaining bodily injury or dam- 
age to his property by reason of failure 
of any governmental agency to keep 
any highway under its jurisdiction in 
reasonable repair, and in condition 
reasonably safe and fit for travel, may 
recover the damages suffered by him 
from such governmental agency.” 


However, MCLA 691.1408; MSA 3.996 
(108) provides that the governmental 
agency is not liable for injuries sustained 
unless the agency knew, or in the exercise 
of reasonable diligence should have known, 
of the existence of the defect and had 
a reasonable time to repair the defect 
before the injury took place. 


Based upon the Michigan statutes cited, 
it is the opinion of this office that the City 
is not liable since the City had no knowl- 
edge of the defect prior to the report made 
by the claimant. It is therefore the 
recommendation of this office that the 
claim be denied.

At the Council meeting held on July 30, 
1979, the City Council amended and then 
approved some of the recommendations 
made with regard to parking rates and 
fines. You then set a public hearing for 
August 20 in order to receive public com- 
ment on proposed rate changes in the malls 
and attended lots. You further requested 
that the Mayor review the additional recom- 
mendations received from the Downtown 
Business Council and make final recom- 
mendation on these rates to Council no 
later than August 16. 


After additional discussion with the 
Downtown Business Council, I am sub- 
mitting one additional amendment to the 
mall rates to encourage the all day parker 
to park in the off street parking garages. 
I am recommending that my original 
recommendation calling for 40c per hour 
after the first 2 hours be amended to be 
50c per hour after the first 2 hours. The 
proposed rate for parking in the S. Wash- 
ington and N. Washington Malls is as 
follows: 


Facility: 


South Washington Mall and 100 Blk. 
N. Washington Mall 


Fee Change From: 


15c per % hour first 2 hours, 25c per 
hour thereafter 


Fee Change To: 


20c per % hour first 2 hours, 50c per 
hour thereafter 


The proposed rate structure for mall 
parking would cost an all day parker $4.30 
(8 :30/5:30). It is my opinion that this is 
adequate incentive to move the all day 
parker to the off-street City ramps where 
metered parking and permit parking would 
cost an average of $2.30 per day. 


The remainder of the recommended park- 
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ing rate changes which are still before the 
Council are summarized below. 


Facility: 
South Capitol Parking Garage 
Fee Change From: 


15c per 1 hour first 4 hours, 25¢ per hour 
thereafter 


Fee Change To: 


15c per % hour first 2 hours, 35c per 
hour thereafter 


After reviewing your resolution of July 
80th I note that you approved specifically 
the parking permit rates for the top floors 
of the South Grand and South Capitol park- 
ing garages and the employee parking lot 
No. 2. I believe that you intended to ap- 
prove all of the permit parking rates pro- 
posed for the parking garages. I would 
appreciate a letter of clarification on this 
matter from the Council President. If 
I do not hear from you by August 27th I 
will proceed to implement all of the permit 
parking changes effective September ist. 


With regard to the efficacy of switching 
from metered to attendant parking at all 
the parking garages, the basic deterent 
to attendant parking is the high cost of 
labor and fringe benefits. The estimate of 
cost received from the Traffic Director in- 
dicates a net increase in the annual operat- 
ing budget of the Parking System of 
$45,000 and an initial and non-recuring 
capital cost of $90,000 for the installation 
of traffic control equipment.

Several years ago Quality Dairy Company 
filed a petition before the Michigan Tax 
Tribunal alleging that the City had over- 
assessed its premises at the corner of East 
Saginaw and South Cedar Streets. This 
office, on behalf of the City of Lansing, 
filed an answer to the appeal denying the 
allegations by Quality Dairy Company and 
asserting that the 1977 real property tax 
assessment was proper and legal. 


Recently information supplied by Quality 
Dairy Company to the City Assessor indi- 
cates that the purchase price for the subject 
property plus the costs of renovating it for 
use as a combination retail outlet and 
bakery facility in 1976 totaled approxi- 
mately $230,000. Based upon that informa- 
tion the City Assessor and Qualty Dairy 
Company have agreed that the 1977 real 
property assessment of the subject property 
should be reduced from $127,600 as earlier 
set by the City of Lansing to the amount 
of $115,000 which equals 50% of the true 
cash value of that property. 


This office has reviewed the proposed set- 
tlement and agrees with the City Assessor 
that it is a reasonable one in light of the 
documented costs of obtaining and improv- 
ing the subject property.

I have attached a proposed contract be- 
tween Ingham County and the City of Lan- 
sng to provide two new Circuit Courtrooms 
and support facilities within the City of 
Lansing.

For a number of years, the Department 
of Natural Resources of the State of Michi- 
gan has objected to the operation of the 
City’s Asphalt Plant of South Street be- 
cause of the violation of the particulate 
matter and visible emission limits of the 
Michigan Air Pollution Control Commis- 
sion. More than 12 years ago, the City of 
Lansing became aware of the Asphalt Plant 
issue, but the issue was never resolved. 
Now the Air Quality Division of the De- 
partment of Natural Resources is saying 
“Tt is decision time.” 


Because of the ongoing problem, I have 
requested input from Public Service Direc- 
tor Robert Backus, Finance Director James 
Dowsett and City Attorney Stephen Sawyer. 
The basic recommendation is that the City 
of Lansing enter into a Consent Order with 
the Department of Natural Resources to 
close down the Asphalt Plant on or before 
November 15, 1979, so that the City will 
not be held liable for violation of air pollu- 
tion standards. I am certain that anything 
less will result in the State of Michigan 
taking the first action with penalties. 


In short, the Asphalt Plant is outdated 
and violating the basic clean air standards. 


To meet this need, I will, as I committed 
in my State of the City Message of Janu- 
ary, 1979, submit to you a formal recom- 
mendation to place on the November, 1979 
General Election Ballot, a bond proposal 
for the purpose of purchasing a new 
asphalt plant and doing approximately 
$4,000,000 in street resurfacing and the 
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replacement of curbs and gutters over the 
next several years. 


Attached are copies of the communica- 
tions received from the City Attorney and 
Puble Service Director dealing with the 
Consent Order. Too, I am attaching a copy

The installation of the traffic di- 
verter has resulted in considerable objec- 
tion from numerous persons within the 
whole area. 


On Monday, August 20, 1979, I recom- 
mended to the Traffic Engineer that he pro- 
pose to a meeting of area residents an 
alternate solution based upon the use of 
“stop signs.” Same was approved on 
August 23, by the area residents. 
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Basically, it was agreed: 
— That the traffic diverter be removed; 


— That 3-way stop signs be installed at 
Tecumseh and Meadowlane, Tecumseh 
and Northwest, Tecumseh and Darby 
and Tecumseh and Westbury; 


— That 2-way stop signs be installed to 
stop Northwest traffic at Cumberland 
and to stop at Darby. 


I recommend that you approve the afore- 
mentioned. 


Following your approval, and the instal- 
lation of the recommended stop signs, I 
will request of the Police Department that 
special attention be given to these inter- 
sections, especially during those hours of 
heaviest traffic. Further, I will advise the 
Traffic Engineer to analyze the aforemen-~ 
tioned changes, over a period of time, to 
determine what we are attempting to 
achieve actually takes place.

The Lansing Planning Board last Tues- 
day approved by a 6-2 vote the request for 
a Special Use Permit by the Council 
Against Domestic Assault for a domestic 
violence shelter at 908 North Capitol Ave- 
nue. I wish to offer my recommendation 
that City Council approve the intent to is- 
sue a Special Use Permit for that property 
for this needed facility. This building offers 
a much-improved alternative to the Baptist 
Convention Home because far less renova- 
tion will be necessary for this building to 
turn it into a working shelter. 


Additionally, I would recommend the fol- 
lowing actions regarding the Baptist Con- 
vention Home Property: 


1) The City should immediately demolish 
this structure with funds from the 
$59,200 from Oldsmobile. That was the 
recommendation from the Building Com- 
missioner and the Property Manager one 
year ago. Since that time, the building 
has continued to deteriorate to a condi- 
tion virtually beyond repair. It has be- 
come a home to vagrants and a constant 
source of trouble to the Property Man- 
ager. The home has been boarded. The 
$1,000 annual insurance premium is due 
to expire. Also, the attached letter from 
the Council Against Domestic Assault 
indicates that, if City Council approves 
the Special Use Permit as requested, 
CADA will have no further need for the 
property. 


2) Once the property is cleared, the City 
Council should determine a final use of 
the property, which is currently assigned 
to the Property Management Division. I 
would strongly recommend that City 
Council sell the property to the Eco- 
nomic Development Corporation for a 
nominal fee. The EDC could then de- 
velop the property in the best interests 
of the City of Lansing. This is properly 
a function of the EDC. I do not recom- 
mend that the City of Lansing be in 
the real estate speculation business. The 
EDC could best market the property for 
much-needed jobs and tax-base. The 
compatability with adjacent parkland 
could be handled through rezoning 
action. 


Otherwise, the City Council should es- 
tablish this property as parkland, recog- 
nizing that in fact no economic return 
would be realized for the City of Lan- 
sing and that, in fact, development and 
maintenance costs would be necessary 
if this were to be made a park. 


An appraisal of the property by the 
City Assessor will be forthcoming 
shortly.

3) I would recommend that the remainder 
of the $59,200 donated by Oldsmobile be 
used to complete the City’s obligations 
to the grounds of the Scott House. When 
recently bid, the low bid came in at 
$130,000, well in excess of the available 
budget established by Council last year. 
It is indeed unfortunate that one Coun- 
cilman so carelessly mismanaged the 
negotiations on this property that so 
much City money has already been 
poured into this project when none was 
necessary. I do not believe the voters 
intended spending over $100,000 of tax- 
payers’ funds when this “land swap” 
was approved, but that is exactly what 
has happened. However, now that the 
City is committed to this project, It 
must be completed. 


I would recommend prompt action on 
these matters because of the pending ex- 
piration of insurance on the home, because 
of the need to do this demolition before 
the onset of bad weather, and because of 
the need for CADA to proceed on its fund- 
ing request to the office of Criminal Justice 
Programs.

The residents on Merrill and La Salle 
Boulevard between East Saginaw and East 
Grand River are especially plagued with 
truck traffic using their streets as a cut- 
through between Saginaw and Grand River. 
Other north/south streets west of them to 
Marshall also experience this problem, but 
to a considerably lesser extent. 


Many of the trucks going down: Merrill 
and La Salle (in violation of the “No 
Trucks’”’ restrictions on these streets) are 
coming from Grand River and going to 
Saginaw. Obviously it’s easier to do this 
than drive all the way to Marshall to make 
the cross-over. 


However, there is an alternate route that 
could be used by trucks if it were properly 
signed, which would accomplish the same 
result and not disrupt a residential neigh- 
borhood. By turning right onto Chester 
from Grand River, right onto Kenwick and 
then right again onto the I-496, off ramp, 
trucks would then be back on Howard. 
They would thus be able to get to Saginaw 
without using residential streets. 


This route passes only commercial/pro- 
fessional buildings and would not create a 
problem for any residents of the area. 
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I and many residents of the area would 
appreciate the Traffic Board’s review of 
this proposal.

On May 7, 1979, the Gordon Food Service 
of Grand Rapids requested inclusion of 
Miller Road west of Logan Street, as part 
of the proposed truck route map.

After careful consideration, I am recom- 
mending that you request voter approval of 
general obligation bond issues for Street 
Improvements and the Asphalt Plant total- 
ing $7,300,000. These funds along with 
funds normally appropriated for street im- 
provements from Act 51 and the General 
Fund will permit an aggressive program of 
paving and curb and gutter replacement 
which should see a significant improve- 
ment in the condition of our local streets. 
We would also be able to undertake several 
major street projects designed to improve 
traffic control on the southside. Specific- 
ally, I recommend that the City seek bond- 
ing authority for the following projects. 


Asphalt Plant $ 800,000 
Aurelius Road Reconstruction 

(south from Mt. Hope to 

Jolly Rd.) 1,100,000 
Washington-Holmes Road 

Intersection 400,000 
Curb and Gutter, Resurfacing 

of Local Streets 5,000,000 

$7,300,000 


Attached are budget sheets detailing these 
Capital Improvement projects, 


The Public Service Department recom- 
mends that the Curb and Gutter/Resurfac- 
ing proposal be bonded for $5,000,000, i.e., 
$1,000,000 per year for 5 years. This 
amount, in combination with weight and 
gas tax funds normally appropriated in the 
Act 51, Local St. Fund, should allow the 
City to attain an improved level in the con- 
dition of our secondary streets. To continue 
street maintenance at the level of the past 
several years will lead to a deterioration in 
street conditions. And you are very fa- 
miliar with the limited resources available 
from our Act 51 Funds. 


The Aurelius Road reconstruction from 
Mt. Hope to Jolly Road project and the 
South Washington-Holmes Road project are 
major street projects which were not rec- 
ommended in the 1979-80 budget due to the 
at ad resources in our Act 51 Major St. 

nd. 


The need to remove and replace the exist- 
ing City Asphalt Plant is well known to 
you. A new plant would insure compliance 
with EPA air quality control standards as 
well as provide for recycling and other op- 
erational efficiences. 


Based on financial constraints and the 
need for additional study, I am recommend- 
ing that you defer action on additional fire 
stations and park development projects at 
this time. 


A 7.3 million dollar street improvement 
bond issue is not large in terms of the 
total street improvement needs to be ad- 
dressed in the City’s long term Capital Im- 
provement Program. However, given other 
funds which the City normally appropriates 
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for street improvements from the Act 561 
Fund, from the General Fund and trom 
State and Federal grant funds, the bond 
issue will provide the resource necessary to 
maintain and plan for an effective con- 
struction and maintenance program over 
the next 5 years. 


I recommend that the City divide the 
bond issue into 2 separte ballot proposals— 
1) Asphalt Plant, $800,000 and 2) Street 
Projects, $6,500,000. I estimate that the 

ity will receive a favorable interest rate 
on its bonds and that, spread over 20 years, 
the annual Debt Service will be the equiva- 
lent to 70¢ per one thousand dollars of 
assessed valuation. 


I would like to have staff meet with you 
to discuss the bonding proposal at your 
Committee of the Whole meeting on August 
30. The City Clerk advises that the City 
Council must act to approve the language 
of the ballot by September 17th in order to 
place the bond issue on the November bal- 
lot. The Committee of the Whole will have 
2 additional weeks during which to consider 
this proposal prior to the September 17th 
date. I will be most happy to assign the 
appropriate staff to answer questions at 
your Committee meetings and to provide 
aaceongl information which may be re- 
quired.

Last week, I wrote to this City Council 
to recommend that the Council approve 
demolition of the Baptist Convention Home, 
213 West Main Street, with funds from the 
donation by General Motors, and that Coun- 
cil approve a sale of the property to the 
Economic Development Corporation for de- 
velopment in the best interests of the City 
of Lansing. 


That recommendation brought a tirade of 
accusations from Councilman James Blair 
—— the home. The Councilman stated 

at: 


—The Mayor has mismanaged the use of 
the Baptist Convention Home; 


—I would be ashamed if I were him; 


—Mayor keeps saying it costs too much 
money to renovate the Baptist Conven- 
tion Home; 


—The Mayor’s administration originally 
gave Council the figures and Council 
accepted the figures of the Parks De- 
partment and the Public Service De- 
partment (Property Manager); 


—The Baptist Convention Home has not 
been winter maintained; 


—The Baptist Convention Home was a 
General Motors gift, in essence; 


—General Motors promised that the Scott 
House would be available for use by 
last December, and it is still not com- 
pleted ; 


—-The people accepted the property for 
park purposes and historical purposes; 
and 


—There are some kind of low dealings 
going on and using the Mayor’s words, 
‘ft stinks.” 


I have reminded City Council over and 
over what transpired with that property to 
bring the matter to its present state. It is 
an unfortunate failure of the Councilman 
who negotiated with General Motors to have 
corrected all necessary problems of the 
home which now sits and further deterior- 
ates. 
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I have presented below for your informa- 
tion, a chronology of events related to the 
Baptist Home: 


1. On April 28, 1978, General Motors pro- 
posed to the City Council a “land 
swap” which would result in the City 
owning the Baptist Home. 


2. On May 12, 1978, Councilman Blair 
requested the Building Commissioner to 
inspect the home for code violations. 
Councilman Blair failed to request an 
inspection for multiple occupancy. 


8. On July 19, 1978, Councilman Blair 
was designated by the Parks and Rec- 
reation Committee of City Council to 
negotiate the transaction with General 
Motors. Councilman Blair failed to ask 
General Motors to meet multiple occu- 
pancy code requirements. 


4. On August 22, 1987, following ap- 
proval by the electorate, the City of 
Lansing entered into a Memorandum of 
Agreement for the “land swap’”’ as had 
been negotiated by Councilman Blair. 
General Motors prepared bid specifica- 
tions for renovation of the Baptist 
Home to single family standards. 


5. On September 65, 1978, City Council 
approved its intent to issue a Special 
Use Permit for the Council Against 
Domestic Assault (CADA) provided 
that CADA met all code requirements 
for multiple occupancy. On that date, 
also, City Council turned this project 
over to the Mayor’s Office in accord- 
ance with the revision of the City Char- 
ter and appropriate change of respon- 
sibilities. 


6. On October 9, 1978, by memo, the 
Property Manager recommended that it 
would be more economical to raze the 
Baptist Home rather than renovate the 
structure. This was agreed to by the 
Building Commissioner, Purchasing Di- 
rector, Public Service Director and Fi- 
nance Director. Hence, General Motors 
was asked to delay its renovations 
hrs direction from the City Coun- 
cil. 


7. On October 30, 1978, Councilman Rich- 
ard Baker accused the Mayor of not 
bringing the Baptist Home up to multi- 
ple occupancy code, and wanted to 
know why the Mayor had not spent the 
necessary funds to renovate the home. 
In a subsequent opinion from the City 
Attorney, dated December 1, 1978, it 
was determined that the Mayor may 
not spend funds for a project unless 
funds are appropriated by City Council. 


8. On November 6, 1978, Councilman 
Baker made further accusations of the 
Mayor and called the Mayor a liar. 
This was proved to be incorrect. Coun- 
cilman Baker has yet to opologize. 


9. On November 16, 1978, a chronology 
of events was prepared up to that time 
and outlining three options for Coun- 
cil action.

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On December 4, 1978, Council approved 
a resolution to absolve General Motors 
of its responsibility for repair of the 
home and accepting $59,200 from Gen- 
eral Motors in lieu of those repairs. 
On the following day, the City of Lan- 
sing architect began preparation of bid 
specifications for renovation to multi- 
ple occupancy requirements. 


On December 27, 1978, the City of 
Lansing accepted funds from General 
Motors and entered into a contract to 
stipulate that General Motors was no 
longer responsible for repairs to the 
Baptist Convention Home. 


In January, 1979, draft plans were 
completed by the City Architect and 
provided to CADA for review. On Jan- 
uary 9, 1979, CADA was contacted to 
confirm its ‘requested changes to the 
bid specifications. 


On January 30, 1979, the State Bar- 
rier Free Design Board granted a waiv- 
er for barrier free design compliance to 
the second floor of the Baptist Home. 


On February 6, 1979, Ingham County, 
through its Controller’s Office, ap- 
proved the specifications. County ap- 
proval was requested because Ingham 
County is the sponsor of the grant 
which would provide for rental pay- 
ments for the Baptist Home. 


On March 6, 1979, bids were opened. 
The two bids received were both in ex- 
cess of budget. On March 7, 1979, I 
wrote to City Council advising of this 
and outlining four actions necessary 
to proceed on this project. 


On March 27, 1979, the City Attorney 
advised the Purchasing Director, by 
memo, that the low bid for the project, 
by Siwek Construction, could not be 
considered because of irregularities in 
the bid. Thus, the only acceptable bid 
was by Featherly Construction in the 
amount of over $188,000, an amount 
which was substantially far above the 
figures projected originally by Council- 
man Blair. However, the figure of 
$188,000 was almost identical to that 
submitted to City Council by Property 
Manager Sam Clay. On April 4, 1979, 
by Committee Report, the Ways and 
Means Committee recommended that 
the bids be rejected. The Committee 
report was adopted by City Council on 
April 9, 1979. 


On April 30, 1979, representatives of 
the Council Against Domestic Assault 
met with City staff in the Mayor’s 
Office to discuss reductions in the bid 
requirements to determine whether this 
could be brought within budget. CA- 
DA agreed to review the plans with an 
unnamed architect and submit its rec- 
ommendations to the Mayor’s Office by 
May 10, 1979. 


On May 31, 1979, some of CADA’s rec- 
ommendations were received in the 
Mayor’s Office. As these were insuf- 
ficient, CADA submitted a more com- 
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plete list on June 18, 1979. On July 
2, 1979, representatives of CADA met 
with City staff to discuss these recom- 
mendations. On that same day, CADA 
filed a request for a Special Use Permit 
for 908 North Capitol for a similar use. 


19. On July 5, 1979, I advised City Council 
by letter that the recommendations as 
submitted by CADA would not result 
in substantial savings and asked for 
Council’s direction. 


20. On July 18, 1979, CADA met with the 
Public Properties and Safety Commit- 
tee and the Committee recommended 
that no further action be taken on the 
Baptist Home until such time as a de- 
cision was reached on the request for 
a Special Use Permit for 908 North 
Capitol. 


21. On August 16, 1979, by telephone, the 
Property Manager advised the Mayor’s 
Office that vagrants had been living 
from time to time in the Baptist Home 
and starting fires in the dilapidated 
fireplaces. The Property Manager was 
requested to board the home for safety 
reasons pending a decision by City 
Council on the SUP and the final use 
of the Baptist Home. 


22. On August 21, 1979, the Planning 
Board recommended approval of the 
Special Use Permit. On August 23, 
1979, I concurred in that recommenda- 
tion and further recommended that City 
Council demolish the Baptist Home 
with funds from the donation by Gen- 
eral Motors. 


It greatly concerns me that Councilman 
Blair would accuse this administration of 
mismanagement with the Baptist Home. On 
the contrary, the property has been pro- 
tected by being boarded up. It has been 
insured. It has been inspected from time- 
to-time. The grass on the grounds has been 
cut. However, Council has not transferred 
s0 much as $1 to make any repairs to the 
property. Council was aware that the heat- 
ing system was not working when the City 
took possession of the property. Apparent- 
ly, the boiler has not been used in two or 
three years. General Motors would have 
fixed that, but Council on December 4, 
1978, specifically stopped General Motors 
from making those repairs. There is no 
way to maintain a property through the 
winter without an appropriation from 
Council. 


General Motors never said that the Scott 
House would be ready last year. No com- 
pletion date was ever specified for Gen- 
eral Motors. The Scott House interior will 
be done in the next several weeks. The 
grounds to the Scott House are the City’s 
responsibility, per the contract negotiated 
by Councilman Blair. That has already cost 
the City $100,000 on what was proposed to 
be a swap which would not cost the City 
anything. Bids are now out for asphalt and 
concrete work to make the Scott House 
usable this winter. 


‘Also, I wish to point out that General 
Motors did not give the property to the City 
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of Lansing for historical or park purposes. 
On the contrary, the ballot proposal only 
referenced sale of the property on which 
the Scott House formerly stood. The Coun- 
cil resolution did not identify the Baptist 
Home as either historical or as a park. It 
is not park property, and cannot be con- 
sidered as a park. The property is under 
the jurisdiction of the Property Manager 
and not Parks and Recreation. Although 
I do not believe it is the best recommenda- 
tion for the property, City Council could 
consider designating this as park property 
by providing the funds for some basic de- 
velopment. In any event, I would still rec- 
ommend the demolition of the existing 
structure, which has become a dangerous 
eyesore. I would recommend using the 
funds from General Motors to undertake 
the demolition, so as to not cost the gen- 
eral taxpayer any more than this project 
has already cost. 


Councilman Blair says there are low 
dealings going on, and, as the Stae Journal 
quoted him, “This thing stinks.” That is 
correct. Something does stink about this 
deal. I would like Councilman Blair to ex- 
plain why General Motors asked its land- 
scape contractor to move three trees twice— 
once to the property now containing the 
Scott House and subsequently to the City- 
owned triangle in the street adjacent to 
Councilman Blair’s home. That is the same 
triangle that cost the taxpayers nearly $500 
for water service, even though no other 
City-owned triangle has water service on 
site. Nothing in the contract with General 
Motors says anything about moving trees 
to any street triangle near Councilman 
Blair’s house. General Motors did move the 
trees—twice. General Motors paid the ex- 
pense. Somebody asked GM to do that. 
Did you ask for that to be done, Council- 
man Blair? Then, on April 25, 1979, the 
Ways and Means Committee of City Council 
approved a $200.00 transfer to move one 
of the aforementioned trees in the City- 
owned triangle in the street adjacent to the 
Councilman’s home to Dinsmore Circle and 
to refit the area to grade. Too, it is inter- 
esting to note (see minutes of Council’s 
old Committee on Finance—June 26, 1978) 
that Councilman Blair requested and re- 
ceived the aforementioned dollars for water 
setrvice by having transferred funds from 
the Zoo Equipment Account. Parks Direc- 
tor Finley refused to sign that transfer, as 
well as, the one for the moving of the tree 
to Dinsmore Circle. 


In regard to Councilman Blair’s state- 
ment that I have no appreciation for his- 
tory, I must point out that this is an un- 
truth. My staff, several months ago, for 
example, researched grant funding for the 
Baptist Convention Home — the Michigan 
Historic Commission said funds were not 
available. Further, I have lead the efforts 
to find a home for the Michigan Historic 
Commission so that our heritage could easi- 
ly be shown to all who are interested. On 
July 12, 1977, in a communication to you, 
though apparently never read by Council- 
man Blair, I pointed out, and I provided 
vou with a copy, of the resolution I intro- 
duced before the State Building Commis- 
sion. The resolution was unanimonsly ap- 
proved on July 12, 1977, and called for 
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funding “for the construction of a cultural- 
center museum to be located in the City of 
Lansing and to contain at least space for 
the State Museum, the State Library, and 
Michigan Historical Commission, all in the 
interest of the citizens of the Great State 
of Michigan.’”’ On two occasions, I re- 
quested your support, but no response ever 
came forth. Personally, I happen to be the 
proud possessor of handcrafted Cloissone, 
the most beautiful art forms in China and 
the Middle East; I possess a litho of the 
Last Supper in an original frame, both of 
which are 100 years old; a 150 year old 
print of Rafael’s Madonna of the Chair; 
handpainted Bavarian China, which is over 
100 years old; bone china; leaded glass; 
large paper currency, an India ink, original 
map of the City of Lansing, date of 1848; 
an original letter of that date, including 
envelope and postage; First Edition history 
books from the Civil War; and, numerous 
other items. The question now must be, 
“what historical items do you possess Coun- 
cilman Blair?” 


The challenge of history came from 
Councilman Blair, as he spoke of the Bap- 
tist Convention Home last week. Yet, the 
minutes of the Council’s Committee on 
Ways and Means, date of April 4, 1979, 
show that Property Manager Sam Clay 
recommended razing the building, the same 
recommendation he made to Council a year 
previously. The biggest surprise, however, 
(minutes of the Council Ways and Means 
Committee date of April 4, 1979) shows 
that Councilman Blair voted to refer the 
Baptist Convention Home problem to the 
Committee on Public Property and Safety, 
with a request that consideration be given 
to the demolition of the existing structure. 


In summary, I would again ask for Coun- 
cil action to demolish this unsafe structure. 
That was the recommendation I received 
from City staff one year ago. Council took 
considerable time to decide on a course of 
action with the Baptist Home, and Council 
decided not to appropriate additional funds 
for renovation. Last December, Council re- 
lieved General Motors of its obligation to 
repair the home to single family code. 
Council decided to take no further action 
on the property until the Special Use Per- 
mit for 908 North Capitol was approved. 
I have recommended approval of the SUP, 
and I have merely reminded Council of its 
obligation to act on this property.

During the past several weeks, there has 
been a considerable amount of verbage 
from you relative to the problems at Potter 
Park. Both the administration and the Po- 
lice Department were condemned. Because 
of the undercover work, which was taking 
place by the Tri-County Metro Narcotics 
Squad, neither Police Chief Richard Glea- 
son nor I could fully respond to you. Now, 
since most of that effort in Potter Park 
itself is completed, with only legal work 
remaining in the future, please be advised: 


On Tuesday, September 4, officers from 
the Tri-County Metro Narcotics Squad 
ended a several month investigation at 
Potter Park in the City of Lansing. Dur- 
ing those weeks, officers came in contact 
with various people and observed the ac- 
tivities of persons frequenting the park. 
The majority of people using the park 
between the hours of 5:80 p.m. and 10:00 
p.m. were between the ages of 16 and 
25 years of age. 


Some of the activities of people in the 
park, during the aforementioned hours, 
were the buying and selling of various 
drugs and drinking beer. Officers of the 
Tri-County Metro Narcotics Squad were, 
after a period of time, able to purchase 
cocaine, several types of LSD, pills and 
marijuana from seven individuals listed 
below. Despite the almost constant pa- 
trol of uniformed officers, the use and 
trafficking of drugs was fairly wide- 
spread. Many of the individuals in the 
park complained to undercover officers 
about what they viewed as “police har- 
rassment,” because of numerous citations 
and arrests for open use of alcohol, traf- 
fic stops, etc., but they confirmed they 
would continue to use the park even if 
they were charged admission. None of 
the individuals involved were using the 
park for its intended purpose, but pri- 
marily used same for loitering, playing 
frisbee, obstructing traffic and traffick- 
ing in controlled substances. Undercover 
officers observed numerous individuals, 
with known drug records, who constantly 
hung around the park. 


There was one Chevrolet van seized in 
connection with the investigation, and 
warrants were issued by the Ingham 
Shire Prosecutor for the following sus- 
pects: 


1. Gerry Eggleston, 27 years of 230 Clif- 
ford, Lansing. 
Charges: 4 counts delivery of cocaine 
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2. Stan St. Amour, 19 years of 876 Moss 
Glen, Haslett 7 
Charge: 1 count delivery of marijuana 


3. Steven Brewer, 25 years of 230 Clif- 
ford, Lansing 
Charge: 1 count delivery of cocaine 


4. Marquerite Holmer, 28 years of 128 
W. Dwight, Lansing 
Charge: 1 count delivery of marijuana 


5. Bradley Kench, 17 years of 5565 
Marsh Road, Haslett 
Charge: 2 counts delivery of LSD 


6. Greg Elkins, 21 years of Haslett 
Charges: 2 counts delivery of LSD 


7. Johnny Costello, 23 years of 317 S. 
Eighth St., Lansing 
Charge: 1 count delivery of marijuana 


Approximately 500 persons were ar- 
rested or ticketed, more than 100 of 
which were alcohol related, with a simi- 
lar number of persons being jailed. 


In the past, I have on a number of occa- 
sions requested that City Council personally 
meet with the judges to determine if maxi- 
mum sentences have been imposed upon 
guilty persons. If not, to determine why 
not, and further, to receive documentation 
of the sentences involved. Once again, I 
am requesting such a meeting be estab- 
lished.

REVISING SECTION 31-176 TO PROVIDE 
FOR A PENALTY FOR PARKING VIO- 
LATIONS. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That Chapter 31 of the Code 
of Ordinances of the City of Lansing, 
Michigan, be amended by revising Section 
31-176 to read as follows: 


Sec. 31-176. Penalties. 


Unless another penalty is expressly pro- 
vided by law, the following penalties shall 
be imposed against every person convicted 
of a violation of any of the provisions of 
this chapter: 


(a) The penalties for any violation of 
any section of this chapter which is speci- 
fically designated as constituting a mis- 
demeanor shall be a penal fine of no more 
than One Hundred Dollars ($100.00) or 
imprisonment for no more than ninety (90) 
days or both. 
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(b) Any person admitting responsibility 
or determined to be responsible for a viola- 
tion of any section of this chapter which 
constitutes a civil infraction may be or- 
dered to pay a fine of not more than One 
Hundred Dollars ($100.00) and, except in 
the case of parking violations, shall be 
ordered to pay court costs as permitted by 
law of not less than Five Dollars ($5.00) 
nor more than One Hundred Dollars 
($100.00). 


(c) Penalties for parking violations shall 
be as follows: 


(1) Parking in excess of a specified 
time limitation, including parking meter 
violations—$4.00; 


(2) All other parking violations—$5.00: 


(8) Additional cost of $3.00 for each 
violation is assessed five (5) days after the 
date of violation; Saturdays, Sundays and 
Public Holidays as defined by ordinance are 
excepted; 


(4) Additional cost not to exceed $10.00 
for each violation is assessed ten (10) days 
after the date of violation; Saturdays, Sun- 
days and Public Holidays as defined by 
ordinance excepted upon the filing of a 
sworn complaint with the court and the is- 
suance of an arrest warrant. 


Section 2. All ordinances or parts of or- 
dinances inconsistent with te provisions 
hereof are hereby repealed. 


Section 3. This ordinance shall take ef- 
fect thirty (30) days from date of passage 
unless given immediate effect by the Lan- 
sing City Council.

Dear Mayor and Council: 


The claimant alleged that while traveling 
southbound on June 27, 1979 at Waverly 
Road and Moores River Drive intersection, 
and as he turned east, his right front wheel 
hit a chuckhole in the pavement which 
caused a puncture in the side wall of his 
steel radial tire. Claimant submitted a bill 
in the amount of $77.87 for cost of replace- 
ment of the tire. 


The claimant further informed this of- 
fice that he reported the above chuckhole 
to the Lansing Public Service Department 
on June 28, 1979. 


Mr. Robert Backus, Director of Public 
Service of the City of Lansing, has in- 
formed this office that he received a phone 
call on June 28, 1979 at 2:15 p.m. from 
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the claimant reporting a chuckhole at 
Moores River Drive and South Waverly 
Road. His Department immediately fixed 
the hole. Mr. Backus further states that 
his office had no prior knowledge of the de- 
fective road condiiton. MCLA 691.1402: 
MSA 38.996(102) provides: 


_ “Each governmental agency having 
jurisdiction over any highway shall main- 
tain the highway in reasonable repair so 
that it is reasonably safe and convenient 
for public travel. Any person sustaining 
bodily injury or damage to his property 
by reason of failure of any governmental 
agency to keep any highway under its 
jurisdiction in reasonable repair, and in 
condition reasonably safe and fit for 
travel, may recover the damages suffered 
by him from such governmental agency.” 


Additionally, a municipality is not liable 
for damages caused by defective roadways 
unless that municipality knew or should 
have known of the defect in the roadway 
and had a reasonable time to repair it. 
MCLA 691.1408; MSA 3.996(103). 


Based upon the aforementioned statute, 
this office concludes that the City had no 
notice of a chuckhole at this location prior 
to June 27, 1979 and therefore no liability 
incurred due to government immunity. It 
is therefore the recommendation of this 
office that the claim be denied.

Be advised that a meeting of Elected Of- 
ficers was held Thursday evening Septem- 
ber 6, regarding the 911 Emergency Tele- 
phone System. 


The meeting discussion centered around 
who would control the operations of the 
present 911 system and an evaluation, by 
an “‘expert,’”’ of the system. William Sweet, 
Chairman of the Ingham County Board of 
Commissioners, recommended that one 
Chuck Bauer be appointed to evaluate our 
911 System, that Mr. Bauer was an “ex- 
pert”? in 911 systems, ‘the set up 911 all 
over Michigan, from Iron Mountain to 
Monroe, Kent County, Kalamazoo County 
and the City of Grand Rapids.”’ Earlier in 
the day, you unanimously approved the 
same individual upon the recommendation 
of Councilman Terry McKane. 


Upon the recommendation of William 
Sweet, and the City Council, Mr. Bauer was 
assigned to evaluate our 911 system as well 
as its costs of regular service, personnel 
relations and employment, Purchasing’s 
function, Budget and Controller’s efforts, 
Audit, Data Processing, building rent, cus- 
todial and utilities, reproduction expenses, 
and the cost of the overall staff of 44 per- 
sons where substantial costs are not pro 
rated to 911 particularly. 


It was learned that Mr. Bauer had not 
set up 911 systems, ‘from Iron Mountain 
to Monroe,” nor has he set up the systems 
at Kent County, Kalamazoo County and the 
City of Grand Rapids. He has been, for a 
short time, participating in the last three, 
though two are not yet operational. In 
short, the “expert” has not established any 
911 system. He is an employee of the De- 
partment of Public Health for the State of 
Michigan. I am convinced that Mr. Bauer 
will try and that he will present a report. 


Regarding the By-Laws of the 911 Emer- 
gency Telephone System Board, as pro- 
posed by the Ingham County Board of Com- 
missioners, be advised that said By-Laws: 


—state that the ‘911 Board” shall con- 
trol operations; 


——state that the “911 Board” shall be 
constructed of elected members of the 
legislative bodies of the public agencies 
which provide support, either in kind 
or in cash; and 


—state that in the event governmental 
agencies pull-out of 911, or establish 
another system, the equipment of the 
City’s 911 System will be divided up 


amongst the governmental agencies on a 
basis of contributions made.

Councilman Baker, at the Council meet- 
ing of September 10, 1979, inquired into the 
situation concerning sidewalk installation 
at Moores River Park. The situation at this 
time is as follows. On April 11, 1979, ata 
meeting attended by four City Councilmen 
and myself, members of the South Central 
Neighborhood Organization requested the 
installation of sidewalk along the south side 
of Moores River Park adjacent to Moores 
Rriver Drive. The request for sidewalk ap- 
parently relates to the closing of the 
Barnes Avenue School, and the premise 
that children living south of Sparrow would 
cross Moores River Drive twice in order 
to follow a sidewalk route to the Moores 
Park School. To the best of my knowledge, 
this request was not considered by you in 
your deliberations for the 1979-80 Budget. 


Although a variety of appropriations 
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have been approved by the City Council for 
improvements and development of Moores 
River Park, an appropriation of funds for 
the sidewalks in question was not made in 
this, or any previous, fiscal year. There 
are eleven hundred linear feet between the 
southwest corner of Moores Park and an 
existing sidewalk which starts just west of 
the school. Based on installation of the 
five foot sidewalk at $2.00 per square foot, 
the estimated cost will be $11,000. Also, 
please note that any action on this matter 
in this year would have to be completed by 
October 15, at which time sidewalk con- 
struction would be halted by cold weather.

REPORTS OF CITY OFFICERS 
AND BOARDS 


September 17, 1979 


Honorable Mayor and Members 
of the Lansing City Council 


Re: Claim of Richard and Dianne Alver- 
son in the amount of $500 


Dear Mayor and Council: 


The claimants request reimbursement for 
back taxes paid since 1972 which were as- 
sessed on property not owned by them. On 
September 19, 1972 claimant purchased Lot 
No. 235 of Rivers Edge No. 1 Subdivision 
with the following legal description: 


Lot No. 285, River’s Edge No. 1, a sub- 
division on the North 14 of Section 36, 
Town 4 North, Range 8 West, City of 
Lansing, Eaton County, Michigan, ac- 
cording to the recorded plat thereof. 


This parcel measures 65 feet by 120 feet 
according to the claimants’ title insurance 
policy, warranty deed, and a 1972 survey. 
On August 14, 1979 the claimants discov- 
ered that the City taxes were being assessed 
on a parcel of property measuring 70 feet 
by 120 feet, the legal description of that 
parcel being: 


Legal Lot No. 235, also commencing 
Southeast corner Lot No. 235, then 
North 120’, East 5’, South 120’, West 
5’ to beginning River’s Edge No. 1 Sub- 
division, Town 4 North, Range 3 West, 
City of Lansing, Eaton County, Mich- 
igan. 


Because of the discrepancy in the legal 
descriptions, this claim has been submitted 
in the amount of $500 for back taxes, main- 
tenance and upkeep since 1972 for the addi- 
tional five feet of property. 
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On May 5, 1969, a resolution was adopted 
vacating a 10 by 120 foot pedestrian walk- 
way abutting the properties at 4125 and 
fii Woodcreek Lane, the legal description 

eing: 


The 10 by 120 foot pedestrian walkway’ 
extending Southerly from Woodcreek 
Lane between Lots 235 and 236, River’s 
Edge No. 1 Subdivision. 


MCLA 560.256; MSA 26.430(256) states: 


‘‘Subject to the restrictions prescribed in 
Section 255a, when the governing body 
of a municipality by resolution or ordi- 
nance opens or vacates a street or alley 
or a portion of a street or alley, or ex- 
tends, widens, or changes the name of 
an existing street or alley, the clerk of 
the municipality within 80 days shall 
record a certified copy with the register 
of deeds, giving the name of the plat or 
plats affected, and shall send a copy to 
the state treasurer. Until recorded, the 
ordinance or resolution shall not have 
force or effect.” 


MCLA 560.102(4); MSA 26,.480(102) de- 
fines the word “alley” as meaning a pub- 
lic or private right of way shown on a plat 
which provides secondary access to a lot, 
block or parcel of land. Furthermore, In 
Re Petition of Carson, 862 Mich 409; 107 
NW2d 902 (1961) defines ‘“‘street” as “a 
highway in a city or town, used by the 
public for the purpose of travel, either by 
means of vehicles, or on foot.” Thus, the 
pedestrian walkway in question falls withln 
the confines of the above statute. 


The resolution vacating the pedestrian 
walkway was recorded with the Eaton 
County Register of Deeds on June 8, 1969, 
Liber 411, Page 770, therefore, the vacation 
was with force and effect. Because the 
vacation was effective, the property has re- 
verted to the abutting property owners as 
provided for in MCLA 560.227a(2); MSA 
26.430(227a). This provision states, “if the 
lots on opposite sides of the vacated street 
or alley belong to different proprietors, 
title up to the center line of the vacated 
street or alley shall vest in the respective 
proprietors of the abutting lots on each 
side.”?’ This statute is further supported by 
the case of Valoppi v Detroit Engineering 
& Machine Co., 889 Mich 674; 64 NW2d 
884 (1954), where it states “‘it is elementary 
that upon the vacation of a street or alley 
the land reverts to the abutting owner or 
owners.” MCLA 6560.227a(4); provides: 


‘When title to any part of a vacated street 
or alley vests in an abutting proprietor, any 
future legal description of the abutting lot 
or lots shall include that part of the va- 
cated street or alley.”” When the pedestrian 
walkway was vacated in 1969, the addi- 
tional five (5) feet of property vested in 
the person who owned the property by oper- 
ation of law. It appears that the property 
description was never changed to reflect 
this five foot addition when the parcel was 
sold in 1972 to the claimants. However, it 
appears to have been the intent of the par- 
ties to convey the entire parcel, that being 
70’ by 120’. This intent can be inferred 
by the fact that the claimants have main- 
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tained a fence on the five foot strip since 
their 1972 purchase. Furthermore, they 
have kept up the property and paid the 
taxes on the entire lot. 


Claimant’s proper remedy lies through 
negotiation with the parties from whom the 
property was purchased to correct their 
deed or by the equitable remedy of refor- 
mation: 


‘“‘Where there is no mistake as to the 
identity of the property but merely mis- 
description of it in the written agree- 
ment in relation to it or in the con- 
veyance or mortgage, reformation will 
be allowed. Reformation may be had 
even where the parties understood what 
language was contained in the deed, 
mortgage, or contract, if they believed 
that the description corresponded with 
the actual boundaries intended and were 
mistaken therein.” 66 am Jur 2d, $51, 
page 674. 


Because the pedestrian walkway was ef- 
fectively vacated in 1969, the City of Lan- 
sing had no responsibility for the land and 
the taxes have been properly assessed on 
the parcel measuring 70 feet by 120 feet. 

Based upon the statutes and the cases 


eited, it is the recommendation of this of- 
fiee that the claim be denied.

Gentlemen: 


I wish to inform you that the Capitol 
Commons Developer Selection Committee 
has recommended the selection of the E.J.S. 
Housing Partnership for the development 
of Capitol Commons. The Selection Com- 
mittee has also recommended that the 
Altman/Fine/Green Development Group be 
considered as a first alternate should the 
City of Lansing be unable to successfully 
negotiate a contract with the selected de- 
veloper or should the selected developer de- 
fault on the contract. 


I am therefore requesting that a resolu- 
tion be passed by City Council which con- 
curs with the selection of the E.J.S. Hous- 
ing Patrnership for the development of 
Capitol Commons. The Redevelopment Di- 
vision will then initiate contract negotia- 
tions with E.J.S. 


This recommendation and selection is the 
culmination of an intense and thorough de- 
veloper selection process which was begun 
in March of this yar. Based upon the Capi- 
tol Commons Neighborhood Development 
Area Plan which was approved by City 
Council on April 2, 1979 invitations for 
proposals were distributed to major devel- 
opers in Michigan and adjacent states. In 
response to the invitation, seven (7) pre- 
liminary proposals were received by May 1, 
1979. During the month of May, the Rede- 
velopment Division, working with the Plan- 
ning Department, reviewed the preliminary 
proposals. This review included site visits, 
discussion with local officials and with 
HUD and MSHDA, and analysis of the pro- 
posed development concept. Based primari- 
ly on past experience, it was determined 
that the City of Lansing would entertain 
final proposals from four (4) development 
groups; Hatcher-Amurcon, the Oxford 
Group, Altman/Fine/Green and the E.J.S. 
Housing Partnership. Invitations to pre- 
pare and submit final proposals were mail- 
ed at the end of May, 1979. 
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Meetings were held with the selected 
finalists to review and discuss the prelim- 
inary proposals. City staff pointed out 
variations from the adopted Development 
Plan, discussed concerns and provided clar- 
ification and information. Dialogue and 
sharing of information continued during 
the period of time final proposals were 
being prepared. Each of the four groups 
submitted final proposals on July 31, 1979. 


During the month of August, 1979, the 
Redevelopment Division and the Planning 
Department reviewed the four plans. This 
review resulted in the joint staff report 
and recommendation which has been dis- 
tributed to you. This review process in- 
cluded a public presentation of the propo- 
sals, which was televised on the Cable T.V. 
public access channel, and which was held 
with a capacity audience in Council Cham- 
bers. In addition, a display of the proposals 
was presented in the front window of the 
Washington Square Annex throughout the 
month of August. Presentations of the pro- 
posals were made at a number of citizen’s 
advisory meetings and proposal summaries 
and meeting notices were widely distrib- 
uted. Newspaper ads announced both the 
public presentation and the public display. 
We are proud of the effort made in at- 
tempting to present these proposals to our 
citizens. The selection process was open; 
citizen awareness and input were solicited. 


The Capitol Commons Developer Selec- 
tion Committee which was composed of rep- 
resentatives of the Capitol Commons Citi- 
zen’s District Council, the Planning Board, 
the Housing and Redevelopment Advisory 
Board, Building in Lansing’s Development 
Corporation, the office of the Mayor and 
City Council, began its review during the 
middle of August, 1979. A number of meet- 
ings were held. The committee was con- 
scientious in fulfilling its responsibility 
and should be commended for its hard 
work. 


I am pleased to report that, at this point, 
the joint staff recommendation has been 
reviewed and endorsed by the Planning 
Board, the Capitol Commons Citizens’ Dis- 
trict Council and the BILD Board of Di- 
rectors. The Housing & Redevelopment Ad- 
visory Board will meet on Tuesday, Septem- 
ber 25, 1979 and is expected to take a posi- 
tion at that time. 


The Developer Selection Committee, by an 
overwhelming vote of 11-1 endorsed the Se- 
lection of the E.J.S. Housing Partnership 
at their meeting of September 18, 1979. 


The recommendation is based on a thor- 
ough ' evaluation of a number of major is- 
sues, including site plan and building de- 
sign, the number and type of units, eco- 
nomic mix, amenities and services provided, 
commercial development, development phas- 
ing, financial feasibility, marketing and 
management and the past experiences and 
capability of the development teams. The 
four plans were reviewed by a number of 
ee departments and by HUD and MS- 
HDA, 


The E.J.S. plan is being recommended 
for selection because we believe that it is 
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either superior to or equal to any of the 
other proposals for each of the areas of 
evaluation. In particular, the E.J.S. plan 
presents an imaginative development plan, 
an excellent phasing plan and represents a 
realistic and positive approach to the de- 
velopment and marketing of Capitol Com- 
mons. The proposed condominium units are 
bold and creative for the Lansing area and 
establish a very positive image for Capitol 
Commons. There is absolutely no question 
in our minds that the E.J.S. plan is the 
best plan presented for consideration. We 
would therefore urge your prompt consid- 
eration of our recommendation that you 
concur with the selection of the E.J.S. 
Housing Partnership for the development 
of Capitol Commons so that we may begin 
to negotiate a contract. It is reasonable to 
expect a spring groundbreaking if we can 
proceed without delay. 


I am willing to meet with you to discuss 
the joint staff analysis and recommenda- 
tion, the selection process and the advisory 
groups’ recommendations. 


Thank you in advance for your prompt 
consideration of our recommendation.

The Lansing Metropolitan Development 
Authority (LMDA) was established in the 
mid-fifties to promote industrial develop- 
ment in the Greater Lansing Area regard- 
less of the geographic location. 


LMDA provides an inventory of sites in 
the Lansing Area including the status of all 
utilities and makes this information avail- 
able to perspective clients. LMDA does not 
attempt to steer clients into a specific gov- 
ernmental unit within the region but con- 
siders its task fulfilled if an industrial user 
either locates or relocates within the Tri- 
County region. LMDA has no development 
tools at its disposal and must depend upon 
the individual governmental units for in- 
centives. 


The passage of new laws during the past 
several years has enabled Lansing and other 
local governmental units to provide tax in- 
centives and tax exempt bonds to finance 
commercial and industrial development, 


Many local governmental units within the 
Lansing Urban Area have organized Eco- 
nomic Development Corporations and hired 
staffs to work directly with industry and 
commercial developers, 


The Chamber of Commerce has hired an 
Economic Development specialist, formed 
an Economic Development Committee com- 
posed of all local EDC’s and is developing 
A promotional program for the Lansing 

rea. 


Tri-County Planning Commission has re- 
ceived a grant from EDA to develop a re- 
gional Overall Development Plan. Present- 
ly these are prepared on a county basis and 
LMDA is paid by Ingham County to do 
the O.E.D.P. for the County. The 0.E.D.P. 
is a prerequisite for all U. S. Economic 
Development Administration funds. 


The above changes in State laws giving 
economic development tools to local govern- 
ment; the new emphasis by the Chamber 
of Commerce, on economic development and 
the regional approach to Economic Develop- 
ment Planning by ‘Tri-County Planning 
Commission has greatly diminished the role 
of LMDA. In fact the City’s contract with 
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LMDA this past fiscal year was a complete 
duplication of the services the City already 
provides. Because of this, I have extended 
LMDA’s 1978 contract only for a period of 
three months with the termination date to 
be September 30, 1979. This phase out of 
LMDA’s contract will result in the redirec- 
tion of the remaining resources to specific 
economic development projects of the City. 


Members of my staff have met with both 
the Lansing representatives of the LMDA 
Board and Mr. Ray Steeb, Executive Direc- 
tor, informing them of the decision I have 
made. The three month extension is ex- 
tended to give LMDA sufficient time so 
that the appropriate long term adjustments 
may be made by that organization.

Dear Council President and Members: 

In the first two months of Fiscal Year 
1979-80, namely July and August, the Fire 
Department expended all of the allocated 


$15,000 appropriated for a 12 month period, 
for over-time, call-back, ete. Another 
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$8,000 necessarily had to be transferred for 
the month of September. 


In keeping with Article 7, Chapter 1, 
Section 7-107.1 and Article 8, Chapter 4, 
Section 8-401.2, which prevents the expendi- 
ture of funds not appropriated, two actions 
took place: 


—Fire Chief Peter J. Decker issued an 
order that the minimum manpower, for- 
merly approved by the Board of Fire 
Commissioners but not by City Council, 
was no longer in effect, thereby, meeting 
the requirements of the City Charter; 
and 


—You approved a transfer of funds in 
the amount of $8,000 to help meet the 
needs for the month of September. 


On Thursday, September 20, 1979, six 
Council members, the Mayor, representa- 
tives of the Lansing Board of Fire Com- 
missioners, the Fire Chief, and others, were 
served a Summons to appear in Court on 
Wednesday, September 26, regarding the 
overall matter. In addition, Circuit Court 
Judge James R. Giddings ordered a halt to 
the cutting of on-duty firemen by issuing 
a Temporary Restraining Order. 


On this date, Monday, September 24, a 
Meeting was held in my office involving 
representatives of the Lansing Firefighters 
Union, Local 421, ILA.F.F., the Personnel 
Director, myself and others. It was agreed, 
that during the months of January, Feb- 
ruary, March, April and May, 1980, vaca- 
tions, basically, will not take place in the 
numbers we have seen to date, and which 
will take place through the Christmas holi- 
day; that sick-time was high in the months 
of July, August and September and that a 
“good faith’ effort will be made by mem- 
bers of the Fire Department to stay within 
budgetary allowances if another $26,000 
can be transferred by City Council this 
evening for over-time, call-back, etc., and 
this should permit the Department to func- 
tion on a minimum of 61 persons or the 
minimum manpower. It was _ further 
agreed, that legal representatives for the 
firefighters and the City of Lansing would 
drop the court case scheduled for Wednes- 
day, September 26. 


In reviewing the manpower structure of 
the Fire Department, it was determined 
that more individuals than ever before are 
now eligible for 3 and 4 weeks vacation per 
year; that the former use of CETA lead the 
Board of Fire Commissioners to establish 
a minimum daily number of firefighters of 
61; and, the use of over-time, call-back, 
etc., will be substantially cheaper to the 
taxpayer than to hire additional personnel. 
I recommend that you approve a transfer, 
this evening, of $26,000. Upon your ap- 
proval, I will notify the Fire Chief, the 
members of the Firefighters Union, the 
City Attorney and the Personnel Director. 
The over-time, call-back, etc., in question, 
is a tentative figure, but is based on the 
best estimate I can provide at this time 
and does not include what might be ex- 
pended if a major fire(s) might take place 
in the balance of the fiscal year.

INTERNATIONAL ENERGY CONSERVA- 
TION MONTH, OCTOBER 1979 


BY THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED 
STATES OF AMERICA 
A PROCLAMATION 


The United States is the largest user of 
energy in the world and since 1973 has be- 
come increasingly dependent on imported 
oil to meet its domestic needs. 


While considerable progress has been 
made in reducing the rate of growth in 
demand for energy, much more remains to 
be done if the United States is to meet its 
responsibility to reduce its demand for 
petroleum on the world market. 


Energy problems facing us in the United 
States are similar to those facing other 
industrialized nations, as well as many 
of the world’s less developed countries. The 
fundamental problem domestically and in- 
ternationally is that demand for petroleum 
is increasing faster than the capacity to 
produce it. 


As the world’s major consumer of energy, 
it is essential that the United States be- 
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come a leader in conserving energy by cur- 
tailing unnecessary and wasteful uses, by 
improving the efficiency with which we use 
energy for essential purposes, and by 
switching from increasingly scarce petro- 
leum and petroleum products to more abun- 
dant alternate sources. 


To this end, I have announced a program 
of import quotas to see that the commit- 
ment we made at the Tokyo Summit will 
be achieved. 


We must also reduce our imports through 
vigorous and sustained conservation of 
energy. This task has already begun. The 
National Energy Act I proposed, which 
was enacted last November, includes: 


—a $300 residential energy conservation 
tax credit, which the taxpayer can claim 
for the purchase of insulation and other 
energy-saving measures; 


—a residential insulation service which 
local utilities must provide beginning in 
the fall of 1980, to provide energy evalu- 
ations of homes and to arrange loan 
financing for installation of insulation; 


—a 10% investment tax credit for equip- 
ment used to conserve energy by improv- 
ing the efficiency of industrial plants; 


— weatherization grants for low-income 
households; 


—~a 5% reduction in annual energy use by 
each Federal department, including man- 
datory building temperature standards 
and a 10% reduction in automobile fuels; 


— a $900 million grant program to provide 
50% of the cost of energy conservation 
measures for schools and hospitals; 


—~a $65 million grant program to provide 
technical assistance and energy audits 
for local government and other public 
buildings; 


— mandatory non-rsidential building tem- 
perature restrictions; 


—mandatory automobile fuel economy 
standards for each model year through 
1985; and 


a “gas guzzler tax” on automobiles fail- 
ing to meet fuel efficiency standards, be- 
beginning with the 1980 model year. 


I also have proposed, and Congress will 
consider: 


— a major program to make residential and 
commercial buildings more energy effi- 
cient; 


-— $16.5 billion in new Federal funding over 
the coming decade for mass transporta- 
tion systems and improved automobile 
efficiency. These latter programs will be 
funded by the proposed Windfall Profits 
Tax. 


The effectiveness of our efforts to con- 
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serve energy in the years ahead will have 
substantial impact on both the Nation’s 
ability to meet future energy needs at home 
and on the stability of social, political and 
economic institutions around the world. 


In response to the recognized need to 
conserve energy, the 20 member countries 
of the International Energy Agency, in- 
cluding the United States, have designated 
the month of October 1979 as International 
Energy Conservation Month. The objec- 
tives of International Energy Conservation 
Month are: 1) to provide an international 
focus for national efforts to stimulate 
greater public awareness of the continuing 
and long-term need for energy conserva- 
tion; 2) to underline the extent to which 
industrialized nations are cooperating to 
conserve energy; and 3) to give member 
countries an opportunity to plan events 
which will either culminate during the 
month or use the month as a springboard 
for continuing programs. 


NOW, THEREFORE, I, JIMMY CAR- 
TER, President of the United States of 
America, in full support of this inter- 
national program, do proclaim October 1979 
as International Energy Conservation 
Month in the United States and call upon 
all Americans to join me in observing it. 
During the month let us as a Nation 
focus our attention on energy conservation 
through our actions and deeds. Let us view 
that month as the springboard to a more 
energy-efficient, energy-reliable future. 


I call upon State and local governments 
to join me in proclaiming October as Inter- 
national Energy Conservation Month and 
to undertake activities in support of its 
objectives. 


I urge all citizens, corporations, labor 
unions, trade associations, the media, and 
groups and organizations of all types to 
participate in this international energy con- 
servation program at home, at work, while 
traveling and in all daily activities. 


IN WITNESS WHEREOF, I have here- 
unto set my hand this tenth day of Septem- 
ber, in the year of our Lord nineteen hund- 
red seventy-nine, and of the Independence 
of the United States of America the two 
hundred and fourth.

Re: Settlement of Workers’ Disability 
Compensation case entitled Steve 
Bero v City of Lansing 


Dear President Adado & Councilmembers: 


In accordance with Article IV, Chapter 3, 
Section 4-304.7 of the Lansing City Charter, 
this office hereby recommends settlement 
of the above captioned matter by redemp- 
tion of liability and requests Council’s au- 
thorization to redeem the City’s liability 
with Mr. Bero. 


During the past several years, Mr. Bero 
was employed as a seasonal employee with 
the Cemetery Division of the Lansing Parks 
Department. Due to his advanced years, 
Mr. Bero was assigned minor lawn main- 
tenance tasks. His wages averaged approxi- 
mately Four Thousand Dollars ($4,000.00) 
each summer. 


On July 24, 1978, Mr. Bero filed his 
claim for Workers Disability Compensation 
alleging that he sustained a back injury in 
June, 1977, and further alleging that he 
sustained a disabling knee injury while em- 
ployed with the Parks Department in April 
of 1978. Assuming that Mr. Bero sustanied 
a knee injury in April of 1978, his weekly 
workers compensation rate would be ap- 
proximately One Hundred Dollars ($100). 
Thus, had Mr. Bero been placed on Work- 
ers’ Disability Compensation immediately 
after his knee injury in April of 1978, his 
accrued compensation benefits to date 
would total approximately Four Thousand 
Dollars ($4,000.00) for the 1978 and 1979 
summer seasons. 


This office and Hr. Bero’s attorney, with 
the consent of Mr. Bero, tentatively agreed 
to redeem all of the City’s liability for the 
alleged injuries sustained by Mr. Bero 
for the sum of Six Thousand Dollars 
($6,000.00). This redemption agreement 
would relieve the City from liability for all 
present and future medical expenses, as 
well as weekly disability benefits that Mr. 
Bero might be entitled to, including accrued 
as well as future benefits. 


While Mr. Bero’s claim is not ironclad, 
the City faces a risk in excess of Twenty- 
Two Thousand Dollars ($22,000.00) plus 
any reasonable medical expenses if Mr. 
Bero prevails at trial. 


With these risks in mind, this office rec- 
ommends settlement of the above captioned 
matter in the manner outlined, and hereby 
requests Council’s authorization to redeem 
te City of Lansing’s liability with Mr. 

ero.

Re: Claim of Mrs. Johnson in the 
amount of $4,099.00 


Dear Mayor and Council: 


On July 18, 1979, Mrs. Johnson sub- 
mitted her claim in the amount of $4,099.00 
for damages that occurred as a result of 
sewer backups at her residence for the past 
three and one half years. The component 
parts of her claim are as follows: $1,194.00 
for furnace replacement; $375.00 for a Bry- 
ant Air Cleaner; $2,530.00 for the installa- 
tion of a new plumbing system. 


The Public Service Department has ad- 
vised this office that the pumping station 
servicing this particular neighborhood has 
been inadequate and on several occasions 
broke down causing sewage backup in the 
two lowest residences—Mrs. Johnson’s and 
Mr. Foster’s, whose claim is also before the 
Council for consideration. The Public Ser- 
vice Department has also advised that this 
particular pumping station will be replaced 
in the spring of 1980. 


In Michigan, municipalities are exempt 
from tort liability when engaged in the 
exercise or discharge of a governmental 
function. MCLA 691.1407; MSA 3.996(107). 
Without question, the City of Lansing in 
constructing and maintaining a sewage sys- 
tem including this pumping station is act- 
ing in the furtherance of a governmental 
function and thus not legally liable for 
damages caused by a malfunction of the 
pumping station. See Beauchamp v Sagi- 
as ay 74 Mich App 44; 2538 NW2d 355 

1977). 


The City of Lansing’s insurance policy 
with Auto Owners contains a $1,000.00 de- 
ductible for claims of this nature. This 
office has received confirmation from its 
insurer that Mrs. Johnson’s claim will be 
denied on the basis of the aforementioned 
application of Michigan law. This office 
also notes that in the event her claim is 
successfully pursued through legal action, 
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the City would be accountable only for the 
$1,000.00 deducitble. 


Although Mrs. Johnson has suffered on 
several occasions due to sewage backup, it 
is nonetheless the opinion of tihs office that 
the City of Lansing is immune from lia- 
bility in the instant situation based upon 
the application of the doctrine of govern- 
mental immunity. Therefore, based upon 
the foregoing, it is the recommendation of 
this office that Mrs. Johnson’s claim in 
the amount of $4,099.00 be denied in total.

Earlier this year Mr. Harold Foster sub- 
mitted a claim against the City of Lansing 
in the amount of $2,791.25 for damages 
sustained to his plumbing system, floor 
tiling and furnace as a result of sewer 
backups over the past three and one half 
years. Mr. Foster’s claim is comprised of 
the following items: furnace replacement— 
$2,020.00; replacement of floor tiles and

Mr. Robert Backus, Director of the Pub- 
lic Service Department, has advised this 
office that the pumping station in Mr. 
Foster’s neighborhood has occasionally mal- 
functioned and caused sewage backup in 
two residences, Mr. Foster’s and his neigh- 
bor, Mrs. Johnson’s (a co-claimant). Mr. 
Backus also advised that the City has allo- 
cated sufficient funds to replace this par- 
ticular pumping station by the spring of 
1980. ‘ 

The City of Lansing’s insurance policy 
with Auto Owners carries a $1,000.00 de- 
ductible. Since Mr. Foster’s claim exceeded 
this deductible, it was forwarded to Auto 
Owners, which advised Mr. Foster that the 
claim would not be paid because the City 
was entitled to the benefits of governmental 


‘immunity, and therefore not subject to lia- 


bility.

In Michigan, the Courts still recognize 
that cities are exempt from tort liability 
when engaged in the performance of a gov- 
ernmental function. MCLA 691.1407; MSA 
3.996(107). Without question, the City of 
Lansing in constructing and maintaining 
the sewage system, including the operation 
of a pumping station, is acting in the fur- 
therance of a governmental function and 
thus not liable for any damages caused by 
a malfunctioning pumping station. See 
Beauchamp v Saginaw Twp, 74 Mich App 
44; 258 NW2d 355 (1977). 


Although some equities may be attending 
Mr. Foster’s claim, it is nevertheless the 
obligation of this office to recommend from 
a legal standpoint that Mr. Foster’s claim 
be denied based upon the application of the 
doctrine of governmental immunity.

In my first communication to this City 
Council on the matter of the Baptist Con- 
vention Home, dated November 3, 1978, 
I said, ‘I wholeheartedly agree with the 
concept of this very worthwhile project, 
but within the financial constraints of the 
available City dollars and with the policy 
thus far outlined by the City Council, the 
decisions to date on this project have not 
been easy to make.”’ Naturally, much has 
transpired since that time, but the basic 
premise of my support for such a shelter 
has not. I did question whether the Baptist 
Home was the most economically desirable 
option for such a shelter. 


Since that date, the City of Lansing has 
received $59,200 from General Motors which 
was not spent to partially renovate the 
Baptist Home for a domestic abuse shelter. 
Also since that date, City Council has ap- 
proved a Special Use Permit for the Coun- 
cil Against Domestic Assault to establish a 
domestic abuse shelter at another location 
on the fringes of downtown. Many reno- 
vations are needed at the new location to 
bring the shelter to code compliance. 


With the approval of the Special Use 
Permit, the Council Against Domestic As- 
sault (CADA) has established a target date 
of early November for opening this shelter. 
However, to enable operations to begin in 
this shelter, a special one-time appropria- 
tion of $15,000 is needed by CADA. I would 
recommend City Council act promptly to 
appropriate $15,000 to the Council Against 
Domestic Assault for the purposes I will de- 
scribe below. These funds will cover costs 
which are not eligible under any of the 
grants received by CADA thus far. They 
will cover items which would not be done 
by the landlord to meet his code obligations 
and cannot be considered for any grant cat- 
egories. Further, I would recommend that 
these funds be transferred from the Baptist 
Home account (101-936-065-974) to the 
Council Against Domestic Assault. When 
City Council approved the acceptance of the 
Baptist Home, these funds would have been 
used to prepare the structure for use as an 
abuse shelter. The transaction was pre- 
sented to the voters with the intent of open- 
ing an abuse shelter and I believe the City 
should back that commitment. This would 
still leave sufficient funds to demolish the 
Baptist House, if that is Council’s decision, 
or to further address development of the 
Scott Park property. 


I additionally believe the Council Against 
Domestic Assault has shown increased sta- 
bility in its organization. For instance, 
CADA recently received a grant award 
from the State Domestic Violence Program 
for $10,766 and increased funds are antici- 
pated from this source for the coming year. 
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CADA is in its second year of CETA fund- 
ing from Ingham County and also the sec- 
ond year of funding through the Urban 
League’s Anti-Crime Program. The Office 
of Criminal Justice Programs grant was 
voluntarily withdrawn in FY 78-79 for 
funding after October 1, 1979. None of 
this, however, obviates the organization’ s 
need for local fund-raising and private sup- 
port. The contribution I am recommending 
would also require CADA to continue its 
own private efforts, but would facilitate the 
coordination of the other grant programs 
by enabling the shelter to get off the 
ground. 


Specifically, the $15,000 would be used in 
the following areas: 


1) Structural preparation, $2,735. This 
would cover some special code items 
not required of the building owner 
such as security, shower installation, 
increased size of manual fire alarm 
system, etc. 


2) Contractural services, $500. This would 
pay for locksmith services and for 
training for CADA volunteers. 


3) Operating expenses, $2,615. This in- 
cludes one-time expenses for phasing 
out the present CADA office and re- 
establishing the office at the location 
recently approved by City Council. 


4) Equipment, $9,150. The biggest ex- 
pense would be purchase of a van to 
provide transportation for the shelter 
clientele. As has been previously 
noted in discussions about parking for 
this shelter, most abuse victims do not 
have their own transportation, but 
rather are brought to shelters by 
friends or relatives. This would also 
include heavy-duty kitchen shelving, 
some institutional-type equipment for 
kitchen use, and some other furniture 
for the shelter. 


I have attached for your consideration a 
budget summary of the CADA operations. 


Members of City Council are already 
aware of the problems of domestic abuse, 
including some of its specific instances in 
the Lansing area. However, even without 
a shelter, CADA was able to serve 300 
women during the 11-month period from 
November 1978 through August 1979. The 
service has been cost-effective: with its 
limited staff, CADA has been able to pro- 
vide around-the-clock service, seven days 
a week, for its clientele. 


And the service is of particular import- 
ance to the City of Lansing. Approximately 
90 percent of CADA’s clientele have been 
residents of the City of Lansing. 


CADA has assured me that this is a one- 
time request, and the organization will not 
again ask for financial support from the 
City of Lansing. 


I submit this for your consideration and 
request you give this your prompt attention. 
With your approval, the appropriate depart-

PHASE II NORTH LANSING FACADE 
RESTORATION PROJECT GUIDELINES 


1) Patricipants in Phase II of the North 
Lansing Facade restoration project 
will be responsible for procurement of 
all bids for work to be done on their 
premises. City of Lansing will assure 
that bids are competitive. Verbal 
promises will have no effect. All nego- 
tiated work will be contained in the 
contract. Sealed competitive bids will 
be required for work to be done cost- 
ing in excess of $10,000. 


2) The owner of each property being re- 
stored will be responsible for the super- 
vision of the construction. 


3) The City of Lansing will designate an 
individual to work with the owner in 
the supervision of the construction. 


4) A representative of the Michigan His- 
tory Division will also work with the 
owner and City representative in this 
supervisory capacity to insure all con- 
struction is in compliance with the his- 
toric standards as set forth by that 
division. 


5) The City will pay 85% of the restora- 
tion costs and the owner will pay 15% 
from his/her own funds. Checks from 
the owners to the contractors for the 
15% would be forwarded to the City 
and presented to the contractors along 
with the 85% checks which would re- 
quire both owner’s and contractor’s sig- 
natures. 


6) Prior to any actual construction, an 
inspection of the premises will be re- 
quired to determine any structural de- 
ficiencies which may have to be ad- 
dressed. The City will also contact 
local financial institutions to assist 
property owners in obtaining private 
credit, if necessary. 


7) All plans, specifications, drawings, 
etc., will be approved or modified _to 
the satisfaction of the owner, the City

and the Michigan History Division 
prior to the commencement of bidding 
on the construction. Only those pro- 
visions agreed on in writing will be 
honored. 


Each participant (owner) will agree- 
to an easement and maintenance clause 
in the contract. Specifically, the owner 
shall maintain the restored portions of 
the building in its completed state for 
a period of five (5) years. Deed re- 
strictions to protect the restorations 
would be added should the property 
change hands during the five year 
period. 


The City will sponsor and conduct a 
series of meetings and seminars to fur- 
ther the cause of historical education 
and the importance of the preservation 
efforts in the North Lansing area. 
These meetings may also concern such 
things as sign control, historic dis- 
trict, and the maintenance of the his- 
torically preserved structures. All 
tenants and property owners in North 
Lansing will be invited to attend. 


During the course of the construction 
a city-community advisory body com- 
prised of the affected property owners, 
tenants of those buildings, representa- 
tives of the NLCA and other interested 
persons will meet monthly to discuss 
the progress, including any difficulties 
which may arise. The City will call 
a monthly meeting of the above people. 


Each property owner will have 45 days 
from the time the redevelopment divi- 
sion makes contact with the owner to 
provide the appropriate drawings and 
epecifications before he/she will have 
to decide whether or not to participate 
in the facade restoration. 


All contractors will be required to have 
adequate and skilled supervision on 
the job throughout the entire course of 
the project. 


The architects’ fees will be paid from 
Community Development Block Grant 
funds and not from the History Divi- 
810n grant.

Re: Claim of Bernice Shetterly in the 


amount of $70.50 


Dear Mayor and Council: 


On August 2, 1979, Mrs. Shetterly sub- 
mitted a claim in the amount of Seventy 
Dollars and Fifty Cents ($70.50) to the City 
of Lansing alleging damages sustained to 
her ankle as a result of a fall on an uneven 
portion of the city sidewalk in the 100 block 
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of West Michigan Avenue. The claimant’s 
expenses can be attributed to emergency 
room treatment and x-ray services. 


Mrs. Shetterly claims the sidewalk con- 
tained a separation of about one inch in 
height which caused her to fall and sustain 
the alleged injuries. Mr. Robert Backus 
of the Public Service Department has ad- 
vised that Mrs. Shetterly registered a com- 
plaint with the city in regard to the un- 
evenness of the sidewalk in the 100 block 
of West Michigan on or about June 29, 
1979. 


Under current Michigan law, a munici- 
pality has no duty to keep the streets, side- 
walks, curbing, etc., absolutely safe, but 
in a condition reasonably safe and fit for 
public travel. MCLA 691.1402; MSA 8.996 
(102). Incidental to that duty is the duty 
of all pedestrians to use sidewalks and 
curbing in a prudent and reasonably safe 
manner. Since the city was put on notice 
to the unevenness of the sidewalks in the 
100 block of West Michigan, the city is not 
entitled to avail itself of the defense of 
goverenmental immunity. MCLA 691.1408; 
MSA 3.996(108). 


Recently the Supreme Court in Placek v 
Sterling Heights, 405 Mich 638 (1979) 
adopted the concept of comparative negli- 
gence to determine a defendant’s liability 
when the evidence suggests that the actions 
of both the plaintiff and the defendant 
caused the plaintiff’s injuries. Applying 
this concept to the instant situation it ap- 
pears that both Mrs. Shetterly and the City 
should share responsibility for this claim 
because Mrs. Shetterly had notice of this 
condition before the mishap and the City 
failed to take prompt corrective measures 
although the separation was very minor. 


In summary, it is the recommendation of 
this office, based upon the concept of 
comparative negligence, that the City offer 
Mrs. Shetterly the sum of $85.25 for full 
settlement of her claim.

Inquiry by this office reveals that the 
tree in question was a healthy maple, some 
fourteen (14) inches in diameter, which 
displayed no structural defects and ap- 
peared to be in good, undiseased condition 
when examined subsequent to this incident. 


Miller v City of Detroit, 156 Mich 630; 
121 NW 490 (1909) holds that a munici- 
pality has no duty to trim trees growing 
between the sidewalk and the surb in a 
public street. Even if a duty did exist or 
the City was negligent in the performance 
of that duty, the doctrine of governmental 
immunity would immunize the City from 
liability since the maintenance or trimming 
of trees would most likely be characterized 
as a governmental function. See MCLA 
691.1407; MSA 8.996(107) and Rohrabaugh 
v Huron-Clinton Metropolitan Authority 
Corp., 75 Mich. App (1977). 


Based upon the Michigan statutes and 
cases cited, this office concludes that the 
City of Lansing had no duty to trim the 
tree in question and even if a duty did 
exist, the City would be immunized from 
liability. Therefore, it is the recommenda- 
tion of this office that the claim be denied.

On August 27, 1979, the Lansing City 
Council unanimously adopted a report from 
the Physical Development Committee to 
construct a sanitary sewer on Cavanaugh 
aoe east from Sycamore Creek to Aurelius 
Road. 


This same Physical Development Com- 
mittee Report also recommended the per 
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resident cost be limited to those per foot 
costs incurred by the Parsons Construction 
Company in 1972 when the alleged sanitary 
sewer was first ordered in. The rational 
being, the Physical Development Committee 
felt the City was in error and therefore 
recommended the difference in cost between 
1972 and 1979, be absorbed by the City of 
Lansing Sewer Fund. 


There are several discrepancies and cer- 
tain inaccuracies in this Physical Develop- 
ment Committee Report which I felt should 
be brought to your attention and the ap- 
propriate corrections made. First, the 
original (valid) petition for storm and 
sanitary sewers was submitted to the City 
Council on March 9, 1970, with over 51% 
of the property owners involved signing the 
petition for storm and sanitary sewers from 
the Michigan Central Railroad tracks to 
Dier Street. At this point in time, the 
Public Service and Highways Standing 
Committee of Council, was advised that 
there was no outlet for the sanitary sewer, 
and further, that there would not be an 
outlet until the Weigman Interceptor was 
constructed. In view of this, the entire 
project was cancelled since the area resi- 
dents clearly indicated that they were pri- 
marily interested in the sanitary sewer. 


This matter was revived again on July 5, 
1972, when the Lansing City Council passed 
a resolution ordering the construction of a 
storm sewer only, as a necessary public im- 
provement, in Cavanaugh Road from Syca- 
more Creek to Dier Street. On September 
25, 1972, the Lansing City Council passed 
another resolution deleting the Cavanaugh 
storm sewer from the Barker Street and 
Others Sewer Contract. This action was 
taken due to resident complaints when the 
Public Hearing was held on this matter. 


On March 26, 1973, the Lansing City 
Council passed a resolution ordering in 
storm sewer construction in Cavanaugh 
Road from Sycamore Creek to Dier Street. 
This construction was ordered due to flood- 
ing conditions at Lake Luwanna and in re- 
sponse to a request from the Health De- 
partment. Again, a sanitary sewer was not 
considered due to the lack of an outlet and 
the City Attorney’s advice on the validity 
of the petition. It should be noted, that 
final payment on this storm sewer con- 
struction project was made on April 14, 
1973. 


Construction of the Weigman interceptor 
from Jolly Road to the Landel Interceptor, 
began November 1, 1974, and was com- 
pleted on June 1, 1975. Inasmuch as this 
was the outlet sewer for Cavanaugh Road, 
The Cavanaugh sanitary sewer could not 
have been built prior to this date. 


An August 27, 1979, the Lansing City 
Council, through the Physical Develop- 
ment Committee, passed a resolution order- 
ing sanitary sewer service from Sycamore 
Creek to Aurelius Road. This Committee 
Report and Resolution should be corrected 
since the existing outlet is at the railroad 
tracks which are approximately 1,000 feet 
west of the Sycamore Creek. 
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I would also question that part of the 
Committee Report, referred to above, as 
to the statement that the assessment cost 
should be based on the Parsons Construc- 
tion Company’s bid of 1972 when this 
sewer construction was first ordered in, as 
there were no sanitary sewers involved. 
The statement made in the Physical De- 
velopment Report “that the sanitary sewer 
should have been installed in 1972” is com- 
pletely inaccurate and would have been im- 
possible since the necessary outlet was not 
constructed until 19765. 


It should be carefully noted, that the 
cost of this project in 1972, was estimated 
to be approximately $75,000 thus making 
the assessment cost per benefit (50 ft. 
frontage), $375.00 per benefit. Based on 
the inflationary increases since 1972, the 
estimated cost per benefit this year will 
approximate $800.00 per benefit. If the 
City of Lansing is to be responsible for 
absorbing the difference in cost between 
1972 and 1979, it will mean that the City 
of Lansing’s Sewer Fund will be responsible 
for approximately $36,000 in extra costs. 
Obviously, the City should be responsible 
for no more than the cost differential be- 
tween 1975 and 1979, as it was impossible 
to complete the Weigman Interceptor out- 
let until 19765. 


I would report to you, also, that this 
contemplated project has received neither 
Department of Natural Resources approval 
or the necessary Health Department per- 
mits. 


In short, you were informed by the 
Physical Development Committee that a 
former City Council had ordered in a sewer, 
but chose not to construct it; that the City 
was in error; and, as a result, the City 
should pay an additional $36,000, this being 
the difference between an original figure 
for the cost of the sewer and present 
figures. The facts are, the sewer in question 
was petitioned for; the project was can- 
celled since there was no outlet for the 
sewer; the project was again postponed, 
after that, on the advice of the City At- 
torney; and, the statement made by the 
recently approved Physical Development 
Committee Report “that the sanitary sewer 
should have been installed in 1972” is com- 
pletely inaccurate. Therefore, I recommend, 
because of the false assumptions and state- 
ments provided to you by one of your own 
Committees of City Council, that the Re- 
port you approved be reconsidered and 
returned to Committee.

At the closing of the regular session of 
City Council held on Monday, October 1, 
Councilman Richard Baker gave a lengthy 
statement bewailing the decision of the 
City not to extend 52 CETA participants 
to December 31, 1979. Councilman Baker 
criticized the administration and Council 
Members Louis Adado, Jack Gunther and 
Robert Hull, who failed to support his 
oo to rescind the decision of the 

ity. 


Using the “BIG LIE” tactic, we were 
described as coldly indifferent to the plight 
of individuals and he even advised that 
one CETA employee would not be able to 
send her child to Community College, be- 
cause she was losing her job. Councilman 
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Baker argued that there was plenty of 
money, “millions of dollars waiting to be 
transferred,” in both the City’s General 
Fund and in the CETA Fund to provide 
for the extensions he described. 


As in the past, Councilman Baker has 
again misconstrued certain facts, and 
conveniently, or else he didn’t know any 
better, omitted other facts in making his 
politically inspired statement. I am re- 
sponding to Councilman Baker, so that the 
record is straight. 


As of Friday, September 28, 1979, there 
were reported, as Mr. Baker has stated, 
52 CETA employees who would have been 
affected by the waiver. But we did not 
lay off 52 CETA participants. Sixteen of 
the 52 were scheduled for terminations 
between October 1, and December 31, 1979. 
Thirty-six were scheduled for termination 
September 30. Thirty-five were in fact laid 
off: 28 in the City; 7 in the non-profit 
agencies. 


Of the 16 scheduled for October 1- 
December 31, 1979, termination and in- 
cluded in the waiver list, only 12 remain. 


The woman Mr. Baker said could not 
afford to send her daughter to school now, 
because she was laid off from her job at 
the Community College, was in fact tran- 
sitioned to an unsubsidized job at the Col- 
lege, as were all of LCC’s CETA employees 
who terminated September 28. 


Mr. Baker would give the impression 
that the City has had a hard-hearted atti- 
tude toward its CETA employees. The 
City only recently created 44 new positions, 
giving CETA participants excellent oppor- 
tunities to transition to permanent em- 
ployment. Many of these positions were in 
fact filled by CETA employees. It should 
be noted, moreover, that the City’s CETA 
Title II D and Title VI programs have con- 
sistently exceeded the U. S. Department 
of Labor’s goals for positive terminations. 
The goal is 50%. As of August 31, 1979, 
58% of the City’s terminations were posi- 
tive. 


Mr. Baker reported that there was plenty 
of money to pay for the extensions. The 
Fiscal Year 1980 CETA budget is $210,000 
in arrears. That is, it will take $3.01 mil- 
lion to fund City positions and subcontract- 
ing non-profit agency positions through 
September 30, 1980. The anticipated fund- 
ing for FY 80 is only $2.8 million. Mr. 
Baker ignored this deficit when presenting 
his figures. Mr. Baker argued that it would 
take approximately $140,000 in CETA 
funds to provide for the 52 extensions; that 
$380,000 could be gained by defunding the 
44 open positions; that the $140,000 could 
be taken from the $380,000, leaving $240,000 
to refund the critical positions among the 
44 open. 


If we were to accept that approach, we 
would still face a $210,000 deficit while 
eliminating up to 20 positions. Councilman 
Baker forgot to advise of the other lay-offs, 
which would be necessary. And what posi- 
tions would we have eliminated Would we 
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have eliminated the 13 clerical positions in 
City government, the only CETA positions 
the City can refill? The three positions in 
the National Council on Alcoholism and 
thus close up one of their halfway houses? 
The 4 position in the Arts Council and 
close their theatrical company, thus put- 
ting another 9 individuals out of work? 
Or the 6 positions in Impression V, and 
thus destroy two projects and force the lay- 
off of the three remaining individuals? Or 
the 7 home companions for senior citizens? 
Too, he cutely forgot to advise of the extra 
costs—-substantial—from the General Fund. 
Anyone with any knowledge knows, too, 
that there are NOT millions of dollars in 
excess in the City’s General Fund, and to 
have this WOULD REQUIRE LAY-OFFS 
OF POLICEMEN, FIREMEN AND GEN- 
ERAL, REGULAR CITY EMPLOYEES. 


Mr. Baker made a strong humanitarian 
appeal. But his argument is specious. Is 
it more humanitarian to retain 36 people 
who have had 1% to 5 years in the pro- 
gram, gaining experience and skills to make 
them employable, or to give 44 more 
people who are long-term unemployed and 
economically disadvantaged an opportunity 
to work and gain the skills that would make 
them employable? Is it more humanitarian 
to lay-off 86 people in September, or to 
lay-off 52 people on New Year’s Eve, when 
the job market will be much worse? 


There has been a tendency among CETA 
participants in the past to regard their 
jobs as permanent. The limitation placed 
on the time an individual can participate 
has had a profound effect on this attitude. 
Last fall, over 200 participants faced 
September 30, 1979, termination dates. On 
Friday, September 28, 1979, only 85 had 
to be actually laid off. Those figures speak 
well of the City and the non-profit agencies 
who transitioned approximately 96 partici- 
pants, but it indicates that the vast major- 
ity of participants recognized the CETA 
program for what it is, a training and 
work experience program, not as a means 
of permanent employment, and looked else- 
where for work. Turnover in the program 
is healthy and desirable. It enables the 
program to serve a larger number of our 
citizens who need its benefits, training and 
experience and an adequate income while 
getting the skills they need to compete in 
the job market. If we perpetuate the 
eleventh hour reprieve, if we continue to 
extend, again and again, termination dates, 
participants will not take the limitations 
seriously and will return to the attitude that 
a CETA job is a permanent job, and will 
not seek permanent unsubsidized employ- 
ment. There will be little turnover and 
the program will stagnate until the money 
runs out. We will not then lay-off 15% of 
the participants, but 100% of them. 


I stand behind the decision of the City 
as being the most fiscally sound and 
humanitarian under the circumstances, and 
as being the decision most consistent with 
the policy and intent of the U. S. Congress 
and the U. S. Department of Labor. 


Besides not being very truthful in his 
approach on Monday, October 1, Council-

man Richard Baker forgot to advise you 
and the general public, that the CETA lay- 
offs were in accord with specific action by 
City Council on February 12, 1979 (see page 
189-—-COUNCIL PROCEEDINGS) and sup- 
ported by Councilman Baker. Part of that 
Resolution (see attached) reads: 

*. . . the duration of participation in 
a Public Service Employment (Title II D 
and Title VI) program to 78 weeks in a 
5-year period excepting only participants 
enrolled prior to April 3, 1978, who may 
continue their enrollment to, but not 
beyond, September 380, 1979; and 


Whereas, one hundred twenty-three (123) 
Public Service Employment participants 
working for the City of Lansing will be 
forced to terminate from CETA on 
September 80, 1979; and 


Whereas, there are insufficient general 
funds and open positions available to 
transition all CETA participants to un- 
subsidized employment in the City... .” 


Following the unanimous approval of the 
aforementioned, INCLUDING A “YES” BY 
COUNCILMAN BAKER, updates were for- 
warded to you advising of the attempts, 
with some successes, on the part of the 
Manpower Office to secure positions of em- 
ployment far ahead of the termination date 
for those CETA’s who were scheduled for 
termination. 


For Councilman Baker to say he was 
unaware of what was transpiring is not 
factual. As late as Monday, September 23, 
1979, I advised City Council, with Council- 
man Baker present, that the Federal gov- 
ernment said we could extend CETA’s BUT 
THAT NO ADDITIONAL DOLLARS 
WERE TO BE PROVIDED BY THE 
U. S. LABOR DEPARTMENT. Council- 
man Baker offered nothing constructive, 
in fact, NOT EVEN A RESPONSE. Then, 
on Wednesday, September 26, or just two 
days later, a meeting of the Tri-County 
Manpower Constortium was held, and 
though the matter came up not one mem- 
ber chose to discuss it, because they were 
aware of the necessities for the lay-offs, 
not only here, but in other communities. 
Strangely, and even though Councilman 
Baker is your designee, your representative, 
on the Tri-County Manpower Consortium, 
he did not attend that meeting—a very 
strange reaction for a man who professes 
to have an interest in the CETA program. 


Even stranger than this, is the fact that 
Councilman Baker chose to do nothing on 
Thursday, September 27, or Friday, Sep- 
tember 28—-and remind you that on Thurs- 
day, September 27, you held a Committee 
of the Whole session and Councilman Baker 
was present. Then he sought, and you 
were required to hold, a Special Session of 
City Council on Sunday afternoon, Septem- 
ber 30. During that Special Session of 
City Council, certain facts of the Resolution 
presented by Councilman Baker were deter- 
mined to be illegal. When the votes were 
counted, Councilman Baker won only pub- 
licity, a matter I suspect was his original 
goal. As a result of his activities, the

City Clerk and staff worked on his request 
on both this Saturday and Sunday. The 
Manpower Director and staff worked on 
Saturday and Sunday, my staff and I 
worked on Saturday and Sunday. In fact, 
the Manpower Director and I did not 
complete our efforts on Saturday until 
9:30 p.m. 


_ As already mentioned, Councilman Baker, 
is your designee, your representative to 
the Tri-County Manpower Consortium. He 
votes on those matters affecting the City 
of Lansing, as well as, the counties of Ing- 
ham, Clinton and Eaton. The _ report, 
INGHAM COUNTY PROJECTED PER- 
SONNEL CHANGES FROM 1979 TO 1980, 
shows that Ingham County for 1979 had 126 
CETA positions authorized—for Fiscal 1980, 
the report shows that Ingham County has 
49 CETA positions authorized, or a loss of 
77 positions. Why didn’t you, Councilman 
Baker, accept that challenge to prevent 
lay-offs at the County level? I suspect that 
he didn’t because he knew the Federal law 
and the requirements that go with it. Ob- 
structionism and challenge to normal pro- 
cedures in the City of Lansing is a unique- 
ness of Councilman Baker. 


Upon taking his seat is a Council Mem- 
ber almost four years ago, Councilman 
Baker charged that members of the Lan- 
sing Police Department had slashed his 
tires and that he “had a witness to prove 
it” . . . then the witness was to come 
forward . . . then there was no witness. 
But Councilman Baker made headlines. 


In the battle of City Council to extend 
Edgewood Boulevard, Councilman Baker 
professed to know more than the consult- 
ants ... he wanted to eat his cake and 
have it too by professing to those on Edge- 
wood Boulevard he was their guiding light, 
and he took the same stand with people on 
Miller Road. Again, his obstructionism 
came to light. 


In the Logan Corridor issue, he again 
professed to be the guiding light, and for 
all practical purposes, he has probably 
killed the opportunity for many people 
along that street to sell their homes and 
move to a quieter location. Likewise, he 
has jeopardized an opportunity for the 
City of Lansing to have a railroad grade 
separation, at N. Logan Street and W. 
Grand River Avenue, a structure which 
would give easier access to the northwest 
section of Lansing for ambulances, fire 
rigs, pollee vehicles and for property own- 
ae Again, his obstructionism came to 
ight. 


Just a couple of years ago, the Lansing 
Board of Water and Light, set aside the 
necessary dollars to install new street lights 
for an area roughly encompassed by Michi- 
gan Avenue, Verlinden, Saginaw and 
Logan Street. Councilman Baker rabble- 
roused that issue and obstruced the street 
lights installation for months. We found 
it necessary to appear in Circuit Court in 
order to improve a neighborhood—once 
in Court, and after it was determined that 
the street lights to be replaced would not 
function in rainstorms, etc., the Circuit 
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Court ordered in the installation of new 
lights, this being what the Board of Water 
and Light ordered to do in the first place. 
You and me, and the rest of the taxpayers, 
paid the bill for the obstructionism of 
Councilman Baker. 


Then, the Lansing Board of Water and 
Light requested to take over the Paulson 
dump site, so that it might have a close, 
logical location to dump flyash. The Board 
of Water and Light met with obstructionism 
from Councilman Baker AND IT FOUND 
IT NECESSARY TO EXPEND A QUAR- 
TER OF A MILLION DOLLARS, ABOVE 
NORMAL COSTS DURING THE PERIOD 
OF OBSTRUCTIONISM ON THE PART 
OF COUNCILMAN BAKER. Those were 
hard-earned dollars of the taxpayers of this 
community literally wasted because of the 
obstructionism of Councilman Baker. 


Since that fiasco on the part of the 
Councilman, the Board of Water and Light 
found it necessary to purchase another site 
for flyash, and at a substantial cost. 


Today, you and most other people, are 
aware of the difficulties we have had with 
the historical designation centered around 
the Diamond Reo project. However, I 
doubt you, and other people, are aware of 
the original delay caused by the obstruction- 
ism of Councilman Baker. The economic 
package originally lingered in his Com- 
mittee for approximately nine months, a 
delay which eventually required members 
of the Planning Department staff to work 
numerous nights and weekends, to later 
meet the deadlines of the Federal govern- 
ment. Too, contrary to the opinions of the 
Councilman that Oldsmobile had no _ in- 
terests in the Diamond Reo property, City 
staff members and I met on a number of 
occasions with officials of General Motors 
regarding that important piece of property 
—the Planning staff had a special phone 
number into Oldsmobile regarding progress 
of Diamond Reo and the availability of 
that land—working together with the Plan- 
ning Depjartment and the consultant for 
the demolition of the Diamond Reo build- 
ings, Oldsmobile staff even determined the 
depth of footings of the Diamond Reo 
buildings would have to be removed. For 
Councilman Baker to say that his obstruc- 
tionism had no affect on Oldsmobile’s deci- 
sion is not a fact. He cost us dearly. 


Oldsmobile and Fisher Body pay ap- 
proximately one-fifth of all the property 
taxes collected by the City of Lansing for 
City purposes and those of the school sys- 
tem, Community College and Ingham 
County. Certainly, Oldsmobile and Fisher 
Body have had problems, but they provide 
numerous positions of employment and 
they are an excellent neighbor. In his ob- 
structionism, Councilman Baker even chal- 
lenged the size of a sign Fisher Body chose 
to construct. 


Councilman Baker can charge, challenge 
and obstruct until his heart is content. He 
has provided a lot of conversation, but very 
little constructive-wise. He has delayed the 
truck route report, in his Committee, for 
months—a plan, which may have some 
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faults, but which overall will add peace 
and quiet to neighborhoods all over the 
City of Lansing. For months and months, 
people of the River Island Area have 
waited for their report to be adopted, and 
only now will the first hearing be held. 

Councilman Baker likes to tell you, me 
and others that he is a champion of their 
cause. His verbal claims are not supported 
by the facts.

The following information has _ been 
taken from the Crime Index Report of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation for the 
first six months of 1979: 


For all cities in the United States, total 
crime increased 9% over the same period 
of 1978. Violent crimes, as a group, in- 
creased 183%. Robbery showed the largest 
increase—15%. Forcible rape and aggra- 
vated assault each rose 11%, while murder 
increased 9%, with motor vehicle theft up 
18%, larceny theft up 10% and burglary 
up 7%. 


Cities with a population of 100,000- 
250,000 had total crimes up by 10%, violent 
crimes up 18% and property crimes up 9%. 
The cities of Detroit and Lansing bucked 
the trend. For the City of Lansing total 
crimes were not up, with violent crimes, 
including assaults (murder, knifings, beat- 
ings, armed robberies, rapes, etc.) being 
down by 7%, while property crimes (thefts, 
etc.) were up 38%. 


Grand Rapids had total crimes up 15%, 
violent crimes up 22% and property crimes 
up 14%; Warren had total crimes up 25%, 
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violent crimes up 18% and property crimes 
up 26%; Flint had total crimes up 9%, 
violent crimes up 2% and property crimes 
up 11%; Livonia had total crime up 3%, 
violent crimes up 11% and property crimes 
up 2%; Ann Arbor had total crimes up 
11%, violent crimes up 17% and property 
crimes up 11%. 


The Northcentral States, including Michi- 
gan, had total crimes up 7%, violent crimes 
up 8% and property crimes up 7%. 


For the years 1971-78, the City of Lan- 
sing basically has had crime decreases, 
while most other cities in the Nation had 
crime increases. Though I am not pleased 
with the 3% increase in property crimes, 
I am pleased with the 7% decrease in vio- 
lent crimes. Our record is testimony to 
the Lansing Police Department, and to 
their innovative programs and to the people 
of the City of Lansing. The record over 
the years shows that the City of Lansing 
is a safer place to live than most other 
cities in the Nation, as well as, most urban- 
ized townships and counties, those areas 
being the ones with crime in recent years 
far surpassing those increases borne by 
cities.

Because of Charter requirements on your 
part, requirements which were not being 
fulfilled, I requested of the City Attorney 
certain matters to be consolidated from past 
ordinances, as well as, new provisions all 
to be incorporated into one proposed dis- 
orderly ordinance. 


Attached is a copy of the proposed dis- 
orderly ordinance designed to replace the 
City’s current disorderly ordinance, Chap- 
ter 22, Section 22-13 of the Lansing Code 
of Ordinances, which in the opinion of 
this office is antiquated and constitutionally 
suspect in many respects. This proposed 
ordinance contains most of the prohibitions 
contained in the current ordinance although 
some have been revised to correct obvious 
constitutional deficiencies. In addition to 
revising several of the provisions, the new 
ordinance creates several new offenses. 


Another new feature of the proposed dis- 
orderly ordinance is the organization of 
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the various offenses of disorderly persons 
into subsections according to the nature of 
the offense. This organization should as- 
sist the reader in locating the pertinent 
offense. The subsections are as follows: 
offenses against persons, property offenses, 
substance offenses, offenses against govern- 
ment order, breach of the peace offenses, 
vice offenses, resort offenses, and miscel- 
laneous offenses. 


For your benefit the major changes con- 
tained in the proposed disorderly ordinance 
will be reviewed by each subsection. 


Subsection 8. Offenses against persons. 
The offense of assault and battery was 
added as a disorderly offense in subsection 
1. In subsection 4, the offense of obstruct- 
ing free passage on streets, sidewalks and 
public ways was refined to delete the re- 
quirement that a police officer must first 
warn the violator to discontinue the act. 


Subsection C. Property offenses. This 
subsection was extensively amended to in- 
clude trespass upon private or public prop- 
erties to the annoyance of the lawful occu- 
pants. The current disorderly ordinance 
only prohibits trespass upon gardens and 
orchards without consent of the tenant or 
owner. This subsection also defines the 
various offenses against property such as 
destruction or interference with and de- 
stroying or damaging public drinking 
fountains or restrooms. 


Subsection D. Substance offenses. Since 
the State legislature has decriminalized the 
offense of intoxication, the proposed ordi- 
nance now considers it to be a criminal 
offense if one is intoxicated in a_ public 
place and acts in such a manner as to affect 
the safety of persons or property in their 
presence. (See Subsection 1) 


Subsection E. Offenses against govern- 
ment order. This section contains several 
new offenses which include the furnishing 
of false information to public officials, 
escaping while in lawful custody, imper- 
sonating police officers or other public offi- 
cials and disobeying a police officer’s com- 
mand. 


Subsection F. Breach of the peace of- 
fenses. The offense of inciting or attempt- 
ing to incite or to cause a riot has been 
added and the use of profane language has 
been qualified to conform with constitu- 
tional requirements that such use would 
tend to cause an immediate breach of the 
peace. 


Subsection I. Miscellaneous offenses. Sub- 
section 4, discharge of a dangerous weapon, 
firearm, bow and arrow, etc., has been 
modified to prohibit their use to the extent 
that it might endanger any person or prop- 
erty. The current ordinance does not con- 
tain this limitation and therefore was 
found to be overly broad and unconstitu- 
tional by the 64-A District Court. Sub- 
section 6, which prohibits the open carrying 
of a firearm or dangerous weapon in any 
public place has been modified to the extent 
that it does not apply to law enforcement 
personnel.

In subsection 6 the prohibition against 
begging in a public place in the current dis- 
orderly ordinance has been extended to 
door to door begging on private property. 
Strangely enough the City also needed to 
add the offence of littering (subsection 9) 
and the prohibition against throwing snow- 
balls at persons or motor vehicles without 
the consent of the person at whom the 
snowball is thrown. 


In addition to the aforementioned, the 
proposed disorderly ordinance makes it 
illegal for an individual(s) to impersonate 
any public employee or utility employee 
and makes it illegal for anyone to trans- 
port any person to a place where he, or she, 
knows that prostitution, illegal gambling 
or any other illegal activity is practiced, 
for the purpose of enabling the person 
transported to engage in any of these 
illegal activities. 


The attached proposed disorderly ordi- 
nance has been reviewed by the Lansing 
Police Department and representatives of 
the Fraternal Order of Police and both are 
in accord. 


The attached updtaes the present ordi- 
nances per the City Charter.

On July 29, 1979 claimant sustained 
damages to her property when sewage 
backed up into her basement as a result 
of the main sewer being plugged. Michigan 
law, MCLA 691.1407; MSA 3.996(107) pro- 
vides for immunity from tort liability in 
cases where the governmental agency is 
engaged in the exercise of a governmental 
function. 


Gunther v Cheboygan County Road Com- 
missioners, 225 Mich 619; 196 NW 386 
(1923) states: 


“The underlying test for determining 
whether a particular activity engaged in 
by publie corporations is truly a govern- 
mental function is proprietary in nature 
is whether the act is for the common 
good of all without the element of 
special corporate benefit or pecuniary 
profit.”’ 


The Court ruled in the case of Beauchamp 
v Saginaw Twp., 74 Mich App 44, 253 
NwW2d 355 (1977) that construction of 
sewers as a public health measure is a 
governmental function. Because the main- 
tenance of a sewe ris a public health meas- 
ure and an act for the common good, the 
maintenance of a City sewer would be 
deemed a governmental function. 


Based upon the Michigan immunity 
statute and the cases cited. this office con- 
cludes that because the maintenance of a 
city sewer is a governmental function, no 
liability was incurred. It is therefore 
the recommendation of this office that the 
claim be denied.

See Rohrbaugh v Huron/Clinton 
Metropolitan Authority, 75 Mich App 677: 
256 NW2d 240 (1977). This office has been 
advised by the Parks and Recreation De- 
partment that the Groesbeck Golf Course 
operates at a profit. 


Therefore, based on the proprietary na- 
ture of _the Groesbeck Golf Course and 
past policy, it is the recommendation of 
this office that the claim be allowed in the 
amount of $10.40.

The Citizens’ Coordinating Council has 
been plagued by many problems over the 
past months. Our internal problems, such 
as poorly attended meetings, seem to be the 
result of frustration caused by our inability 
to get either prompt responses to our in- 
quiries, or resolutions to problems we 
identify. Some o fthe C.C.C.’s ongoing 
problems and concerns are sa follows: 


1. Only five or six members attend C.C.C. 
meetings regularly; and without a 
quorum the C.C.C. has been unable to 
conduct business. It has not even been 
possible to act on proposed bylaws 
revisions. i 

2. The question of whether C.D.C. mem- 
bers can receive reimbursement for 
gasoline and babysitting expenses has 
never been clearly answered, 


3. Since January, 1979, the C.C.C. has 
been waiting for a response to its re- 
quest that the City Attorney give his 
opinion on whether one Citizens’ Dis- 
trict Council could monitor another 
area’s election process. 


4. In January, 1979, and again in May, 
1979, the C.C.C. asked that the Finance 
Department Accounting Division pro- 
vide each Citizens’ District Council 
chairperson with a quarterly, line item, 
financial status report for each N.D.A.’s 
accounts. That has not occrurred. 


5. Each area wants to get more N.D.A. 
property-owners involved in the Housing 
Rehabilitation process, but it is difficult 
to interest people when the Building 
Department has stated it will be three 
months before they can be inspected. 


6. Consumers Power made messes. in 
N.D.A. No. 2 and N.D.A. No. 3 last 
winter that were still not corrected 
this summer. 


7. The Potter Park Neighborhood Associa- 
tion, a nonprofit incorporated neighbor- 
hood group operating in census tract 21, 
has been working with the Human Re- 
sources Department for a year and a 
half trying to negotiate a contract that 
will provide a Community Worker for 
the the area, with little progress. 


The concern expressed by some members 
of City Council and the Mayor’s Office is 
heartening. Please follow through with 
action before other Citizens’ Coordinating 
Council members feel the need to resign, 
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as I did, because affirmative action cannot 
be taken on vital issues.

Recently Mr. Charles A. Jurasek spoke 
to this City Council about what he believed 
were inadequate conditions of Reo Road 
near his residence. The attached memo 
from Public Service Director Robert Backus 
reflects the current assessment of that 
situation. Surface ratings go from the 
best, a 1, to the worst, a 5. 


However, Mr. Jurasek’s concerns point 
to the general circumstances facing this 
City regarding its loca] streets. Quite 
simply, the Act 51 monies from the State 
of Michigan have been insufficient to prop- 
erly maintain our residential streets. As 
a result, more and more of our streets have 
unfortunately fallen into the 4 and 65 
categories. If no other source of funds is 
found to improve our street conditions, 
nearly half our streets will be rated in 
need of work within five years. 


It is for that reason that I applaud 
Council’s decision to put the street pro- 
gram proposal and asphalt plant proposal 
before the voters for the November 6 ballot. 
The concentrated street program will ad- 
dress local roads in all four wards of our 
City over the next five years. By our pro- 
jections, the worst street conditions will 
be entirely eliminated and only a tiny per- 
centage of streets would remain in the 4 
category. I urge City Council’s support on 
these proposals to explain the need to the 
voters and to work toward successful pro- 
posals November 6.

Resolution No. 108, Section 281, City of 
Lansing, requires that the Lansing Hous- 
ing Commission present an annual report 
to the Mayor and City Council.

As you know, by order of Judge Kall- 
man’s Court, a copy of which I sent to the 
Mayor and Council, I have been assigned 
to carry out the daily duties of the Lansing 
Housing Commission to the degree that my 
health will allow. It came to my attention 
today, via a letter from Mr. Black of the 
Mayor’s Office, that the annual report 
which should have been sent in by July 31, 
1979, has not reached your desk. 


According to Mr. Orrin C. Sharp’s letter 
of July 26, 1979, there was evidence of 
asking for an extension of this reporting 
requirement. He based his request upon 
the fact that the Commission had not re- 
ceived its final statement from the account- 
ing firm located in LaCrosse, Wisconsin. 
In his letter, he wanted to get the concur- 
rence of the Lansing Housing Commission 
at the August 7, 1979, meeting prior to sub- 
mitting the report. Likewise, he said there 
were other extenuating circumstances that 
caused the delay in submittal of the report. 
He asked for only eleven days and this 
would have been unti] August 9, 1979. 


Mr. Sharp left the Lansing Housing 
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Commission offices on or about August 7, 
and his work in progress was turned over 
to Mrs. Lue Wolfe. 


When I returned on September 17, 1979, 
I was in conference with Mrs. Wolfe but 
there was no mention of the status of the 
annual report. 


It did not come to my attention that the 
annual report to the Mayor and City Coun- 
cil had not been completed until a phone 
call was received by my Secretary last 
Thursday afternoon, followed by a letter 
received on Friday, October 19. 


I apologize in behalf of the Commission 
for this delay. I will follow the same form 
of reporting to you as has been used in 
years past.

In the Section 8, Existing Housing Pro- 
gram, the Lansing Housing Commission is 
paying Housing Assistance Payments for 
60 families. Other families are Certified, 
looking for acceptable units with interested 
landlords. 


In a Section 8, New Construction, pro- 
gram the Lansing Housing Commission is 
paying Housing Assistance Payments for 
99 elderly individuals or families. These 
are in the new building, known as Somer- 
set, and represent the last 100 units of 
the original program reservation of the 
Lansing Housing Commission. 


The Balance Sheet and Operating State- 
ment which follows on the next four pages 
was prepared by the accounting firm of 
Layton and Richardson from the materials 
which came from Hawkins, Ash and Baptie, 
the fee accountants for the Lansing Hous- 
ing Commission. These are the figured 
which were delaying the report according 
to Mr. Sharp’s letter. 
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As I-understand it, the last regular audit 
which HUD requires every two years, was 
held up by the Auditing Division of the 
Chicago Office. The contract Auditor, 
therefore, did not complete his audit on 
time. In consequence, Layton and Richard- 
son had to use a different format than has 
been used in previous years. 


If there are questions, the Housing Com- 
mission will be happy to answer such ques- 
tions via the accounting firm of Layton and 
Richardson. 


It is customary to report to the Mayor 
and Council regarding any activities that 
took place during this last fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1979. 


I would call attention to the fact that, 
under Section 8, the final units of the origi- 
nal 1000 units of the program reservation 
of the Lansing Housing Commission were 
used in the development of Somerset on 
Holmes Road. I trust that you will visit 
this facility if you have not done so al- 
ready, and appreciate the fact that the 
Housing Commission sponsored this par- 
ticular building through Section 8, New 
Construction, with its own staff, etc. 


Another area of concern to the Mayor 
and City Council would be the number of 
persons who are certified on the waiting 
list for public housing. Certification means 
that an applicant has put in his applica- 
tion for public housing and has provided 
the income verification and other data re- 
quired, and has been determined as eligible 
for public housing. 


There are some applicants who have not 
completed the vertification process, and 
who are therefore not certified.

The Lansing Housing Commission adver- 
tised nationally for an Executive Director 
and, from the seventeen applicants re- 
ceived, selected Mr. Walter Norris, Jr., as 
the new Executive Director. It is my under- 
standing that Mr. Norris will be taking 
over his position in the Housing Office on 
October 29, 1979. 


I trust that you are aware that I was 
stricken with a heart attack on January 17, 
1979, and for many months was confined 
to my residence. The only communication 
that I had with the office was via telephone 
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with the various employees and with the 
Grand Rapids HUD Office. During these 
several months, an attempt was made to 
recommend some of the corrections that the 
HUD Management Review indicated needed 
to be made. I would further state that it 
was upon my recommendation that the 
Commission requested the HUD review. It 
was intended for a tool to make more effi- 
cient an ever-changing operation. 


After I was at home for several months, 
it became apparent that I would not be 
able to return and I suggested to the Com- 
mission that I resign so that a new Direc- 
tor could be chosen as quickly as possible. 


I trust that when all the reports are in 
and the corrective actions taken, the Lan- 
sing Housing Commission will be able to 
function in an efficient, adequate fashion. 


The purpose of the Housing Commission 
is to provide safe, decent and sanitary 
housing to low-income families across our 
City. Your cooperation with the Commis- 
sion over the years has been greatly appre- 
ciated and without your cooperation, it 
would have been impossible to have built 
the units and to have managed them.

The Economic Development Advisory 
Group has completed its study of the 
“Effects of Tax Abatement-on the City of 
Lansing” and on October 16, approved the 
final report as prepared by the Planning 
Department’s Economic Development staff. 
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EDAG concluded that the City’s tax 
abatement program has had very positive 
results. Several major employers have de- 
cided to remain in Lansing and to rehabili- 
tate or expand their plant facilities due to 
the availability of this assistance. Other 
projects have taken place on a larger scale 
than they otherwise would have in the 
absence of these incentives. These invest- 
ments have ensured the retention and crea- 
tion of jobs in accordance with the City 
Council’s policy guidance. 


Attached is a copy of the final report. 
I request that you give special attention 
to all of pages 5, 6 and 7, said pages point- 
ing out that our tax abatement program 
has had very positive results; that it has 
resulted in several major employers decid- 
ing to remain in Lansing and to rehabili- 
tate or expand their plant facilities due to 
the availability of this assistance; that 
taxes paid on property located in Plant 
Rehabilitation or Industrial Development 
Districts, for which exemption certificates 
have been granted, have increased at an 
average annual rate of 5.4%; that abated 
taxes have not been shifted to residential 
property taxpayers; and, environmental 
problems have been addressed in regard to 
noise and air pollution.

Recently the City Council increased park- 
ing lot fees for employee Lot No. 2 from 
$10.00 to $20.00 per month. You have asked 
me to re-evaluate the parking voucher pro- 
gram for City employees in light of this 
change, 


In review, the City instituted a parking 
voucher program in 1971 and provided one 
of the choice parking lots (Shiawassee and 
Capitol) for employee parking. The City 
provided for the $5.00 per month subsidy at 
a time when the total parking fee for Lot 
No. 2 was $10.00 per month. This subsidy 
can, however. be applied against parking 
in any City owned parking facility. The 
cost per parking space has increased sub- 
stantially over the past 8 years and Coun- 
cil recently enacted a general increase in 
parking rates which included an increase 
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in the rate for Lot No. 2 to $20.00 per 
month. 


In considering the merits of the parking 
voucher subsidy for City employees, I be- 
lieve we must also be aware that there is 
an increasing demand for parking in the 
downtown area, a demand which necessi- 
tates a rethinking of the best use of our 
parking facilities. There are many facets 
to downtown parking which will take shape 
during the next few months and which will 
be considered in the development of the 
1980-81 budget. 


I am recommending to you that on an 
interim basis, we increase the parking 
voucher subsidy to $10.00 per month. The 
Finance Director has indicated that the ad- 
ditional subsidy over the period of December 
thru June of this fiscal year would be 
$7,700.00. I request that you transfer this 
amount to account No. 101-930-000-871 
Parking Subsidy.

Due to the increase in costs of fuel and 
the requirements that some employees 
periodically utilize their personal cars for 
business purposes, the matter of mileage 
reimbursement requires, I believe, recon- 
sideration at this time. The current rate 
of reimbursement is 15¢ per mile for ap- 
proved business purposes. This rate was 
implemented March 11, 1974, and has been 
reviewed in 1976 and again in November 
1977 but has remained unchanged to this 
time. 


In cases where there is extensive need 
for business travel, City owned vehicles 
are utilized. Where the individuals are 
utilizing their own cars, I feel that the 
rate of reimbursement should be increased 
from 15¢ to 20¢ per mile. I have in- 
structed the Finance Department to prepare 
a transfer request to support such an in- 
crease and also to prepare the appropriate 
amendment to the travel policy resolution. 


I ask that the Council approve this trans- 
fer request and the resolution which reflects 
a proposed implementation date retroactive 
to October 1, 1979. This can be easily ac- 
mommodated inasmuch as monthly mileage 
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vouchers are not processed until the 1st 
week of November.

During the last two years, I have for- 
warded to you recommendations regarding 
an Ordinance which would prohibit vehicu- 
lar traffic on the North Washington Mall. 
My most recent correspondence to you was 
dated June 29, 1979, and expressed a con- 
cern over the lack of action by you on the 
matter. 


The proposed Ordinance was referred to 
the Council Committee on Public Properties 
and Safety on April 16, 1979, and to date, 
there has been no Public Hearing, as was 
earlier indicated, nor has there been any 
action reported by that Committee. It is 
unfortunate, that during this period of long 
delay the deteriorating condition of bricks 
and concrete has worsened. As you are 
also aware, there has been a major injury 
accident, and the City Attorney has ex- 
pressed concern about future liability if the 
problem of damage to brick and cement 
surfaces goes uncorrected. 


During this past summer, asphalt patch 
was used to fill in areas where brick had 
been removed and where sidewalks are 
damaged or edges are lifted. There is a 
current budget appropriation for the in- 
stallation of new brick and replacement 
of concrete. Unfortunately, if the City 
continues to allow traffic on the Mall, 
these major repairs will not last, and the 
high maintenance costs and hazardous situ- 
ation will continue. It has been the position 
of the Administration not to install brick, 
etc., in anticipation that the Council would 
soon act on the recommended Ordinance. 
Although at this point accurately identify- 
ing the rising cost of the Mall repairs is not 
totally possible, I suspect that in the next 
construction season the current budget ap- 
propriation will not be sufficient to com- 
plete the work originally identified. 


I would request that City Council give 
this matter its immediate attention. Any 
failure to act must be interpreted as City 
Council’s concurrence to allow the repairs 
to go uncorrected.

In April of this year, it was brought to 
my attention by Mr. Steve Cook, who re- 
sides at 561 S. Dexter Drive, that problems 
existed because of a basketball court located 
across the street from his home. 


As a result of that complaint, along with 
subsequent study by the Traffic Depart- 
ment, ‘‘No Parking’ signs were installed 
along the south side of that street. It was 
hoped that this would alleviate the conges- 
tion caused by a number of cars parked in 
the area while their drivers and occupants 
used the basketball court. 


Very soon, the drivers of those cars be- 
gan ignoring the “‘No Parking’ signs and 
Mr. Cook requested additional police en- 
forcement of the violations. This office re- 
quested the Lansing Police Department to 
give this area additional attention and Mr. 
Cook was notified of that action on August 
6, 1979. 
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On August 27, 1979, a petition signed by 
residents in the neighborhood was presented 
to the City Council by another resident of 
the area, Mrs. Barbara Eilers. The petition 
indicated the basketball court had become 
a nuisance and requested it be removed. 


The petition was referred to this office, 
and immediately upon receipt of that docu- 
ment, Kaye Thomson, Citizen Relations 
Specialist, again made contact with the 
residents and arranged a meeting with 
them which she attended, along with Coun- 
cilmen Adado and Brenke and Ken Harris, 
Superintendent of Parks. The result of 
the meeting was that this matter would be 
reviewed by the Parks Board at their meet- 
ing on September 19, 1979. 


In an effort to be fair to all parties con- 
cerned, the Parks Board has recommended 
that the basketball hoops be removed from 
the Dexter Drive Basketball Court for a 
period of time up to twelve (12) months 
and the entrances to the court area be 
closed with appropriate fence material. The 
court will also be posted ‘‘Closed by the 
Parks and Recreation Department.”’ 


After that period of time, the basketball 
hoops will be replaced and the useage evalu- 
ated by the Parks Board for six months. 
They will then consider the request of the 
petition and make a recommendation as to 
whether the basketball court should be re- 
moved permanently or left intact. 


I concur with this recommendation, and 
have been advised that the cost of installing 
the fence will be minimal since only three 
or four yards of fencing will be required. 
This will be obtained afrom scrap pieces 
of fencing on hand in the Parks Depart- 
ment. A park labor crew will install the 
fence as part of their normal! duties.

Sec. 26-22. Age and service retirement 
allowance. 


(a) Upon his retirement a member shall 
receive a straight life retirement allowance 
and he shall have the right to elect to re- 
ceive his retirement allowance under an 
option provided in section 26-27 in lieu 
of a straight life retirement allowance. 
His straight life retirement allowance shall 
consist of the benefits set forth below: 


(1) An annuity which shall be the actuarial 
equivalent of his accumulated contri- 
butions standing to his credit in the 
employees savings fund at the time of 
his retirement; and 


(2) A pension which, when added to his 
annuity, shall provide a straight life 
retirement allowance equal to the num- 
ber of years, and fraction of a year, 
of his credited service multiplied by 
two percent of his final average com- 
pensation. 


(b) According to such rules and regu- 
lations as the board of trustees may from 
time to time adopt, any member who re- 
tires prior to his attainment of age sixty- 
five years may elect to have his straight 
life retirement allowance actuarily equated 
to provide an increased retirement allow- 
ance payable to his attainment of age sixty- 
five years and a reduced retirement allow- 
ance payable thereafter. His increased 
retirement allowance payable to his attain- 
ment of age sixty-five years shall approxi- 
mate the sum of his reduced retirement 
allowance payable after his attainment of 
age sixty-five years and his estimated 
social security primary insurance amount. 


(c) In the event a retirant dies before 
he has received in straight life retirement 
allowance payments an aggregate amount 
equal to his accumulated contributions 
standing to his credit in the employees 
savings fund at the time of his retirement 
the difference between his accumulated 
contributions and the aggregate amount of 
straight life retirement allowance pay- 
ments received by him shall be paid from 
the retirement reserve fund to such person 
as he shall have nominated by written 
designation duly execpted and filed with 
the board of trustees. If there be no such 
designated person surviving the retirant 
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such difference, if any, shall be paid to 
the retirant’s legal representative. No 
benefits shall be paid under this subsection 
on account of the death of a retirement if 
he had elected option 1, or (A) or (B) 
provided in section 26-27.

This office has reviewed the status of 
negotiations in the following unacquired 
real property with the Redevelopment Di- 
vision of the Building Department within 
the Capitol Commons Neighborhood Devel- 
opment Area located at 800 West St. Joseph 
Street, described as: 


“Lot 17 and 18, Block 6, Bush, Butler

The Redevelopment Division of the Build- 
ing Safety and Redevelopment Depart- 
ment has been unable to negotiate a settle- 
ment for this real property, and the owners 
have refused to accept a final firm offer in 
the amount of $16,000.00 for this Multiple- 
Family Residential vacant real property. As 
a result, the Redevelopment Division re- 
quested this office institute eminent domain 
proceedings.

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On December 1, 1978, the Redevelopment 
Division of the Building, Safety and Rede- 
velopment Department on behalf of the City 
of Lansing, through the Winegardner Real- 
ty Company, its Acquisition Agent, issued 
an offer to the owners of the above real 
property for $14,500.00. This offer was re- 
jected. On January 18, 1979, due to the 
passage of time, Mr. Joseph Moyer, a Re- 
view Appraiser, recommended the offer be 
increased to $16,000.00. On February 22, 
1979, a revised Offer to Purchase the above- 
described real estate for $16,000.00 was is- 
sued by Mr. Winegardner, the contract Ac- 
quisition Agent, who tendered it to the 
owners of the property. This revised offer 
was rejected.

Dear Council President and Members: 


On September 17, 1979, City Council re- 
solved to purchase the Foster Street School 
from the Lansing School District for $1.00. 
That sale has yet to be consummated be- 
cause of the inability of the School District 
to provide clear title to the property. The 
School District is working with my staff to 
resolve those problems and complete the 
transaction. In the meanwhile, the City 
has proposed a short-term lease of the prop- 
erty for $1.00 so that the structure may be 
occupied and heated for protection from 
vandals and weather. That proposal is b- 
fore the Board of Education at its meeting 
of November 1, 1979. 


An estimate of utility costs will be pre- 
sented to City Council in the near future. 
The most recent figurse from the School 
District indicated a yearly cost of over 
$14,000 for utilities, and that will certainly 
increase to cover costs for this winter. In 
addition, certain other code items and build- 
ing maintenance costs must be handled im- 
mediately to make the building useable. 


However, there is a limit to the planning 
which can be done by City staff until City 
Council identifies certain policy parameters 
within which staff must work. The general 
questions which City Council must respond 
to include: 


—Is the building to be used entirely for 
recreational activities sponsored by the 
City of Lansing? 


—Will the City of Lansing entertain pro- 
posals for activities from community non- 
profit organizations ? 


—will the City of Lansing consider pro- 
posals from community organizations for 
permanent office space? 


—Can the building be considered for City 
of Lansing office space to meet current 
or future needs? 


Will the City of Lansing accept short- 
term or long-term uses from organiza- 
tions other than non-profit agencies? 


—Does the City of Lansing wish to begin 
any of these programs prior to the actual 
purchase of the property? 


—Does the City Council concur in the re- 
quest of the Eastside Neighborhood Or- 
ganization in the establishment of a citi- 
zens’ committee to recommend uses for 
the building? What sectors of the com- 
munity should be represented on this 
committee if it is established ? 


—Will the City Council consider reim- 
bursement of the Community Develop- 
ment dollars from the East Side Fire Sta- 
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tion basement in order for that space to 
be available to meet space needs of City 
of Lansing departments? 


I wish to remind City Council that the 
building does not meet barrier free design 
standards and the majority of the renova- 
tion expenses for the building will be re- 
lated to barrier free renovation. Further, 
renovation costs which would be funded 
through State or Federal Grants would not 
be able to begin immediately. It appears at 
this time that the Urban Parks Recovery 
Program is the most appropriate grant 
source available. Under that program, the 
City of Lansing would be obligated for 80% 
of the renovation costs. It is not certain 
whether this renovation can be grant fund- 
ed for uses in the building other than those 
of the City of Lansing. It should be noted 
as well that this is an old structure that 
is not in any way energy efficient. 


Additionally, I would advise the City 
Council to use extreme caution and careful 
judgment before taking action too quickly 
on the thought or urgings of any group to 
acquire either of the other available school 
buildings until such time as the above ques- 
tions are answered for Foster Street School. 
The City of Lansing cannot afford the hold- 
ing costs for all these buildings and the 
City should resist the temptation to be a 
landlord for every excess property which is 
offered for City acquisition.

The City of Lansing has been asked by 
the Eyde Construction Company to allow a 
water line to be run on City-owned property 
on Holmes Road to service a new 60,000 
square foot office building at 913 W. 
Holmes Road. While the developer is to be 
commended for the substantial investment 
in the City of Lansing, I cannot recommend 
that this request be granted. 


This matter has been discussed with the 
Board of Water and Light and with the 
City’s Property Management Division. The 
Board recommended against this because 
the construction of this water line could 
restrict future construction on this proper- 
ty, and because it would break from past 
practice (see attachment). The Property 
Management Division reported that an Act 
285 Review will be requested in early 1980 
to determine whether the City of Lansing 
may dispose of this property. It has 76 
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feet of Holmes Road frontage and would be 
1838 feet deep, allowing for the reconstruc- 
tion of Holmes Road in this area. This 
property was originally acquired for the ex- 
tension of Washington Avenue south of 
Holmes Road, and is apparently no longer 
needed for that purpose. However, it would 
lessen the ability of the City to sell the 
property if the water line were constructed 
across it. 


I would recommend that this request be 
denied.

Attached please find a communication 
from the Department of Administrative Ser- 
vices relative to the costs of heating system 
and roof repairs to the Baptist Convention 
Home, 218 W. Main St. I submit this to 
you for your action, and I wish to remind 
you that I do not support the expenditure 
of nearly $25,000 on this property merely 
to prevent further damage from occurring. 
I advised you by my communication of last 
August that the building should be torn 
down because of its seriously dilapidated 
condition. These expenditures, as the Ad- 
ministrative Services Director advises, rep- 
resent “the tip of the iceberg and a lot 
more money wil be required before this fa- 
cility will be availalbe for use.” The City 
cannot financially afford to expend dollars 
for this building. Further, I do not believe 
that Council will find proposals from non- 
profit agencies with the financial capability 
to repair this structure with no further 
City involvement. 


The bill for insurance will be forthcom- 
ing. The bill for security system will be 
forthcoming. The bills for utility costs will 
be forthcoming, and they will not be small 
on this older, energy inefficient building. 
There is no doubt but that other costs will 
be found which cannot be predicted at this 
time for any structure so old, so deterior- 
ated, and unoccupied. I cannot and will 
not support the expenditure of City funds 
for this building when our own income pro- 
jections show a tighter and tighter City 
budget for the next two to three years, at 
a minimum. We are not in a position to 
condone financial misbehavior. 


If Council wishes to ignore these words 
of caution, Council should then resolve to 
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approve these expenditures in order for 
these repairs to proceed.

Refuse collection service shall be afforded 
only to owners and or occupants of all resi- 
dential units in the city; provided, however, 
that no refuse service shall be provided to 
any residential unit located in a commercial 
building. 


Sec. 16A-5. Disposal of refuse. 

(A) The owner or occupant of a residen- 
tial unit or units, housing development, 
apartment or building complex shall dispose 
of refuse by either: 


(1) Utilizing the refuse service provided 
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by the city, if available, and by adhering to 
the provisions of this chapter; 


(2) Utilizing the services of a private 
rubbish hauler duly licensed by the city for 
said purpose; 


(3) Utilizing an approved garbage grind- 
er or incinerator; or 


(4) Transporting and disposing of refuse 
in an approved refuse disposal area, pro- 
vided that the load of refuse so transported 
is tightly covered and secured in order that 
no part of the load is lost. 


(B) No person shall transport refuse to 
a city park for the purpose of depositing 
the refuse in trash receptacles located with- 
in the city parks. 


Sec. 16A-9. Utilization of weekly city- 
wide residential refuse collection 
service, conditions. 


The owner or occupant of a residential 
unit qualifying under the provisions of this 
chapter for weekly refuse collection service 
and intending to utilize said service pro- 
vided by this chapter shall place all accu- 
mulated refuse and acceptable materials for 
collection in a city refuse bag which shall 
be tightly sealed. The refuse bag or bags 
intended for ‘collection or the accumulated 
refuse containers containing tightly sealed 
refuse bags shall be placed by the owner or 
occupant of the residential unit at the curb 
in front of the residential unit no earlier 
than 7:00 p.m. of the day preceding the 
collection day and no later than 7:00 a.m. 
on the day of collection. The refuse bags 
intended for collection shall not be broken 
or weigh more than thirty (80) pounds 
when filled. The owner or accupant of a 
residential unit shall not place or cause to 
be placed any unacceptable materials for 
collection in any city refuse bag intended 
for collection. No person other than the 
owner or occupant of a residential unit 
shall place city refuse bags or bulk collec- 
tion items on the premises of the residence 
for the weekly city-wide residential collec- 
tion or bulk collection service.

On Tuesday, November 13, you approved 
by a 6-0 vote a Resolution, sponsored by 
Councilman Richard Baker, dealing with 
what was termed ‘‘various alternatives and 
recommendations’ regarding truck traffic 
on Lyons Avenue and Baker Street. 


Item (1) of the third ‘‘Whereas” of the 
Resolution reads as follows: 


‘Whereas, the Physical Development 
Committee has reviewed the various alter- 
natives and recommends the following 
action: 


(1) Signs specifying that no truck traffic 
be allowed and said signs to be located 
at the following locations: 


(a) Baker Street at Cedar Street and 
Pennsylvania Avenue. 


(b) Lyons Avenue at Baker Street and 
at its terminous at John Bean.” 


Unfortunately, information regarding the 
aforementioned was not sought from my 
office, from the Traffic Department, the 
Transportation Coordinator, the Planning 
Department, nor from the owners of the 
John Bean Building, Motor Wheel and 
Oldsmobile, all who are affected. 


At a meeting held in my office on 
Wednesday, November 14, the Traffic Direc- 
tor, the Planning Director, and the Trans- 
portation Coordinator all agreed with the 
owners of the John Bean Building that the 
Resolution, in question, does for all prac- 
tical purposes put a good portion of the 
John Bean Building out of business, since 
access is being denied. 


Presently, there are more than 200 em- 
ployees, and 27 different tenants, housed in 
the John Bean Building. Combined, the 
payroll exceeds $2 million annually. The 
Resolution is detrimental to this employ- 
ment and accompanying payroll. 


Since my communication to you, dealing 
with this matter (see attached—Council 
Proceedings, pgs. 653-554, date of July 2, 
1979), a communication which has received 
no reply, cooperation by John Bean Build- 
ing users, including Motor Wheel and Olds- 
mobile, has eliminated 50 percent use on 
Lyons Avenue. Attempts by Motor Wheel 
to strictly use Christiancy Street has re- 
sulted in cracked truck axels, thereby re- 
quiring their use of Lyons Avenue for 
egress and ingress. 


If the 145 degree turn, which presents 
difficulties at the warehousing area, can 
be corrected, a correction which will be 
eostly, the Resolution puts all traffic on 
Christiancy Street.

Further, the assumption that the former 
Christiancy School property can be con- 
tinuously used for truck traffic is in error. 
This is only a temporary arrangement, 
with a second party owner. 


Too, another matter enters the picture, 
this being the legal issue of the Resolution. 
A legislative body cannot just as a matter 
of policy take away the right of egress and 
ingress without just compensation. THE 
OFFICE OF THE CITY ATTORNEY 
AGREES WITH THIS PREMISE (see at- 
tached epinion). 


For these reasons, I place my veto over 
your actions and I do so in accordance with 
Section 3-305 of the Lansing City Charter.

On Tuesday, November 13, 1979, you ap- 
proved by a 6-0 vote a Resolution mandat- 
ing the content and form of my recom- 
mendation for budget modifications. This 
Resolution purports to be a policy, but I 
believe that points 1 and 2 are an infringe- 
ment on my executive responsibilities. 


In particular, under Section 4-102(2) of 
the Lansing City Charter, I am “to sub- 
mit such reports and proposals to the City 
Council as are appropriate.” I feel that 
my recommendations ure clearly and un- 
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equivocally my responsibility and are, 
therefore, to be presented as I wish them, 
if in fact they are to be considered mine. 
Further, under Section 3-207.8, the City 
Council is precluded from giving orders ‘‘to 
any other City officer or employee.”” Man- 
dating who will sign my recommendations 
is clearly a violation of the intent of this 
section. Also, Section 3-207.1 allows City 
Council to make inquiries and “receive spe- 
cific information in response.” A demand 
for “amount, source and intent originally 
requested by the department or agency 
head, plus the amount, source and intent 
recommended by the Mayor” is an order to 
me to submit the departmental request and 
my comments, not a policy. 


If I do not submit adequate information, 
the Council will obviously not act. How- 
ever, I am, as Chief Executive, entitled to 
present my recommendations without re- 
striction since they are solely my respon- 
sibility. 


I would concur that Council can and 
should indicate what information they 
want. I do, however, feel that orders to 
department heads and to me are not 
“policy.”? I feel that the extensive efforts 
by my staff, working with your staff, In- 
ternal Audit and the General Services Com- 
mittee could have avoided the necessity 
for this veto since they all agreed to modi- 
fied language which did not, in my esti- 
mation, result in the problems cited above.

I. STATUS OF PRIORITIES 


A. Major fire department priorities his- 
torically fall into three basic areas. 
These are (1) fire suppression, (2) emer- 
gency medical services, and (3) fire pre- 
vention and fire safety education. Ad- 
ditional priorities include (4) main-« 
tenance of fire department equipment 
and facilities, (5) upgrading of indi- 
vidual skills through ongoing training 
programs, (6) conduct of administrative 
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and supervisory functions, (7) prepara- 
tion and maintenance of records and 
reports, (8) conduct of a community re- 
lations program, and (9) performance 
of such special services as city officials 
may delegate to the department. 


Fire suppression, the department’s 
prime undertaking, continues to be han- 
dled in a highly effective manner, The 
combination of skilled manpower, ex- 
cellent equipment and generally good 
station locations assures rapid response 
and a well-organized fire attack in all 
sections of the city. 


In the area of emergency medical ser- 
vices, the department’s activities con- 
tinue to be rated among the best in the 
nation with a 100% cardiac save ratio. 
Problems relating to staffing, ongoing 
training and state regulation have been 
or are being resolved. 


The Fire Prevention Division con- 
tinues to carry on its multi-faceted pro- 
grams, bearing the extra burden of a 
sharply increased ratio of arson investi- 
gations. 


The minor priorities (4 thru 8, para- 
graph 1-A above) are being handled in 
a satisfactory manner. 


At this time the Board has no recom- 
mendations for addition, deletion or 
realignment of specific priority items. 


. Virtually all communications from the 


public to the fire department are lauda- 
tory. There have been no inquiries or 
complaints which would suggest changes 
in the services or programs. 


STATUS OF SERVICES 


All major priorities are being achieved 
in a broad sense. Specifically, manpower 
limitations and the increasing need for 
upgraded technical training create some 
problem areas. 


. The current budget provides little re- 


lief for the problem areas noted in A, 
above, and it is probably not realistic to 
expect budgetary relief next year. 


. Ideally, no reductions or realignment in 


priorities should be made. Actually the 
Board will respond to any dollar con- 
straints the new budget may impose. 


During the evaluation period, fire sup- 
pression activities (Priority 1) were up- 
graded by the designation of a light/ 
compressor truck as first line equipment 
in both the North and South districts 
and by the placing online of the new 
aerial platform truck. Tests were con- 
ducted involving the relocation of some 
equipment and personnel, aimed at im- 
proving manpower utilization and effec- 
tiveness. Similar tests will probably be 
continued. 


There were no reductions or deletions 
during the evaluation period. 
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III. LONG RANGE GOALS 


A. 


. Planning discussions have 


Superimposed upon the operational 
priorities already discussed are these 
goals: 


(1) Acquisition of the basement of 
No. 8 station for exclusive fire de- 
partment use and relocation of the 
fire prevention division to that site. 


(2) Acquisition of the site for and con- 
struction of a Westside Station to 
house Engine Companies 3 and 8 
and Ladder Company 8. 


(3) Construction of Phase III of the 
Fire Department Training Academy. 


(4) Continuation of the excellent equip- 
ment replacement program. Speci- 
fically, the only item identified at 
this time is the addition of an ar- 
ticulating arm (squrt) capability to 
one of the current engines.

against all items. 


. The current budget has provided $30,000 


toward acquisition of the basement of 
No. 7 Station (Item A-1 above) against 
the estimated $60,000 total cost. The 
current budget has provided $25,000 
against the cost for a new Westside 
Station site estimated to total from 
$25,000 to $200,000. No monies are cur- 
rently allocated for further work on the 
training academy. 


. The Board recognizes the facts of eco- 


nomic life and feels that the Fire De- 
partment has generally been given fair 
treatment in the allocation of City 
funds. 


IV. GENERAL COMMENTS 


The Board feels the two long-term objec- 


tives of the fire department remain valid. 
First, provision of the best possible fire 
safety and lifesaving services for the citi- 
zens of Lansing within the constraints of 
dollars available and second, maintenance 
of the highest possible safety level for the 
men of the department.

Dear President Adado and Members 
of the City Council: 


I have reviewed a _ report from the 
Finance Director analyzing the current 
status and the long term outlook for the 
financial operations of the Garbage and 
Rubbish Collection Fund. The Finance Di- 
rector has reported that the level of sub- 
sidiaries provided by the City during the 
first 4 years of the program averaged 
$300,000 to $850,000 per year. However, 
without a change in the service fee we will 
see the City subsidy rise to an estimated 
level of $852,000 by the 1980-81 fiscal year. 
This would be the equivalent of one mill 
of property tax on the City at large. That 
is not acceptable to me. 


The City currently sells the orange trash 
bags in packages of 12 bags for $3.00 
which is the equivalent of a service fee 
of 25c per bag. The cost of just one 
orange bag also qualifies the user for bulk 
pickup services and for the fall leaf 
pickup program without additional charge. 
This fee has remained unchanged since 
the inception of the program in 1974. The 
Finance Director has recommended that the 
next shipment of bags, scheduled for use 
beginning in March of 1980, be packaged 
as 10 bags for $4.00 which is the equiva- 
lent of a 40c per bag service fee. I sup- 
port this recommendation as necessary at 
this time to keep the City subsidy at a level 
below $500,000 per year which is within 
the initial parameters of the program as 
established in 1974. 


The Garbage and Rubbish Collection 
Program is subject to cost increases of a 
nature which exceed even the normal rate 
of inflation. Costs related to energy and 
environmental issues such as_ gasoline, 
trash bags and landfill fees have increased 
20% to 40% per year the past several 
years. 


The City must be willing to consider 
innovative cost containment measures if we 
are to retain a viable program. This may 
require reduced service levels in some areas 
where free service currently exists, e.g. 
bulk pickup srvices. 


I have directed the Public Service De- 
partment to complete its review of the 
operational effectiveness of the one-man 
packer trucks. Additionally, there may be 
alternatives to the use of the distinctive 
“orange bags’ which could result in re- 
duced costs. These matters will receive full 
consideration in the development of the 
1980-81 budget. 


I submit for your immediate considera- 
tion a transfer request totaling $210,180 to 
bring the current program budget into 
balance and a recommendation to change 
our packaging of orange bags to 10 bags 
for $4.00. The Finance and Public Service 
Departments are prepared to answer any 
additional questions you may have.

The Law Enforcement Assistance Reform 
Act of 1979 is the successor to the Omnibus 
Crime Control and Safe Streets Act of 
1968. Although termination of the old Act 
was September 30, 1979, the new Act will 
not be fully implemented until October 1, 
1980. The City of Lansing, during this 
transition period, must decide by which 
option, entitlement or non-entitlement, it 
jane to direct its Criminal Justice zrants 
effort. 


Part D. of the new Act is the formula 
grant program which allows the Law En- 
forcement Assistance Administration to 
make direct financial assistance (entitle- 
ment) available to eligible jurisdictions to 
carry out programs or projects to improve 
and strengthen the functioning and coordi- 
nation of the criminal and juvenile justice 
systems. The City of Lansing qualifies for 
direct entitlement by being a municipality 
which has no less than 0.15% of total State 
and local criminal justice expenditures and 
a population of 100,000 or more persons. 


It: is important to note there is a 88-40% 
reduction in funding from the previous 
year. Should the City of Lansing apply 
for entitlement for FY 1980, our alloca- 
tion of funds would total approximately 
$81,000.00, of which 744%, or $6,075.00, 
could be expended for planning and ad- 
ministration. The legislation has substan- 
tially increased the entitlement jurisdic- 
tion’s responsibilities, while decreasing the 
amount of funds available for these activi- 
ties. The City could not establish a plan- 
ning unit to implement the program for 
the amount of funds allocated. The new 
Act allows for less flexibility in program- 
ing, monies are to be targeted for specific 
program areas, Funding will be based on 
the ability to prove past effectiveness. En- 
titlement will also eliminate eligibility for 
State Discretionary Funds. The City has 
successfully competed for these funds in 
the past. Entitlement would require an 
adequate distribution of funds for each 
part of the Criminal Justice System, courts, 
juvenile, corrections, prosecution and de- 
fense. The limited allocation available to 
the City would make it virtually impossible 
to develop an effective program or project 
for each of these components. 


After carefully considering the additional 
responsibilities and financial impact en- 
titlement would have on the City of Lan- 
sing, I feel it is in our best interest to 
direct our Criminal Justice grants effort 
through non-entitlement. This would allow 
the City to compete for the total funds 
available to Region 6, approximately 
$214,000.00, as well as, utilize the existing 
planning and administration services pro- 
hy sa by the Tri-County Planning Com- 
mission. 


The City of Lansing must notify the 
State Office of Criminal Justice of our in- 
tent, by November 15, 1979. I strongly 
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urge your concurrence with my recom- 
mendation.

Since October 18, 1979, there have been 
62 arrests made for sex related crimes. 


The largest majority of the arrests were 
made for johns soliciting a police officer; 
total of 565. 


Thirty-three johns were arrested for 
Soliciting for Gross Indency. All 33 arrests 
were reduced to Soliciting for Prostitution 
by the Prosecutor’s Office. Of the 33 ar- 
rested, 6 pled guilty and 2 pled not guilty. 
Bond was posted in all except two cases 
and they were transported to the Ingham 
County Sheriff’s Department. 


An additional 22 johns were arrested for 
Soliciting for Prostitution. Of the 22 ar- 
rested, 3 pled guilty, 14 pled not guilty, 
and 4 posted interim bond. One warrant 
was denied at the Prosecutor’s Office. Of 
the 22 arrested, four were not able to post 
bond after arraignment and were trans- 
ported to ICSD. 


One subject was arrested for indecent 
exposure. He posted interim bond. 


During this same time period, six prosti- 
tutes were arrested; three pled guilty and 
three pled not guilty. Of the three who 
pled guilty, there were sentences of 90 
days, 30 days, and one is waiting for the 
pre-sentence investigation. The other three 
are out on bond at this time.

Dear Council President and 
Council Members: 


I wish to bring to your attention a mat- 
ter of great significance to the economic 
growth and development of the City of 
Lansing. That matter is the proposed re- 
duction of service by United Air Lines to 
the City of Lansing, now being reviewed by 
the Civil Aeronautics Board for final 
action. The CAB is accepting comments on 
the proposed reductions in service until 
November 26, 1979, and I, therefore, re- 
quest your immediate action on the pro- 
posed resolution which I have attached. 


In summary, United Air Lines has pro- 
posed : 


—Reduction from three flights daily to 
Cleveland to just two on January 8, 1980, 
and elimination of Cleveland flights al- 
together on April 27, 1980. : 


—Reduction from four flights, all non-stop, 
to Chicago to just one non-stop and one 
one-stop flight, also effective April 27, 
1980. 


—Addition of a non-stop flight to Denver 
in June, 1980. 


United contends that the cutbacks on 
shorter flights are necessary because of in- 
creased fuel costs which only justify flights 
in excess of 500 miles. 


However, I must point out that the 
Cleveland and Chicago connections are 
the most important routing points for air 
traffic in and out of Lansing. This would 
cause a significant detriment to Lansing 
businesses which depend on air -service for 
both passengers and freight, and I must 
add that the Lansing Regional Airport’s 
activities in both those categories have sub- 
stantially increased year after year. 


The cutbacks would impact Lansing’s $25 
million annual convention business, and 
would be in conflict with your policy on 
establishing Lansing as the outstate re- 
gional convention center in Michigan. The 
cutbacks would also impact Lansing’s abil- 
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ity to attract new permanent businesses 
which would no longer enjoy the ease of 
accessibility to our City. 


The Capital Regional Airport Authority 
has taken action in opposition to these re- 
ductions in service. The Airport Authority 
nonetheless has a firm commitment to 
continue its expansion program to provide 
the best possible service to Lansing resi- 
dents and businesses to plan for future 
growth in air traffic. The Lansing Re- 
gional Chamber of Commerce has also ex- 
pressed its concerns for the proposed 
cutbacks. 


For the above reasons, I request your 
adoption of the attached resolution, to he 
forwarded to the Civil Aeronautics Board 
for its consideration.

Re: Mayor’s Report on the Financial 
Condition of the City’s Garbage and 
Rubbish 


Dear Colleagues: 


The above report dated November 14, 
1979, is in response to a request initiated 
by the City Council! on August 27, 1979, 
wherein we asked that this analysis be 
provided to us no later than September 17, 
1979. I would have hoped that the Mayor 
would have used the extra two months more 
effectively than he has. The Mayor’s recom- 
mendations are essentially. 


1. Increase the orange bag cost by 60% 
from 25c/bag to 40c/bag. 


2. Increase the general fund subsidy by 
almost 65% from the original budget of 
$325,000 up to $535,130. 


3. Considering reducing the ‘“‘service levels 
in some areas where free service cur- 
rently exists, eg., bulk pick-up ser- 
vices.” 


Additionally, Mr. Dowsett and Ms. Stein- 
man reports in an attached memo that: 


1. Funds appropriated for an additional 
four one-person packer trucks are being 
held in abeyance pending the outcome 
of a specifications problem. 


2. That the cost of implementing City 
Council’s policy regarding cleaning up 
around torn bags will cost between 
$73,000 and $100,000/year; that it will 
take between 10 and 15 minutes to clean 
up each spill! 
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3. That the building material pick-up pro- 
gram has not been started, nor have 
costs been evaluated. 


In light of those evaluations and recom- 
mendations it appears that major questions 
about the management and operation need 
be examined. Some of those questions are: 


1. Why is there a 60+ percent increase in 
costs for this year? 


2. What steps have been taken to improve 
efficiency, cut costs and improve ser- 
vice ? 


8. At the initiation of the program there 
were indications made that as participa- 
tion increased, the annual subsidy would 
be reduced. We are now at 70% par- 
ticipation and instead of being de- 
creased, there is a request for 60% sub- 
sidy increase and a 60% user fee in- 
crease simultaneously. 


4. When a major complaint of present 
users is that the bulk pick-up is already 
inadequate because of its selectivity, 
why are further service reductions con- 
templated ? 


5. What are the “specifications problems” 
that Mr. Dowsett speaks of in his 
memo? Are they related to the fact that 
one of our one-man trucks was in 
Grosse Point Woods yesterday to have 
the hydraulics adjusted so that it will 
only pack at 3800 Ibs/yds*® instead of 
405 lbs/yds*? Is this so that the pay 
load will be reduced to 9,000 lbs instead 
‘of its rated capacity ? 


6. Why does it take 10-15 minutes for a 
worker to clean up spilled trash? 


7. Why hasn’t the Public Service Depart- 
ment utilized either computer or heuris- 
tic routing methods to improve effi- 
ciency and reduce costs? 


8. Since 70% of the residents are already 
using the service, why not eliminate a 
major expense item from the program— 
the orange bags? 


In light of these questions, it appears 
that this whole issue should be referred to 
the Physical Development Committee as 
originally directed by the City Council on 
August 27, 1979. Further, any additional 
appropriations should be on a month-to- 
month basis until significant management 
and operation efficiencies are evident in the 
monthly reports that should be provided to 
Council prior to considering the ensuing 
months appropriation.

The City of Lansing has prepared a Draft 
Facilities Plan for wastewater treatment 
through a grant from the U. S. Environ- 
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mental Protection Agency and the Michi- 
gan Department of Natural Resources. The 
purpose of the Facilities Plan is to evaluate 
the wastewater treatment and management 
needs of the Lansing area through the de- 
sign year 2000. 


The Facilities Plan contains an evalua- 
tion of alternatives to rehabilitate the Lan- 
sing sewer system; eliminate combined 
sewer overflow to the Grand River and the 
Red Cedar River; expand and upgrade the 
wastewater treatment plant: and to im- 
prove the sludge handling facilities for the 
wastewater treatment plant. 


According to Federal regulations, the 
City of Lansing must hold a public hear- 
ing on this Draft Facilities Plan and must 
give 45 days notice prior to the public 
hearing. In a draft resolution, which is 
attached for your review, I am _ recom- 
mending that the public hearing be held at 
7:30 P.M., Wednesday, January 238, 1980, 
in the City Council Chambers, 10th floor, 
City Hall.

The City of Lansing has been offered for 
acquisition two individual residential lots 
adjacent to City park property at the south 
end of Foster Street abutting I-496 free- 
way. 


One is a vacant property at 716 South 
Francis (permanent parcel No. 3301-23- 
126-181) available from the Michigan De- 
partment of Natural Resources for $1.00, 
as this property had reverted to the DNR 
for non-payment of back taxes. The other 
is a vacant property in the 700 block of 
Hayford Street offered for donation by the 
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present owner, Mr. John Ellison (parcel 
No. 3801-23-105-071). Although in the past 
I have recommended against additional 
parkland acquisitions, I would recommend 
that City Council acquire both these prop- 
erties for the following reasons: 


1. The matters have been reviewed favar- 
ably by the Planning and Parks and 
Recreation departments. The properties 
are in the Urbandale flood plain and any 
development will be difficult for a pri- 
vate owner. Further, acquisition of the 
properties is consistent with findings of 
the Urbandale flood study now being 
completed. Basically, these lots would 
provide additional area for storm water 
retention during times of flood. 


2. The park property at the south end of 
Foster Street is in a natural state, and 
there is no significant cost for City 
maintenance of this property. Acquisi- 
tion of these properties would not im- 
pact the City’s cost of maintenance. It 
would provide a larger park area if de- 
velopment plans and funds for develop- 
ment are ever identified. Acquisition of 
the properties would also provide ac- 
cess to the park from Francis or Hay- 
ford Streets as well as Foster. 


8. Acquisition of the properties would not 
significantly jeopardize the City’s tax 
base. In the first instance, 716 South 
Francis, taxes have not been paid on 
this property for over three years, which 
is why the property reverted to the DNR 
and has become available to the City of 
Lansing. In the second instance, 700 
block of Hayford Street, the assessed 
valuation is $700, so the annual tax bill 
is approximately $45. 


I would encourage your action on these 
matters prior to the end of the year. This 
is necessary if Mr. Ellison is able to take 
a Federal income tax credit for his dona- 
tion, and so that the City’s offer to the 
Department of Natural Resources would be 
on file prior to the next DNR meeting re- 
garding excess properties scheduled in early 
January. 


I recommend your favorable action on 
both these properties.

On Monday, November 16, 1979, you 
approved by an 8-0 vote a Resolution from 
the Committee on Physical Development 
which orders in a new concrete sidewalk 
along the south side of Pingree Street (see 
attached). 


Also, attached are communications from 
Howard G. McCaffery, City Engineer, and 
from Raymond QO. Severy, Traffic Engi- 
neer, which are of interest. The McCaffery 
communication points out that the con- 
struction of the sidewalk on the north side 
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of Pingree Street, and which would be a 
continuation of the present sidewalk, would 
cost the private property owner $2,620, 
but that the construction as ordered in, and 
across the street from the present side- 
walk, would cost the taxpayers $8,140. 
The Severy communication advises that 
“the walking pattern of school children 
does not warrant the installation of a side- 
walk on either side of Pingree Street east 
of Boston Blvd.” 


In short, the Resolution orders in a side- 
walk which is not recommended and, simul- 
taneously, it transfers the cost to all tax- 
payers of the City, rather than to a 
property owner. 


I am placing my veto over this Resolution 
for the aforementioned reasons.

Re: Redemption of Workers Disability 
Compensation Matter Entitled Agnes 
Perry v City of Lansing 


Dear President Adado 
and Council Members: 


On August 3, 1978 Mrs. Agnes Perry was 
terminated as a Civic Center custodian for 
unsatisfactory work performance. Shortly 
thereafter she filed a petition with the 
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Workers Disability Compensation Bureau 
alleging that she sustained a knee injury 
in June of 1978 and cotinues to suffer from 
the effects of that injury. This matter was 
tried before the Bureau on September 27, 
1979. Subsequent to trial the parties en- 
tered into negotiations aimed at resolving 
the matter before receiving a decision by 
the Administrative Law Judge. 


Two orthopedic surgeons who independ- 
ently examined Mrs. Perry in regard to her 
knee injury prior to trial indicated that 
there was a strong possibility that Mrs. 
Perry’s injury aggravated an arthritic con- 
dition in her left knee and therefore they 
could not medically rule out her subjective 
complaints that this aggravation continues 
to the present time. Under the law of 
workers disability compensation the paintiff 
need merely show that a work-related injury 
caused a condition or accelerated, aggra- 
vated or contributed to the worsening of a 
pre-existing condition which precludes them 
from performing all the tasks of their job. 


Given the facts presented above, it is not 
unlikely that the Administrative Law Judge 
would find the City responsible for disabili- 
ty benefits and direct the City to pay Mrs. 
Perry the sum of $118.92 per week from 
the date of the trial as well as all of 
Mrs. Perry’s accrued compensation benefits 
which total $6,030.93 as of November 26, 
1979. On the other hand there is a slight 
possibility that the Administrative Law 
Judge would find in favor of the City and 
not award Mrs. Perry any benefits what- 
soever. 


Due to the tendency for workers compen- 
sation decisions to grant the benefit of any 
doubt to the claimant and the resultant 
likelihood of substantial liability of the 
City, this office has offered to settle this 
claim for the sum of $9,500.00 pending City 
Council’s approval. This amount is accept- 
able to Mrs. Perry and her attorney. If 
this redemption agreement is approved by 
the City Council and the Administrative 
Law Judge, it will relieve the City of lia- 
bility for all present and future medical ex- 
penses attributable to this injury as well 
as relieve the City from any. weekly disa- 
bility benefits that Mrs. Perry might be en- 
ae to presuming she was awarded bene- 
its. 


In summary, settlement of this disputed 
claim would relieve the City from responsi- 
bility for weekly benefits and medical ex- 
penses assuming an adverse decision was 
entered by the Administrative Law Judge. 
With these risks in mind, this office recom- 
mends settlement of the above captioned 
matter in the manner outlined and hereby 
requests Council’s authorization to redeem 
the City of Lansing’s liability with Mrs. 
Perry for the sum of $9,500.00.

Dear Colleagues: 


A serious problem in the 1300 blocks of 
Poxson and Lenore Streets has come to my 
attention recently. Shortly after World 
War II, the Parks and Recreation Depart- 
ment planted ginkgo trees on those streets. 
They did not realize that they were plant- 
ing both male and female ginkgo trees in 
the same blocks. 


Over the years this neighborhood has ex- 
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perienced difficulties with the fruit which 
ee from the female ginkgo trees every 
all. 


The Parks and Recreation Department 
has attempted to spray the trees each 
spring but with limited results. This year 
provided a bumper crop. Prior to the pres- 
ent snowfall, the streets, sidewalks, and 
yards were covered with this fruit. I wit- 
nessed the fact that every tree was heavily 
laden with this obnoxious fruit. 


Why is the fruit obnoxious? It makes the 
whole neighborhood smell like dog manure, 
to include the insides of peoples homes and 
automobiles. As the fruit drops from the 
trees in great quantities, it is smashed by 
automobiles and pedestrians. People then 
track this mess into their homes and into 
their cars. I have received reports that it 
ruined much carpeting and many shoes. 
One man reported filling fourteen bags 
with the fruit from one tree. Many people 
merely shoveled the mess into the gutters 
to become a sewer problem. 


This situation has existed for a number 
of years but never to a degree experienced 
by the neighborhood this fall. The Parks 
Department responded very effectively to 
the complaints by residents and by me. The 
Parks Director agreed to remove the female 
ginkgo trees with permission of the prop- 
erty owners. Those trees have been re- 
moved within the last few days. A few fe- 
male ginkgo trees still remain because the 
owners do not wish to have them removed. 
Those property owners who now have no 
curb trees are concerned about the letter 
which they received from the Forestry Di- 
vision on November 1, 1979. It was a very 
polite and business-like letter from David 
L. Phillips, Superintendent of Forestry. 
Unfortunately, he stated on the second page 
of the letter that “‘Replacement tree plant- 
ing will be scheduled for each removal site 
but will not take place until the spring of 
1981 at the earliest and will depend on 
funds appropriated for planting that fiscal 
year.”’ If my memory serves me correctly, 
we placed additional funds in that line item 
in this year’s budget. I am requesting that 
the Ways and Means Committee study the 
appropriate line items and, if necessary, 
recommend a transfer of funds to allow for 
the planting of the necessary replacement 
trees. We are only talking about less than 
one dozen trees. 


I feel that these residents who signed 
the attached petition deserve to have their 
trees replaced within this fiscal year. They 
did not create the problem, and they should 
not have to suffer the consequences of City 
Hall decisions made over 30 years ago. 


Your favorable consideration of this re- 
quest would be greatly appreciated.

Dear Council President 
and Council Members: 
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I hereby submit to you a copy of the pro- 
posed special assessment for the South 
Washington Mall. This is in line with your 
attached resolutions to establish a “ " 
parking program and to assess for main- 
tenance and additional security for the 
South Washington Mall. 


This preliminary report has been dis- 
cussed with the Development and Executive 
Committees of the Downtown Business 
Council and those committees have already 
agreed to establish meetings with City staff 
to refine and analyze the figures presented 
herein. I would recommend that an appro- 
priate committee of City Council be re- 
ferred this report and be available to work 
with the Downtown Business Council on its 
implementation. 


In summary, you have as elements of this 
report: 


a) The analysis from the Lansing Plan- 
ning Department in regard to a 90- 
minute “free” parking program for 
the attended areas of the South Wash- 
ington Mall and South Capitol Avenue 
parking garage. 


b) An opinion from City Attorney re- 
garding the validity of assessing for 
parking revenues to support a 90-min- 
ute “free” parking system. 


c) The cost estimates for parking, main- 
tenance and security programs in the 
South Washington Mall, broken into 
square foot or front foot costs. 


d) An analysis from the Lansing Police 
Department regarding foot patrol for 
the downtown area, should the Council 
wish to increase the level of service to 
be provided in the mall. 


x has been assumed in these projections 
that: 


—- the 100 Block will be unavailable for 
the 90-minute parking program due to 
the plans for development by Stok 
Corporation 


— that parking benefits will be grater to 
those with frontage on the South 
Washington Mall, and that parking 
will be assessed only to those busi- 
nesses adjacent to ‘free’ parking 
areas 


— that maintenance programs in the 
mall should include the whole down- 
town from Shiawassee to Lenawee and 
from Capitol Avenue to the Grand 
River, so that the entire downtown 
would benefit from this program 


—- that security would be concentrated on 
the mall itself, and that the retail 
stores south of Michigan Avenue would 
require more enforcement time than 
the office buildings north of Michigan 
Avenue 


— that City personnel would perform the 
maintenance. This is being reviewed 
to consider the possibility of private 
contracts in order to reduce these 

. costs. 
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I recognize that the costs are substantial. 
It would certainly improve the chances of 
the assessment being approved and accepted 
if areas can be found to reduce these costs, 
And I would strongly advise Council to 
study the consequences of this program on 
the City of Lansing budget as well. In 
what is proposed to you, the City of Lan- 
sing is the largest contributor to the assess- 
ment, and the total costs assessed to the 
general taxpayer through the City, Board 
of Water and Light, School District, and 
State of Michigan represents over 13% of 
the total costs. For the City of Lansing in 
particular, this represents a sizeable new 
program in a year where financial con- 
straints will make it difficult to sustain 
our ongoing programs at their present ser- 
vice level. At the same time, I would re- 
commend that Council strongly consider the 
maintenance elements of this proposal in 
recognition of the City’s investment of 
nearly $1.3 million to date on the Mall im- 
provements. 


The staff who have worked on this report 
will be available to work with your com- 
mittee and the Downtown Business Council 
over the upcoming weeks to develop a final 
program for the assessment. The City As- 
sessor has informed me that the assessment 
must have City Council approval by May 1, 
1980, in order to be placed on the July 1980 
tax bills.

It has been brought to my attention that 
there is a substantial need for a skywalk 
across Cedar Street on the north side of the 
Jolly Road intersection. This is an eight- 
way traffic light intersection. As a result 
there is virtually no time for pedestrians, 
expecially the large number of school chil- 
dren who use this to cross in a reasonably 
safe manner. 


Jolly Road is the main walkway for Gard- 
ner Jr. High students who live east of 
Cedar St. Since this intersection is one of 
the most dangerous in the City for vehicles, 
I would assume that the potential for pe- 
destrian injury is very high. 


I would appreciate having this referred 
to the Mayor for his recommendation and 
back to Council within 30 days.

Property acquisition will be conducted 
in accordance with provisions of the City 
Charter and existing ordinances relating 
to land acquisition, and shall include, 
by action of the City Council, the desig- 
nation that the property is acquired 
specifically for Park Land. 


Development: 


The Parks and Recreation Department 
will be responsible for the development 
and the maintenance of a Park Develop- 
ment Capital Improvement Plan. This 
plan shall be incorporated into the Cap- 
ital Improvement Plan for the City of 
Lansing which addresses the overall 
needs of the City. Proposed park de- 
velopment projects will be submitted by 
the Department of Parks and Recrea- 
tion through the Planning Board to the 
Mayor or his designee as part of the 
annual budget process, and shall include 
a maintenance and operation impact 
statement for all improvements identi- 
fied in a CIP budget request. 

The City Council requests that the Parks 
and Recreation Department, working in 
cooperation with the Planning Depart- 
ment, shall submit to the City Council 
for review and action, a plan which clas- 
sifies all park areas managed by the 
City of Lansing. Such classification 
shall identify each park area as being 
either for neighborhood, community, 
city, regional or other appropriate titled 
use, and shall further designate it as 
Park Land. 


Encroachment: 


The Parks and Recreation Department 
and the City of Lansing must preserve 
and defend park lands, including those 
classified as being held for projected 
park needs, from encroachment by pub- 
lic or private uses. Any requests for 
alienation of park land should be con- 
sidered in terms of the long-range good 
for the people of the City of Lansing. 


Disposal: 


The object of any such sale or transfer 
should be with the purpose of improving 
the park system of the City of Lan- 
sing and not he for the benefit of pri- 
vate development or interest. Such pro- 
posed disposal should be reviewed by the 
Park Board and the Planning Board who 
shall submit recommendations to the 
Mayor. These recommendation, along 
with that of the Mayor, must be received 
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by City Council prior to any action 
being taken by the Council in regard to 
the proposed disposal. 


Areas designated as Park Land shall not 
be disposed of in any form, except under 
the provisions of the Lansing City Char- 
ter, Section 8-403.6. 


A) Disposal of Park Land for Another 
Public Purpose: 


When park land must be taken for 
another public use, such as a high- 
way, fire station, or for any other 
reason in the public interest, the City 
of Lansing shall insure the recreation 
services to the people served by the 
park shall not be diminished. It shall 
be the policy of the City of Lansing 
that park land shall be surrendered 
for a legitimate public use only after 
a plan is developed and adopted by 
the City Council for replacement of 
the park land and recreation services, 
giving weight to the area from which 
the land is being taken. The Replace- 
ment Plan shall include identification 
of the people served by the park, 
basic functions to be maintained, 
acreage and facilities needed, and 
financial impact. 


If land is transferred to another City 
Department, a fund transfer equal to 
the fair market value should be cred- 
ited for land acquisition as part of 
this replacement policy. These ac- 
tions assure the people of the City of 
Lansing that minimum park acreage 
will be maintained as demands for 
community services increase. 


B) Disposal of Park Land Unsuitable 
for Park Development: 


If a certain piece of park land should 
become unsuitable for park/recera- 
tion use, the City shall provide for 
its disposal through the exchange 
for more suitable land if possible. 
When exchange is not feasible or 
beneficial, such property may be sold 
and the funds from disposal shall be 
credited for park land acquisition or 
for suitable development projects;

On February 16, 1979 Wolverine Parking 
Company filed a lawsuit against the Brown 
Brothers Construction Company seeking 
$10,000 damages for the unauthorized re- 
moval and destruction of its sign on the 
400 block of South Washington Avenue in 
the fall of 1978. On April 11, 1979 Brown 
Brothers Construction Company filed suit 
against the City of Lansing, the Economic 
Development Corporation of the City of 
Lansing and Warren Holmes, Kenneth 
Black Company seeking recovery of any 
damages for the removal of that sign from 
the City of Lansing and its Economic De- 
velopment Corporation. The City of Lan- 
sing filed its answer to the complaint de- 
nying all liability on behalf of itself and 
the Downtown Development Authority on 
the basis that the parking sign which was 
removed and destroyed was within the 
City’s right of way. 


Subsequent investigation and a survey 
conducted by the City of Lansing have been 
unable to definitively establish whether or 
not the sign was in fact within the City’s 
right of way. Additionally, Mr. Bob Klegg 
of the City’s Public Service Department is 
unable to expressly recall with whom from 
the Warren Holmes, Kenneth Black Com- 
pany he discussed the removal of the sign 
or who told him it was within the City’s 
right of way due to the passage of time 
since the occurrence of those events. Both 
of the above difficulties pose serious prob- 
lems for the City of Lansing in effectively 
developing its defense in the above matter. 


Recently the City of Lansing has heen 
asked to participate in a proposed settle- 
ment of this case whereby the City of Lan- 
sing would be released from liability in ex- 
change for a settlement payment of $1,000. 
In light of the obvious difficulties in de- 
fending this matter, the uncertainties at- 
tendant to all litigation and the significant 
cost to the City and the Downtown Develop- 
ment Authority in participating in several 
days of trial on the matter, it is the rec- 
ommendation of this office that City Coun- 
cil authorize the settlement of this matter 
2s proposed above. Because the trial of 
this matter is scheduled to begin at 9:30 
a.m. on Wednesday, December 12, 1979,

Dear Mayor and Council: 


The claimant requests reimbursement for 
damage to four (4) of her golf clubs as a 
result of an incident which occurred on Sep- 
tember 17, 1979 at the Waverly Municipal 
Golf Course. 


On this particular date, Burton Swope, 
an employee of the Golf Course, while at- 
tempting to determine the amount of gas 
in the golf motor cart the claimant was 
about to use, neglected to observe that the 
cart was engaged in reverse. While en- 
gaged in reverse, Mr. Swope choked the 
cart to start it, and as a result, it lurched 
backwards against the fence, bending the 
claimant’s clubs which were protruding 
from the cart. 


Michigan law, MCLA 691.1407; MSA 
3.996(107) provides for immunity from tort 
liability in cases where the governmental 
agency is engaged in the exercise of a gov- 
ernmental function; however, no immunity 
is provided for the exercise of a proprietary 
function, Proprietary function is defined 
as an activity which is conducted primarily 
for the purpose of producing a pecuniary 
profit. MCLA 691.1413; MSA 3.996(118). 


The case of Parker v Highland Park, 404 
Mich 188; 2738 NW2d 413 (1978) in inter- 
preting the phrase “governmental func- 
tion,” stated: 


“We would limit the term ‘governmental 
function’ to those activities sui generis 
governmental—of essence to governing.” 


Based upon the statutes and case cited, 
this office concludes that the operation of 
a municipal golf course is a proprietary 
function and furthermore, its operation is 
not of essence to governing. Therefore, lia- 
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bility was incurred for the damage. It is 
therefore the recommendation of this office 
that the claim be approved.

Dear Members of the City Council: 


On June 30, 1978 Highlands Cooperative 
filed an appeal of its 1978 City of Lansing 
tax assessment alleging that the City of 
Lansing’s assessment of its property at 
$2,731,400 was excessive and that instead, 
the property should be assessed in an 
amount no more than $1,984,200. In June 
of 1979 Highlands Cooperative amended its 
appeal to additionally allege that the City’s 
1979 property tax assessment of $2,966,800 
was excessive and that the assessment 
should be no more than $1,984,200 for that 
tax year. The City of Lansing filed an 
answer to both the appeal and its amend- 
ment stating that the City of Lansing had 
properly assessed Highlands Cooperative 
real property and that its assessment should 
be sustained. 


Recently, representatives of Highlands 
Cooperative have met with the City Asses- 
sor and, based upon additional information 
supplied to the City Assessor and lengthy 
negotiations between the representatives of 
Highlands Cooperative and the City Asses- 
sor’s office, a proposed settlement of this 
matter has been reached. For the 1978 tax 
year the settlement would provide that the 
assessed value of Highlands Cooperative 
real property would be reduced from $2,- 
731,400 to $2,536,119 and for the 1979 tax 
year the assessed value would be reduced 
from $2,966,800 to $2,868,000. 


Based upon the fact that the above reduc- 
tions in assessed value are not great when 
compared with the original allegations of 
Highlands Cooperative, and based upon the 
recommendation of the City Assessor that 
the proposed modified assessed values are 
realistic and based upon the fact that in 
litigation such as this there is always some 
uncertainty as to the outcome should the 
matter go to trial; it is the reeommendation 
of this office that the proposed settlement

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Since 1978 the City of Lansing has been 
working with Lansing Township, Ingham 
County and the State of Michigan as well 
as local concerned citizens to study the 
Urbandale flooding problems in an attempt 
to formulate recommendations to address 
those problems. At this point preliminary 
reports and recommendations have been 
formulated by this Committee and are being 
transmitted to you. As a result of the find- 
ings of this Committee, Ingham County is 
preparing an application to HUD under the 
Small Cities Discretionary Grant Fund seek- 
ing a comprehensive solution to the prob- 
lems in Urbandale. However, prior to the 
submission of the application, the City of 
Lansing must obtain a waiver from the 
U.S. Department of Housing and Urban De~ 
velopment to allow us to participate in this 
particular grant application. 


The grant application will propose a 
study to find solutions to the area’s sewer 
problems and to develop a comprehensive 
plan for the use of the area. It will also 
provide funds to begin acquisition of dilapi- 
dated substandard housing in the area and 
may also provide the foundation for the re- 
habilitation program for properties located 
in areas not as severely impacted by the 
flood waters. The total grant amount re- 
quested, which is to deal with the problems 
not only in the Lansing Township but also 
in the City of Lansing, will be $2.5 million 
over a three year period. 


I am herewith transmitting the report 
and the recommendations prepared by the 
Technical Committee to you. I am also re- 
questing your authorization to sign a co- 
operative agreement with Ingham County 
to participate in the application and the 
implementation of the grant if it is ob- 
tained from HUD. I am convinced that the 
only way to solve the Urbandale problems is 
through this coordinated approach which 
cuts across local jurisdictional boundaries 
and seeks solutions for the entire one hun- 
dred and sixty (160) acre portion of the 
City of Lansing and Lansing Township. 


Both the City and Township portions of 
Urbandale contain high proportions of rent- 
al units, elderly residents and minorities. 
It is these people, many of whom live in 
houses that were inundated to a depth of 
5’ or more during the 1975 flood, who will 
benefit from this grant. A public meeting 
will be held on January 19, 1979 at 7:30 
p.m. in the Allen Street School to inform 
interested citizens of the Committee’s prog- 
ress and request citizen input on the Urban- 
dale qeustions and potential solutions.

ORDINANCE NO. 548 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF 
LANSING, MICHIGAN, PROVIDING 
THAT CHAPTER 36 OF THE CODE OF 
ORDINANCES, CITY OF LANSING,

A NEW ARTICLE XVI CONTAINING

The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That Chapter 36 of the Code 
of Ordinances of the City of Lansing, Mich- 
igan, be amended by adding a new Article 
XVI containing sections to be numbered 
86-146 through 36-149, inclusive, to read 
as follows: 


Article XVI: 
Landscape, Screening and Buffering 
Ordinance 


See. 86-146. Definitions. For the pur- 
pose of this Chapter certain terms and 
words are defined as follows: 


(1) Adjacent: Be contiguous to, abut- 
ting, or directly across a public street or 
alley from the subject property. However, 
if a public rizht-of-way is 100 feet in width 
or greater, or the right-of-way is the Grand 
River, then said property across the right- 
of-way shall not be considered adjacent. 


(2) Berm: An earthen mound containing 
plant materials or fencing designed to sep- 
arate one area from another in an aesthe- 
tically pleasing manner. 


(3) Buffer: A physical area that separ- 
ates one land use from another. This area 
could be landscaped with plants and could 
also contain a berm, fence or other screen- 
ing material. 


(4) Contiguous: Having a common bor- 
der; adjacent. 


(5) Fence: Any wall (except a retaining 
wall), screen, partition, or aintie: structure 
existing on any yard or parcel of land 
which encloses land, divides land into dis- 
tinct portions, separates conticuous proper- 
ties, obstructs the passage of light or air 
ento adjacent land or obstructs the vision 
of motorists on or near public roads. Barbed 
wire will not be considered part of a fence 
for purposes of determining the height 
thereof. 


(6) Intensity of land use: The amount 
of activity associated with a specific land 
use. Intensity of land use shall be deter- 
mined by the Planning Department based 
on the following criteria: 


(a) Amount of vehicular traffic gener- 
ated. 


(b) Amount of pedestrian traffic gen- 
erated. 


(c) Noise, odor and air pollution gen- 
erated. 


(d) Potential for litter. 


= 


(e) Type and storage of materials con- 
nected with the operation. 
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(f) Total residential units and density 
where applicable. 


(g) Total building coverage on the 
parcel. 


However, intensity of land use shall not 
be considered except when a building per- 
mit is required. 


(7) Landscaping: Arrangement of ele- 
ments such as plants, paving materials, 
earth, land areas and fencing or screening 
on the exterior edges of the property for 
aesthetic and functional purposes. 


(8) Non-Residential Use: Any use not a 
residential use. 


(9) Reisdential Use: Any land use which 
is primarily utilized by any person or per- 
sons for living quarters. The term “resi- 
dential use” shall include but not be limited 
to single family, multiple family residence, 
dormitories, rooming houses or foster care 
facilities. 


(10) Screen: Any fence, landscaping, 
berm or combination thereof that obscures 
the view from one site to another to a rea- 
sonable extent. 


(11) Use: The carrying on of activities 
in a building or on a parcel of land. The 
term ‘‘use’”’ shall include but not be limited 
to the following: a business, office, indus- 
trial or residential, ” parkina. or storage. 


Sec. 86-146.1 Purpose. 


The purposes of the landscape, screening 
and buffering ordinance are as follows: 


(1) To provide a better living environ- 
ment by visually enhancing the physical 
impact of buildings and their parking 
areas and reducing any negative impacts on 
adjacent land uses through the use of vari- 
ous buffering, landscaping and fencing 
techniques, 


(2) To insure that a physical barrier is 
established between residential uses, non- 
residential uses, or any combination there- 
of. The function of said barrier is: 


(a) To protect property values of both 
residential and non-residential land uses. 


(b) To minimize apparent or potential 
conflicts between residential and non-resi- 
dential land uses. 


(c) To create a better living and busi- 
ness environment through the maintenance 
of privacy by the provision of adequate 
landscape, screening and buffering treat- 
ment between the adjacent land uses. 


Sec. 36-146.2. Responsibility for provid- 
ing landscaping, screening an 
buffering. 


(1) Rezoning Requests. Where a rezon- 
ing request is approved and a landscape, 
screening and buffering plan is required 
under Section 36-146.2, the owner of the re- 
zoned parcel will be required to submit a 
landscape, screening and buffering plan for

the rezoned parcel prior to the issuance of 
a building permit, or prior to the use of 
that land. 


(2) Non-residential use established next 
to existing residential use. Landscape, 
screening and buffering shall be provided 
at the sole expenses of the owner of a non- 
residential property when a non-residential 
use is established adjacent or contiguous to 
an already existing residential use and a 
building permit is required. However, if an 
industrial use is established next to a resi- 
dential use that is zoned “H’”? Light or “T’”’ 
Heavy Inudstrial District, landscaping, 
screening and buffering shall not be re- 
quired. 


(3) Non-owner occupied residential use 
established next to an existing non-residen- 
tial use. Landscaping, screening and buf- 
fering shall be provided at the sole ex- 
pense of the developer or owner of a resi- 
dential property when a non-owner occupied 
residential use is established abutting an 
existing non-residential use and a building 
permit is required. 


(4) Expansion of an existing non-residen- 
tial use adjacent existing residential uses. 
Should the owner of an existing non-resi- 
dential use that is adjacent to an existing 
residential use desire to expand, or increase 
the intensity of said non-residential use and 
where a building permit is required, a con- 
dition for issuance of a building permit 
shall be the provision of a _ landscape, 
screening and buffering plan between the 
non-residential use and the existing residen- 
tial use. 


(5) Expansion of existing non-owner oc- 
cupied residential use adjacent to an exist- 
ing non-residential use. Should the owner 
of a non-owner occupied residential use ad- 
jacent to an already existing non-residen- 
tial use desire to expand, or increase the 
intensity of the use, a condition for the 
issuance of a building permit shall be the 
provision of a landscape, screening and buf- 
fering plan. 


(6) Establishment or expansion of any 
public or private land use which creates a 
more intense relationship with adjacent 
land uses. Should a public or private land 
use locate or expand in an area creating a 
more intense relationship with adjacent 
land uses, a landscape, screening and fenc- 
ing plan shall be required and be the re- 
sponsibility of the public or private land use 
that is locating or expanding in the area. 
However, this provision shall not apply to 
industrially zoned property (H & I) which 
is surrounded by industrially zoned prop- 
erty. Due to the special nature of public 
parks and public schools, this subsection of 
the ordinance shall only apply to the park- 
ing and service areas of these two uses. 


Sec. 36-146.8. Procedures for Application 
and Approval. 


When required by Section 36-146.2, a 
landscape, screening and buffering plan 
shall be submitted to and approved by the 
Planning Department prior to the use of 
the land or the issuance of a building per- 
mit. The Planning Department shall have 
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a maximum of fourteen (14) days to review 
the plan and sign off on the building per- 
mit. In a case where revisions must be 
made to the submitted plan, the Planning 
Department, after conferring with the ap- 
plicant, shall expeditiously work out an 
acceptable schedule to resolve the identified 
‘ace haa before the building permit is 
issued. 


Sec. 36-146.4. Waiver. 


(1) Should the Planning Department, 
upon inspection, determine that suitable 
landscaping, screening and buffering on a 
site already exists or that such landscaping, 
screening and buffering should not be re- 
quired, the ordinance provisions requiring 
landscaping, screening and buffering may 
be waived in whole or in part. However, 
said waiver shall not apply to the mainten- 
ance portion of this ordinance. 


(2) In all cases, if in the opinion of the 
Planning Department, the weather makes 
it impossible or impractical to implement or 
maintain the landscape, screening and buf- 
fering plan within the time schedule stipu- 
lated, it shall be considered just cause for 
the granting of a written waiver from the 
Planning Department upon the verbal or 
written request of the applicant or upon the 
initiative of the Planning Department. The 
written weather waiver shall stipulate a 
new time schedule for implementation of 
said plan. 


Sec. 36-147. Implementation of the land- 
oane, screening and buffering 
plan. 


Landscape, screening and buffering plans 
shall be prepared in the following manner: 


(1) A legend and title block specifying 
the scale used, identifying North, specifying 
the name and address of the site, indicating 
the date drawn, specifying the name(s) and 
address(es) of the property owner(s) and 
the person who prepared the plan. It is 
suggested that the scale of the plan should 
be 1” = 20’. If the site is larger than 
twenty (20) acres, the suggested scale 
should be 1” = 50’. 


(2) Accurate locations and dimensions of 
all buildings, lot lines, easements and right- 
of-way on the subject lot(s). Adjacent resi- 
dential or non-residential lots shall be 
shown. 


(3) Accurate location and dimensions of 
all driveways, maneuvering aisles, parking 
spaces and loading facilities on the subject 
lot(s) shall be shown. 


(4) Accurate locations and dimensions 
shall be given for any non-plant landscape, 
screening and/or buffering material to be 
utilized. 


(5) Accurate locations and planting size 
of each plant to be utilized including com- 
mon and/or latin names of such plants shall 
be given on the plan. 


(6) Four (4) copies of the landscaping. 
a oe and buffering plan shall be sub- 
mitted. 
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(7) Topographic contours may be re- 
quired to be given at two-foot intervals if 
a drainage problem is anticipated. 


(8) The location and type of all lighting 
materials shall be shown on the plan. 


Sec. 36-147.1. Time schedule for imple- 
mentation. 


The landscape, screening and buffering 
plan shall be implemented no later than 
ninety (90) days after the issuance of the 
occupancy permit. An inspector from the 
Planning Department shall inspect the sub- 
ject property at the end of the ninety (90) 
day period and determine if the approved 
landscape, screening and buffering plan has 
been properly implemented. 


Sec. 36-147.2. Design Regulations. 


The landscape, screening and buffering 
plan shall be governed by the following 
regulations: 


(1) Fencing. 


(a) Obstructing motorist and _ pedes- 
trian vision. 


No fence shall be erected or main- 
tained which materially obstructs the vision 
of motorists or pedestrians on adjacent 
streets or entering into adjacent streets. 
Fences subject to the regulations of this or- 
dinance may be erected at any mechanically 
or electronically controlled intersection only 
with the written approval of both the Plan- 
ning and Public Service Departments. 


(b) Height Limits; obstructing motor- 
ist and pedestrian vision. 


No fence shall be constructed under 
the provisions of this subsection which is 
less than five (5) feet, nor more than ten 
(10) feet in height except as specified in 
this subsection: 


1. Corner lots—No fence shall be 
erected or maintained at any height above 
three (3) feet within the triangular area 
bounded by the property lines of the corner 
lot nearest the intersection of the adjacent 
streets and a line joining points on the 
property lines twenty-five (25) feet from 
the property lines (See Sketch 1). The 
height limit for this subsection shall be 
measured from the lowest center line ele- 
vation within fifty (50) feet of the inter- 
section of the center line of the streets (See 
Sketch 2). This height requirement can be 
waived in part or in whole at any mechanic- 
ally or electronically controlled intersection 
only upon the written approval of both the 
Planning and Publie Service Departments. 
Any decision to waive said requirement by 
the Planning Department and the Public 
Service Department shall be based on safe- 
ty and reasonableness.

2. Driveways—No fence shall be 


erected or maintained at any height above 
three (3) feet within either of the triangu- 
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lar areas bounded by the property line clos- 
est to and running parallel to the streets, 
and a straight line joining a point on the 
property line ten (10) feet from the drive- 
way side line and a point on the driveway 
side line six (6) feet from the edge of a 
sidewalk which parallels the street, if any, 
or fifteen (15) feet from the curb line, 
whichever is a greater distance from the 
street (See Sketch 3).

8. Exceptions—Any fence within 
any of the triangular areas established here- 
inabove may be erected or maintained at a 
height above three (3) feet only if the 
fence meets all of the following require- 
ments: 


(i) The fence within the tri- 
angular area consists of at least seventy- 
five (75%) percent open spaces uniformly 
distributed along its surface above a height 
of three (3) feet. 


(ii) Vision through the fence is 
not obstructed from any angle so as to ob- 
struct the view of traffic on adjacent roads, 
or that of pedestrian traffic on adjacent 
sidewalks. 


(c) Materials. 


1. Fences constructed under the 
provisions of this ordinance shall be con- 
structed of one or more of these materials: 
chain link, wood, brick, poured concrete, or 
any other material that is approved by the 
Planning Department. 


2. For all fences under eight (8) 
feet in height and for all fences, regardless 
of height, which are less than thirty (30) 
feet from a neighboring parcel of land 
which is being used for residential, barbed 
wire on fences may be utilized only upon 
the written request of the applicant and 
written approval by the Planning Depart- 
ment. Approval of said request shall be 
based on demonstrated need, safety and rea- 
sonableness. For all fences eight (8) feet 
or more in height and which are thirty (30) 
feet or more away from a neighboring par- 
cel of land which is being used for residen- 
tional, barbed wire on fences will be allow- 
ed without seeking approval of the Plan- 
ning Department. Under no circumstances 
will any fence six (6) feet in height or less 
be permitted to use barbed wire. Barbed 
wire shall not extend more than three (3) 
vertical feet above the top of the fence. 


(2) Berms. 

If earth berms are to be constructed, they 
shall have a maximum slope of 3:1 and be 
sodded, seeded or utilize other ground cover. 
The berm’s height, width, location and ma- 
terials must be approved by the Planning 
Department. 


(3) Landscaping Materials Utilized for 
Screening Purposes. 


(a) Plants shall be planted on the 
site in such a manner that the potential ad- 
at impact of the specified use is mini- 
mized, 
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(b) All plants shall be approved by 
the Planning Department as to their type, 
size at their original planting and their 
final size, which approval shall not be un- 
reasonably withheld. 


(c) Landscaping of off-street park- 
ing areas. When a use is established under 
Section 36-146.2 (1-6), the required land- 
scape, screening and buffering plan shall 
include provisions for the landscaping and 
screening of off-street parking areas. The 
intent of said landscaping and screening of 
the off-street parking areas is to screen the 
area from any adjacent residential uses ex- 
cept when the residential use is zoned in- 
dustrial, and to partially screen the off- 
street parking from any public right-of- 
way. 


(d) Non-plant landscaping materials 
may be utilized in conjunction with plants 
to create positive impacts. However, any 
use of non-plant landscape materials shall 
be a approved by the Planning Depart- 
ment. 


(4) Buffering. 


As a general rule, buffering shall be a 
minimum width of five (5) feet, but in no 
case shall it exceed twenty (20) feet in 
width. The determination of the actual 
width of the buffering necessary at a spe- 
cific site shall be made by the Planning De- 
partment. In no case shall this buffering 
preclude the reasonable use of any property. 
If a developer is not in agreement with the 
decision of the Planning Department con- 
cerning buffering, he/she may request an 
appeal to the Board of Zoning Appeals. 


(5) Screening of Trash Receptacles. 


Trash receptacles may be required to be 
screened from view by either a fence, land- 
scaping materials, or some other method 
approved by the Planning Department. 
However, this provision shall apply only if 
a building permit is required for the de- 
velopment of the property. 


Sec. 36-148, Maintenance of Landscaping, 
Screening and Buffering. 


Requirements of an approved plan shall 
remain in force unless written revision is 
approved by the Planning Department. No 
Owner, occupant, agent in charge or devel- 
oper shall keep or maintain any landscap- 
ing or buffering in any manner which is 
unsafe, dangerous, or not maintained as 
a pt below, but in no case shall be limit- 
e : 


(1) Fencing. 


(a) Whenever more than thirty-three 
(33%) percent of the area of a painted 
fence is in need of paint or thirty-three 
(33%) of any fence is in need of non- 
structural repair. 


(b) Whenever any portion of the 
fence area has been damaged by wind, 
flood, fire or other cause in such a manner 
that structural strength or stability is ap- 
preciably less than it was previous to such 
event. 
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c) Whenever any portion or struc- 
tural member of the fence is likely to fall 
or to become detached or dislodged, or to 
collapse and thereby injure persons or dam- 
age property. 


(d) Whenever more than ten (10%) 
percent of the fence area is in need of 
structural repair. 


(2) Landscaping. 


The landscaping shown on the approved 
landscape, screening and buffering plan 
shall be maintained in the following man- 
ner: 


(a) Any plants in the approved plan 
that die shall be replaced within a reason- 
able time, but in no case shall such time ex- 
ceed four (4) months. The replacement 
plants shall meet the purpose of the orig- 
inal specifications of an approved land- 
scape, screening and buffering plan. 


(b) Plants shall be kept pruned and 
maintained so as to promote proper growth 
and development. 


; (c) Weeds shall be kept under con- 
trol. 


(3) Buffer Strips. 


Buffer strips shall be properly maintained 
according to the types of materials utilized. 
Cover materials shall be maintained in a 
manner as specified at the time of the 
plan’s approval. 


No buildings, parking or storage of ma- 
terials or vehicles shall be allowed in any 
designated buffer strips unless approved by 
the Panning Department. 


Sec. 36-148.1. Improperly Maintained 
Landscaping, Screening and Buf- 
fering. 


Upon determining a landscaping, screen- 
ing or buffering area to be a health, safety 
hazard, improperly maintained, or has not 
been installed as required, the Planning De- 
partment shall proceed in the following 
manner: 


(1) The Planning Department shall no- 
tify the property owner in writing of the 
problem by certified mail, return receipt re- 
quested, or if possible, by delivering it in 
person. The property owner shall be given 
fourteen (14) days to correct the identified 
problem. 


(2) If the problem still exists after four- 
teen (14) days, the Planning Department 
shall post the property as being in viola- 
tion of this ordinance. A certified letter, 
return receipt requested, shall also be sent 
to the property owner notifying the owner 
of the problem and of the actions necessary 
to correct the hazard and what the City 
will do if it is not corrected by a certain 
date. The owner shall be given thirty (30) 
days from receipt of the letter either to 
correct the identified problem or submit a 
time schedule for approval by the Planning 
Department. 
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(8) The Planning Department shall re- 
inspect the property after thirty (30) days 
or at the end of an approved time schedule. 
If the identified problem still exists, the 
Planning Department shall have the land- 
scaping, screening or buffering. repaired, 
restored or installed as appropriate, with 
the costs, including administrative costs as 
stipulated by City Council resolution, of 
said repair or removal being attached to the 
tax rolls for the property. 


Sec. 36-149. Appeal Process.

separate system which serves only the resi- 
dents of one (1) or more apartment dwell- 
ings under common ownership, control or 
management, and commercial establish- 
ments located on the premises of such 
dwellings. 


(d) The words “cable television com- 
pany” shall mean any person which owns, 
centrols, operates or manages a cable tele- 
vision system for the purpose of providing 
cable television service to members of the 
public located in the City of Lansing; ex- 
cept that such definition shall not include, 
(1) a telephone, telegraph or electric utility 
in a case where it merely leases or rents 
to a cable television company utility pole 
contact space for the placing thereon of 
wire or cable facilities used in the distribu- 
tion of television signals to the subscribers 
of such cable television company or (2) a 
telephone or telegraph utility regulated by 
the Michigan Public Service Commission of 
Federal Communications Commission in a 
case where it merely provides communica- 
tion channel service under published tariffs 
to a cable television company for the dis- 
tribution of television signals to the sub- 
scribers of such company. 


(e) The words ‘“‘community cablevision” 
shall mean a community information ser- 
vice consisting of several channels provid- 
ing governmental, educational and public 
access programming. 


(f) The word “council” shall mean the 
City Council of the City of Lansing. 


Sec. 1JA-10. Rates; discrimination, filing 
schedules; maximum rates; in- 
crease in rates, procedures. 


(a) No cable television company shall 
make any unjust or unreasonable discrimi- 
nation in rates, charges, classifications, 
promotions, practices, regulations, facilities 
or services for or in connection with like 
services, nor subject any person to any 
prejudice or disadvantage in any respect 
whatsoever; provided, however, that this 
shall not be deemed to prohibit the estab- 
lishment of a graded scale of charges and 
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classification of rates to which any sub- 
scriber coming within such classification 
shall be entitled. 


(b) No rate or charge for cable television 
service provided in the City of Lansing 
shall be effective, nor shall any cable tele- 
vision company advertise, collect, or re- 
ceive any rate or charge for its service, 
until it shall have filed a complete schedule 
Fa gl and charges with the Lansing City 

erk, 


(c) Notwithstanding the above, and until 
altered or amended as hereinafter provided, 
the rates and charges for community cable- 
vision service provided in the City of Lan- 
sing shall be not more than the following 
maximums:

Disconnection of service .._... No charge 


(2) Monthly rates: 
First TV outlet, residential or

All rates, charges and rate structures of 
the cable television company shall be ex- 
empt from regulation or control by the City 
of Lansing execpt for the above described 
monthly rate and installation rate estab- 
lished for community cablevision. The cable 
television company and the City of Lansing 
recognize that this economy cable television 
service may provide information vital to 
the community and therefore those monthly 
and installation rates charged for such ser- 
vice must be approved by the City Council 
of the City of Lansing. 


(d) No cable television company may in-

The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That the Code of Ordinances of 
the City of Lansing, Michigan, be amended 
by adding a new Chapter 88 containing 
Sections to be numbered Sec. 38-1 through 
38-18, inclusive, to said Code to read as 
follows: 


Sec. 38-1. Statement of public interest. 


It is hereby declared that there exists 
substandard, unsanitary, polluted or ne- 
glected areas in the city; that replanning, 
rehabilitation and reconstruction of such 
areas is difficult and costly; that it is dif- 
ficult and uneconomic for individual own- 
ers independently to undertake to remedy 
such conditions; that it is desirable to en- 
courage owners of property or holders of 
claims thereon in such areas to join to- 
gether and with outsiders in corporate 
groups for the purpose of the clearance, 
replanning, rehabilitation, modernization, 
improvement and reconstruction of such 
areas by joint action; that it is necessary 
to create, with proper safeguards, induce- 
ments and opportunities for the employ- 
ment of private investment and equity cap- 
ital in the clearance, replanning, rehabili- 
tation, modernization, improvement and re- 
construction of such areas; that the freez- 
ing of the assessed value of land and build- 
ings in such areas at the assessed values 
appearing on the tax rolls prior to the 
clearance, replanning, rehabilitation, mod- 
ernization, improvement and reconstruction 
of such areas under a plan approved by 
the Planning Board and the City Council is 
a necessary and fiscally sound inducement 
for the employment of private investments 
and equity capital authorized by the State 
of Michigan; that such conditions further 
require the acquisition at fair prices of ade- 
quate areas, the gradual clearance of such 
areas through demolition of existing obso- 
lete, inadequate, unsafe and unsanitary 
buildings and the redevelopment of such 
areas under proper supervision with appro- 
priate planning, land use and construction 
policies; that the clearance, replanning, re- 
habiiltation, modernization, improvement 
and reconstruction are necessary for the 
public welfare; that the State of Michigan 
has created legislation authorizing redevel- 
opment corporations for the purpose of 
dealing with such conditions; that the State 
of Michigan has authorized cities to assist 
such corporations in the manner hereinafter 
provided; that the protection and promo- 
tion of the health, safety, morals, welfare 
and reasonable comfort of the citizens of 
the City of Lansing are a matter of public 
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concern and the necessity in the public in- 
terest for the provisions hereinaftre en- 
acted is hereby declared as a matter of 
legislative determination. 


Sec. 38-2. Definitions. 


The following terms, whenever used or 
referred to in this chapter, unless a differ- 
ent intent clearly appears from the context, 
shall be construed as follows: 


(1) Assessed Valuation. The term as- 
sessed valuation shall mean, with respect to 
any local tax on any parcel of real prop- 
erty, the value of such parcel, including 
therein buildings and improvements as well 
as land, as assessed by the respective of- 
ficial, bureau, board, commission or agency 
charged with assessing the same for such 
local tax. 


(2) Development. The term development 
shall mean a specific work, repair or im- 
provement to put into effect a development 
plan. The term shall include the real prop- 
erty, buildings and improvements owned, 
constructed, managed or operated by a re- 
development corporation. 


(3) Development Plan. The term develop- 
ment plan shall mean a plan submitted by 
the redevelopment corporation for the re- 
development of all or any part of an area 
and shall include any amendments thereto 
approved in accordance with the require- 
ments of the Urban Redevelopment Corpo- 
ration Act, 1941 PA 250; that being MCLA 
125.901 et seq; MSA 5.2058(1) et seq. 


(4) Local Taxation. The term local taxa- 
tion shall mean any state, county, city and 
school taxes, any special district taxes, and 
any other tax on real property, but shall 
not include special assessments for local 
benefit improvements. 


(6) Maximum Assessed Valuation. The 
term maximum assessed valuation shall 
mean, with respect to any local tax on any 
parcel of real property, the assessed valua- 
tion of such parcel appearing on the first 
assessment roll warranted to the City 
Treasurer after the completion of the de- 
velopment plan for the particular parcel 
and together with certification to that ef- 
fect by the supervising agency to the City 
Treasurer. 


(6) Maximum Exemption Period. The 
term maximum exemption period shall 
mean, with respect to any parcel of real 
property, the period of maximum assessed 
valuation for that particular parcel as des- 
ignated in the ordinance, but which shall 
not exceed ten (10) years from and after 
establishment of the maximum assessed val- 
uation for that particular parcel. 


(7) Planning Board. The term Planning 
Board shall mean the Planning Board of 
the City of Lansing. 


(8) Redevelopment Corporation. The term 
redevelopment corporation shall mean a 
corporation organized pursuant to the cor- 
poration laws of the State of Michigan 
whose certificate of incorporation shall 
comply with the requirements of Section 6 
of the Urban Redevelopment Corporations 
Act 1941 PA 250, that being MCLA 
125.906: MSA §6.3058(1). 
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(9) Supervising Agency. The term su- 
pervising agency shall mean the Lansing 
City Council. 


Any and all other terms not referred to 
above in this section which are used or re- 
ferred to in this chapter shall be defined

Sec, 38-3. Development plans; contents, 
approval, fees. 


(1) A development plan shall be sub- 
mitted by the redevelopment corporation 
and shall contain all information required 
by Section 4 of 1941 PA 250, that being 
MCLA 125.904(1) ; MSA 5.3058(4) (1). 


- The Planning Board may approve the 
development plan but may not issue a cer- 
tificate of approval unless and until it has 
received the development plan from the re- 
development corporation, and an applica- 
tion for the approval thereof, and unless 
and until the Planning Board has deter- 
mined that the development plan has met 
all requirements of Section 4.3 of 1941 PA 
250, that being MCLA 125.904(3); MSA 
§.3058(4) (8). 


(8) The supervising agency may approve 
the development plan but may not issue a 
certificate of approval therefor unless and 
until it has received the development plan 
and the certificate of approval from the 
Planning Board and an application for ap- 
proval by the supervising agency from the 
redevelopment corporation, and unless and 
until it has determined that the proposed 
method of financing and ability and exper- 
ience of the redevelopment corporation 
management are acceptable pursuant to 
Section 4.4 of 1941 PA 250, that being 
MCLA 125.904(4); MSA §.38058(4) (4). 


(4) The Planning Board and the supervis- 
ing agency may approve an amendment or 
amendments to a development plan, but no 
such amendment to a development plan 
which has theretofore been approved by the 
Planning Board and the supervising agency 
shall be approved unless and until an ap- 
plication therefor has been filed with the 
Planning Board or the supervising agency 
by the redevelopment corporation contain- 
ing that part of the material required by 
Sec. 38-3(1) of this chapter which shall be 
relevant to the proposed amendment, and 
unless and until the Planning Board or the 
supervising agency, as the case may be, 
shall make the determinations required by 
that subsection of Section 38-3 which shall 
be relevant to the proposed amendment. 


(5) The Planning Board and the super- 
vising agency may each adopt a schedule 
of fees to be paid upon the filing of the 
development plan, amendments thereto and 
other instruments in connection therewith.

Sec. 38-4. Procedures and time limits. 


All procedures and time limits, including 
contents of development ordinances, hear-

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1941 PA 250 that being MCLA 125.901 et 
seq; MSA 65.3058(1) et seq. shall be ad- 
hered to by the redevelopment corporation 
under the supervision and direction of 
the Planning Board and the supervising 
agency.

Sec. 38-7. Supervision and control of re- 

development corporation. 

(1) Upon approval of a development 
plan, the supervising agency shall assign 
the duty of inspecting the construction 
work on the development to the depart- 
ments of the City of Lansing which have, 
by law, jurisdiction over facilities which 
are directly or indirectly affected by the 
construction of the development. Any de- 
partment which is assigned to investigate 
shall make a written report on a periodic 
basis to the supervising agency which shal] 
contain the following: 


(a) General description of the progress 
and type of work investigated; 


(b) The stages of the development plan 
which have been completed and whether 
construction work in progress will meet the 
time limits of the stages set forth in the 
development plan; 


(c) Such other information as the su- 
pervising agency may require by rules and 
regulations; 


(d) Such other information as the de- 
partment deems necessary and relevant. 


(2) Upon completion of the development 
or stage of development, the redevelopment 
corporation shall request the supervising 
agency to issue a certificate of completion. 
The supervising agency shall, within ten 
(10) days, determine whether the develop- 
ment or stages of development have been 
completed in accordance with the develop- 
ment plan. 


(3) In the event that the supervising 
agency determines that the development has 
been completed in accordance with the de- 
velopment plan, it shall issue a certificate 
of completion which shall state the date on 
which development was completed and shall 
forthwith transmit same to the redevelop- 
ment corporation and the City Assessor. 


(4) In the event that the supervising 
agency determines that the development has 
not been completed in accordance with the 
approved development plan, the supervising 
agency shall forthwith notify the redevelop- 
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ment corporation by registered mail, return 
receipt requested, of the fact and stating 
the reasons for said finding. The supervis- 
ing agency may thereafter undertake such 
enforcement proceedings as are provided in 
this ordinance or by law. 


(6) After completion of the construction 
of the development, and during the maxi- 
mum exemption period, the redevelopment 
corporation shall: 


(a) Submit to the supervising agency 
for its review such reports, financial in- 
formation, statements, audited reports or 
other material as the supervising agency 
may from time to time require, provided 
that such reports may not be required more 
often than once every six (6) months. 


(b) Establish and maintain such depre- 
ciation and other reserves, surplus and 
other accounts as the supervising agency 
may reasonably require. 


(6) The duties of the supervising agency 
contained herein may be amended from 
time to time. 


Sec. 38-8. Building permits. 


In the event of an approval of a develop- 
ment plan for an area, then the Building 
Commissioner of the City of Lansing shal! 
not issue a building permit for construction 
in the area unless the building plans are 
found by the Building Commissioner to be 
in substantial compliance with the approved 
development plan as amended, modified or 
changed by ordinance, if so, for the maxi- 
mum exemption period. 


Sec. 38-9. Assessment of property after 
maximum exemption period. 


At the end of the maximum exemption 
period, the City Assessor shall forthwith 
assess the real property at its assessed value 
at the end of said period according to law 
and warrant same to the tax collector and 
notify the redevelopment corporation forth- 
with in writing of the reassessment. 


Sec. 38-10. Limitations on and powers of 
redevelopment corporations. 


No redevelopment corporation shall ex- 
ceed the scope of its richts and powers as 
enumerated in 1941 PA 250, the Urban De- 
velopment Corporations Act, MCLA 125.901 
et seq; MSA 5.3058(1) et seq. 


Sec. 38-11. Exemption of real property 
from increase in assessed value. 


The real property held by redevelopment 
corporations in a development shall be ex- 
empt during the maximum exemption pe- 
riod of ten (10) years from any increase in 
an value over the maximum assessed 
value. 


Sec. 38-12. Exemption of subsequent im- 
provements to exempt real prop- 
erty. 


The City Council may determine by reso- 
lution that: 


(1) Any improvement made upon real 
property held by a redevelopment corpora- 
tion after the commencement of the maxi- 
mum exemption period for such real prop- 
erty shall have a value for assessment pur- 
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poses equal to the maximum assessed value 
of the real property upon which the im- 
provement is constructed; and 


(2) The maximum exemption period for 
the improvement shall commence upon the 
issuance of a certificate(s) of occupancy 
for the improvement by the Building Com- 
missioner of the City of Lansing and shall 
expire upon the expiration of the maximum 
exemption period for the real property 
upon which the improvement is constructed. 


Sec. 38-13. Enforcement proceedings 
against redevelopment  corpora- 
tions. 


Whenever a redevelopment corporation 
shall not have obtained the certificates of 
approval of its development plan required 
by Sec. 38-3 of this chapter within twelve 
(12) months of the date upon which it be- 
came a redevelopment corporation, or have 
substantially completed with its develop- 
ment plan within the time limits for the 
completion of each stage thereof as therein 
stated, reasonable delays caused by unfor- 
seen difficulties excepted, or shall do, per- 
mit to be done, or fail or omit to do any- 
thing contrary to or required of it, as the 
case may be, by this chapter, or shall be 
about to do so, permit to be done, or fail 
or omit to have done, as the case may be, 
then any such fact may be certified by the 
supervising agency to the City Attorney of 
the City of Lansing, who may thereupon 
commence a proceeding in the circuit court 
of the County of Ingham. Such proceedings 
shall be commenced by a petition to the 
circuit court alleging the violation com- 
plained of and praying for appropriate re- 
lief as provided in 1941 PA 250, that being 
MCLA 125.914; MSA 5.3058(14) and any 
other remedies available at law or equity. 


Sec. 38-14. Sale or lease of real property 
to the redevelopment corporation. 


The City of Lansing may, by resolution, 
determine that real property, title to which 
is held by the city, specified and described 
in such resolution, is not required for use 
by the city and may authorize the city to 
convey, sell or lease such real property to a 
redevelopmen corporation subject, however, 
to Section 20 of 1941 PA 250, that being 
MCLA 125.920; MSA 5.3058(20). 


Sec. 38-15. Lease of property to redevel- 
opment corporation.

for carrying children under the age of 
twelve (12) years when accompanied by a 
paying passenger; provided further, while 
standing, at the direction of a passenger or 
because of traffic delay, such driver or 
owner may charge twenty-cent ($0.20) for 
each one and one-third 1 1/3) minutes of 
waiting time. 


Each paying passenger shall be entitled 
to have carried by such conveyance, without 
charge, any hand baggage not exceeding 
fifty (50) pounds, in weight and for each 
piece of baggage weighing over fifty (50) 
pounds twenty-five cents ($0.25) may he 
charged and collected.

Re: Claim of Karen Scott in the amount 
of $121.84 


Dear Mayor and Council: 


Claimant alleges that while traveling 
northbound at 25 miles per hour on Penn- 
sylvania Avenue on October 22, 1979 in the 
right lane approaching Michigan Avenue 
intersection, her vehicle hit a large depres- 
sion in the street which caused a puncture 
in the right front steel radial tire and also 
bent its rim. Claimant submitted a bill in 
the amount of $121.84 for cost of replace- 
ment of the tire, rim and alignment of the 
front end of the vehicle. 


Mr. Howard G. McCaffery of the Public 
Service Department informs this office that 
the depression in question was checked and 
filled with gravel at 2:57 a.m. October 19, 
1979, and the only other call that Depart- 
ment received was from CATA at 7:08 p.m. 
on October 24, 1979, at which time the 
trench was refilled. However, he further 
stated that this was a rainy period and it 
appeared that the cut in the pavement kept 
settling due to the rain. 


The Police report dated October 22, 1979 
indicated that there were flashers on the 
side of Pennsylvania Avenue adjacent to 
i = where the chuckhole or trench was 
ocated. 


MCLA 691,1402; MSA 3.996(102) pro- 
vides: 


“Each governmental agency, having jur- 
isdiction over any highway shall main- 
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tain the highway in reasonable repair 
so that it is reasonbly safe and conve- 
nient for public travel. Any person sus- 
taining bodily injury or damage to his 
property by reason of failure of any 
governmental agency to keep any high- 
way under its jurisdiction in reasonable 
repair, and in condition reasonably safe 
and fit for travel may recover the dam- 
ages suffered by him from such govern- 
mental agency.’’ 


Additionally State law provides that a 
municipality is not liable for damages 
caused by defective roadways unless that 
municipality knew or should have known of 
the defect in the roadway and had a rea- 
sonable time to repair the same. (MCLA 
691.1408; MSA 3.996(1038).) 


Applying the aforementioned statute to 
the facts presented by this claim, it is ap- 
parent that the City had no prior notice of 
the street defect due to the settling of the 
previously installed fill existing at this lo- 
cation on South Pennsylvania on October 
22, 1979 at 10:50 p.m., nor a reasonable 
time to repair the same. Therefore, it is 
the recommendation of this office that the 
claim be denied on the basis of govern- 
mental immunity.

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‘During the Executive Re-organization 
mandated by the City Charter, and in light 
of the nearly 70% reduction in Community 
Development funding over the past three 
years, I presented to the City Council a 
plan which called for the reduction in ad- 
ministrative force for the Community De- 
velopment Block Grant Program, as well 
as, reduction in the scope of the program 
to the level of funds available. I indicated 
that I would be moving to eliminate the 
Office of Community Development, to re- 
duce positions and to consolidate functions 
into other existing departments. 


This matter has been before you and ap- 
proved by you on three separate occasions; 
(1) With the Executive Re-organization; 
(2) With the 5th Year Application and 
Budget; and, (3) During the Fiscal Year 
1980 Budget. I assigned the functions of 
CD Grant Application Development, Citizen 
Participation, HUD-monitoring coordina- 
tion and environmenutal review to the 
Planning Department. I assigned all other- 
wise unassigned fiscal monitoring, report- 
ing and coordinating functions to the Fi- 
nance Department. 


Mr. Sharp was aware of these impending 
issues when he left on his appointment as 
Acting Director of the Housing Commis- 
sion. His position as a City Department 
Head was, at that point, dissolved and he 
was reassigned. When he was passed over 
for appointment as the permanent Director 
of the Housing Commission, he returned to 
the City. He utilized compensatory time 
while alternative positions were explored. 
There is no position in the CD Program at 
a comparable level which he could assume 
and Mr. Sharp is unwilling to consider 
lower level positions. He cannot, as cur- 
rently funded, be assigned to other than 
CD functions. 


The problem arose when Mr. Sharp re- 
turned. His functions had all been re- 
assigned which was a necessity due to his 
prolonged absence and the fact that he was 
not expected to return. The Planning De- 
partment has been responsible for these 
functions. The funding reductions in CD 
are forcing on-going reductions of posi- 
tions. These facts, coupled with the fact 
that Mr. Sharp cannot be assigned to other 
functions without creating a general fund 
position, resulted in my decision. If Mr. 
Sharp were retained, his salary of $31,886 
was very probably going to be disallowed 
by audit.as a CD expense. To create func- 
tions or a new position was unwarranted. 
His refusal to accept a lower position 
forced a decision. I cannot see any alterna- 
tive to my decision, although I did explore 
every avenue for two months. I believe 
that my decision was proper based on the 
funding reductions, the dissolution of his 
previous position and the potential audit 
exception if I failed to act. 


Furthermore, as far back as October 8, 
1979, my staff and I discussed the problem 
with Mr. Sharp. Regarding his request that 
we assist his efforts to get employment 
with the State of Michigan, be advised we 
have tried to be of assistance. 


If the Council wishes to authorize a Gen- 
eral Fund position, or to order a re-organi- 
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zation to reassign previously held functions 
to Mr. Sharp, I will, of course, comply. 
However, if Council does authorize the po- 
sition, it is not determined what job assign- 
ments or responsibilities would accompany 
the position.
